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PREFACE. 


Inquiry  into  the  modus  operandi  of  a  homceopathic  drug. 

We  have  no  means  of  knowing  the  inmost  functions  of  the 
organism ;  sometimes  we  may  feel  at  liberty  to  draw  spe- 
culative conclusions  from  results  relative  to  the  nature 
of  the  causes  in  which  they  have  originated,  but  we 
cannot  sustain  our  explanations  by  illustrating  them  by  the 
phenomena  of  material  nature  ;  for  this  reason,  that  the 
functions  of  the  living  organism  have  nothing  in  common 
with  the  changes  of  matter,  but  on  the  contrary,  take  place 
in  an  entirely  different  manner. 

Possessed  by  these  convictions,  it  is  quite  natural  that  I 
should  never  have  attempted  to  explain  how  diseases  can 
be  cured  by  medicines,  the  pathogenetic  symptoms  of 
which  are  similar  to  those  of  the  disease.  I  have  furnished 
a  conjecture  relative  to  that  matter,  without  wishing  it  to 
be  considered  an  explanation.    Such  an  explanation^  not 
necessary.     It   simply  behoves  us   to  apply  the  law 
''like  cures  like"  correctly  and  successfully,  and  not  to 
boast  with  abstract  explanations,  in  spite  of  which  the 
patient  may  remain  uncured.    Indulging  foolish  hypothe- 
ses is  all  that  the  so-called  physicians  of  the  Old  School 
have  accomplished  up  to  this  moment.    These  physicians 
would  not  have  hesitated  to  reject  the  doctrines  of  homoeo- 
pathy, which  however  teach  the  only  true  method  of  cure, 
simply  because  my  explanation  of  the  modus  operandi  of 
homoeopathic  agents  was  not  satisfactory. 

If  I  again  attempt  to  throw  some  light  on  the  inmost 
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action  of  homoeopathic  drugs,  it  is  not  because  I  expect 
to  satisfy  my  opponents,  but  in  order  to  furnish  more  pro- 
bable explanatory  suggestions  to  the  real  adherents  and 
able  advocates  of  the  homoeopathic  system,  and  to  satisfy 
the  irresistible,  innocent  and  praiseworthy  impulse  of  the 
human  mind  to  account  for  the  mode  in  which  we  accom- 
plish changes  from  evil  to  good. 

Tt  is  undeniable,  that  our  vital  powers,  when  unassisted 
by  remedial  agents,  are  unable  to  cure  diseases,  even  those 
of  short  duration— taking  it  for  granted  that  those  powers 
are  not  overcome  by  the  disease,  without  expending  by  a 
so-called  crisis  a  portion,  and  frequently  even  a  considera- 
ble portion,  of  both  the  fluids  and  solids  of  our  organism. 
I  have  shown  this  elsewhere.    We  shall,  perhaps,  never 
be  able  to  explain  this  mode  of  action  of  the  vital  powers  , 
but  we  know  with  certainty  that  they  do  not  accomplish  a 
victory  over  disease  in  a  direct  manner,  or  without  making 
great  sacrifices.    The  vital  powers  are  not  even  capable 
of  healing  the  chronic,  miasmatic  diseases,  and  of  substi- 
tuting health  in  their  stead,  without  inflicting  a  loss  upon 
the  organism.    But  it  is  certain,  that  although  the  vital 
forces  may  achieve  a  victory  over  the  acute  as  well  as 
miasmatic  diseases  without  inflicting  such  losses  upon  the 
organism,  provided  they  are  assisted  and  directed  in  their 
action  by  a  properly  selected  homoeopathic  agent,  it  is 
nevertheless  those  forces  that  conquer,  m  the  same  sense 
as  the  native  army  is  said  to  have  beaten  the  enemy, 
although  it  may  have  been  assisted  by  auxiliary  troops. 
Those  vital  forces,  unless  assisted  by  a  homoeopathic  drug, 
cannot  control  a  natural  disease  without  inflicting  great 
acrifices  upon  the  organism;  for,  naturally  they  have 
only  power  to  maintain  the  unimpeded  evolution  of  the 
functions  of  the  animal  economy,  as  long  as  those  functions 
are  not  disturbed  by  the  improper  interference  of  an  extci- 
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disturbing  agents ;  they  are  even  weaker  than  those 
agents — oppose  them  with  many  symptoms  of  suffering, 
and  cannot  overpower  them,  be  they  either  acute  or  chro- 
nic, without  inflicting  great  losses  on  the  organism.  This 
result  can  only  be  avoided  by  assisting  the  vital  forces  by 
a  proper  remedial  agent.  God  has  appointed  the  true 
physician  to  this  office. 

The  homoeopathic  agent  is  alone  able  to  secure  to  the 
vital  forces  that  superior  power  which  is  necessary  to 
conquer  the  enemy. 

I  repeat,  that  the  vital  forces,  the  natural  destination  of 
which  is  the  regulation  of  the  undisturbed  functions  of  the 
organism,  oppose  but  a  feeble  resistance  to  the  approach- 
ing enemy,  which  waxes  stronger  in  proportion  as  this 
enemy  becomes  more  powerful,  but  which,  even  in  the 
most  favorable  circumstances,  is  scarcely  equal,  and  in 
weak  patients,  not  even  equal  to  the  power  of  the  assail- 
ing enemy  :  the  vital  forces  are  neither  able,  nor  naturally 
destined  to  overpower  that  enemy,  nor  can  they  oppose 
him  without  being  injured. ' 

By  magnifying  ever  so  little  the  enemy  by  whom  the 
vital  forces  are  assailed — which  we  accomplish  by  invad- 
ing the  vital  forces  by  an  artificially  morbid  influence 
closely  resembling  the  disease,  we  induce  those  forces,  as 
from  an  instinct  of  self-preservation,  gradually  to  unfold 
all  their  energies  until  they  become  powerful  enough  to 
control  the  disease  ;  the  vital  forces  are  then  restored  to 
the  regulation  of  the  animal  functions,  whereas,  the  arti- 
ficial medicinal  disease  disappears  of  itself,  so  soon  as  we 
discontinue  the  use  of  those  agents  by  which  it  had  been 
established  in  the  organism. 

The  principle  by  which  the  body  is  animated,  is  infi- 
nitely great  and  lasting,  provided  we  maintain  its  integrity 
by  a  proper  diet,  and  relieve  it  from  an  invading  enemy 
by  proper  homoeopathic  treatment. 
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JODIUM— IODINE. 

Dynamise  one  grain  of  iodine  according  to  the  mode 
taught  in  the  first  volume. 

Iodine  is  a  heroic  medicine,  even  when  employed  in  the 
highest  potencies  ;  its  use  requires  all  the  discretion  of  a 
good  homoeopathic  physician,  lest  he  should  abuse  this 
substance,  as  alloeopathic  physicians  do,  who  frequently 
destroy  the  constitution  and  even  the  life  of  their  patients, 
by  enormous  and  improperly  applied  doses  of  the  drug  in 
question. 

Iodine  has  rendered  especial  service  in  affections  with 
he  following  symptoms  :  Dizziness  in  the  morning  ;  throb- 
bing in  the  head ;  pain  as  from  excoriation  in  the  eyes  ;  buz- 
zing in  the  ears  ;  hardness  of  hearing  ;  coated  tongue  ;  mer- 
curial ptyalism  ;  bad  taste,  as  of  soap  ;  sour  eructations, 
with  a  sense  as  of  burning ;  heartburn,  after  eating  heavy 
food ;  canine  hunger  ;  nausea  ;  incarceration  of  flatulence ; 
distension  of  the  abdomen  ;  constipation  ;  nightly  mictu- 
rition ;  delaying  menses ;  cough  ;  old  morning  cough ; 
difficulty  of  breathing ;  external  swelling  of  the  neck ; 
weakness  of  the  arms,  early  in  the  morning  when  in  bed ; 
going  to  sleep  of  the  fingers  ;  curvature  of  the  bones  ;  dry- 
ness of  the  skin  ;  night  sweats. 

This  drug  has  been  proved  by  Drs.  Gersdorff,  Gross, 
Hartlaub  and  Trinks,  Schreter. 

From  Noack  and  Trinks  :  Iodine  is  useful  in  the  fol- 
lowing affections  :  Scrophulosis,  (it  is  supposed  by  some 
that  the  muriate  of  baryta  will  dispute  the  rank  with  iodine 
in  the  treatment  of  scrofula.)  Glandular  affections, 
especially  swelling  of  the  thyroid  gland,  hypertrophy  of 
the  tonsillar,  parotid  gland,  &c  Affections  of  the  mucous 
nembranes,  especially  when  depending  upon  a  scrofu- 
lous and  leuco-phlegmalic  disposition  ;  and  particularly 
when  this  condition  seems  to  affect  all  the  functions  of  the 
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being ;  in  catarrhal  affections  of  the  Schneiderian  mem 
brane  without  any  fever,  of  the  Eustachian  tube,  larynx, 
trachea,  vagina,  urethra,  with  disposition  to  thin,  white 
coryza  and  obstruction  of  the  nose,  especially  in  persons 
of  between  20  and  30  years,  brought  on  by  cold  and 
neglected   catarrhal  fever.     Syphilis,  with  tendency  to 
hypertrophy  ;  chancre  eleve.    Iodine  has  cured  a  chancre 
on  the  frenulum  prseputii ;  the  frenulum  having  become 
detached,  that  portion  of  the  ulcer  which  was  situated  on 
the  frenulum,  became  elevated,  whilst  that  other  portion 
which  was  situated  upon  the  glans  was  deepened,  with- 
out, however,  showing  the  characteristic  edges  of  a  chan- 
cre.   The  cure  was  effected  in  this  way  :— the  edges  be- 
came dry  first,  the  ulcer  became  gradually  covered  with  a 
brown  crust,  under  which  the  suppurative  process  conti- 
nued for  a  time,  but  afterwards  left  a  solid,  star-shaped 
cicatrix,  there  being  very  little  substance  lost,  so  that  the 
cicatrix  appeared  rather  even  than  excavated.    Old  gout, 
characterised  by  violent,  nightly  pains,  in  various  joints, 
without  any  swelling  ;  spina  ventosa  and  cares  of  the 
spongy  extremities  of  the  bones.    Arsenic  disease.  Tabes 
mercurialis.    Dropsy  ;   dropsy  after  fever  and  ague,  in  a 
scrofulous  female  ;  various  forms  of  intermittent  fever 
and  ascites,  intimately  connected  with  disturbances  of  the 
spleen  ;  scarlatina,  when  Bell  would  do  no  good,  (giving 
mercury  first.)     Sore  nipples,  consequent  upon  scrofu- 
lous conditions.    Scirrhous  induration.  Febns  meseraica  ; 
Lobethal  observes,  that  in  febris  meseraica,  iodine  is  inte- 
rior to  Calc  carb.,  when  this  fever  indicates,  as  it  often 
does,  very  insidiously,  an  approaching  atrophy.  Inflamed, 
big,  bloated  eyelids.    Humming  before  the  ears  and  hard- 
ness of  hearing,  being  remains  of  frequent  colds  or  catar- 
rhal inflammations  of  the  throat,  when  we  can  with  cer- 
tainly diagnose  an  accumulation  of  mucus  in  the  Eusta- 
chian tube  by  the  humming  being  increased  by  chewing  or 
any  other  motion  of  the  jaws,  or  when  the  cold  frequently 
returns,  or  when  the  patient  complains  of  his  ear  being 
closed  by  a  valve.    Hard  hearing  from  swelling  of  the 
tonsillar  f  swelling  of  the  parotid  gland.    Obstinate  and 
torpid  swelling  of  the  cervical  glands.   Constitutional  sto- 
macace.    Chronic,  painless  vomiting,  (in  the  case  of  a 
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carder,  whose  affection  was  caused  by  pressing  upon  the 
heavy  scissors.)  Affections  of  the  liver.   Scirrhous  swell- 
ing of  the  inguinaJ  glands,  resulting  from  metaschematis- 
mus  of  the  gout.    Diseases  of  the  urinary  organs.  Metri- 
tis and  oophoritis  (in  conjunction  with  Ars.) — amenor- 
rhea, with  frequent  and  violent  colic,  sometimes  violent 
stitches  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest  when  breathing,  fre- 
quent, weak,  and  dry  cough,  with  stitches  in  the  throat, 
paleness  of  the  face,  generally  alternating  with  sudden  red- 
ness and  burning  of  the  ears,  want  of  breath  when  going 
up  stairs,  loss  of  strength,  constantly  cold  hands  covered 
with  cold  sweat  when  working,  (in  this  case  the  pain  disap- 
peared, but  the  menses  did  not  come  on.)  Leucorrhcea, 
of  scrofulous  females  ;  chronic  leucorrhcea  when  accom- 
panied by  a  pale,  cachectic  and  chlorotic  complexion  and 
disposition  to  catarrhal  affections.  Diseases  of  the  trachea. 
Profuse  secretion  of  mucus  in  the  larynx,  brought  on  by 
influenza  or  a  catarrhal  fever,  with  rough  voice,  tingling 
and  burning  in  the  throat,  in  persons  who  incline  to  phthi- 
sis.   Cough  remaining  after  an  epidemic  influenza  ;  violent 
influenza  ;  cough,  with  spitting  of  blood  ;  pain  in  the  chest 
and  high  fever,  (preceded  by  aconite.)    Cough,  with  tena- 
cious, white  expectoration,  excited  by  an  irritation  under 
the  upper  portion  of  the  sternum — worst  early  in  the 
morning.     Chronic   catarrh  of  persons  who  incline  to 
phthisis  laryngea  or  pulmonalis.    Croup,  in  alternation 
with  aconite.    Hooping-cough,  with  intolerable  tickling  in 
the  whole  chest.    Cough,  first  periodical,  afterwards  con- 
tinuous, especially  in  the  morning  when  rising  (remaining 
after  inflammation  of  the  lungs ;)  irritation,  exciting  a 
cough  in  the  left  and  lower  part  of  the  chest,  four  fingers' 
breadth  above  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  the  cough  being 
sometimes  accompanied  by  a  slight,  concealed  pain  in  that 
part,  whitish  or  yellowish  expectoration,  temporary  asthma, 
and  shortness  of  breath,  stitching  pain  in  the  affected  side 
of  the  chest  when  walking  fast  during  severe  cold,  con- 
tinual and  violent  fluent  and  dry  coryza,  complete  absence 
of  smell  and  taste  ;  and  sad,  vexed,  solicitous  mood,  in 
alternation  with  mercury.     Pneumonia,  when  hepatiza- 
tion threatens  to  set  in.    Suspicious  cough,  with  weakness 
and  emaciation,  hysteric  convulsions,  toothache,  leucor- 
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rhcea,  hard  nodosity  of  the  labia,  occasional  tearing  accom- 
panied by  continual  darting,  (in  a  patient  of  delicate  con- 
stitution, having  suffered  formerly  with  herpes  scabiosus, 
tearing  in  the  axillary  glands,  hard  nodosities  in  the  right 
axilla  and  mamma,  discharge  of  blood  from  the  vagina,  and 
her  mother  having  died  with  cancer  of  the  womb.)  Pul- 
monary consumption,  tuberculous  and  pituitous.  Arthro- 
pyosis  scrophulosa.    Scrofulous  inflammation  of  the  knee, 
considerable  bright-red,  shining,  hot,  tense  swelling  of  the 
knee,  darting  stitches  and  burning  in  the  swelling,  small, 
red  openings  discharging  a  bloody  and  watery  pus,  pain 
increased  by  motion,  or  by  bending  the  knee,  or  pressing 
upon  it.    Dropsy  of  the  knee-joint.    White  swelling  of  the 
knee.     Inflammation  of  the  synovial  membrane  of  the 
knee  :  large,  elastic,  fluctuating  swelling  of  the  knee,  sim- 
ple redness  of  the  skin,  with  bright-red,  hot,  painful,  scat- 
tered blotches,  increased  temperature  of  the  knee,  dull 
pains  in  the  interior  of  the  joint  while  the  body  is  extended 
and  at  rest,  intense  pain  when  making  the  least  motion,  or 
when  bending  or  pressing  the  part,  occasional  paroxysms 
of  fever,  afterwards  a  small  opening  above  the  patella,  dis- 
charging a  healthy  pus  in  the  beginning,  but  afterwards  a 
clear,  light-yellow,  serous  fluid,  in  pretty  large  quantity. 

Antidotes— Of  large  doses.  Starch  boiled  to  a  thin 
glue  by  means  of  a  large  quantity  of  water,  and  given  to 
the  patient  in  large  doses  ;  or,  in  case  of  necessity,  sugar- 
water,  milk,  especially  asses'  milk  ;  tepid  baths  ;  sulphur 
baths.  Merc  and  Ars.,  frequent  walks  in  the  open  air  ; 
Op  Hyosc,  (in  a  case  of  endogastritis,  brought  on  by  abuse 
of  iodine;)  Gratiola.  Altschuhl  says  he  has  cured  an 
iodine  cachexia,  with  iodine  30,  2  pellets.  Antidotes  of 
small  doses :  Ant.,  Ars.,  Camph.,  Chi.,  Chin,  sulph., 
Coff.,  Hep.  s.,  Op.,  Phosp.,  Spong. 

Iodine  is  especially  useful  after,  or  in  alternation  with, 

Amoral  Symptoms.— Despondency.- Gloomy  mood. 
Sad,  melancholy  mood.  Hypochondriac  mood.  Sadness. 
Out  of  humor  and  sensitive,  during  the  period  of  digestion, 
from  noon  till  evening,  with  an  oppressive  sensation  in  the 
throat  and  chest,  such  as  one  feels  when  one  is  about  to 
weep.    Oppression  of  the  chest.    Continued  disposition 
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to  weep.  Alternate  disposition  to  weep  and  to  be  cheer- 
ful. Oppressive  anxiety  after  having  performed  some  ma- 
nual labor,  going  off  when  sitting.  Anguish. — Anxiety. 
Great  anguish.  Oppression  of  the  chest.  Anguish  and 
despondency  ;  the  patients  are  mostly  thinking  of  the  pre- 
sent moment.  Impatient  moving  about ;  she  is  running 
about  all  the  time,  and  never  sits  down  ;  nor  does  she 
sleep  at  night ;  one  ought  to  suppose  her  crazy.  Restless- 
ness— the  body  is  continually  moving.  Aversion  to  sitting 
still.  He  apprehends  this  or  that  accident  from  every 
trifle.  Discouragement.  Feeling  of  despondency,  oppres- 
sive and  continuing  with  the  pain.  Aversion  to  work. 
He  deems  himself  incapable  to  do  any  thing.  She  is  no 
longer  phlegmatic  ;  she  has  become  a  blooming,  stronger, 
and  more  animated  girl.  Vexed,  out  of  humor  ;  nothing 
is  done  to  her  satisfaction.  Extreme  disposition  to  get 
angry.  Increased  sensitiveness  and  irritability.  Sensi- 
tiveness to  noise.  Increased  sensitiveness  to  external  im- 
pressions. Irritated  nerves  and  feelings.  Excessive 
nervous  irritation.  Excessively  merry  and  talkative  ;  she 
does  not  give  any  one  a  chance  to  say  a  word.  Illusions 
of  the  sense  of  tact. — Delirium.  Fixed,  immoveable 
thoughts,  (21.  d.) 

Head. — Obtusion  of  the  head,  making  thought  difficult. 
Obtusion  of  the  head  with  -great  disinclination  to  serious 
labor.  Obtusion  of  the  head,  which  appears  to  come 
from  the  back  and  move  up  along  the  nape  of  the  neck. 
Obtusion  of  the  head,  becoming  an  oppressive  pain,  (a.  1  h.) 
Slight  obtusion  of  the  head,  with  pressure  in  the  right  half 
of  the  forehead,  and  great  hunger,  (a.  1,  2  h.)  Vertigo. 
Vertigo,  drawing  one  forwards.  Vertigo  with  weakness, 
early  in  the  morning.  Headache.  Headache,  so  violent 
that  it  makes  him  almost  crazy.  Quickly  passing  pain  in 
the  occiput.  Headache  in  warm  air,  when  driving  a  lono- 
time  or  walking  fast.  Pain  in  the  forehead  and  top  of  the 
head,  increasing  at  every  noise  or  conversation.  Headache 
as  if  a  ribbon  were  tied  round  the  head  very  firmly.  Head- 
ache in  the  forehead  ;  the  brain  feels  bruised  and  is  ex- 
tremely sensitive  ;  the  whole  body,  and  especially  the 
arms  are  weak  and  feel  paralysed  ;  he  had  to  lie  down  ; 
accompanied  by  eructations  and  painful  sensitiveness  of 
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the  external  head  during  motion  ;   the  obtusion  of  the 
head  and  painfulness  of  the  face  continue  even  the  next 
day,  (a.  26  d.)    Pressure  on  a  small  spot  of  the  forehead, 
just  above  the  root  of  the  nose.    Headache,  especially  in 
the  left  side  towards  the  forehead,  frequently  returning. 
Pressure  in  the  region  of  the  vertex,  for  10  minutes. 
Headache,  especially  in  the  temples,  going  and  coming. 
Aching  in  the  occiput,  moderate  when  at  rest,  violent  dur- 
ing motion,  and  resulting  at  last  in  a  sensation  of  great 
dreariness  in  the  whole  head,  (1.  d.)    Aching  over  the 
eyes,  towards  evening.    Violent  aching  in  the  base  of  the 
occiput,  in  the  afternoon,  in  the  open  air.    Sharp  aching, 
on  the  left  side  over  the  forehead.    Drawing  pressure  in 
the  left  upper  half  of  the  head,  as  far  as  the  temples. 
Aching  and  sometimes  lancinating  headache.  Drawing 
pain  in  the  left  side  of  the  head,  as  far  as  the  teeth.  Tear- 
ing, first  in  the  left,  afterwards  in  the  right  temporal  region, 
almost  at  the  same  time.    Tearing  headache  over  the  left 
eye  and  in  the  temple.    Tearing  with  pressure  on  the 
right  side  over  the  forehead.    Stitches  in  the  occiput,  im- 
proved by  the  recumbent  posture.    Stitches  in  the  top  of 
the  head,  (a.  3  d.)  Throbbing  in  the  forehead,  without  any 
pain.    *  Throbbing  in  the  head  at  every  motion,  (a.  24  h.) 
Congestion  of  blood  to  the  head.     The  congestion  of 
blood  to  the  head  is  increased  ih  those  who  have  a  dispo- 
sition for  it.    Congestion  of  blood  to  the  head,  and  after- 
wards, at  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  headache  of  half  an 
hour,  recurring  at  5  o'clock.    Pain  in  the  forehead,  as  of 
sub-cutaneous  ulceration.    Smarting  sore  feeling  in  the 
occiput,  on  the  right  side,  over  the  ear,  towards  the  back 
part  of  the  head,  in  the  skin.  Falling  off  of  the  hair.  Con- 
siderable falling  off  of  the  hair. 

Eyes.— Pain  in  the  orbits.  Pressure  in  the  eyes  as  of 
sand.  Pressure  in  the  eyes.  Tension  over  the  right  eye, 
the  eyes  being  somewhat  inflamed.  Tearing  around  the 
right  eye,  especially  below  it.  Stitches  in  the  upper  part 
of  the  left  eyeball.  Cutting  stitches  in  the  left  eye,  in  the 
direction  of  the  external  can  thus.  •  Itching  in  the  canlhi. 
Itching  of  the  eyelids.  Redness  and  swelling  of  the  eye- 
lids, with  nightly  agglutination.  Inflamed  eyes.  Watery 
white  swelling  of  the  eyelids.    The  white  of  the  eye  is  of 
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a  dirty-yellow,  traversed  by  injected  veins.  Weak  feeling 
around  the  eyes,  as  if  they  were  lying  deep,  especially  in 
the  afiernoon.  Lachrymation.  Twitchings  of  the  eyes, 
(in  a  few  hours.)  Continual  twitching  to  and  fro  of  the 
lower  eyelid.  Tremor  of  the  eyelids.  Turbid  sight. 
Light  looks  to  her  dimmer  and  more  indistinct.  Objects 
seem  to  her  as  if  she  were  looking  at  them  through  a 
gauze.  Obscuration  of  sight.  Weak  sight.  Sometimes 
the  things  she  looks  at,  seem  to  her  multiplied;  she  is 
not  able  "  then"  to  distinguish  them  clearly.  Dark  curls  are 
floating  downwards  in  front  of  the  eyes,  sideways  and  close 
to  the  direction  of  the  visual  ray,  (a.  16  h.)  Occasional 
twinkling  before  the  eyes.  She  is  unable  to  do  fine  sew- 
ing, on  account  of  the  stitches  flitting  before  her  eyes. 
Sparks  before  the  eyes.  Fiery,  curved  rays  are  shooting 
downwards  in  a  line  near  the  visual  ray,  and  likewise  at  a 
small  distance  from  the  focus  of  the  ray,  round  about  the 
eye,  but  more  upwards,  (a.  24  h.) 

Ears. — Straining  pain  in  the  left  ear.  Forcing  in  the 
right  ear.  Tearing  pressure  in  the  little  groove,  under  the 
right  ear  and  near  it,  in  the  neck.  Small  yellow  scurf  on 
the  concha.  Sensitiveness  of  the  hearing  to  the  noise,  (4. 
d.)  *  Hardness  of  hearing.  Frequent  din  in  the  right 
ear  as  if  in  a  mill. 

Nose. — Pain  in  the  lower  part  of  the  nose,  when  blow- 
ing it,  without  any  coryza.  Itching  stinging,  in  the  fore- 
part of  the  septum  of  the  nose.  Red,  burning  spot  on 
the  nose,  under  the  eye.  Itching  elevation  on  the  nose. 
Small  little  scab  in  the  right  nostril.  Bleeding  of  the  nose 
when  blowing  it.    Profuse  bleeding  of  the  nose. 

Face — The  complexion  becomes  changed.  Pale,  con- 
tracted face.  Paleface.  *  Yellow  complexion.  The  yel- 
low complexion  becomes  more  pale,  (curative  action.) 
The  face  which  had  been  yellow  heretofore,  becomes 
brown,  so  that  in  a  few  days  the  skin  of  a  female  of  28 
years  looked  smoked.  The  features  become  disfigured, 
altered.  Sunken  eyes.  Convulsive  twitchings  of  the  fa- 
cial muscles.  Suppurating  ulcer  on  the  left  cheek  with 
swelling  of  the  surrounding  glands,  and  a  hard  nodosity  at 
the  place  which  the  ulcer  occupies,  dispersing  very  slovvly  ; 
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shortly  after,  a  second  ulcer  appeared  near  the  former  ;  it 
healed  more  speedily. 

Teeth  and  Jaws. — Aching  in  the  right  upper  jaw. 
Painless  swelling  in  the  sub-maxillary  glands,  (2.  d.)  Op- 
pressive toothache  in  alternate  places,  in  the  molar  teeth, 
on  both  sides.    Clawing  toothache  in  the  posterior  molares 
of  the  right  side.    Drawing  pain  in  the  teeth  of  the  right 
side,  towards  the  ear,  accompanied  by  stitches.  Cutting 
drawing  and  sore  feeling  in  the  roots  or  the  gums  of  the 
lower  incisores,  at  times  on  the  left,  at  times  on  the  right 
side.    Pain  as  from  looseness,  in  the  teeth  and  gums,  when 
eating.    In  the  morning,  the  teeth  are  covered  with  more 
mucus,  are  coloured  more  yellow  and  are  blunted  more 
rapidly  by  weak  vegetable  acids.    The  gums  are  painful 
to  the  touch.    Increased  redness  of  the  gums.  Inflam- 
mation and  swelling  of  the  gums.    Bleeding  of  the  gums. 
Ulcer  on  the  gums  of  one  of  the  lower  hollow  molares,  with 
swelling  of  the  cheek  extending  to  the  lower  border  of  the 
orbit.    Vesicles  made  occasionally  their  appearance  in  the 
mouth,  with  swelling  of  the  gums. 

Mouth. — Aphthae  in  the  mouth,  with  ptyahsm.  Small 
elevation  on  the  inner  side  of  the  right  cheek  ;  in  the  be- 
ginning they  felt  aching  and  sore  when  touched  ;  in  a  few 
days  they  became  lancinating  and  cutting  like  an  ulcer, 
especially  when  opening  the  mouth  widely,  when  eating 
or  reading  aloud,  with  inflammation  of  the  parts  around. 
The  glands  on  the  inner  side  of  the  cheeks,  are  intensely 
painful,  as  if  one  had  sharp  vinegar  in  one's  mouth- 
Smarting  and  sensation  as  of  pulling  in  the  tonsillse,  (im- 
mediately.)   Putrid  smell  from  the  mouth,  even  before 
breakfast,  immediately  after  rinsing  the  mouth  with  pure 
water.    Troublesome  drvness  of  the  tongue.  Coated 
tongue.    *  Tongue  thickly  coated,  the  coating  looking  like 
the°substances  that  were  thrown  up.    Pressure  m  the  left 
half  of  the  palate.    Swelling  and  elongation  of  the  uvula 
with  a  good  deal  of  spitting.    Considerable  constriction

Throat— Constrictive  sensation  in  the  fauces,  ior-

too  weak  to  press  the  beverage  down.    Feeling  of  fulness 
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in  the  throat,  (6.  d.)  Pain  in  the  cesophagus,  increased  by- 
pressing  upon  the  larynx.  Aching  on  the  right  side  in 
the  throat,  more  between  than  during  the  acts  of  degluti- 
tion. Tearing  in  the  throat,  above  the  larynx.  Stitches 
in  the  throat,  apparently  in  the  larynx,  somewhat  percepti- 
ble during  the  act  of  deglutition.

Fre- 
quent and  watery  saliva  in  the  mouth. 

Taste  and  Appetite. — Bad  taste  in  mouth,  especi- 
ally when  the  stomach  is  either  quite  empty  or  quite  full. 
Abominable  taste  in  mouth.  Salt  taste  in  mouth,  (1.  and 
2.  d.)  Bitter  taste  in  mouth.  Bitter  taste,  in  the  after- 
noon ;  sweet- plums  taste  bitter  to  her.  Sourish,  offensive 
taste  in  mouth,  the  whole  day,  especially  when  smoking 
tobacco.  Sweet  taste  on  the  tip  of  the  tongue,  (6.  d.) 
Thirst,  a  good  deal,  day  and  night,  (a.  24  h.)  Unusual, 
increased  thirst.  Violent  thirst,  tormenting.  Decrease  of 
appetite.  Total  want  of  appetite  and  sleep.  Increase  of 
appetite.  Continued  increase  of  appetite.  Unusual 
hunger.  Gnawing  hunger,  (a.  3  h.)  Violent,  craving 
appetite.  Voracity.  *  Canine  hunger.  She  would  like  to 
eat  again  shortly  after  a  meal ;  she  feels  much  better  after 
having  eaten  a  good  deal.  He  feels  an  anguish,  unless 
he  eats  every  3  or  4  hours  ;  but  he  must  take  care  not  to 
eat  too  much.  The  digestive  functions  are  carried  on 
with  more  rapidity  and  regularity,  the  stools  being  normal. 
Alternate  canine  hunger  and  want  of  appetite.  Very 
weak  digestion.  Week  feeling,  and  a  feeling  of  sickness 
all  over  the  body  after  dinner. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations.  Eructations  smell- 
ing of  the  medicine.  Continued  empty  eructations,  from 
morning  till  evening,  as  if  every  thing  he  cats  or  drinks 
were  transmuted  into  air.  Hiccough.  Qualmishness  in 
the  pit  of  the  stomach,  every  day,  passing  off  after  eating, 
with  pressure  on  the  stomach.    *  Nausea.    Nausea  imme- 
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diately  after  rising,  with  spasmodic  pain  in  the  stomach. 
Inclination  to  vomit.  Inclination  to  vomit,  in  paroxysms, 
with  heartburn,  with  sensation  as  of  the  stomach  being 
spoiled.  Vomiting.  Violent  vomiting.  Incessant  vomit- 
ing. Obstinate  vomiting,  occurring  especially  after  eating. 
Continual  vomiting  with  diarrhoea.  Yellowish,  saltish 
vomiting.  Vomiting  of  bile.  Increased  secretion  of  bile. 
Increased  secretion  of  the  gastric  and  pancreatic  juice. 
Gastric  derangement  with  constipation. 

Stomach.— Pains  in  the  stomach.    Pains  over  the 
stomach.    Pain  in  the  stomach,  early  in  the  morning, 
going  off  after  an  eructation.    Most  violent  pain  in  the 
stomach.    Excessive  pain  in  the  stomach  and  bowels.

Violent  pains  in  the 
stomach  and  oesophagus,  which  felt  obstructed  and  did 
not  brook  contact.

General  Symptoms. — Erratic  pains  in  the  joints.

Numb  feeling  and  trembling 
in  the  limbs.  Paralysis  of  the  limbs.  Liability  to  cold, 
bringing  on  ophthalmia.  Stinging  itching  in  different 
parts  of  the  body.  Sensation  as  of  violent  flea-bites  over 
the  whole  body,  day  and  night.  Itching  of  the  cicatrix  of 
an  ulcer  upon  the  thigh  which  had  been  healed  for  years 
past.  Itching  pimples  on  the  old  cicatrix.  Small,  red, 
dry  pimples  on  the  arms,  chest  and  back,  itching  in  the 
beginning.  Dirty-yellow  color  of  the  skin,  from  5  to  6 
weeks.  Rough,  dry  skin.  Glandular  indurations.  Dis- 
appearance of  single  glandular  swellings  in  the  nape  of 
the  neck,  axilla  and  groin,  (curative  effect.)  Excites  the 
glandular  system,  the  glands  of  the  buccal  cavity,  also  the 
stomach,  liver,  the  pancreas,  and  promotes  the  process  of 
secretion  in  these  organs.  Pulsations  in  all  the  arteries, 
at  every  muscular  effort.  Extremely  troublesome  pulsa- 
tions in  all  the  larger  trunks.

Great  irritation  of  the  nervous  system.  Increased  sensi- 
bility of  the  whole  body.  Impatience  in  all  the  limbs. 
Uneasiness  and  nervousness,  with  trembling  extending 
from  the  region  of  the  stomach  to  all  the  parts  of  the  peri- 
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phery,  as  if  he  would  begin  to  tremble,  or  to  sweat  all 
over,  with  an  increase  of  warmth  all  over,  as  if  coming 
from  the  stomach;  afterwards  pressure  in  the  region  of 
the  heart,  heaviness  on  the  chest,  with  difficult  breathing, 
and  acceleration  of  the  pulse  by  7  or  8  beats.

Sense  as  of 
hammering  in  the  right  ear,  frequent  and  very  disagreeable, 
hindering  hearing.  Twitchings  about  the  left  ear,  (a.  10 
d.)  Twitchings  and  trembling  in  the  right  ear,  when  ris- 
ing after  stooping.  Itching  of  the  lobule.  Violent  itching 
in  the  ears,  (a.  4  d.)  Tickling  in  the  ears.  Coldnees  of 
the  ears  in  a  hot  room,  (a.  2  d.)  Heat  of  the  lobules. 
Sensation  as  if  warmth  were  rushing  out  of  the  left  ear. 
Redness,  heat  and  violent  itching  of  the  outer  ears.  In- 
flammation and  swelling  of  the  internal  ear,  with  pain 
round  about,  (a.  3  d.)  Soreness  and  suppuration  behind 
the  ears,  for  4  weeks,  (a.  21  d.)  Pimples  on  the  ears. 
Discharge  of  a  yellow,  liquid  cerumen  or  pus  from  the 
ear,  with  previous  tearing  in  the  ear.  Secretion  of  fetid 
humor  in  the  internal  ear.  Opening  of  an  ulcer  in  the 
ear,  (a.  5  d.)  Hard  swelling  of  the  parotid  gland,  with 
pain  to  the  touch.  Sensation  of  obstruction  of  the  ears. 
One  of  the  ears  feels  suddenly  obstructed,  (a.  3  d.)  Sud- 
den closing  of  the  right  ear,  in  the  evening,  when  sitting. 
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with  sense  as  of  tingling  and  buzzing  in  the  left  ear,  so  that 
his  head  vacillated  a  little.  Dulness  of  hearing,  in  the 
evening,  (a.  15  d.)  Diminution  of  hearing  in  both  ears, 
slowly  increasing  and  decreasing,  (for  a  fortnight.)  Ting- 
ling in  both  ears.

Whizzing  in  the 
ears.  Violent  roaring  in  the  ears.  Ringing  in  the  ears. 
Frequent  reports  and  detonations  in  the  ears,  during  the 
day-  Cracking  in  the  ear,  frequently.  Cracking  in  the 
ear,  during  a  violent  expiration.  Guggling  in  the  right 
ear,  and  secretion  of  a  quantity  of  soft  wax. 

Nose.— Clawing  sensation  in  the  nose  and  root  ot  the 
nose,  especially  on  the  right  side,  (23.  d.)    Itching  in  the 
nose.    Frequent  itching  in  the  right  nasal  fossa.  Ulcer- 
ative pain  in  the  right  nasal  fossa.    Great  burning  in  the 
nose.    Burning  in  the  left  nostril.    Burning  and  biting 
sensation  in  the  upper  part  of  the  left  half  of  the  nose,  < ex- 
tending to  the  cribriform  plate  (23.  d.)    Red,  thick  nose 
especially  in  the  afternoon.    Considerable  swelling  of  the 
tip  of  the  nose.

Pale,  hollow-eyed  countenance,  especially  in  the 
onen  air,  where  the  child  looks  as  if  it  were  frozen.  Pale 
tenance  with  faint,  lifeless  eyes     Heat  and  rednes 
in  the  face,  early  in  the  morning,  when  in  bed.  Long 
continued  heat  and  redness  of  the  face,  with  icy  cold ^  eet 
Burning,  red  cheeks,  in  the  evening  for  ^  hour  and  a

passing  over  into  an  ulcer  on  the  gums,  without  any  pre 
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vious  toothache.  Swelling  on  the  right  cheek,  low  down, 
with  stitches  and  pains  to  contact.  Big  cheek  with  tear- 
ing and  stitches.  Big  red  cheek,  with  small  pimples,  also 
orTthe  nose.  Pimples  in  the  face.  Pimples  in  the  face, 
going  and  coming.  Pimples  in  the  face,  continually.

Itching  around 
the  margins  of  the  lips.  Smarting  sore  feeling  around  the 
mouth,  in  the  margins  of  the  vermilion  border,  very  pain- 
ful to  contact.  Soreness  of  the  vermilion  border  of  the 
lips  ;  they  are  agglutinated  early  in  the  morning.  Swell- 
ing and  rhagades  of  the  upper  lip;  it  is  painful  to  contact 
and  bleeds  readily.

Tearing  and  griping 
in  a  molar  tooth  and  the  zygoma  of  the  left  side,  increased 
and  excited  by  cold  substances,  relieved  by  tying  some-

the  right  jaw.  Corrosive  itching,  violent  pain  in  different 
teeth  and  the  gums,  which  cannot  be  relieved  by  picking 
the  teeth.  Itching  in  the  teeth,  after  supper.  Itching  and 
sense  as  of  digging  in  one  of  the  left  upper  molares,  after 
dinner  ;  relieved  by  pressing  upon  the  teeth.  Burrowing 
pain  in  the  left  lower  row,  occasioned  by  picking.  Violent, 
burrowing  pain  in  one  of  the  upper  left  molares,  after  din- 
ner. Boring  aching,  always  after  dinner,  as  if  something 
had  got  into  the  tooth.  Throbbing  or  pecking  sensation  in 
one  of  the  right  upper  incisores,  after  dinner.  Throbbing 
and  pulling  sensation  in  the  teeth,  during  motion  ;  other- 
wise, burning  pain.  Burning,  lancinating  toothache,  es- 
pecially at  night,  as  if  a  hot  iron  were  plunged  into  the 
tooth.  Burning  slinging  in  the  tooth,  especially  at  night, 
with  internal  chilliness,  and  swelling  of  the  lower  jaw  and 
gums,  (a.  32  d.)  Stinging  in  the  teeth  and  gums,  after- 
wards swelling  of  the  cheeks  with  stinging  pain,  (a.

Violent  stitches  in  the  teeth.  Single  stitches  in  the  fore- 
teeth, here  and  there,  in  the  evening.

Mouth. — Fetid  smell  from  the  mouth,  like  old  cheese. 
Corrosion  of  the  inner  mouth,  and  tooth,  as  if  by  some- 
thing acrid.  Soreness  of  the  mouth.  Dryness  of  the 
mouth  wakes  him  from  sleep  early  in  the  morning,  (7.  d.) 
Numbness  of  the  mouth,  as  if  it  were  burnt,  early  in  the 
morning,  after  waking.  Violent  burning  in  the  mouth, 
early  in  the  morning,  and  thirst.    Dryness  in  the  mouth, 
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early  in  the  morning,  after  rising.    Dry  mouth,  without 
any  thirst,  in  the  evening.    Dry,  viscid  sensation  in  the 
mouth.    Dry  feeling  and  accumulation  of  saliva  in  the 
mouth,  he  has  to  spit  a  good  deal.    Accumulation  of  water 
in  the  mouth,  constantly.    A  quantity  of  saliva  flows  from 
his  mouth,  also  by  day.     Painful  vesicles  all  over  the 
inner  mouth,  with  burning  pain.

Bad  taste  in  the  mouth.  Bad  taste  and  accumulation  of 
mucus  in  the  mouth.  Repulsive  watery  taste  in  the 
mouth.  Flat,  viscid  saliva  in  the  mouth.  Bitter  taste  in 
the  mouth,  with  nausea,  (1.  d.)  Bitter  taste  in  the  throat. 
Bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  early  in  the  morning.  Bitter 
sour  taste  in  the  mouth,  after  breakfast.  Sour  taste  in  the 
mouth,  every  day.  Putrid  taste  in  the  mouth.  Sweetish 
taste  in  the  mouth.  Taste  as  of  blood  in  the  mouth,  early 
in  the  morning,  after  waking,  for  three  hours.  Little 
appetite.  Little  appetite,  with  flat  taste  in  the  mouth  ; 
nevertheless  he  relishes  the  food.  Great  hunger.  Violent 
thirst,  in  the  forenoon.  Thirst  in  the  evening,  previous  to 
lying  down.  Thirst,  at  night.  No  appetite,  he  does  not 
relish  what  he  eats.  Food,  especially  meat,  is  repulsive 
to  him  ;  he  has  an  appetite  when  he  eats,  nevertheless  he 
cannot  eat  much.  Aversion  to  brown  bread.  Aversion  to 
eveiy  thing. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Milk  does  not  agree  with  her. 
Bread  weighs  in  the  stomach,  after  a  meal.  Great  desire 
for  sour  things.  Paleness  of  the  face,  nausea,  vertigo, 
eructations,  weakness  of  the  lower  limbs,  and  coldness  of 
the  hands  and  feet,  before  and  after  dinner  ;  still  he  has 
some  appetite.  Nausea  unto  vomiting,  when  eating  roast 
fish.  Desire  for  sleep,  during  a  meal,  (a.  2,  4  d.)  Drowsi- 
ness and  depression  of  strength  after  a  meal.  Great 
drowsiness,  with  chilliness  and  yawning,  after  a  meal. 
Weariedness  after  a  meal,  with  throbbing  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach  and  headache.  Vexed,  peevish  mood  during 
dinner,  with  drawing  pain  in  the  head,  (30.  d.)  Constric- 
tive sensation  in  the  head,  after  dinner,  as  if  it  were  encir- 
cled with  a  hoop.    Pale  face  after  a  meal.    Pinching  and 
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uneasiness  in  the  abdomen,  after  eating  soup,  at  dinner  or 
supper,  or  after  eating  warm  biscuit  in  the  morning. 
Pressure  in  the  stomach,  like  a  weight  in  the  stomach, 
after  a  meal,  and  especially  after  breakfast.    Distension  of 
the  abdomen  after  a  meal.    Repletion  and  great  distension 
of  the  abdomen,  after  eating  but  little.    Oppressive  flatu- 
lent colic  after  breakfast,  relieved  only  for  a  short  time  by 
the  emission  of  flatulence,  (14.  d.)    Dull  stitches  in  the 
right  side  of  the  epigastrium,  after  dinner.    Tickling,  ex- 
citing a  cough,  after  a  meal,  (a.  6  d.)    Chilliness  after  a 
meal.    Burning,  like  heartburn,  from  the  stomach  up  to 
the  pharynx,  after  eating  flatulent  aliments.  Heartburn 
for  three  hours,  after  supper.    Sour  eructations  after  a 
meal.    Frequent  eructations,  especially  early  in  the  morn- 
ing.   Unsuccessful  desire  for  eructations,  followed  by 
spasmodic  contraction  of  the  stomach,  morning  and  after- 
noon.   Loud  eructations,  with  accumulation  of  water  in 
the  mouth.    Eructations  tasting  of  the  ingesta.  Eructa- 
tions as  of  bitter-sour  water.    Sour  eructations,  early  in 
the  morning,  (10.  d.)    A  quantity  of  sourish  eructations, 
in  the  afternoon,  with  inclination  to  vomit.    Acidity  rises 
from  the  stomach  to  the  mouth.     Sour  regurgitations. 
Gulping  up  of  food  and  acidity,  after  great  uneasiness, 
commencing  from  the  pit  of  the  stomach.    Gulping  up  of 
water  from  the  stomach,  she  spit  up  a  good  deal  of  it, 
after  midnight.  4  There  is  a  constant  inclination  of  some- 
thing rising  from  the  stomach  into  the  mouth,  (shortly.) 
Heartburn.     Hiccough,  at  noon.     Constant,  hiccough, 
before  midnight.

Nausea  with 
qualmishness,  accumulation  of  saliva  in  the  mouth,  (and 
diarrhoea.)    Waterbrash.     Continued  loathing,  as  it  he 
would  vomit,  (shortly.)    Nausea  unto  vomiting,  in  the 
stomach,  at  night,  when  in  bed ;'  gradually  going  off  after 
eettincr  up  from  bed.    Inclines  easily  to  vomit,  especially 
after  dinner.  Inclination  to  vomit  at  every  internal  emotion, 
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every  vexation  and  joy,  and  at  any  time  of  the  day ;  only 
retching  in  the  morning.  Retching,  for  several  evenings. 
Frequent  vomiting,  without  however  the  stomach  being 
over-loaded  or  spoiled  ;  next  day  faint  and  without  an  appe- 
tite, (a.  13  d.)  Vomiting  with  a  swoon-like  failing  of 
strength.  Vomiting  of  food  and  sour  substances,  with 
nausea.  In  the  morning  the  child  is  glowing  red  in  the 
countenance,  throws  up  the  breakfast,  turns  as  pale  as  a 
corpse,  feels  well  again  after  several  vomitings,  but  remains 
very  faint  for  two  days. 

Stomach. — Frequent  pain  in  the  stomach,  but  seldom 
in  the  afternoon,  preceded  by  a  sensation  as  of  swashing 
in  the  abdomen,  relieved  by  eructations  and  emission  of 
flatulence.  Pressure  in  the  stomach,  with  rumbling,  feeling 
of  emptiness,  and  eructations.  Frequent  pressure  in  the 
stomach,  early  in  the  morning,  when  waking.  Pressure 
in  the  stomach,  as  if  from  a  stone,  early  in  the  morning, 
when  in  bed,  relieved  by  clearing  the  throat.

Tickling  in 
the  glandular  swelling  of  the  neck  ;  she  had  to  press  upon 
the  part  with  her  cold  hand,  in  order  to  find  relief. 
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Superior  Extremities. — Sweat  in  the  axilla.  Swell- 
ing, and  pain  as  from  sub-cutaneous  ulceration,  of  the 
axillary  gland,  (2.  d.)    Swelling  of  an  axillary  gland. 
Dull  cutting  and  tearing  in  the  .right  axilla,  (24.  d.) 
Tearing  in  the  left  axilla,  when  at  rest,  (10  d.)  Tearing 
lancinations  in  the  right  axilla,  when  lifting  up  the  arm, 
early  in  the  morning,  when  writing,  (7.  d.)  Violent 
stitches  in  the  left  axilla.    Sensitiveness  and  burning  in 
the  right  axilla,  (15.  d.)    Itching  in  the  axilla.    The  left 
shoulder  is  painful,  when  moving  the  left  arm  violently  or 
when  pressing  with  it  strongly.    Clawing  pressure  in  the 
right  shoulder-joint,  more  painful  when  breathing.  Violent 
tensive  pain  in  the  left  shoulder,  early  in  the  morning,  so 
that  he  was  unable  to  lift  up  his  arm.    Tension  and 
pressive  drawing  in  the  right  shoulder,  with  paralytic  sen- 
sation in  the  right  arm.    Drawing  pain  in  the  right 
shoulder,  (17.  d.)    Tearing  in  the  left  shoulder,  when  at 
rest  and  in  motion.

Fine 
stitches  in  the  left  shoulder,  afterwards  in  the  tendons  of 
the  left  side  of  the  neck.    Fine  stitches  in  the  shoulders, 
when  at  rest  and  in  motion.    Pain  as  from  blows  and 
bruises  under  the  right  shoulder-joint,  especially  when 
moving  and  touching  it.    Cracking  in  the  shoulder-joint, 
when  moving  or  raising  the  arm.    Pimples  on  the  shoul- 
der, with  violent  itching  and  burning  after  scratching. 
Violent  tensive  pain  in  the  arm,  for  8  days,  so  that  he 
was  unable  to  raise  it  on  account  of  pain  ;  he  was  indeed 
able  to  move  it  backwards  upon  the  back,  rest  upon  it 
and  touch  the  joint,  without  any  pain.

Violent  tearing  in  the  whole  of  the 
left  arm,  (7.  d.)     In  the  cold  air  the  arms  lose  their 
warmth,  become  numb  and  feel  as  if  they  had  gone  to 
sleep.    *  Both  arms  go  to  sleep — and  become  rigid  in  the 
cold  air ;  they  go  to  sleep  even  after  violent  exercise.

Pulsa- 
tive  pain  in  the  left  upper  arm,  at  intervals.  Jactitation 
of  the  muscles  of  the  left  upper  arm,  (18.  19.  25.  d.) 
Pimple  on  the  upper  part  of  the  upper  arm,  itching  and 
painful.  Pain  as  from  bruises  and  blows  in  the  right 
upper  arm,  especially  when  raising  the  arm.  Paralytic 
pain  in  both  upper  arms,  mostly  during  motion.  Pain  in 
ihe  elbow  as  if  it  were  stiff,  when  extending  the  right 
arm,  after  it  had  been  bent.

Drawing  pain  in  the 
lower  arm.  Violent,  short  drawing  from  the  arm  into  the 
hand,  (a.  2  d.)  Paralytic  drawing  with  dull  pain,  from 
the  left  lower  arm  into  the  hand,  in  the  evening.  Tearing 
in  the  upper  part  of  both  lower  arms.  Tearing  in  the 
middle  of  both  lower  arms.  Tearing  in  both  lower  arms, 
in  the  direction  of  the  wrist-joint.  Pain  of  the  metacarpus, 
when  grasping  something.  Dull  aching  in  the  dorsum  of 
the  left  hand.  Drawing  in  the  inner  surface  of  the  left 
wrist-joint,  aggravated  by  motion.  Tearing  in  the  wrist- 
joints,  (11.  20.  d.)    Tearing  in  the  outer  process  of  the 
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wrist-joint,  (29.  d.)    Fine  tearing  in  the  left  wrist-joint,  in 
the  direction  of  the  ring-finger,  recurring  frequently,  (4.  d.) 
Tearing  in  the  right  wrist-joint,  when  knitting,  recurring 
frequently.    Dull  tearing,  with  pressure,  in  both  hands, 
between  the  thumb  and  index-finger,  (16.  12.  21.  d.) 
Violent  tearing  extending  from  the  dorsum  of  the  left 
hand  to  the  fingers.    Violent  tearing  in  the  dorsum  of  the 
left  hand,  apparently  in  the  marrow  of  the  bones,  scarcely 
endurable.    Stitches  in  the  left  wrist-joint,  when  moving 
it,  afterwards  a  few  sharp  stitches  when  at  rest.

Quick  and  slight  tear- 
ing in  the  fingers  and  the  toes  at  the  same  time.  Tearing 
in&the  left  thumb.    Tearing  in  the  metacarpal-joint  of  the 
left  middle  finger.    Tearing  in  the  left  little  finger,  towards 
the  tip,  going  off  by  moving  it,  but  recurring  frequently. 
Violent  tearing  behind  the  right  index-finger,  as  far  as 
the  tip.     Dull  tearing  in  the  ball  of  the  thumb,  (9.  d.) 
A  few  fine  stitches  in  the  left  little  finger.    Pricking  tear- 
ing under  the  nail  and  in  the  tip  of   the  index-finger. 
Drawing  tearing  in  the  tip  of  the  little  finger.  Burning 
tearing  in  the  tip  of  the  index-finger,  (10.  d.)    Stitches  in 
the  fingers  of  the  right  hand.    Fine  painful  stitches  under 
the  nail  of  the  left  middle-finger.    Tearing  in  the  left  little 
finder,  towards  the  tip,  going  off  .by  motion,  but  recurring 
frequently.    Violent  tearing  behind  the  right  index-finger, 
as  far  as  the  tip.    Dull  tearing  in  the  ball  of  the  thumb, 
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(9.  d.)  A  few  fine  tearings  in  the  left  little  finger. 
Pricking  tearing  under  the  nail  and  in  the  tip  of  the  index- 
finger.  Drawing  tearing  in  the  lip  of  the  little  finger. 
Burning  tearing  in  the  tip  of  the  index-finger,  (10.  d.) 
Stitches  in  the  fingers  of  the  right  hand.  Fine,  painful 
prickings  under  the  nail  of  the  left  middle-finger.  Fine, 
intermitting  prickings  in  the  middle-joint  of  tl#>right  index- 
finger.  Painful  prickings  in  the  right  index-finger,  as  if 
needle  and  thread  were  being  drawn  from  the  posterior 
part  to  the  tip  ;  relieved  by  bending  the  finger,  renewed 
by  extending  it  again.  Fine,  painful  stitches  in  the  tips 
of  the  four  last  fingers  of  the  right  hand,  as  if  they  were 
ulcerated.  Ulcerative  pain  in  the  posterior  joint  of  the 
left  thumb,  in  the  evening.  Burning  pain  as  from  a  red- 
hot  coal,  of  two  fingers  of  the  left  hand.  Burning  in  the 
tip  of  the  little  finger.  Sore  pain,  early  in  the  morning,  in 
the  anterior  joint  of  the  middle-finger,  especially  under  the 
nail,  not  increased  by  contact.  Tingling  in  the  tip  of  the 
right  middle-finger.  The  fingers  are  drawn  open  and  then 
contract  again,  with  a  jerk,  early  in  the  morning,  when  in 
bed  ;  afterwards  numbness,  difficult  movement  and  chilli- 
ness of  the  fingers.  Numbness  and  insensibility  of  the 
right  thumb,  for  some  weeks.  The  thumb  goes  to  sleep, 
towards  morning,  when  in  bed.  The  tips  of  the  fingers 
go  to  sleep,  generally  early  in  the  morning.  Paralytic 
sensation  of  the  thumbs,  from  knitting.  Stiffness  and 
paralytic  weakness  of  the  right  thumb  and  index-finger, 
when  writing.  Itching  pimple  behind  the  left  thumb,  con- 
tinuing to  itch  even  after  being  scratched.  Vesicle  on  the 
little  finger.  Corrosive  vesicle  on  the  left  index-finger, 
which,  when  opened  for  several  days  in  succession,  poured 
forth  a  watery,  not  purulent  humor.  Burning  pain  around 
the  border  of  the  nail  of  the  middle-finger.  Inflammation 
round  the  border  of  the  nail  of  the  index-finger,  resem- 
bling a  panaris  ;  when  pressing  upon  it  a  thin  pus  oozes 
out,  for  seven  days. 

Inferior  Extremities. — Tearing  to  and  fro  in  the  left 
lumbar  region,  when  sitting,  going  off  by  motion.  Twitch- 
ings  of  the  glutei  muscles.  Dull  pain  in  the  glutei  muscles. 
Tearing  about,  and  in  the  glutei  muscles,  not  far  from  the 
hip-joint.   Attacks  of  clawing  tearing  in  the  glutei  muscles. 
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Ulcerative  pain  in  the  glutei  muscles  and  thighs,  when 
sitting.    Itching  between  the  nates.     Soreness  between 
the  lower  limbs.    Clawing  tearing  in  the  hip-joint.  Tear- 
ing pain  in  the  left  hip,  from  time  to  time.    Tearing  in 
the  hips  and  knees,  even  when  sitting.    Tearing  in  the 
hips  or  the  integuments  of  the  hips  ;  occasionally  with  a 
sensation  as^pf  tingling,  (19.  21.  30.  d.)    Darting  pain  in 
the  left  hip-joint,  when  turning  the  thigh.    Fine,  but  in- 
tensely painful  stitches  in  the  left  hip-joint,  when  standing ; 
after  sitting  down,  one  experiences  tearing  stitches  in  the 
thigh  from  above  downwards,  apparently  in  the  marrow, 
going  off  after  rising  from  one's  seat.    Contusive  pain,  as 
from  a  shock,  in  the  upper  part  of  the  left  os  innominatum, 
when  walking,  or  when  feeling  the  bone.    Pain  in  the

Paralytic  drawing  in  the  whole  thigh, 
which  frequently  passes  over  into  tearing,  worse  when 
standing  and  in  the  warmth  of  the  bed,  frequently  only  in 
the  evening,  and  at  night.    Tearing  in  the  upper  and  in- 
ternal part  of  the  thigh.    Tearing  in  the  posterior  part  of 
the  thigh,  close  to  the  glutei  muscles,  in  the  direction  of 
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the  genital  organs.  Sore  pain  of  a  spot  in  the  middle  of 
the  thigh,  when  touched.  Weary  sensation  in  the  thighs, 
as  if  he  had  fatigued  himself  by  walking,  for  many  days, 
mostly  in  the  afternoon.  Feeling  of  both  limbs,  over ihe 
knees,  as  if  they  had  been  knocked  away,  in  the  evening. 
Violent  pain  as  from  bruises,  one  hand's  breath  over  the 
right  knee,  as  if  the  thigh  would  fall  off  when  standing ; 
worse  when  sitting,  and  afterwards  continuing  both  when 
at  rest  and  in  motion.  Twitchings  in  the  right  thigh,  on 
the  anterior  surface.  Paralytic  feeling  of  the  whole  thigh, 
with  sensation  as  if  it  would  go  to  sleep.  Two  little 
pimples  on  the  left  thigh.  Itching  spot  on  the  thigh,  near 
the  hip,  ulcerating  when  scratched.  Nodosity  over  the 
knee,  aching  and  tearing.  Dull  pain  in  the  side  of  the 
knee,  when  walking,  and  especially  when  extending  the 
limb.  Tensive  pain  in  ihe  right  knee,  and  afterwards 
tingling  in  the  part ;  it  is  felt  only  when  walking,  and 
goes  off  when  sitting.  Stiffness  in  the  knees,  (a.  2  d.) 
Stiffness,  tension  and  weakness  in  the  right  knee,  as  if 
something  were  tied  round  the  knee  very  firmly.  Draw- 
ing pain  in  the  knee,  when  walking,  reaching  into  the 
thigh.  Frequent  tearing  in  the  knees.  Tearing  in  both 
knees,  (1- d.)  Tearing  in  the  bend  of  the  knee.  Tearing 
in  the  knee  and  bend  of  the  knee,  in  the  evening,  with 
warmth  in  the  part.  Ripping-up  pain  in  the  knees,  when 
walking  or  sitting.  Throbbing  and  beating  in  the  left 
knee,  frequently  during  the  day.  Slight  twitchings  in  the 
left  knee,  (2.  d.)  Pain,  as  from  a  sprain,  in  the  knee, 
when  rising  from  one's  seat,  for  some  minutes.  When 
walking  considerably  the  knees  go  to  sleep  and  feel  a 
pain  ;  he  found  it  difficult  to  bend  them.  Paralytic  sen- 
sation in  the  kne",  when  sitting.  Paralytic  pain  in  the 
right  knee,  when  walking,  (6.  d.)  Itching  of  the  knee. 
Eruption  in  the  bend  of  the  knee.  Drawing  pain  in  the 
right  leg,  extending  down  to  the  foot,  for  several  days. 
Paralytic  drawing  in  the  legs.  Drawing  and  tearing  in 
the  tibiae.  Tearing  in  the  upper  part  of  the  tibia,  below 
the  knee.  Tearing  in  both  tibia,  with  pain  of  the 
periosteum  when  touching  it,  and  tension  of  the  same 
when  walking.  Tearing  in  the  left  tibia.  Tearing  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  calf,  (20.  d.)    Tearing  in  the  right 
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calf,  receding  towards  the  interior  of  the  calf  when  press* 
ing  and  rubbing  it,  and  disappearing  afterwards.  Strain- 
ing sens  ition  in  the  left  calf,  as  if  the  tendons  were  too 
short,  when  rising  from  a  seat,  in  day-time.    Cramp  in 
the  right  calf,  (a.  20  h.)    Stitches  in  the  tibia.  Twitch- 
ings  in  the  anterior  surface  of  the  left  leg,  when  standing. 
Itching  of  the  tibia.    Violent  itching  of  ihe  legs,  in  the 
evening.    Itching  nodosity  and  three  vesicles  with  in- 
flamed areolae,  upon  the  tibia.    Herpes  upon  the  lower 
limb.    Tension  in  the  feet,  almost  without  any  swelling. 
Aching  in  the  heel.    Aching  in  the  sole  of  the  foot,  when 
setting  the  foot  down  and  walking.    Clawing  drawing  in 
the  foot,  as  if  caused  by  great  weariness.  Spasmodic 
tearing  in  the  region  of  the  ankle,  with  pulsations  all 
around,  along  the  tibia  as  high  up  as  the  knee.  Tearing 
around  the  ankles,  when  the  feet  are  cold  ;  it  ceases  when 
they  become  warm.    Frequent  tearing  in  the  tarsal  joints. 
Tearing  close  above  the  ankle,  (20.  d.)     Tearing  in  the 
inner  side  of  the  foot  and  in  the  sole.    Tearing  in  the 
dorsum  of  the  foot,  extending  to  the  toes.    Tearing  from 
the  internal  malleolus  transversely  to  the  tendo  Achillis. 
Drawing  tearing  in  the  foot,  to  the  toes.    Stitches  in  the 
left  foot,  towards  the  inner  side.    Stitches  in  the  dorsum 
of  the  foot.    Stitches  under  the  ankle.    When  walking, 
she  experienced  a  darting  into  the  internal  malleolus,  as  if 
the  foot  would  break  ;  she  had  to  stand  still.  Violent 
drawing  and  stinging,  early  in  the  morning,  a  few  hours 
after  rising,  in  the  left  tarsal  joint  when  setting  the  foot 
down,  most  violent  and  painful  in  the  evening,  with  jerking 
pullings  in  the  joint,  and  stitches  in  the  heel ;  she  dares 
not  touch  the  foot,  has  to  keep  it  balancing  in  the  air  all 
the  time  ;  the  foot  feels  too  heavy,  the  place  is  swollen 
and  hot  to  the  touch.    Prickings  under  the  heel.  Stitches 
in  the  feet.    Violent  stitches  in  the  tendons  behind  the 
outer  malleolus  of  the  right  foot,  when  running  ;  going  off 
when  at  rest.    Stitches  and  burning  in  the  feet,  after  a 
walk.    Visible  twitchings  in  the  dorsum  of  the  left  foot,  in 
the  evening.    Tingling  in  the  soles  of  the  feet,  towards 
the  toes.    Tingling  burning  in  the  soles  of  the  feet,  and 
painful  sensitiveness  of  the  same.    Heaviness  and  stiffness 
of  the  feet.    The  feet  go  to  sleep  after  a  meal.    The  left 
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foot  goes  to  sleep,  while  at  dinner.  *  Cold  feet,  in  bed. 
Cold  feet,  with  heat  in  the  face.  *  Sweaty  soles.  Profuse 
sweat  on  the  feet,  for  many  days.  Swelling  of  the  feet. 
*  Considerable  swelling  of  the  feet,  as  high  up  as  the  ankles. 
Swelling  and  redness  of  the  soles,  with  burning  in  the  soles 
even  while  lying  down,  but  much  more  when  setting  the 
foot  down.  Violent  itching  around  the  tarsal  joint,  early 
in  the  morning,  while  in  bed.  Violent  itching  and  heat  of 
the  feet,  in  the  evening,  as  if  they  had  been  frozen.  The 
tips  of  the  toes  are  very  painfui  when  walking.  Spasm 
in  the  big  toe  of  the  left  foot ;  he  was  unable  to  extend 
it,  when  sitting,  in  the  evening.  Tearing  in  the  toes,  (4. 
7.  11.  20.  d.)  Tearing  in  the  posterior  joints  of  the  big 
toes,  (1 1.  16.  19.  34.  d.)  Tearing  in  the  tips  of  the  big 
toes,  (17.  11.  36.  d.)  Gnawing  sensation  in  the  outer  bor- 
der of  the  big  toe  of  the  right  foot.  *  Prickings  in  the 
ball  of  the  big  toe.  Titillating  stinging  in  the  lips  of  the 
toes.  Fine  stitches,  with  itching,  in  the  tip  of  the  big  toe. 
Pain,  as  from  a  sprain,  in  the  posterior  joint  of  the  big 
toe,  while  walking,  but  most  intense  when  raising  the 
foot  upon  the  toes,  (11.  33.  d.)  Titillating  tingling  in  the 
toe  and  sole.  Itching  in  the  lower  surface  of  the  toes. 
Violent  itching  of  the  big  toe,  below  the  nail,  with  pain 
when  touching  the  part.  Inflamed,  red  chilblains  on  the 
toes,  aching.  Chilblain  on  the  ball  of  the  big  toe,  with 
lancinating  pain,  red  and  large.  Inflamed,  blue-reddish 
chilblains  on  the  ball  of  the  big  toe,  with  cutting  and 
pricking  pain,  especially  when  having  on  shoes  or  boots. 
The  corns  are  painful  and  sensitive.  Stitches  in  the  corn. 
One  side  of  the  nail  of  the  big  toe  is  painful,  as  if  the  nail 
would  grow  into  the  flesh,  (a.  14  d.) 

General  Symptoms. — The  limbs  are  painful  in  those 
parts  upon  which  they  rest,  (a.  4  d.)  Her  whole  body 
felt  very  sensitive  ;  she  felt  a  pain  wherever  she  touched 
herself,  or  in  whatever  part  was  set  in  motion,  (3.  4.  d.) 
Aching  in  the  "knee-joints,  and  the  joints  of  the  feet  and 
hands,  only  when  at  rest.  Aching  in  the  joints  and  draw- 
ing pain  in  the  tibiae.  A  sort  of  tension  in  the  interior  of 
the  body,  extending  as  far  as  the  head  and  eyes.  Pinch 
ing  and  feeling  of  contraction  ir  the  anus,  in  the  region 
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of  the  stomach  and  towards  the  pharynx.  Tingling  in  the 
limbs,  especially  the  lower  limbs,  when  sitting,  with 
drawing  in  the  legs,  which  makes  him  restless.  Drawing 
pain  in  the  whole  body,  in  various  parts,  nape  of  the  neck, 
shoulder-blades,  hands,  and  knees,  (a.  10  d.)  *  Drawing 
pain  in  all  the  limbs,  with  sensation  as  if  he  had  been  sick 
for  a  long  while,  with  great  paleness  of  face  and  emacia- 
tion. Violent  drawing  in  the  abdomen,  arms  and  lower 
limbs,  with  pain  as  from  bruises  in  the  upper  arms ;  worst 
when  at  rest,  (the  first  days.)  Stitches  in  the  joints  and 
tendons.  Stitches  are  the  characteristic  symptoms  of 
Kali.  Ulcerative  pain  when  pressing  upon  any  part  of 
the'body.  Pain  as  from  bruises  of  all  the  muscles  of  the 
body.  The  limb,  upon  which  she  is  resting,  goes  to  sleep. 
The  pams  appear  at  two  or  three  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  are  so  violent  that  she  is  unable  to  lie  still  on  account 
of  the  pain  ;  they  are  then  more  violent  than  they  are  in 
day  time  during  motion.  Chilliness  immediately  after  the 
cessation  of  the  pains.  She  thinks  she  feels  more  easy  in 
the  open  air  than  in  the  room.  The  symptoms  become 
more  intense  in  the  open  air,  especially  the  fever.  Drow- 
siness with  yawning,  when  walking  in  the  open  air.  Vio- 
lent tearing  in  the  outer  side  of  one  part  of  the  head,  when 
walking  in  the  open  air.  Violent  headache,  for  some 
hours,  from  walking  in  the  open  air.  Great  dread  of  the 
open  air.  Liability  to  cold  when  walking  in  the  open  air, 
with  sweat  and  restlessness  at  night,  and  weight  in  the 
nape  of  the  neck  as  from  a  load,  (4.  d.)  Liability  to  catch- 
ing cold.  Catches  cold  easily  after  having  heated  him- 
self by  exercise ;  he  loses  his  appetite,  is  attacked  with 
feverish  chills,  diarrhoea  with  colic,  restless  sleep,  etc. 
After  cold,  headache  on  the  right  side,  and  heat  in  the 
eyes.  Every  breath  of  air  causes  catarrhal  ailments. 
After  having  caught  cold  by  a  draft  of  air,  she  feels  hot  for 
a  moment  in  the  room,  is  then  attacked  with  heaviness  in 
the  limbs,  tearings  in  the  whole  body  and  about  the  head, 
with  whizzing  before  the  ears,  and  cold  all  over,  with 
sour-smelling  sweat  in  the  night,  (a.  31  d.)  After  catch- 
ing cold,  he  is  attacked  with  fever  in  the  evening,  sweat 
towards  morning,  with  violent  headache  and  a  dreary 
feeling  in  the  head  after  rising.    Itching  in  different  parts 
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of  the  body,  especially  the  legs  ;  the  parts  become  easily 
ecchymosed  when  scratching  them.  Violent  itching  on 
the  abdomen  and  thighs.  Itching  of  the  whole  bodyi  at 
times  in  one,  at  times  in  another  part;  scratching  brings 
on  little  blotches.  Itching  of  the  whole  body,  in  the  even- 
ing before  going  to  bed,  disappearing  in  bed.  Violent 
itching  of  the  whole  body,  morning  and  evening,  especially 
on  the  back,  where  small  pimples  make  their  appearance, 
(a.  3  d.)  Violent,  almost  prickling  itching  over  the  whole 
body,  at  night,  when  in  bed.  Itching  stitches,  in  various 
parts  of  the  body.  Stitches  and  gnawing  in  the  skin  of 
the  whole  body.  Burning  itching  in  the  face,  back,  and 
on  the  head.  Burning  itching  of  the  os  sacrum  and  below 
the  right  patella.  Burning  itching  of  the  whole  body,  in 
the  face,  on  the  hands,  tibia,  etc.,  at  times  in  one,  at  limes 
in  another  place.  Burning  in  many  places  of  the  skin, 
even  below  the  axillae,  as  if  from  a  drawing  plaster. 
Pimples,  in  different  parts  of  the  body,  also  in  the  face  ; 
nettle-rash,  for  a  fortnight.  Nettle-rash,  with  itching,  so 
violent  that  she  did  not  know  what  to  do  to  obtain  relief, 
for  15  days.  Yellow,  scaly,  violently  itching  spots  over 
the  whole  abdomen  and  around  the  nipples  ;  when  scratch- 
ing the  parts,  they  become  moist.  *  Herpes,  (on  the 
thigh.)  Violent  bleeding  of  the  ulcer,  almost  without  any 
cause.  Fissure  in  the  cicatrix  of  an  old  issue.  Pressure 
and  tension  at  the  place  which  had  been  formerly  occupied 
by  an  ulcer,  (on  the  leg.)  An  old  wart  (in  the  face) 
begins  to  itch.  Orgasm  of  the  blood,  and  heat  in  the 
head.  Orgasm  of  the  blood,  in  the  evening,  before  going 
to  bed,  with  oppressed  breathing.  He  feels  the  pulsations 
of  all  the  arteries  down  to  the  tips  of  the  toes.  Sensible 
throbbing  of  all  the  arteries.  Feeling  of  emptiness  in  the 
whole  body,  as  if  the  body  were  hollow.  The  whole  body 
feels  heavy  and  broken  down.  The  limbs  feel  so  heavy 
that  she  finds  it  difficult  to  move  a  foot.  Heaviness  of 
the  body,  early  in  the  morning,  when  in  bed;  going  off 
after  rising.  Heaviness,  especially  in  the  feet ;  walking 
gives  him  much  trouble.    Laziness,  (a.  2  d.) 

Weakness,  Fits. — Frequent  weariness  and  depression 
of  strength.  Weakness  in  the  evening,  almost  unto  nau- 
sea.   Lassitude,  weakness  and  nausea,  after  the  siesta 
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Great  lassitude,  in  the  evening.    Great  weariness,  early 
in  the  morning,  when  waking,  abating  after  rising,  but 
returning  in  the  afternoon  increased.     Relaxation  and 
weakness  in  the  limbs.   Titillating  weakness  in  the  limbs. 
The  child  (of  4  years)  wants  to  be  carried  all  the  time. 
Going  up  a  few  steps  is  very  troublesome  ;  walking  on  a 
level  is  not.    She  is  wearied  by  much  talking.    She  feels 
weary,  weak,  and  broken  down  in  the  hips  and  lower 
limbs,  and  especially  in  the  calves,  when  walking,  (13.  d.) 
Weak  feeling,  every  morning,  as  if  he  would  faint,  or  be 
attacked  with  vertigo,  (the  first  6  days.)    Fainting  fit,  as 
soon  as  he  set  himself  in  motion.    Attack  of  weakness 
upon  returning  from  a  short  walk,  so  violent  that  she  finds 
it  difficult  to  reach  her  home  ;  at  the,  same  time  she  feels 
a  warmth  in  the  region  of  the  stomach,  drops  of  sweat  are 
standing  on  her  forehead,   (in  the  winter  season.)  and 
her  lower  limbs  are  trembling  ;  the  weakness  passes  off 
after  resting  herself  for  a  short,  while.    Fit  of  weakness  in 
he  whole  body,  especially  the  small  of  the  back  ;  the 
:ervical  muscles  feelrelaxed,  arms  and  legs  are  relaxed  as 
if  he  would  sink  down  ;  at  the  same  time  he  feels  a  faint- 
ing weakness  about  the  heart,  (in  a  few  h.)    Sudden  attack 
of  weakness,  in  the  evening,  when  lying  down,  with  sick 
feeling,  nausea,  warmth  and  fainlishness  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  vertigo  and  vanishing  of  thoughts  ;  he  has  two 
similar  attacks  early  in  the  morning,  leaving  great  weak- 
ness behind.    Attack  of  nausea,  early  in  the  mo  ning, 
with  violent  yawning,  eructations,  writhing  around  the 
stomach,  violent  heat  and  anguish,  (3.  d.)    Attack  of  nau- 
sea and  vomiting,  with  pain  in  the  abdomen  as  from 
bruises,  worse  when  pressing  upon  the  part ;  weakness 
unto  tailing,  obtusion  of  the  head,  drowsiness,  and  a  few- 
watery  stools  wiih  subsequent  costiveness.  Contractive 
pain  in  the  back,  while  resting  from  bodily  labour  ;  he  has 
to  lie  down  ;  afterwards  profuse  sweat  through  the  night, 
and  stool  early  in  the  morning  with  blood  and  mucus,  but 
without  any  pain.    Spasmodic  fit ;  tearing  sensation  be- 
tween the  shoulders;  afterwards  the  nape  of  the  neck 
became  stiff;  when  he  attempted  to  move  the  hcach  it 
was  several  times  drawn  backwards  with  a  jerk.  The 
spasmodic  fit  was  succeeded  by  alleviating  eructations  and 
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extreme  depression  of  strength,  weakness  and  uncom- 
fortableness  ;  she  was  not  able  to  talk  except  with  a  low 
voice.  Jerkings  in  the  limbs,  (8.  d.)  Slight  twitchings 
in  the  muscles,  in  different  places,  for  several  days.  Sud- 
den tremulousness.  Violent  trembling.  Tremor  of  the 
arms  and  lower  limbs  ;  he  is  easily  tired  by  walking. 

*  Tremulous  weariness  when  walking,  first  in  the  knees, 
afterwards  in  the  abdominal  muscles  and  arms. 

Sleep. — Frequent  yawning.  Feeling  as  if  one  had  not 
slept  enough,  early  in  the  morning,  looking  as  if  he  had  not 
slept  enough,  whether  he  wakes  up  late  or  early.  He 
sleeps  too  long,  which  causes  a  dreary  feeling  in  the  head; 
great  lassitude,  sensation  as  if  one  had  a  cold  and  pressure 
in  the  eyes.  Early  in  the  morning,  after  a  sound  sleep,  he 
is  obliged  to  lie  down  again  soon,  and  feels  well  again  after 
having  slept  three  hours.  *  Great  drowsiness  by  day  ;  she 
falls  asleep  immediately  after  sitting  down.  Drowsiness 
with  yawning,  in  the  forenoon,  until  noon.  Drowsiness 
after  dinner,  going  off  in  the  open  air.  Continual  drowsi- 
ness in  the  afternoon,  with  yawning  and  wretched  com- 
plexion. Great  drowsiness  ;  she  was  near  falling  asleep 
again  while  at  breakfast.  Drowsiness  in  the  afternoon, 
(3  d.)    Unconquerable  drowsiness,  afternoon  and  evening. 

*  Timely  droiusiness  in  the  evening,  (a.  10  d.)  Timely 
dro  wsiness  in  the  evening,  and  peevish  silence.  Difficulty 
in  falling  asleep,  in  the  evening,  after  walking  in  the  open 
air.  He  is  unable  to  fall  asleep  till  late  in  the  evening,  for 
several  days.  He  is  unable  to  fall  asleep  before  midnight, 
after  having  performed  some  mental  labor.  She  went  to 
bed  at  11  o'clock  at  night,  but  she  was  unable  to  fall  asleep 
on  account  of  a  violently  stinging  itching  over  the  whole 
body  ;  she  slept  from  J I  to  I  o'clock.  At  night  he  is  un- 
able to  fall  asleep  till  1  or  2  o'clock  in  the  morning,  with- 
out any  particular  cause.  Sleeplessness  at  night  ;  he  has 
anxious  dreams  after  he  falls  asleep  ;  in  the  morning,  his 
senses  are  dull,  and  his  hands  hot.  Restless  sleep,  (4.  d.) 
Restless  night,  she  woke  up  at  least  20  times  without  any 
particular  cause.  She  wakes  at  2  o'clock,  and  remains 
wide  awake  the  whole  night.  Me  wakes  at  4  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  and  a  number  of  times  after  this  hour  until 
morning.    At  night  she  wakes  up,  and  is  then  prevented 
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from  falling  asleep  again  by  ideas  which  crowd  upon  her 
mind.     Half  waking  night-sleep ;  mere  slumbering  at 
night.    Inclines  to  wake  early,  without  being  wide  awake. 
A'f  nioht,  after  lying  down,  the  recollection  of  sad  events 
prevents  him  from  falling  asleep.    *  At  night,  when  in  bed, 
he  is  delirious  for  three  hours  in  a  waking  state,  with  heat 
in  the  brain,  and  external  heat  over  the  whole  body,  after- 
wards some  sweat,  coldness  of  the  limbs  and  shuddering, 
with  great  tendency  to  start.    At  night  she  raises  herself 
in  her  bed,  while  asleep,  says  all  sorts  of  absurd  things  to 
her  husband,  is  for  a  long  time  unable  to  collect  hersenses, 
but  she  knew  that  she  was  talking  to  her  husband.  *  Sleep 
full  of  fanciful  savings,  with  talking.     Talking  while 
asleep,  loud  talking  while  asleep.    Violent  weeping  during 
a  nightly  dream.    At  night  the  child  tosses  about  and 
cries!     *  Restless  sleep  full  of  dreams.    A  number  ot 
dreams  with  restlessness  and  tossing  about  while  asleep. 
At  night  he  falls  from  one  dream  into  another.    He  talis 
asleep  immediately,  but  he  likewise  begins  to  dream  im- 
mediately.   Sleep  full  of  dreams  and  interrupted  by  fre- 
quent waking,  (a.  10  d.)    He  dreams  of  the  business  of 
the  day  the  whole  night.    Voluptuous  dreams,  frequent  y, 
(the  first  14  d.)    *  Anxious  dream,  she  cries  tor  help. 
Dreams  about  robbers,  (a.  1 1  d.)    Dreams  about  the  sick 
part  of  the  body.    He  dreams  that  one  announces  to  him 
lis  near  death.    He  dreams  that  his  father  is  about  to  beat 
him.     She  dreams  that  she  is  falling  down  from  a  high 
mountain.    Her  sleep  is  disturbed  by  horrid  dreams  She 
dreams  that  dangerous  figures  are  passing  near  her  and  that 
some  of  them  attempt  to  lay  themselves  upon  her.  She 
has  all  sorts  of  horrid  figures  before  her  eyes,  when  a eep. 
Dreams  about  serpents,  illness  and  dead  persons  Dream 
about  dead  persons,  as  if  they  were  living  ,  he  quanels 
with  them.     Dreams  about  masks,  .ghosts  and  dev. U, 
*  Starting  zohen  asleep.    Starting  when  falling  asleep  In 
the  evening  when  falling  asleep,  he  has  a  jerk  through  the 
whole  bodv,  which,  started  him.    In  the  evening  after  y- 
h,"  down,  he  started  with  his  whole  body,  while  waking, 
with  shuddering  over  the  whole  body.  He ^starts  and  ru- 
bles several  times  while  asleep.  While  asleep,  he  twitches 
with  his  lirnbs  and  snores-    For  two  nights  in  aucceaston 
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his  whole  body  started  as  if  an  epileptic  fit  would  come 
on,  with  twitchings  in  the  arms  and  short  kickings  with 
the  fee!,  but  without  any  rattling ;  after  waking,  he  knew 
nothing  of  all  tins.    In  the  evening,  after  falling  asleep  and 
waking  up  again,  her  head  felt  confused,  she  had  no  ideas, 
knew  not  where  she  was,  and  was  then  attacked  with  a 
horrible  anguish,  after  which  she  came  to  her  senses  again.

Sweat  about  the  perinseum  at  ni<>hi 
Itching  of  the  scrotum  at  night,  which  prevents  him  from 
lallin.o;  asleep.    A  number  of  erections  at  night,  during 
a  restless  sleep  full  of  dreams.    Violent  erections  aftet- 
midnight,  disturbing  his  sleep,  exhausting  him  and  fore- 
boding a  pollution  which,  however,  docs  not  lake  place 
In  the  evening,  when  falling  asleep  her  throat  becomes  con- 
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stricted,  which  causes  her  to  start  up  from  her  sleep  with 
fright;  afterwards  stinging  dryness  in  the  throat,  (a.  12  d.. 
Arrest  of  breath  rouses  him  from  sleep,  at  night.  Nightman 
at  night,  dreaming  that  a  stone  was  lying  upon  him,  and  a; 
if  he  was  choaked  with  a  cord  ;  lie  endeavors  in  vain  to 
wake  up.    She  wakes  up  at  2  o'clock  at  night,  with  an- 
guish about  the  heart,  and  is  then  not  able  to  fall  asleep 
again.    At  night,  when  lying  upon  the  right  side,  she  is 
attacked  with  oppression  and  anguish,  and  has  to  sit  up  in 
bid,  until  relieved  by  eructations.

ness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck  at  night.  At  night  he  is  roused 
from  sleep  by  a  throbbing  pain  in  the  upper  arm.  Un- 
easiness in   the  hands  at  night.     Burning  pain  in  the 
lower  limbs  at  night,  when  in  bed.    At  night  when  wak- 
ing, tearing  and  drawing,  with  sensation  of  great  iatigue 
in  the  legs,  especially  in  the  tarsal  joints.    At  night  he 
wakes  up  twice  from  a  cramp  in  the  right  thigh  and  calf. 
Cramp  in  the  calf  and  sole,  at  night,  when  in  bed  and 
drawiU  the  leg  up  towards  the  thigh.    At  night  the  left 
leg  and  the  right  arm  go  lo  sleep.    Uneasy  sleep  at  niglit 
on  account  of  an  aching  pain  in  the  side  upon  which  he 
was   resting.     Excessive  pain  in  the   whole  body  at 
night,  like  strokes  of  a  hammer.    In  the  evening,  when 
in  bed,  she  feels  such  an  uneasiness  in  the  limbs  that  she 
was  unable  to  lie  quietly  in  any  one  place.    At  night,  the 
ulcer  bleeds  considerably. 

FrvF.a_The  night-sleep  is  interrupted  by  heat  ove 
the  whole  body,  especially  the  hands,  and  by  too  vivid 
dreams.    Very  hot  hands  in  the  evening,  when  in  bed, 
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wilh  momentary  shuddering,  and  sleep  being  prevented 
for  a  long  time.  Frequent  shuddering  in  a  room,  without 
any  subsequent  heat.  Frequent  shuddering,  with  yawning, 
which  may  be  relieved  by  the  warmth  of  the  stove,  in  the 
forenoon,  (1.  d.)  Shuddering  in  the  back,  early  in  the 
morning,  when  in  bed.  Very  chilly,  especially  alter  a 
meal  and  towards  evening.  Chilliness,  in  the  forenoon  ; 
hot.  hands  in  the  evening.  Chilliness  with  shuddering,  in 
the  evening,  before  going  to  bed.  Chilliness  at  every 
motion,  even  when  in  bed,  (the  first  days.)  Chilliness,  at 
9  o'clock  in  the  evening,  disappearing  after  lying  down, 
without  any  subsequent  heat  or  thirst,  (1.  d.)  Chilliness, 
in  the  evening,  on  the  top  of  the  head  and  over  the  whole 
body.  Violent  chilliness  in  the  evening,  like  fever,  with- 
out thirst;  for  several  evenings.  Chilliness,  as  is  felt 
when  a  cold  seis  in.  Chilliness  for  two  hours,  without 
thirst,  wilh  obtusion  of  the  head  ;  when  driving  upon  a 
stony  road.  Continual,  internal  chilliness,  for  four  days, 
without  heat  or  thirst,  with  icy  cold  feet,  obtusion  of  the 
head,  and  exhaustion  even  unto  fainting  ;  swelling  of  the 
lower  jaw  and  gums,  and  burning  toothache,  wilh  stitches, 
(a.  32  d.)  Violent  chilliness  with  fever,  towards  evening, 
for  some  minutes;  he  is  obliged  to  lie  down  ;  afterwards 
nausea  and  vomiting,  and  spasmodic  pain  in  the  chest,  the 
whole  night,  with  short  breathing,  internal  anxiety,  and  a 
good  deal  of  sweat  about  the  head,  (a.  6  d.)  "Internal 
chilliness,  at  noon,  with  heat  of  the  hands  and  subsequent, 
heat  over  the  whole  body,  without  thirst.  Sensation  o 
chill  iness  and  coldness,  early  in  the  morning,  when  in  bed  ;

Continual  chilliness,  with 
violent  thirst  and  internal  heat,  hot  hands,  and  aversion  t<* 
eating,  (a.  14  d.)  First,  chilliness  ;  afterwards,  heat  in 
the  face,  (a.  2  d.)  Fever,  consequent  upon  having  been 
heated  so  as  to  sweat,  and  catching  cold  afterwards  in  a 
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cold  bed,  with  burning  headache,  heat  in  the  face,  and 
violent  shuddering  over  the  whole  body,  which  can  scarcely 
be  endured  ;  afterwards,  sweat  lor  three  days,  with  such 
a  violent  fluent  coryza,  that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  him 
to  breathe,  (a.  38  d.)    Feverish  heat  in  the  afternoon,  and 
burning  sensation  of  the  eyes  ;  (with  open  windows  ;)  im- 
mediately afterwards,  chilliness  in  the  open  air.    Dry  heat 
of  the  cheeks  and  hands,  with  short  breathing.  Increased 
warmth,  at.  night,  with  violent  pains  in  the  zygoma.  Ex- 
ternal and  internal  heat,  towards  morning,  without  any 
thirst,  (2.  d.)    Heat  in  the  evening,  when  in  bed,  without 
any  subsequent  sweat.    Dry  heat  over  the  whole  body,  in 
the  evening.    Feverish  heat,  at  9  o'clock  every  forenoon, 
and  at  5  o'clock  every  afternoon,  from  one  half  to  one  hour, 
with  wide  yawning,  violent  thirst,  headache,  and  pulsa- 
tions in  the  abdomen.    In  the  evening,  alternate  chilliness 
and  heat,  with  sweat  in  the  night  following,  (3.  d.)  Sweat 
breaks  out  easily  in  day-time.     Profuse  sweat,  when 
walking.    Profuse  sweat  at  every  mental  exertion,  when 
reading  writing,  etc.    Night-sweat,  (the  first  3  nights, 
after  2  hours,  and  likewise  after  6  days.)  Morning-sweat, 
when  in  bed.    The  whole  body  feels  moist,  early  in  the 
morning  when  in  bed,  (6.  d.)  Sweat  about  the  head,  neck, 
and  upper  part  of  the  body,  during  sleep.    The  pulse  is 
slower  than  usual,  (29.  d.) 
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Tins  dust-like  powder,  which  is  yellowish,  smooth  to  the 
touch,  is  obtained  from  the  ears  of  a  moss,  known  under 
the  name  of  Lycopodium  Clavatum^vhch  grows  in  the 
foresis  of  Russia  and  Finland.  Towards  the  end  of  sum- 
mer, the  ears  are  dried,  and  afterwards  beaten. 

When  thrown  into  a  flame,  it  flashes  up,  and  has  been 
used  to  cover  pills  which  easily  adhere  to  one  another, 
and  to  protect  sore  places  in  folds  against  the  friction  oc- 
casioned by  walking,  and  otherwise.  It  floats  upon  .quids, 
without  being  dissolved,  has  neither  taste  nor  smell,  and 
when  in  its  natural  crude  condition,  has  almost  no  effect 
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upon  tlie  henllh  of  man  ;  at  any  rate,  that  which  ihe  an- 
cients tell  ol  iis  medicinal  powers,  has  not  been  confirmed 
by  moderns,  but  has,  on  ihe  contrary,  been  doubled. 

This  drug  has  wonderful  medicinal  propcriies,  which 
can  only  be  disclosed  by  trituration  and  succussic.n.  It 
is  especially  indicated  when  one  or  more  of  the  following 
symptoms  characterise  the  disease  : — 

Melancholy;  grief;  anxiousness,  with  soft,  grief  and  weep- 
ing mood  ;  fear  of  being  alone  ;  nervousness  ;  irritability  ; 
obstinacy  ;  sensitiveness  ;  ill  humor  ;  effects  of  vexations  ; 
disagreeable  thoughts;  impeded  mental  activity  ;  ailments 
from  mental  labor;  vertigo,  especially  when  stooping; 
headache  from  vexation  ;  aching  and  tension  in  the  head  ; 
tearings  in  the  top  of  the  head,  forehead,  temples,  eyes 
and  nose,  extending  as  far  as.  a  certain  tooth,  and  forcing 
one  to  lie  clown  ;  tearing  in  the  forehead,  to  and  fro,  every 
afternoon  ;  aching  in  the  outer  parts  of  the  head  every 
night,  tearing,  boring,  scraping;  heaviness  of  the  head; 
congestion  of  blood  to  the  head  ;  congestion  of  blood  to 
the  head,  early  in  the  morning,  when  raising  one's  self  in 
the  bed,  with  subsequent  headache  ;  baldness,  pressure  in 
the  eyes  ;  smarting  of  the  eyes  ;  biting  and  burning  pain 
in  the  eyes,  in  the  evening ;  itching  burning  in  the  upper 
eyelid    stitches  in  the  eyes,  in  the  evening,  by  candle- 
light ;  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  with  nightly  agglutina- 
tion, and  lachrymation  in  day-lime  ;  lachrymalion  in  the

sight  ;  fiery  sparks  before  the  eyes  ;  the  eyes  are  irritated 
by  the  candle-light ;  excessive  sensitiveness  of  hearing  ■ 
music,  sounds,  an  organ  affects  one's  nerves  ;  hardness  of 
Hearing  ;  tingling  in  the  ears;  roaring  in  the  ears  ;  scurfs 
in  the  nose;  nightly  closing  of  the  nostril  by  pus  ;  ulcerated 
nostrils;  bleeding  at  the  nose;  swelling  and  tension  in 
tne  lace;  frequent  attacks  of  heat  in  the  face;  it.chino- 
eruption  in  the  face  ;  freckles  in  the  face  ;  toothache,  with 
swelling  of  the  cheeks  ;  grumbling  toothache  after  a  meal- 
dryness  about  and  in  the  mouth,  causing  a  tension  of 
tnese  parts,  the  motion  of  the  tongue  becoming  difficult, 
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and  the  speech  indistinct,  with  absence  of  thirst ;  coated, 
unclean  tongue  ;  chronic  sore  throat;  ulcers  in  the  throat 
from  abuse  of  mercury  ;  dryness  in  the  fauces  ;  burning 
in  the  fauces,  with  nightly  thirst;  hawking  up  of  mucus; 
slimy  taste,  early  in  the  morning;  sensation  as  if  the  breath 
were  fetid  ;  loss  of  taste  ;  bitterness  of  the  mouth,  early  in 
the  morning,  with  nausea  ;  excessive  hunger ;  canine 
hunger  ;  want  of  appetite  ;  vanishing  of  the  appetite  when 
swallowing  the' first  morsel;  aversion  to  boiled,  warm 
aliments  ;  aversion  to  brown  bread  ur  meat ;  excessive 
craving  of  sweet  things  ;  milk  brings  on  diarrhoea;  inability 
to  digest  heavy  food  ;  palpitation  of  the  heart  during  the 
period  of  digestion  ;  violent  eructations,  in  the  allernoon  ; 
greasy  eructations;  sour  eructations;  heartburn;  nausea 
when  riding  in  a  carriage;  frequent,  continual  nausea  ; 
globulus  hystericus;  (as  if  a  hard  ball  were  rising  from 
the  pit  of  the  stomach  into  the  pharynx  ;)  qualmishness  in 
the  stomach,  early  in  the  morning;  water-brash  ;  pressure 
of  the  stomach,  also  after  a  meal;  swelling  of  the  pit  ot 
the  stomach,  and  pain  when  touching  it ;  fulness  in  the 
stomach  and  abdomen  ;  tension  around  the  hypochondria, 
as  if  caused  by  a  hoop  ;  pain  in  the  liver,  after  paling  to 
satiety  ;  pain  above  the  umbilicus,  when  touching  the  part ;

the  abdomen  ;  griping,  pinching,  and  clutching  pain  in  the 
abdomen,  with  arrest  of  breathing  ;  stitchmg-pinching 
pain  in  the  abdomen,  apparently  in  the  bladder,  extending 
into  the  urethra  in  the  evening,  when  in  bed  -  pinching  in 
the  abdomen  .  pinching  in  the  right  side  of  the  abdomen  ;

day  ;  restless  night-sleep,  with  frequent  waking  ;  sleep 
full  of  dreams  ;   sleep  full  of  ravings  ;  fearful,  anxious 
dreams  ;  falling  asleep  late  at  night ;  thoughts  crowd  up- 
on him  and  prevent  him  from  falling  asleep  ;  jerkings  and 
impatience  in  the  feet  at  night  ;  nightly  headache  ;  startmg 
up  when  asleep  ;  want  cf  animal  heat ;  thnlls  of  heat;  ter- 
tian fever  with  sour  vomiting  after  the  chilliness,  and  bloat- 
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edness  of  the  hands  and  face  ;  feverish  sweat  by  day ;  day- 
sweat,  from  moderate  work  or  little  exercise,  especially  in 
the  face. 

Camphor  generally  moderates  the  violent  effects  of  ly- 
copodium  ;  Pulsatilla  subdues  the  violent  feverish  feelings 
from  lycopodium  ;  the  ill-humor,  readiness  to  find  fault, 
diffidence,  tendency  to  reproach,  &c,  are  subdued  by  Caus- 
ticum.  A  cup  of  coffee  prevents  and  completely  neutralizes 
the  action  of  lycopodium. 

A  moderate  dose  acts  from  40  to  50  days.  It  may  be 
repeated  after  the  intermediate  use  of  another  anti-psoric, 
but  a  second  dose  acts  less  favorably  than  the  first. 

Jt  acts  with  especial  benefit,  when  it  is  homoeopathi- 
cally  indicated  after  the  action  of  Calc.  shall  have  passed 
over.  This  drug  has  been  tried  by  me  and  my  colleagues 
Drs.  Gersdorff,  Goullon,  Hartlaub,  Rummel,  Schreter, 
Wahle,  Riickert. 

From  Noack  and  Trinks  :  This  drug  has  an  especial 
action  upon  the  sensorium,  the  splanchnic  nerves  and  the 
organs  over  which  they  are  distributed,  the  intestinal  canal, 
the  liver,  the  uropoetic  and  sexual  organs  of  both  sexes, 
the  lungs,  nervous  and  fibrous  tissues,  the  skin,  and  per- 
haps also  the  periosteum  and  the  bones. 

Lycopodium  is  especially  adapted  to  individuals  of  a 
soft,  mild,  melancholy  disposition,  to  lymphatic  and  leuco- 
phlegmatic  constitutions,  and  when  they  are  moreover  sub- 
ject to  mucous  discharges,  coryza,  catarrh,  &c — Diseases 
with  aggravation  of  the  symptoms  in  the  afternoon  and 
in  a  room,  amelioration  and  mitigation  of  the  same  in  the 
open  air. — Great  sensitiveness  to  open  and  cold  air. — Ty- 
pical, periodical  diseases. — Diseases  with  paroxysms  of 
pain,  causing  great  uneasiness,  walking  about  and  weep- 
ing.— Disease  with  difficulty  of  animal  heat  as  a  prevailing 
symptom.— Diseases  based  upon  obstructions,  stases,  and 
plethora  of  the  portal  system. — Diseases  with  inclination 
to  dropsy  and  affections  of  the  urirtary  organs. — Bad  conse- 
quences from  vexation  :  great  weakness  unto  falling,  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart,  trembling,'  heaviness  in  the  limbs,  as 
if  they  were  made  of  lead. — Diseases  from  dyscrasia. — 
Scrofulosis. — Scrofula  of  the  bones. — Rickets. — Secondary 
syphilis. — Condylomata. — Liability  to  infection  after  being 
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cured  from  syphilis. — Periostitis  and  ostitis  with  nightly- 
pains,  even  when  brought  on  by  mercury.

Blood  with  stool.    Hcemorrhage  from  the  rectum,  even 
with  soft  stool,  (a.  14  d.)    Biting  in  the  anus,  with  thin 
stool.    Stinging  in  the  rectum,  with  good  stool.  Fine 
stinging  in  the  rectum,  with  knotty  stool.    Burning  at  the 
rectum  during  stool.    Burning  at  the  anus  during  the 
frequent  stools,  (a.  48  h.)    Hard  stool,  with  pain  in  the 
small  of  the  back  as  if  it  would  break,  with  colic  as  if  the  in- 
testines would  burst,  (a.  40  d.)  Pain  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
head  and  buzzing  in  the  ears,  during  stool.    Shock  in  the 
temples,  during  hard  stool.    Desire  continues  after  a  good 
operation,  but  it  is  unsuccessful.    Burning  itching  of  the 
rectum  after  soft  stool.    Burning  at  the  rectum  during 
stool  which  is  not  hard.    Feeling  of  fulness  in  the  rectum 
continues   after  a  copious   stool.     Violent  contractive 
pain  in  the  perinaeum  for  many  hours,  after  scanty,  hard 
stool.

Urinary  Organs.  —  Diminution  of  urine  the  first  8 
days,  so  much  more  abundant  in  14.  During  emission, 
the  flow  of  urine  is  suddenly  interrupted  ;  only  a  few  drops 
of  turbid  and  slimy  urine  come  out,  with  pains  in  the 
urethra,  followed  by  aching  in  the  groins,  (a.  24  d.)  Fre- 
quent, copious  micturition.  Frequent  micturition,  at  night, 
(a.  9  d.)  Frequent,  foamy  urine.  Urine  white-turbid,  imme- 
diately after  emission.  Urine  with  yellow  sediment, (a.  6d.) 
Dark  urine,  with  burning.  Urine  red-brown.  Dark  urine, 
with  sediment,  (a.  18  d.)  Dark  urine,  with  red  sediment,  (a. 
32  d.)  Red  sand  in  the  urine.  Red  sand  in  the  urine,  which 
remains  pretty  clear.  Red-yellow  sand  in  the  urine.  A 
little  red  sediment  in  the  urine.  Bright-red  sediment  in 
the  urine.  Strong  smell  of  the  urine,  (the  first  days.) 
Hemorrhage  from  the  urethra,  without  pain,  (a.  6"d.) 
Burning  m  the  female  urethra  during  micturition.  Smart- 
ing sensation  during  micturition.  Smarting  sensation  in 
the  female  urethra,  in  the  evening,  during  micturition. 
Clawing  sensation  in  the  perinaeum,  close  to  the  anus,  dur- 
ing micturition;  it  continues  and  sometimes  recurs  be-

tween  the  acts  of  micturition.  Tingling  burning  in  the 
urethra,  in  the  evening  when  going  to  bed,  after  micturi- 
tion.

Titil- 
lating drawing  in  the  tip  of  the  glans.    Stitches  in  the  tip 
of  the  glans.    Drawing  and  cutting  in  the  glans.  Tear- 
ing, with  pressure,  in  the  region  of  the  corona  glandis.  A 
quantity  of  yellowish  humour  behind  the  corona  glandis, 
with  dark-red,  soft  elevations,  smarting  and  itching  for 
several  days.    Itching  of  the  internal  surface  of  the  pre- 
puce.   Itching  of  the  fraenulum,  under  the  prepuce.  Itch- 
ing of  the  scrotum.    Prickling  itching,  especially  of  the 
scrotum.    Stitches  in  the  scrotum.    Lancinating  tearing 
in  the  side  of  the  scrotum,  in  the  evening  when  in  bed. 
Darting  sensation  in  the  left  testicle,  (a.  29  d.)  Great 
weakness  in  the  genital  organs  and  the  neighbouring  parts, 
with  pain  in  the  perinseum  when  sitting,  (a.  3  d.)  *  Dimi- 
nution of  the  sexual  instinct  for  10  days,  (a.  7  d.)  Extinc- 
tion of  the  sexual  desire,  (secondary  effect?)  (a.  30  d.) 
Diminished  sexual  instinct ;  even  voluptuous  fancies  do  not 
bring  on  an  erection,  although  the  desire  for  an  embrace 
is  not  wanting.    Rare  erections,  (the  first  days.)    *  The 
penis  is  small,  cold,  and  remains  relaxed,  (the  first  14  d  ) 
Excessive  sexual  desire,  (a.  6  and  14  d.)    Erections  with 
relaxed  scrotum,  (a.  5  d.)    Several  erections  during  the 
day,  (a.  7  weeks.)    Pollution,  (the  first  night.)  Exhaust- 
ing pollution,  (2  d.)    Discharge  of  prostatic  juice,  with- 
out any  cause.  Discharge  of  prostatic  juice,  without  erec- 
tion, with  great  lewdness.    Even  during  an  embrace  the 
scrotum  is' relaxed,  and  the  emission  of  semen  is  very  slow, 
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(a.  4  d.)    He  falls  asleep'  during  an  e.nbrace,  without 
emission  of  semen,  (a.  12  d)    An  embrace  is  succeeded 
by  weakness  the  whole  next  day,  (a.

Chilliness,  about  midnight, 
previous  to  the  appearance  of  the  menses  ;  afterwards 
heat,  especially  in  the  face,  with  restlessness.  Low-spirited, 
desponding  and  melancholy  previous  to  the  menses.  De- 
lirium, with  weeping,  as  if  she  would  become  crazy,  the 
day  previous  to  the  menses,  and  on  the  first  day  of  the 
menses,  (a.  7  d.)    Dilatation  of  the  pupils,  some  days  pre- 
vious and  during  the  menses.    Violent  itching  in  the  pu- 
dendum, which  appeared  to  be  swollen,  during  the  men- 
ses, (a.  12  d.)    During  the  menses,  pain  in  the  temples, 
as  it  they  were  being  screwed  towards  one  another,  as  if 
the  forehead  would  burst.    Dull   headache,  almost  like 
tearing,  during  the  menses.    Acidity  in  the  mouth,  with 
coated  tongue,  during  the  menses.    Nausea,  during  the 
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menses.    Violent  pain  in  the  back  during  the  menses, 
early  in  the  morning,  when  rising,  she  was  unable  to 
move.    Swelling  of  ihe  feet,  during  the  menses.    Sort  of 
swoon  during  the  menses,  while  standing  in  the  church  ; 
she  heard  and  saw  nothing,  with  feeling  of  great  heat  in 
the  interior,  especially  in  the  head,  with  great  paleness  of 
face  ;   she  had  to  sit  down  immediately,  remained  the 
whole  evening  in  a  sort  of  stupor,  and  complained  of  ob- 
tusion of  the  head  the  next  day,  (a.

Cold,  Catarrh. -Sneezing,  without  coryza.  Sneez- 
ing, every  morning,  for  half  an  hour.    Sneezing,  fifteen 
times  a  day,  without  coryza,  (a.  5  d.)    She  is  unable  to 
sneeze  on  account  of  a  prickling  pain  in  the  throat.  Vio- 
lent tickling  in  the  nose,  without  being  able  to  sneeze.  Ob- 
struction of  the  nose,  high  up.    Obstruction  of  the  nose, 
towards  morning.    Obstruction  of  the  nose,  he  can  only 
breathe  with  his  mouth  open.    Entire  obstruction  of  the 
nose  ;  the  child's  breath  was  frequently  arrested  for  fifteen 
seconds  during  sleep,  even  when  the  mouth  was  open.

(a.  21  d.)     Violent  coryza,  with  swelling  of  the  nose. 
Violent  coryza,  with  catarrhal  headache,  (a.  10  d.)  Coryza 
with  acrid  discharge,  making  the  upper  hp  sore,  (a.  28  d.) 
Frequent  coryza,  with  fetid  discharge  from  the  left  nostril, 
ulcerating  within.    Fluent  coryza  in  a  few  hours.  Pro- 
fuse fluent  coryza,  (a.  3  d.)    Profuse  fluent  coryza,  with 
pressure  upon  the  chest.  Renewed,  profuse  fluent  coryza, 
(immediately.)    Indurated  mucus  in  the  nose. 

Throat— Frequent  aching  in  the  larynx,  when  swal- 
lowing. A  violent,  titillating  scraping  in  the  trachea,  just 
below  the  larynx,  rouses  him  from  a  deep  sleep,  at  two 
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o'clock  at  night.    Dry  feeling  in  the  larynx.  Hoarseness, 
(a.  25,  48  d.)    Hoarseness,  the  chest  becomes  rough  and 
sore  from  talking,  especially  in  the  afternoon.  The  chest 
feels  oppressed.  Sensation  as  if  there  were  too  much  mucus 
in  the  chest;  whizzing  breathing,  in  day  time,  (a.  18  d.) 
*  Rattling  in  the  chest.    Desire  to  clear  the  throat,  with 
rough  feeling  in  the  throat,  as  if  mucus  were  adhering  to 
it,  with  titillation  in  the  throat  inducing  cough.  Irritation 
in  the  throat,  inducing  dry  cough.    iShort  and  hacking 
cough,  from  titillation  in  the  throat.    Titillation  in  the 
larynx,  followed  by  a  few  coughing  fits,  terminating  in 
sneezing.    Intolerably  itching  titillation  in  the  larynx, 
forcing  one  to  cough  violently,  (a.  I  h.)  Exhausting  cough, 
in  the  evening  before  going  to  bed,  as  if  the  larynx  were 
tickled  with  a  feather,  with  little  discharge,  (a.  3  d.) 
Titillation  with  cough  and  grey  expectoration.  Titilla- 
tion with  cough,  unto  retching.  Titillation  with  cough,  as 
if  caused  by  the  fumes  of  sulphur  in  ihe  throat,  with  grey, 
salt  expectoration.    *  Irritation  with  cough,  caused  by 
deep  breathing,  extending  the  neck,  and  sometimes  by 
empty  deglutition.    Short  and  hacking  cough,  with  sore 
pain  along  the  larynx.    In  the  evening  from  four  to  eight, 
she  has  to  cough,  and  to  drink  a  good  deal.    In  the  even- 
ing, when  in  bed,  he  has  to  clear  his  throat,  and  suffers 
with  a  short  and  hacking  cough.

Dry  cough,  with  wheezing,  and  sense  as  of  snapping  in 
the  throat  as  of  an  electric  spark.  Dry,  short  cough,  every 
morning,  with  sensation  as  if  the  throat  were  hoarse,  al- 
though there  is  no  hoarseness.  Dry,  wheezing  cough, 
as  in  drunkards.  Dry,  rough  cough,  incommoding  one 
especially  at  night.  *  The  expectoration  is  salt.  *  Ex- 
pulsion of  salt  mucus,  early  in  the  morning,  evening  and 
night.  *  Cough,  with  grey,  salt  expectoration.  Cou°h, 
with  expectoration  of  blackish  mucus,  day  and  ni'crht. 
Morning-cough,  with  green  expectoration,  after  viofent 
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pain  in  the  chest.    Expectoration  of  white  mucus.  Ex- 
pectoration of  pus,  first  thin,  then  thick,  with  truublesome 
cough  with  titillalion.    *  Thick,  white,  yellowish  expec- 
toration, with  violent  cough.    *  Expectoration  of  yellow- 
ish pus,  with  raw  and  sore  feeling  in  the  chest,  afier  long 
dry  cough.    Cough,  with  discharge  of  pus,  for  eight  days, 
almost  uninterrupted,  with  fever  and  violent  night-sweats, 
as  if  in  the  last  stage  of  tubercular  phthisis.    *  Cough, 
with  bloody  expectoration.    Hemorrhage,  in  a  female  af- 
fected with  pulmonary  phthisis,  (a.  10  d.)    The  breathing 
becomes  too  short  previous  to  the  cough.    Smarting,  as 
from  excoriation,  in  the  chest,  with  yellow-grey  expectora- 
tion.   The  breath  is  very  short  when  coughing,  not  other- 
wise.   *  Concussion,  as  from  a  shock,  in  the  temples,  and 
at  the  same  time  in  the  chest.    When  coughing,  she  feels 
a  violent  beating  in  her  head.

Asthma,  as  if  the 
chest  had  been  spasmodically  constricted,  (a.  8d.)  Asthma 
and  shortness  of  breath,  with  congestion  of  blood  to  the 
chest,  (a.  20  d.)    A  stitch  in  the  chest,  here  and  there, 
when  breathing.    Stitches  in  and  below  the  chest,  when 
breathing,  for  two  hours,  (after  supper.)    Stitches  in  the 
sternum,  when  taking  a  deep  inspiration.    When  breath- 
ing dartings  and  stitches  in  the  left  side.    Sensation  as  if 
a  quantity  of  air  were  ascending  the  trachea  with  a  wave- 
like motion,  and  rushed  out  at  the  mouth.    Pain  in  the 
chest,  wiih  cough,  during  a  deep  inspiration.    Pain  in  the 
chest,  the  first  6  days,  so  violent,  that  it.  was  impossible  tor 
him  to  lie  on  the  left  side  ;  afterwards  cough  with  green 
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morning-expectoration.    From  time  to  time  he  experiences 
painful  darlings  into  the  chest.    Tension  of  the  chest  (in  a 
few  h.)    Sensation  of  tension  on  the  left  side  of  the  chest. 
Tension  in  the  chest,  especially  the  right  side,  when  lading 
an  inspiration.     Violent  tension  and  pressure  in  the  right 
halt  of  the  chest.    Tension  and  pressure  on  the  chest,  op- 
pressing the  breathing,  alternating  with  distension  of  the 
abdomen,  in  the  evening,  (a.  4  d.)    Pressure  in  the  chest, 
(a.  10  d.)    Pressure  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest.  Pressure 
on  a  small  spot  of  the  true  ribs,  below  the  left  axilla.  Pres- 
sure as  from  a  button,  on  the  right,  true  ribs.    Feeling  of 
pressure  and  sore  pain  in  the  chest.    Dull  pressure  in  the 
left  side  of  the  chest.    Oppressive,  rheumatic  feeling  in 
the  chest,  relieved  by  empty  eructations.    Pressure  and 
anguish  in  the  sub-praecordial  region,  passing  over  into  a 
tendency  to  be  sad  ;  when  extending  the  trunk  after  violent 
exercise.    Pressure  in  the  chest ;  it  feels  full  and  oppress- 
ed, (7.  d.)    Fulness  in  the  chest  (and  stomach,)  after  a 
meal.   Fulness  in  the  chest,  at  noon,  as  if  it  w.ere  oppress- 
ed.   Oppression  of  the  chest,  as  if  it  were  too  full.  The 
chest  feels  oppressed  and  raw  internally.    Heaviness  on 
the  chest.    Slight  anguish  in  the  chest.    Cutting  pain  in 
the  right  side  of  the  chest.    *  Stitches  in  the  left,  side  of 

an  inspiration,  (a.  7  d.)  Stitches 
m  the  lelt  side  of  the  chest,  extending  to  the  back,  they 
almost  hinder  breathing.    A  number  of  stitches  in  the  left 
side  of  the  chest,  from  time  to  time.    Tearing  stitch  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  sternum,  independent  of  breathing 
when  at  rest.    Pulsative  stitches  in  the  left  side  of  the 
chest.    Pulsative  tearing  below  the  right  axilla.  Pulsative 
tearing  in  the  precordial  region.    Tearing  in  the  region  of 
the  lelt  clavicle.    Pain,  as  from  a  sprain,  in  the  left  side, 
with  occasional  jerks.    Pulsative  or  gurgling  sensation  in 
the  precordial  region,  beside  the  beals  of  the  heart.  Vio- 
lent palpitation  of  the  heart,  early  in  the  morning,  from  4 
to  5  o  clock  (a.  48  h.)    *  Sudden,  violent  palpkation  of 
the  Heart,  alter  having  become  wearied,  with  yawning. 
Tremulous  palpitation  of  the  heart,  (8.  d.)    Itching  on  the 
chest,  (a  3  and  7  d.)     Stitches  in  the  nipples.  Swellino- 
ot  one  breast,  which  was  painful  when  touched.  Hard 
burning  nodosity  in  the  left  mamma  and  under  the  arm 
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Blood  and  viscid  water  ooze  out  of  one  niple,  especially 
when  touching  it.  .  , 

Back.— Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  so  violent  that 
it  contracted  his  chest,  with  pressure  of  the  stomach  and 
constriction  of  the  abdomen,  (in  3  d.)     Pain  in  the  small 
of  the  back,  when  lying  upon  the  back,  with  great  weak- 
ness, (3.  d.)    Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  extending  down 
to  the  feet.    Violent  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  ;  he 
dares  not  sit  straight,  (a.  5  d.)    *  Stiffness  in  the  small  o 
the  back.    Aching  in  the  small  of  the  back,  (a.  4  d.) 
*  Drawing  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  for  17  days.  Tear- 
ing in  the  small  of  the  back,  in  a  transverse  direction,  when 
sitting  straight.    Stitches  in  the  small  of  the  back,  burg- 
ling sensation,  a  little  on  the  left  side  of  the  small  of  the 
back.     Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  as  if  the  flesh  were 
loose.    Chilliness  in  the  small  of  the  back.    Large  swell- 
ing in  the  psoas-muscle,  very  painful  when  moving  the 
body  ;  (Silicea  cured  it.)    Back  and  sma  1  of  the  back  be- 
come stiff  and  inflexible  from  riding  on  horseback,  walk- 
ing and  stooping  ;  it  gives  him  much  trouble  to  raise  himself. 
Stiffness,  from  the  scapulae  towards  the  back.  The  spinal  co- 
lumn had  become  curbed  in  a  child  of  two  years,  for  several 
weeks.  At  times  the  scapulas  behind  are  violently  and  invo- 
luntarily drawn  to  one  another  ;  at  times  the  pectoral  mus- 
cles in  front.

Quickly  passing  tearing 
in  various  parts  of  the  body.    Pinching  pains  in  different 
parts  of  the  body.     Violent  stitches  in  the  thoracic  cavity 
and  the  umbilical  region,  arresting  the  breath,  (10.  d.)  Stiff- 
ness of  all  the  joints.    Stiffness  of  the  limbs  and  the  small 
of  the  back  ;  audible  cracking  in  the  joints,  when  bending 
them.

dead  being,  motionless  ;  then  he  began  to  mutter.  Epi- 
leptic fit;  visible  twitching  of  the  muscles  of  the  whole 
of  the  right,  lower  limb  ;  the  pit  of  the  stomach  became 
affected,  he  began  to  scream,  without  any  consciousness, 
kicked  about  with  arms  and  legs,  had  foam  at  the  mouth  ; 
then  he  was  motionless  for  half  an  hour;  upon  cold' 
water  being  introduced  into  his  mouth,  he  blew  it  out 
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again,  and  his  senses  returned.    Fainting  fits  when  lying 
down,  with  vanishing  of  the  senses  and  obscuration  of 
sight,  without  any  desire  to  diminish  this  state  of  things 
by  motion,  (1 .  d.)

Tension  in  the  whole  face,  as  if  albumen  were  drying 
upon  it.    Tearing  in  the  left  side  of  the  face.  Nightly 
tearing,  burrowing  and  boring  in  the  zygoma,  as  if  with  a 
red-hot  iron,  somewhat  alleviated  by  sitting  up  in  the  bed, 
or  else,  driving  one  out  of  the  bed  with  a  horrid  anguish. 
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She  has  to  run  from  one  room  into  another  the  whole  night 
on  account  of  the  pain  in  the  face  j  she  has  to  hold  the 
painful  side,  and  shake  her  head  constantly  ;  as  soon  as 
she  is  quiet,  the  pains  return.

Face.— The  right  sub-maxillary  gland  is  painful  when 
pressing  upon  it,  or  when  moving  the  lower  jaw.  Dryness 
of  the  lips,  early  in  the  morning,  without  any  thirst,  until 
noon.    Burning  and  tension  of  the  upper  lip.    Fine,  pain- 
Jul  tearings  in  the  lower  lip.    Itching  burning  over  the 
upper  hp,  towards  the  left  corner  of  the  mouth.  Itching 
of  the  upper  hp,  as  if  an  eruption  would  come  on  Sore- 
ness of  the  upper  hp.  Fine  eruption  about  the  mouth,  (a.  3 
(L)  Herpetic  eruption  around  the  lower  part  of  the  mouth. 
Pustule  on  the  upper  lip,  (2.  d.)    Pustules  on  the  lower 
-  Hp,  (a.  3  d.)    Vesicle  on  the  lower  lip,  near  the  right  cor- 
ner of  the  mouth,  for  three  days.    Clear  vesicles  near  the 
lelt  corner  of  the  upper  lip,  with  tensive  pain.    Hard,  little 
nodosities  ,n  both  corners  of  the  mouth.  Pain  on  the  inner 
part  of  the  upper  hp,  and  in  the  gums,  as  if  the  parts  were 
being  cut ;  touching  them  with  the  tongue  causes  a  burn- 
ing sensation.

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in  one  of  the  right  hollow  molares,  which  it  is  impossible 
to  relieve,  (60.  d.)    Toothache  every  day,  especially  at 
nio-ht.  As  soon  as  he  gels  into  ihe  bed,  the  toothache  in- 
creases, and  there  is  a  goo.J  deal  of  water  accumulating  in 
the  mouth.    Toothache,  moving  from  the  teeth  towards 
the  temples,  commencing  in  the  evening,  when  going  to 
bed,  and  driving  him  out  of  bed  at  night,  several  nights  in 
succession.    Drawing  in  all  the  teeth,  with  swelling  and 
redness  of  the  gums.

Numbness  of  the  whole 
of  the  inner  mouth,  the  palate,  and  the  anterior  half  of  the 
tongue,  early  in  the  morning,  when  waking,  until  noon. 
Burning,  painful  vesicles  on  the  left  border  of  the  tongue 
and  on  the  lower  lip,  suppurating  after  the  lapse  of  three 
days.  Vesicles,  with  tensive  pain,  on  the  anterior  border 
of  the  tongue  and  in  the  right  corner  of  the  mouth.  Vesi- 
cles on  the  palate,  early  in  the  morning,  with  sensation  as 
if  the  parts  were  sore,  and  as  if  the  skin  were  off ;  going 
off  at  the  appearance  of  the  menses.

Roughness  of 
the  palate,  early  in  the  morning,  as  if  the  skin  were  coming 
off.    Heat  in  the  mouth  the  whole  day. 

Pharynx  and  (Esophagus. — Sore  throat,  as  if  caused 
by  a  hard  body,  with  burning  and  retching,  and  a  rough 
feeling,  accompanied  by  a  desire,  between  the  acts  of  de- 
glutition, to  hawk  up  mucus.  Pain  in  the  throat,  when 
swallowing,  as  if  she  would  swallow  a  large  foreign  body. 
Sensation  as  if  the  throat  were  stopped  up  and  did  not  ad- 
mit of  the  passage  of  air,  early  in  the  morning  after  rising, 
(35.  d.)  Spasmodic  strangling  in  the  throat,  at  8  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  as  if  it  were  being  distended  ;  she  had  to 
open  her  mouth,  but  without  being  relieved  by  it.  Stitch- 
ing pain  in  the  right  side  of  the  throat,  during  deglutition 
in  the  evening.  Stitches  deep  down  in  the  throat,  when 
talking.  Sore  pain  on  the  right  side  of  the  throat,  with 
stinging  and  burning  on  the  left  side,  when  talking,  sneez- 
ing, or  yawning  ;  the  pain  is  greater  during  than  between 
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the  acts  of  deglutition.    Burning  and  roughness  in  the 
throat.    Roughness  and  burning  acidity  in  the  throat, 
shortly.    Roughness  in  the  throat,  with  desire  to  vomit. 
Stinging  roughness  in  the  throat,  and  sense  as  of  scraping 
as  of  the  feathers  of  a  corn-ear.    Frequently  recurring 
roughness  of  the  throat.    Roughness  and  scraping  of  the 
throat,  as  if  caused  by  old  smoked  meat.    Roughness  and  ( 
scraping  sensation  of  the  throat,  with  tasteless  eructations 
after  every  new  dose  of  medicine.    Dry  throat,  with  sensa- 
tion, when  swallowing,  as  if  the  throat  were  pulled  to  pieces. 
Dry  throat,  early  in  the  morning,  with  stinging  in  the  left 
side,  during  and  between  the  acts  of  deglutition,  (10.  d.) 
Dryness  of  mouth,  (29.  d.)    Dryness  of  mouth,  without 
any  thirst,  at  night.    The  mouth  is  slimy,  and  as  if  one 
had  eaten  flour,  in  the  forenoon.    Frequent  rising  of  mu- 
cus in  the  throat ;  she  is  obliged  to  swallow  it  again,  with 
roughness  and  dryness  of  the  fauces.    Frequent,  unsuc- 
cessful desire  to  hawk  up.    Soft,  fetid  tubercles  of  the 
colour  of  peas,  which  he  has  to  hawk  up  ;  frequently  get 
into  the  larynx  from  the  fauces,  and  produce  a  momentary 
suffocative'  irritation.     Discharge  of  tenacious  mucus, 
streaked  with  blood  ;  it  had  caused  a  pressure  in  the  throat 
for  a  long  time  past,  and  he  had  not  been  able  to  hawk  it 
up     She  spits  up  mucus  and  little  clots  of  blood,  with 
sweetish  taste.  Bloody  saliva,  (94.  and  95.  d.)  Continual 
spitting  early  in  the  morning,  with  nausea.  Accumula- 
tion ofwater  in  the  mouth,  with  frequent  gulping  up,  ver- 
tigo, and  desire  to  vomit ;  after  eating  some  plums,  (2o. 
26  d.)    Rising  of  water  in  the  mouth,  (27.  d.) 

Taste  and  Appetite.— No  taste  for  several  days  ;  the 
nourishment  she  takes  tastes  like  straw,  although  her  ap- 
petite is  good.  The  nourishment  she  takes  is  tasteless  ; 
her  tongue  is  coated  white,  and  the  mouth  is  slimy.  Bitter- 
sweet taste  in  the  mouth,  the  mouth  being  full  of  mucus  ; 
this  taste  went  off  after  eating  bread.  B.tler  taste  in  the 
mouth  (42  d.)  Bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  the  tongue  be- 
inrr  coated  white  and  the  mouth  full  of  white  mucus  ;  go- 
in"  off  after  rinsing  the  mouth.  Bitter  taste  in  the  mouth, 
early  in  the  morning;  pappy  condition  of  the  mouth,  the 
teeth  and  tongue  being  covered  with  mucus.  Soui  taste 
In  the  throat,  suddenly, followed  by  .roughness.  Sour-taste 
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in  the  mouth.  The  appetite  disappears  ;  ever  since  then 
the  stomach  feels  full.  Little  appetite  and  hunger.  Nei- 
ther hunger  nor  appetite,  (a.  25,  26  d.)  No  appetite  for 
dinner ;  the  appetite  comes  while  eating.  After  having 
eaten  one  mouthful,  he  feels  satiated.  Sometimes  little 
appetite  and  immediate  repletion  ;  sometimes  the  appetite 
is  good.  Hunger,  but  no  appetite  for  bread.  She  does 
not  relish  warm  food ;  she  desires  nothing  but  bread  and 
butter.  Aversion  to  vegetables  ;  she  prefers  meat,  (8.  d.) 
Great  appetite  for  vegetables  ;  aversion  to  meat,  (a.  20  d.) 
Eating  meat  causes  dryness  of  the  skin  and  heat.  Desire 
for  fruit  and  acid  things.  Thirst,  with  appetite  for  acid 
things,  at  noon,  (9.  d.)  A  good  deal  of  thirst,  with  little 
appetite,  (a.  8  d.)  Violent  thirst,  afternoon  or  evening. 
Thirst  for  water  ;  she  drinks  a  good  deal  in  the  afternoon. 
Thirst  for  water  in  the  forenoon;  in  the  afternoon  the 
mouth  feels  dry,  without  any  thirst.  Thirst,  towards  even- 
ing ;  he  drinks  a  good  deal ;  this  brings  on  an  emission  of 
urine  during  the  night.  Violent  thirst,  waking  her  in  the 
night,  (previous  to  the  appearance  of  the  menses.)

Unsuccessful 
eructations,  (a.  12  h.)  Empty  eructations,  even  after  the 
breakfast-soup.  Frequent  eructations,  without  taste  or 
smell.  Belching,  in  the  afternoon.  Eructations,  tasting  of 
the  ingesta,  early  in  the  morning.  Empty  eructations,  ac- 
companied by  a  cutting-tearing  over  the  umbilicus,  from 
the  left  to  the  right  side.  Eructations,  with  sneezing,  to- 
wards evening.  Frequent  eructations,  with  pain  in  the 
stomach.  Rising  of  cold  air.  Sour  eructations.  Fre- 
quent hiccough,  followed  by  eructations,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, after  rising.  Continual  hiccough,  in  the  evening.  Sup- 
pressed hiccough,  causing  a  spasmodic  pain  in  the  sto- 
mach. Loathing,  without  any  desire  to  vomit,  (shortly.) 
Loathing  and  inclination  to  vomit,  in  the  evening.  Loath- 
ing, with  pain  and  coldness  of  the  stomach,  (shortly.)  Loath- 
ing and  nausea,  (as  if  from  a  deranged  stomach.)  Loath- 
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ing,  with  shuddering,  followed  by  eructations,  (shortly  ) 
Nausea  and  desire  to  vomit,  with  constipation,  for  three 
days.    Nausea  and  general  sick  feeling  in  the  forenoon  ; 
going  off  after  dinner,  (21.  d.)    Nausea,  with  eructations 
tasting  of  rotten  eggs,  the  whole  night  until  early  in  the 
morning,  (15.  d.)    Inclination  to  vomit,  and  accumulation 
of  water  in  the  mouth.    Vomiting  of  bitter  water,  but  no 
aliments,  at  dinner  ;  after  which  the  bitter  taste  in  the 
mouth  was  yet  felt,  for  a  long  time.    Vomiting  at  dinner, 
after  nausea  ;  violent  vertigo  and  retching  ;  first,  he  vomit- 
ed a  saltish  water,  afterwards  soup,  then  again  water,  for  a 
quarter  of  an  hour ;  accompanied  by  anguish  as  if  he  had 
to  die,  sweat  on  the  forehead,  for  one  hour  ;  afterwards 
expulsion  of  white  liquid  stools,  followed  by  cutting  in  the 
abdomen  and  distension  of  the  same,  (42.  d.) 

Stomach.— Sickness  at  the  stomach,  as  if  he  would 
vomit,  with  empty  eructations.    Pain  in  the  stomach  with 
nausea,  heaviness  of  the  head  and  ill-humor,  without  Aver- 
sion to  food.    Pain  in  the  stomach,  with  nausea,  early  m 
the  morning,  relieved  by  eating.    The  stomach  feels  sick 
and  full  of  water,  with  a  desire  for  eructations.    Pain  in 
the  stomach,  like  qualms  of  sickness,  (shortly.)  Sensa- 
tion if  the  stomach  had  been  spoiled,  after  dinner  Pain 
in  the  stomach,  in  the  forenoon,  resembling  a  feeling  ot 
emptiness  and  qualmishness,  better  after  dinner.  Empty 
feeling  in  the  stomach,  early  in  the  morning,  with  empty 
eructations,  (9.  d.)    Pressure  in  the  stomach.  Pressure 
in  the  stomach,  extending  into  the  chest,  going  on  by 
empty  eructations.    Distension  and  fulness  ot  the  sto- 
mach, going  ' off  only  by  frequent  eructations.  Con- 
tractive pain  in  the  stomach.    Contractive  pain  in  the 
stomach,  after  dinner.    Contractive  pain  in  the  stomach, 
hindering  sleep  at  night,  (15.  d.)    Sore  pain  in  the  sto- 
mach and  in  both  hypochondriac  regions,  when  touching 
the  parts,  even  at  night,  when  in  bed,  (42.  and  43.  d.) 
Ulcerative  pain  in  the  stomach,  with  great  sensitiveness 
to  pressure,  and  feeling  as  if  the  stomach  would  fall  out  of 
the  body,  accompanied  by  coldness  and  inclination  to 
fall ;  she  was  so  weak  that  she  was  unable  to  walk  across 
her  room ;  relieved  by  drinking  some  coffee,  (26.  d.) 
Audible  grunting  in  the  stomach,  towards  noon.  Audible 
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grunting  in  the  stomach  and  afterwards  in  the  abdomen, 
with  yawning,  in  the  evening.  Sudden  stitches,  as  with 
a  knife,  on  the  right  side  of  the  pit  of  the  stomach  ;  they 
can  scarcely  be  endured.  Violent  stitch  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  causing  one  to  start.  Dull  stitch  on  the  right 
side  of  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  extending  into  the  right 
chest.  Burning  sensation  on  the  inside  of  the  left  half  of 
the  chest,  with  sweet  taste  in  the  throat ;  afterwards  cough 
with  discharge  of  a  piece  of  tenacious,  brown  mucus  ; 
when  sitting,  (8.  d.) 

Abdomen. — Pinching  and  contractive  sensation  extend- 
ing from  both  hypochondria  towards  the  umbilicus,  fre- 
quently going  and  coming.     Stitch  in  the  right  hypo- 
chondrium.  Dull  stitches  in  the  right  hypochondrium,  after 
dinner.    Violent  stitch  as  with  a  knife,  into  the  right  lower 
rib,  in  the  evening,  when  stooping,  going  off  when  raising 
the  head.    Sensation  as  if  something  hard  were  lodged  in 
the  region  of  the  liver,  with  frequent  pinching  in  the  abdo- 
men, (a.  2  h.)    Fine  pinching,  externally,  under  the  last 
right  rib,  extending  a  little  higher  up,  followed  by  a  burning 
sensation  in  that  same  place.    Fine  slinging  in  the  left 
hypochondrium.    Stitches  in  the  region  of  the  left  ribs, 
resembling  splenetic  stitches,  when   standing,   (2.  d.) 
Paralytic  pain  in  the  left  hypochondrium,  which  prevented 
her  resting  on  this  side,  in  the  evening.

Spasmodic,  contractive  pain  in  the  abdomen,  after- 
wards diarrhoea,  affording  relief;  in  the  evening.  Con- 
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striction.and  pinching  in  the  right  iliac  region,  very  pain- 
ful, (28.  d.)    Griping,  and  digging  in  the  abdomen,  as  if 
the  menses  would  set  in,  with  emission  of  a  quantity  of 
fetid  flatulence,  at  noon  ;  in  the  evening,  the  colicky  pains 
increase,  preceded  by  grunting  in  the  abdomen.  Painful 
griping  in  the  abdomen,  below  the  umbilicus,  intermitting 
frequently,  and  afterwards  reaching  as  high  up  as  the  sto- 
mach.

Cutting  m  the  left 
side  of  the  abdomen.    Painful  cutting  and  pressing  in  the 
abdomen  and  both  groins,  rousing  him  from  sleep  at  night.

Audible  grunting  below  the  umbili- 
cus, two  hours  after  dinner.  Frequent  emission  of  loud 
flatus,  afternoon  and  night.  Frequent  emission  of  flatu- 
lence, having  a  strong  smell.  Emission  of  flatulence 
when  walking,  with  stool  soon  after.  Pressing  as  if  diar- 
rhoea would  set  in,  but  nothing  but  flatulence  is  emitted.

Continual 
desire  for  stool,  only  little  stool  being  passed  ;  it  is  more 
like  a  sort  of  fermenting.  Stool  every  tivo  days.  Desire 
lor  stool,  with  expulsion  of  only  a  slight  quantity  of  stool, 
followed  by  unsuccessful  desire  for  stool,  with  emission  of 
flatulence  and  burning  at  the  anus.  No  stool,  (23.  d.) 
Hard  stool  only  in  the  evening,  with  pain  and  pressing. 
*  Inclines  to  be  constipated.  *  Retention  of  stool  appears 
lobe  the  primary  effect  of  Magnesia.  Stool  hard  as  sione, 
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with  pain  in  the  anus.  '.Very  hard  stool,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, (2.  d.)    Very  hard  stool,  with  pressing,  (11.  d.)  The 
stool  is  so  hard  that  she  has  to  make  an  effort  to  expel  it  ; 
immediately  afler  dinner.    Stool  hard  and  in  pieces,  requir- 
ing an  effort  to  be  expelled.    Hard  stool  in  the  afternoon, 
followed  by  burning  at  the  anus.    Even  when  the  stool  is 
not  hard,  she  has  to  employ  force  to  expel  it,  for  several 
days.

(2.  d.)  Discharge  of  green  water,  with  great  distension  of 
the  abdomen,  eight  times  in  one  forenoon,  (27.  d.)  Dis- 
charo-e  of  oreen  mucus,  forenoon  and  afternoon,  with  a 
number  of  ascarides,  and  followed  by  burning  at  the  anus. 
A  quantity  of  ascarides  with  stool,  (18.  19.  d.)  Discharge 
of  ascarides  with  stool,  (a.

Stitch  in  the  urethra,  in  the  region  of  the 
glans,  (a.  10  h.)  Pollution  (the  first  night.)  Frequent 
pollutions,  almost  every  night.  Slow  erection,  but  the 
embrace  is  nevertheless  satisfactory,  (a.  S  d.)  Emission  of 
flatulence  with  discharge  of  prostatic  juice.  Frequent 
itching  of  the  pudendum.  Menses  delaying  seven  days,  pre- 
ceded by  sore  throat.  Menses  three  days  too  late," scanty 
and  short.  Menses  delaying  three  days,  first  only  a  little 
flow  in  the  evening,  increasing  in  the  night,  and  still  more 
next  day,  with  discharge  of  whole  lumps  of  coagulated 
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blood,  for  3  days.    Menses  delaying  4  days,  and  more 
profuse  than  usual,  (13.  d.)    Return  of  the  menses  in  the 
case  of  an  old  lady,  that  had  stopped  already  for  years, 
they  flow  profusely  for  4  days.    The  menses  which  are 
habitually  scanty,  appear  immediately  a  few  days  previous 
to  their  regular  period,  with  tearing  toothache  and  a  dis- 
tension of  the  abdomen  lasting  4  weeks.

(12.  d.)    The  menses  appear  8  days  too  soon,  at  night,  al- 
ter bathing  the  feet,  first  scanty,  then  more  profuse  and 
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dark,  with  bearing-down  in   the  groins,  during  which 
no  blood  is  discharged  ;  blood  is  discharged  with  every 
emission  of  flatulence,  especially  at  noon  and  in  the 
afternoon.     Canine  hunger  in   the  evening  previous  to 
the  menses,  followed  by  pain  in   the  stomach.  Pre- 
vious to  the  menses,  bearing-down,  cutting  and  pain  in 
the  small  of  the  back,  as  if  it  were  contracted  and  bruised, 
especially  when  sitting,  less  so  when  walking  ;  on  the  se- 
cond day  of  the  menses  a  profuse  flow  of  brown  blood 
with  diminution  of  the  pain  ;  at  night,  the  blood  flows  more 
profusely.    Menses  appear  6  days  too  soon,  preceded  by 
colic  and  pressing  lowards  the  genital  organs.  Coryza, 
with  obstruction  of  the  nose,  accompanying  the  appearance 
of  the  menses,  for  4  days.

drawing  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  relieved  by  stoop- 
ing, increased  by  extending  the  limbs  ;  pain  in  the  right 
shoulder,  as  if  it  were  dislocated,  she  finds  it  difficult  to 
raise  her  arm  ;  the  knees  are  painful  when  walking  as  if 
ihey  were  bruised  ;  pain  in  the  feet,  also,  when  in  bed; 
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ilchino-  around  the  neck  and  shoulders  ;  faintness,  exhaus- 
tion, with  sweat  without  any  thirst ;  so  faint  that  she  was 
scarcely  able  to  walk  ;  sleepy  and  weary  on  the  second 
day  of  the  menses  ;  frequent  waking  at  night ;  chilliness  ; 
chilliness  when  she  woke  or  uncovered  herself ;  violent 
pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  as  if  it  were  bruised,  both 
when  stooping  or  no,  afternoon  and  evening.  Leucorrhcea 
after  the  menses.  Thin,  scanty  leucorrhoea,  with  pinching 
around  the  navel.  Leucorrhoea,  several  times  in  the  after- 
noon, when  walking  or  sitting.  Leucorrhcea,  like  water, 
(10»  d.)  Smarting  leucorrhcea.  Discharge  of  while  mu- 
cus, preceded  by  abdominal  spasms. 

Cold,  Catarrh.— Violent  tickling  in  the  nose,  followed 
by  sneezing,  in  the  evening.    Frequent  itching  in  the  left 
nasal  cavity.    Violent  itching  in  the  nostrils,  going  off  after 
scratching.    Prickling,  sore  feeling  in   the  right  nasal 
fossa,  as  in  a  cold,  during  and  between  the  acts  of  mictu- 
rition.   Desire  to  sneeze,  and  tickling  in  the  right  nasal 
fossa.    Frequent  sneezing,  early  in  the  morning,  from 
tickling  in  the  nose.    Violent  sneezing,  and  tickling  in  the 
whole  nose,  (6.  d.)    Frequent  sneezing,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, with  obstruction  of  the  nose,  (9-  d.)    Feeling  of  cory- 
za,  early  in  the  morning,  with  obstruction  of  the  nose,  in- 
terrupted by  the  sudden  secretion  of  a  few  drops.  Desire 
to  blow  the  nose,  with  sensation,  as  if  the  nose  were  lull 
of  mucus  ;  but  nothing  is  expelled,  and  the  nose  remains 
obstructed.

Corvza,  for  several  days,  especially  morning  and  even- 
ing Dry  coryza,  the  whole  day ;  she  has  to  open  the  mouth 
in  order  to  get  breath  ;  nevertheless,  there  is  mucus  in 
the  nose.    Water  drops  out  of  her  nose  unawares,  with- 
out any  coryza  being  present.    Fluent  coryza,  early  in 
°he  mining,  when  rising,  followed  by  obstruction  of  the 
nosMhe  whole  day.

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(4.  d.)  Coryza,  with  discharge  of  thick  mucus,  and  sen- 
sation as  if  the  nose  were  swollen  from  the  frequent  blow- 
ing, for  three  days. 

Larynx  and  Trachea. — Contractive  sensation  in  the  tra- 
chea) with  aching  in  the  pit  of  the  throat.  Hoarseness  for  2 
days,  (a.  22  d.)  Hoarseness  and  roughness  in  the  throat,  in 
the  forenoon ;  going  off  after  dinner.  Complete  hoarseness, 
towards  evening.  Irritation  in  the  region  of  the  thyroid 
gland,  with  a  good  deal  of  coughing,  in  the  forenoon. 
Tickling  in  the  throat,  followed  by  short  cough.  Frequent 
cough,  in  the  afternoon,  from  tickling  in  the  throat,  (3.  d.) 
Cough,  with  scraping  in  the  throat,  (a.  1  h.)  Rough 
cough,  also  at  night.  Morning-cough,  towards  3  o'clock, 
in  two  fits,  with  expectoration  of  mucus,  (2.  d.)  Hollow, 
dull  cough.  Fits  of  spasmodic  cough,  the  whole  night. 
Cough  after  the  slightest  echauffement.  Violent  cough, 
with  difficult,  thin,  salt  expectoration.  During  the  cough, 
pain  in  the  chest  as  if  it  were  being  cut  to  pieces ;  early 
in  the  morning,  yellowish,  purulent  discharge,  for  some 
days,  (a.  67  d.) 

Chest. — Short  breathing,  when  walking,  (16.  d.) 
Tightness  of  the  chest  in  the  afternoon,  as  if  it  were  be- 
tween screws,  with  short  breathing,  (15.  d.)  Tightness  of 
the  chest,  with  weary  and  painful  feet  when  ascending  an 
elevation,  (11.  d.)  Contractive  sensation  around  the  chest, 
the  shoulder  feeling  bruised,  with  pain  in  the  right  middle- 
finger  as  if  it  were  sprained ;  all  this  passes  off  by  eruc- 
tation, in  the  evening.  Constrictive  sensation  around  the 
middle  of  the  chest,  with  short  breath,  in  the  evening. 
Contractive  and  clawing  sensation  in  the  chest,  with  heavy, 
short  breathing,  when  sitting  or  walking.  Great  oppres- 
sion of  the  chest,  with  occasional  deep  breathing,  (6.  d.) 
Pressure  upon  the  chest,  with  heaviness  and  a  feeling  of 
oppression  independent  of  breathing,  in  the  evening.  Sud- 
den aching  in  the  chest,  arresting  breathing,  (a.  68  d.) 
Intensely  painful  cutting  and  stitches  in  the  chest,  inde- 
pendent of  breathing,  in  the  evening.  Painful  cutting  and 
pricking  deep  in  the  middle  of  the  chest,  unchanged  either 
by  walking  or  breathing,  after  dinner,  until  evening.  A 
stitch  in  the  ribs  below  the  right  axilla.

Violent  pain  in  the  back,  at  night,  in 
bed  as  if  the  parts  had  been  dashed  to  pieces,  worst  during 
motion,  but  also  when  at  rest.    Dull  stitches  into  the 
back.    Violent  itching,  especially  over  the  hips.  Violent 
tearing  and  darting  in  the  nape  of  the  neck,  gradually  de- 
scending along  the  back,  and  passing  off  there. 

Neck.- Violent  stitch  in  the  nape  of  the  neck,  when 
sneezing.  Itching  biting  in  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  neck, 
with  burning  after  the  scratching.  •  Tearing  and  drawing 
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in  the  muscles  of  the  right  side  of  the  neck,  in  the  even- 
ing. Pressure  on  the  neck,  as  if  the  cravat  were  tied  too 
fast.    The  thyroid  gland  appears  to  her  enlarged. 

Superior  Extremities. — Fine  stitches  towards  the 
axilla,  when  raising  the  arm,  not  otherwise.    In  the  right 
shoulder  she  feels  a  pain  as  from  a  sprain,  when  raising 
the  arm  without  thinking  of  it ;  she  does  not  feel  the  pain 
when  she  raises  the  arm  on  purpose,  (19.  d.)    Pain  in  the 
right  shoulder.    Pressure  upon  the  shoulder.  Straining 
sensation  from  the  shoulder  to  the  angle  of  the  lower 
jaw  ;  pain  prevented  him  from  stooping,  and  made  it  even 
impossible  for  him  to  close  the  jaws.    Pain,  as  from  a 
sprain,  in  the  right  shoulder,  when  moving  the  arm,  also 
when  in  bed.  Pain,  as  from  a  sprain,  in  the  right-shoulder- 
joint,  with  sensation  as  if  he  ought  to  let  his  arm  hang 
down,  in  the  evening.    Paralytic  pain,  as  from  bruises,  in 
the  left  shoulder,  only  felt  when  moving  the  arm  and  trunk, 
and  when  gaping,  (58.  d.)  Violent  contractive  pain  in  both 
shoulders,  and  tearing  down  the  back,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, (29.  d.)    Tearing  in  the  right  shoulder  extending  to 
the  scapula,  early  in  the  morning.    Tearing  pain  in  the 
right  shoulder,  extending  to  the  clavicle  and  the  chest. 
Tearing  in  the  left  shoulder,  extending  to  the  middle  of 
the  upper  arm  and  the  elbow,  (6.  7.  d.)    Violent  tearing 
in  the  arm,  from  the  left  shoulder  to  the  wrist-joint,  when 
raising  the  arm  and  when  at  rest,  (27.  28.  d.)  Painful* 
tearing  from  the  right  shoulder  to  the  wrist-joint ;  when 
turning  the  hand,  the  tearing  would  extend  to  the  joints 
of  the  fingers.    Drawing  in  the  arm,  from  below  upwards. 
Darting  in  the  arms.    Weariness  of  the  arms.  Pimples 
on  the  left  arm,  disappearing  again  after  scratching,  and 
not  itching  the  last  two  days,  (a.  10  d.)    Single,  painful, 
cramp-like  gripings  in  the  upper  arms,  immediately  above 
the  elbows,  setting  in  with  a  jerk  and  at  intervals,  the  mus- 
cles being  hard  as  stone,  day  and  night ;  when  pressing 
upon  the  parts  with  the  other  hand,  the  pain  is  relieved  for 
some  time,  (20.  d.)    Tearing  in  the  upper  arm,  above 
the  right  elbow,  extending  as  far  as  the  middle.  The  elbow- 
joint  is  painful  when  bending  the  arm.    Sharp  drawing 
around  the  right  elbow,  apparently  in  the  bone,  in  the  even- 
ing when  in  bed.

Stitches  in 
the  right  elbow,  when  moving  the  arm,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing,^, d.)  Gnawing  in  the  left  elbow  in  the  evening.  Draw- 
ing as  far  as  into  the  hand,  in  the  right  lower  arm  ;  it  is 
also  felt  when  at  rest ;  the  arm  is  too  heavy  when  raising  it. 
(a.  20  d.)    Tearing,  from  the  elbow  to  the  middle  of  the 
fore-arm,  apparently  in  the  periosteum.    Violent  stitches 
.  in  the  anterior  muscles  of  the  right  lower-arm,  near  the 
wrist-joint.   Itching  in  the  fore-arm,  below  the  bend  of  the 
elbow  ;  scratching  leaves  a  red  spot.   Itching  of  the  fore- 
arm when  washing  it  with  cold  water  and  soap  ;  scratch- 
ing brings  on  a  number  of  itching  pimples,  going  off  again 
when  wiping  the  arm.   Drawing  pain  in  the  hands.  Stitch 
in  the  palm  of  the  left  hand,  followed  by  violent  itching, 
going  off  by  scratching.  Burning  in  the  palms  of  the  hands. 
The  left  hand  goes  to  sleep,  early  in  the  morning  ;  she  had 
been  lying  upon  it  during  the  night.    Redness  and  swell- 
ing of  the  left  wrist-joint,  with  pain  of  the  bones  when 
pressing  upon  them.    Itching  of  ihe  palm  of  the  hands  ; 
scratching  bringing  on  clear  vesicles.   Vesicles  on  the 
hands,  with  stinging  pain.    Cramp-feeling  in  the  finger- 
joints.    Tension  in  the  metacarpal  joint  of  the  left  middle- 
finder,  two  mornings  in  succession  ;  going  off  in  a  few 
hours,  (a.  21  d.)    Tearing  in  the  dorsum  of  the  posterior 
joint  of  the  little  finger.    Tearing  from  the  posterior  joint 
,  of  the  right  thumb  as  far  as  the  nail.    Tearing  in  the  pos- 
terior joints  of  the  right  fingers.    Tearing  in  the  tips  of  all 
the  finders,  towards  the  dorsa  of  the  hands  ;  early  in  the 
morning,  after  rising.    Violent  boring  and  gnavying  in  the 
posterior  joint  of  the  left  thumb,  apparently  in  the  marrow. 
Throbbing,  as  if  from  an  ulcer,  in  the  tip  of  the  left  thumb, 
after  dinner  ;  going  off  by  pressing  upon  the  part  Pain 
of  the  posterior  joint  of  the  middle-finger,  as  if  it  had  been 
sprained.    Ripping-up  pain  around  the  left  thumb  and  in- 
dex, followed  by  a  short-lasting  paralysis  of  both  fingers, 
for  two  evenings.  Swelling,  redness,  and  heat  of  the  right 
middle-finger,  covered  with  itching  blotches  ;  on  those 
days  when  he  has  no  stool.    Inflammatory  swelling,  with

Inferior  Extremities. — Pain  in  both  hips,  generally 
when  moving  the  limbs.  Violent  pinching  in  the  left  hip 
and  small  of  the  back,  after  dinner,  when  walking ;  soon 
after  desire  for  stool,  accompanied  and  preceded  by  violent 
cutting  in  the  rectum.  Painless  dartings  in  the  posterior, 
part  of  the  hip ;  afterwards  in  the  right  hypochondrium. 
Painful  tearing  in  the  left  hip-joint,  from  afternoon  till 
next  morning.  Stitches  in  tho  left  hip,  in  the  joint,  and  in 
the  external  surface  of  the  bone.  Dull  stitches  over  the 
right  hip.  Fine,  burning-itching  stingings,  resembling  flea- 
bites  ;  at  times  in  one,  at  times  in  the  other  hip,  the  left 
side  of  the  small  of  the  back,  and  the  left  hypochondrium. 
Stitches,  burning,  and  pain  as  from  bruises,  over  the  left 
hip,  extending  up  to  the  shoulder,  increasing  for  three 
days,  and  worse  when  stooping  towards  the  painful 
side  ;  accompanied  by  dry  cough  and  violent  stitches  in 
the  side,  somewhat  relieved  by  bending  double  and  press- 
ing upon  the  parts  with  the  hand.  Itching  stitch  over 
the  right  hip,  going  off  after  scratching.  The  lower  limbs, 
especially  the  knees,  are  very  painful.  Sudden  jerk  in 
the  left  lower  limb,  in  the  evening  after  falling  asleep,  which 
caused  her  to  start  and  kept  her  awake  for  a  long  time. 
Tingling  inquietude  in  the  lower  limbs,  in  the  evening, 
she  had  to  move  her  foot  constantly.  Pain  in  the  thighs, 
until  evening.  Pain  as  from  bruises,  in  the  femur,  over 
the  left  knee,  extending  to  the  middle  of  the  thigh,  when 
walking.  Tearing  in  the  left  thigh,  in  front,  from  the  mid- 
dle to  the  knee.  Continual,  lancinating  tearing  from  the 
middle  of  the  thigh  to  the  middle  of  the  leg,  going  off  after 
rising  from  a  seat.  Painfully  drawing  darting  from  the 
right  knee  to  the  middle  of  the  thigh,  when  standing  or 
bending  the  limb.  Tearing  from  the  left  knee  until  the 
middle  of  the  thigh,  after  dinner.  Pain  in  the  knees,  as 
after  a  fatiguing  journey  on  foot;  he  was  scarcely  able  to 
walk  without  a  cane,  (a.  4  d.)  Heaviness  and  pain  in  the 
knees  when  walking,  from  afternoon  till  evening.  Weary 
pain  in  the  knees  when  walking,  from  afternoon  till  even- 
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ing,  (3.  d.)    Straining  sensation  in  the  bend  of  ihe  left 
knee,  as  if  it  were  too  short,  when  setting  the  foot  down  ; 
she  came  from  the  open  air  and  just  entered  the  room. 
Tension  in  the  bend  of  the  knee,  (a.  3  d.)    Tension  and 
drawing  in  the  bend  of  the  left  knee,  when  walking.  Draw- 
ing pain  in  the  knees,  to  the  soles  of  the  feet,  resembling 
a  burrowing  in  the  marrow.    Tearing  in  the  right  knee, 
.when  standing.    Painful  tearing  in  the  right  knee,  more 
towards  the  external  surface.     Violent  boring  and  tearing 
in  the  left  knee,  as  if  it  would  be  torn  out,  in  the  evening. 
Fine  boring  in  the  right  knee,  frequently  intermitting. 
Painful  tearing,  extending  from  the  bend  of  the  left  knee  to 
the  leg,  apparently  in  the  bone,  with  tension  when  walking, 
as  if  the  tendons  were  too  short.     Hard  swelling  in  the 
bend  of  the  knee,  so  painful  that  he  is  unable  to  extend 
the  limb.    Stitches  in  the  knee-joint.    Pain  in  the  legs, 
drawing  from  above  downwards,  (a.  24d.)  Painful  tension  in 
the  tendo-Achillis,  extending  up  to  the  calf,  when  walking 
fast.    Cramp  in  the  left  calf,  at  night,  in  bed,  when  raising 
himself  or  when  turning  to  the  other  side,  (a.  24  d.)  Cramp 
in  both  calves,  in  the  evening  when  in  bed,  painful,  nothing 
can  alleviate  it,  (a.  6  h.)    Violent  tearings  in  the  right 
calf,  in  the  afternoon.    Cutting  pain  in  the  tibia.    Pain,  as 
from  bruises,  of  both  tibiae.    Spots  upon  the  tibia,  with 
burning  pain.    Violent  pain  of  the  feet,  as  if  they  were  too 
heavy  and  weary,  especially  when  going  up  stairs,  in  the 
evening.    Pain,  as  from  bruises  of  the  left  tarsal  joint, 
early  in  the  morning,  extending  to  the  middle  of  the  tibia, 
when  walking  and  setting  the  foot  down  ;  going  off  by 
continued  walking.    Cramp  in  the  heel,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing when  in  bed.    Drawing  pain  in  the.  soles  of  the  feet. 
Piercing  stitches  in  the  right  heel,  in  the  evening  when  in 
bed     Painfully  darting  tearing  in  the  left  heel,  in  the 
evening  when  in  bed.     Cold  feet,  as  if  she  were  wading 
through  cold  water.    Formication  in  the  dorsum  of  the 
right  foot  and  the  lower  surface  of  the  toes-    Violent  tear- 
in %  in  the  4th  and  5th  toe  of  the  left  foot,  when  walking. 
Tearing  in  the  big  toe  of  the  right  foot,  when  walking. 
Tearing  in  the  big  toe  of  the  right  foot,  from  the  com- 
mencement to  the  tip.     Piercing  stitch  in  the  bend  of 
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the  big  toe  of  the  right  foot,  extending  through  to  the  dor- 
sum ;  it  caused  her  to  start  and  to  draw  up  the  foot,  in  the 
evening.    Burning  stitches  in  the  big  toe. 

General  Symptoms. — Pains  in  all  the  parts  of  the  body, 
at  times  in  one,  at  times  in  another  place.    Soreness  over 
the  whole  body.    Stiffness  of  the  whole  body,  early  in  the 
morning,  when  rising.    Dartings  in  the  nates,  the  thighs, 
the  shoulders  and  frequently  the  face.    She  feels  com- 
fortable when  in  bed ;  when  rising,  the  darting  pains  re- 
commence in  different  places.    After  the  lapse  of  three 
weeks,  the  symptoms  recur  with  a  certain  perseverance. 
The  symptoms  which  made  their  appearance  while  sitting, 
diminish  when  walking.    In  the  open  air  the  symptoms 
appear  to  be  milder  than  in  the  room.    Formication  in 
different  parts  of  the  body,  especially  in  the  shoulders  ; 
scratching  brings  on  small,  clear  vesicles,  drying  up  in 
from  24  to  48  hours  ;  in  the  afternoon,  evening,  and  morn- 
ing.   Itching  of  different  parts,  forehead,  face,  head,  and 
almost  all  over,  going  off  by  scratching.    Itching  of  dif- 
ferent parts  ;  sometimes  with  burning  after  scratching. 
Violent  itching  of  the  whole  body,  also  of  single  parts  ; 
after  scratching  the  parts,  the  itching  appears  in  some 
other  parts.    Itching  in  different  parts,  recurring  after 
scratching  the  parts.     Violent  itching  of  the  whole  body. 
Burning  prickings  in  different  parts  of  the  body.  Violent 
itching  of  the  nates  and  fore-arms,  in  the  evening,  when 
undressing;  scratching  brings. on  violently  itching  pim- 
ples, which  itch  more  the  more  they  are  scratched. 
Itching  of  the  shoulders,  thighs  and  neck,  in  the  evening 
before  going  to  sleep,  and  early  in  the  morning  when 
dressing,  with  itching  pimples  after  scratching,  lasting  24 
hours.    Large  pimples  in  different  parts  of  the  body. 
Vesicles  and  pimples,  sometimes  violently  itching,  on  the 
neck,  nape  of  the  neck,  below  and  in  front  of  the  ears,  on 
the  arms,  and  between  the  fingers.    Large  nodosities  with 
stinging  pain,  under  the  skin,  in  the  axilla,  and  above  the 
elbow-joint.    Hard  nodosities  in  front  of  the  left  shoulder, 
deep  in  the  skin,  with  stinging  pain  when  pressing  upon 
them,  as  is  felt  in  a  boil,  with  redness.    Itching  tubercle 
on  the  wrist-joint,  pouring  out  clear  water  when  pressino- 
upon  it.    Small,  red,  little  elevated,  smooth  herpes,  scaling 
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off  afterwards,  without  sensation,  on  the  chest  and  calves. 
Small  boils  on  the  forehead,  neck,  chest,  and  especially  the 
thighs.    An  old  cicatrix  remaining  from  a  burn,  became  a 
corrosive  blister,  with  which  he  suffeied  for  6  weeks. 
Great  sensitiveness  of  the  scalp  and  skin  of  the  body, 
especially  to  cold  ;  every  little  breeze  gives  her  a  cold 
thrill,  and  she  shivers  through  and  through.    Dryness  of 
the  skin,  towards  morning,  when  in  bed,  (a.  16  d.)  Pro- 
fuse sweat  by  day,  even  when  taking  but  little  exercise. 
Parts  become  easily  strained  and  sprained  ;  when  bend- 
ing the  arm  backwards,  the  shoulder  was  painful  as  from 
a  sprain,  and  felt  bruised  when  touching  it ;  she  was  un- 
able to  turn  her  head  to  the  left  side  without  suffering  great 
pain.    Uneasiness  in  the  limbs,  in  the  evening,  after  long 
sitting. 

Fits,  Weakness. — Relaxed  condition  of  the  body,  (a. 
7  d.)    Sudden  depression  of  strength  when  walking  in  the 
open  air.    One  gets  tired  easily  when  walking,  (a.  6  d.) 
Weak  feeling,  early  in  the  morning,  when  in  bed,  (a.  17 
d.)    Great  weakness  of  the  lower  limbs.    Heaviness  and 
great  weariness  of  the  limbs,  the  whole  day,  (shortly.) 
Weariness  and  faintness  of  the  thighs,  when  sitting,  worse 
when  walking.    Great  weakness  of  the  legs,  when  sitting 
and  when  rising  from  a  seat ;  going  off  during  motion. 
Weary  and  drowsy,  at  noon,  after  eating  (something  hard 
to  digest ;)  he  suddenly  drops  to  sleep  while  standing  or 
talking,  with  obtusion  of  the  head,  unfitting  him  completely 
for  thinking.     Faint   and  drowsy  after  supper,  with 
a  sort  of  qualmish  feeling  in  the  abdomen.    Faint  and 
weary  in  the  whole  body,  especially  the  feet,  (a.  7  d.) 
Hands  and  feet  feel  as  if  they  had  been  broken  and  dashed 
to  pieces,  early  in  the  morning,  when  waking,  with  tremor 
and  weakness  ;  she  has  to  lie  down,  then  she  feels  better ; 
when  getting  out  of  bed  she  feels  cold  immediately.  Weak, 
as  if  one  would  fall  over,  after  vomiting,  (42.  d.)  Great 
weakness  in  the  whole  body,  with  wretched  appearance 
and  inclination  to  vomit.    Very  faint,  in  the  afternoon, 
when  sitting  or  walking,  less  when  standing.  Weakness, 
in  the  evening,  she  had  to  lie  down,  (42.  d.)    Faint,  in- 
disposed to  business  or  conversation,  uncomfortable,  early 
in  the  morning.  Faint,  weary,  uncomfortable,  with  anxious 
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warmth  and  sweat,  (25.  d.)  Faint  and  tremulous,  early 
in  the  morning  when  in  bed,  going  off  after  rising,  (9.  d.) 
When  waking  from  a  sound  sleep,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, he  is  nevertheless  more  fatigued  than  he  was  before 
going  to  bed.  A  kind  of  paralysis  of  the  left  lower  limb, 
with  pain  in  the  hip  and  knee-joint;  next  day  the  right 
lower  and  upper  limb  became  affected ;  when  walking, 
he  suffered  with  pain  constantly,  and  was  obliged  to  turn 
his  foot  entirely  outwards. 

Sleep. — Constant,  troublesome  gaping,  early  in  the 
morning,  after  rising.     Frequent  yawning,  every  day. 
Yaw  ning,  accompanied  and  followed  by  hiccough.  Fre- 
quent yawning,  wilh  sneezing,  (27.  d.)    Drowsy  and  in- 
dolent, in  the  forenoon,  with  frequent  yawning  and  stretch- 
ing.   Drowsy  and  indolent  after  dinner,  with  yawning  and 
stretching,  (6.  d.)    Drowsy,  early  in  the  morning,  after  a 
sound  sleep,  (2.  d.)    Inclines  to  sleep,  starting  frequently. 
Shedoes  not  wake  in  the  night,  which  is  against  her  custom. 
Sound  sleep  the  first,  nights,  and  better  than  usual..  Kalis 
asleep  easily  and  soon,  sleeps  well,  (14.  d.)  Sleepless- 
ness the  whole  night,  (52.  d.)  No  sleep  for  several  nights, 
and  constant  tossing  about,  when  in  bed,  (a.  22  d.)  Little 
sleep,  and  a  number  of  dreams.    In  the  evening,  she  did 
not  feel  sleepy  till  late  in  the  night.    She  fell  asleep  late, 
(31.  d.)    Restless  sleep,  with  frequent  waking,  (13.  d.) 
A  number  of  restless  nights,  with  unrefreshing  sleep. 
Wakes  up  at  midnight  without  any  particular  cause  ;  she 
was  unable  to  fall  asleep  again 'before  2  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  and  then  slept  imperfectly  until  5  o'clock,  (15.  d.) 
Wakes  up  at  3  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  is  unable  to  fall 
asleep  again,  (59.  d.)    She  wakes  up  after  1  o'clock,  and 
is  unable  to  fall  asleep  again  before  5  ;  all  her  limbs  felt 
sore,  and  she  tossed  from  side  to  side.    She  luakes  at 
2  o  clock  in  the  morning,  and  is  then  unable  to  fall 
asleep  again.    Agitation  of  the  blood,  in  the  evening, 
which  prevents  her  from  falling  asleep;  she  has  a  rest- 
Jess  sleep,  and  has  to  toss  about  constantly.  Drowsi- 
n£?  at  "'g'11'  from  anxiety  and  heaviness  in  the  whole 
body,    ^he  feels  anxious  for  many  nights  ;  she  feels  as 
it  she  were  lying  upon  stones  and  has  to  turn  about  fre- 
quently.    For  many  nights  she  is  unable  to  fall  asleep, 
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owing  to  anxiety,  she  has  to  uncover  herself  frequently, 
but  she  cannot  remain  uncovered  long  on  account  of  feel- 
ing too  cold,  (a.  4  and  23  d.)     She  feels  anxious  and  too 
warm  for  many  nights  in  succession  ;  she  remains  awake 
for  a  long  time,  (a.  29  d.)     Reslless  sleep  from  1  to  4 
o'clock  at  night,  with  heat  and  sweat,  so  that  she  cannot 
bear  being  covered  ;  after  4  o'clock  she  sleeps  without 
sweating.

Starting -during  the  siesta,  for  severa 
S     At  night,  when  lying  upon  his  back  or  on  the  right

Bitter-sour 
eructations,  (a.  5  d.)  Violent  hiccough,  during  dinner, 
causing  a  pain  in  the  stomach.  Violent  hiccough,  after 
dinner  Frequent  nausea.  *  Nausea,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, after  rising.  Fainting  nausea,  short  but  frequent, 
when  sitting,  lymg,  standing  or  walking,  three  days  and 
nights,  (a.  3  d.)  Fainting  nausea,  followed  by  coldness 
and  weakness  of  the  stomach,  with  gulping  up  of  water, 
early  in  the  morning.  Frequent  nausea,  with  accumula- 
tion of  water  m  the  mouth.

Stitches  in  the  lelt  hypo- 
chondrium.  Violent,  painful  stitches  in  the  left  hypochou- 
drium,  resembling  splenetic  stitches,  in  the  afternoon, 
when  walking,  worse  during  an  inspiration  and  going 
off  when  sitting  ;  (during  the  menses.)  Colic  at  4  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  ;  two  days  in  succession.  Violent  colic, 
early  in  the  morning,  with  desire  for  stool,  which  was 
hard  and  in  pieces,  with  burning  at  the  anus,  (ll.d.) 
Pain  in  the  abdomen,  in  the  afternoon,  with  bearing  down 
upon  the  rectum  ;  soon  afterwards  soft  stool  surrounded 
with  white  mucus.  Feeling  of  pressure  in  the  abdomen, 
(during  the  menses.)  Pressure  in  the  left  side  of  the  ab- 
domen. Draicing  pain  in  the  abdomen,  at  night,  and  in 
day-time,  during  every  motion,  even  small,  as  if  some- 
thing became  detached,  (a.

Pinchi.ig  in  the  abdomen,  early  in  the  morning,  after 
rising  ;  afterwards  diarrhoea  accompanied  and  succeeded 
by  burning  at  the  rectum  ;  afterwards  again  diarrhoea 
mixed  with  blood.    Cutting  in  the  epigastrium  as  after  a 
cathartic,  extending  into  the  small  of  the  back,  early  in  the 
morning,  (3.  d.)    Cutting  sensation  in  a  small  place  of 
the  left  hypochondriac  region,  early  in  the  morning.  Cut- 
ting and  pinching  in  the  epigastrium,  with  sensation  as  if 
something  hard  were  lying  over  the  stomach.

Grumbling 
in  the  abdomen,  before  a  meal,  (1.  d.)  Constant  forma- 
tion of  flatulence.    Frequent  emission  of  flatulence. 

Stool. — No  stool  for  24,  48  hours.  No  stool  for  64 
hours  ;  after  this  lapse  of  time  the  stool  is  easily  expelled, 
with  prickings  in  the  rectum.  No  stool  for  several  days, 
(in  several  provers.)  Hard,  difficult  stool,  (l.d.)  Hard 
stool,  with  pain  as  from  excoriation  in  the  anus,  (2.  d.) 
Hard,  knotty  stool,  with  pain  in  the  rectum  when  passing 
it.  Very  hard,  knotty  stool,  followed  by  softer  stool  encir- 
cled by  yellow  mucus,  (4.  d.)  A  small  quantity  of  knotty 
stool,  like  sheep's  dung,  (5.  d.)  Hard  stool,  having  the 
appearance  of  being  composed  of  sheep's  dung.  She  was 
obliged  to  go  to  stool  in  great  haste,  it  came  out  in  small 
pieces  and  seemed  to  be  burnt,  with  stitching  pain  in  the 
rectum,  and  afterwards  burning  at  the  anus.  Hard,  knotty 
stool,  encircled  with  thick  mucus.  Hard  stool,  encircled 
with  streaks  of  blood,  (25.  d )  The  stool  is  for  many 
days  composed  of  hard  pieces,  in  a  little  while  it  becomes 
soft  or  liquid.  Stool  first  scanty  and  of  a  large  size,  fol- 
lowed by  desire  for  stool  which  is  soft ;  afterwards  she 
feels  unwell,  with  relaxation  of  the  abdomen,  and  thence 
extending  over  the  whole  body  ;  she  has  frequently  to  lie 
down.

Urinary  Organs. — The  urine  can  only  be  emitted  by 
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exerting  the  abdominal  muscles.     Pressure  upon  the 
bladder,  with  scanty  emission  and  burning  in  the  urethra, 
(a.  2  d.)    Frequent  desire  to  urinate,  with  scanty  emis- 
sion.   Desire  to  urinate,  in  day-time,  (4.  d.)  Frequent 
micturition,  in  day-time,  always  scanty.    Desire  to  urinate, 
at  night,  he  suppresses  it.    She  had  to  rise  five  times  in 
the  night  for  the  purpose  of  urinating,  and  emitted  but  a 
small  quantity  each  time.    When  urinating,  he  does  not 
feel  that  there  is  any  urine  passing  through  the  urethra. 
Sensation  as  if  he  were  not  able  to  retain  the  urine.  Un- 
expected desire  to  urinate  when  walking  ;  when  stopping 
for  the  purpose  of  urinating,  no  urine  was  passed.

The  urine  is  emit- 
ted drop  by  drop,  and  something  remains  behind  all  the 
time.

Erection,  early  in 
the  morning,  when  in  bed,  with  burning  in  the  penis. 
Stitches  in  the  mons  veneris,  towards  evening.  Itching 
of  the  glans,  in  the  evening,  when  going  to  sleep.  Itching 
of  the  scrotum  and  the  lower  portion  of  the  penis  ;  he  had 
to  rub  a  good  deal,  after  which  the  itching  subsided. 
Erections,  early  in  the  morning,  with  inclination  for  an 
embrace.

Menses  delay 
1 1  days,  first  watery,  then  colored  more,  with  pressing 
downwards  in  the  iliac  regions,  and  frequent  yawning. 
Some  discharge  of  blood,  5  days  previous  to  the  menses. 
Menses  2  days  too  soon,  2  days  longer  and  more  profuse 
than  usual.    Re-appearance  of  the  menses  in  a  woman  of 
50  years,  who  had  not  had  her  menses  for  7  months  past, 
with  some  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back.    Discharge  of 
black  clots  of  menstrual  blood,  more  when  sitting  than 
when  walking.    The  menses  are  more  profuse  than  usual, 
but  painless  and  5  days  before  the  time.    The  menses 
are  weak  the  first  days,  but  more  profuse  and  constant  the 
4th  and  5th.    She  is  very  much  excited  the  day  pre- 
ceding the  appearance  of  the  menses,  (14.  d.)  During 
the  first  two  days  of  the  menses,  she  feels  faint  even  unto 
swooning;  her  lower  limbs  feel  weary  and  she  cannot 
fall  asleep  till  late.    The  menses  become  more  and  more 
profuse,  with  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  thighs,  the 
pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  being  more  violent  when 
walking,  the  pain  in  the  thighs  when  sitting.

Leucorrhoea,  early  in  the 
morning,  after  urinating.    Profuse  leucorrhoea,  continuing 
for  8  days,  almost  without  any  intermission.  Leucorrhoea, 
coming  off  immediately  after  stool,  (a.  23  d.)  Abdominal 
spasms,  followed  by  leucorrhoea.     Watery  leucorrhoea. 
Thick  leucorrhoea,  followed  immediately  after  by  discharge 
of  blood,  14  days  previous  to  the  regular  period  of  the 
menses,  and  3  days  previous  to  full  moon,  (a.  9  d.) 

Cold,  Catarrh.— Tickling  in  the  nose,  with  lachryma- 
tion,  (8.  d.)  Tickling  in  the  nose,  with  sneezing  and  sen- 
sation of  coryza,  (a.  17  d.)  Frequent  sneezing  with  dis- 
charge of  water  from  the  nose,  (a.  2,  3,  d.)  Oppressive 
sensation  of  obstruction  in  the  nose.  Obstruction  of  the 
nose,  early  in  the  morning.  Obstruction  of  the  left  nostril, 
(a  16  d.)  Coryza,  with  obstruction  of  the  nose,  and  cory- 
za-speech.  The  nose  is  so  obstructed  that  the  air  passes 
through  the  nose  with  a  wheezing  sound.  Obstruction  of 
the  nose,  in  the  evening.  A.  quantity  of  mucus  is  discharged 
from  the  nose.    Violent  coryza,  with  hoarseness  and  feel- 
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ing  of  obstruction  in  the  nose,  which  discharges  a  quantity 
of  water,  for  several  days,  (a.  23  d.)  Severe  coryza,  at 
times  dry,  at  times  fluent,  ivith  obtusion  of  the  head,  and 
complete  loss  of  smell  and  taste,  for  two  days,  (a.  40  d.) 
Violent  fluent  coryza,  (a.  22  d.)  Coryza,  with  diminution 
of  smell  and  taste,  and  yellow  nasal  mucus.  Discharge  of 
fetid,  purulent,  yellow  nasal  mucus,  (a.  5  d.)  Catarrhal 
mucus,  mixed  with  little  particles  of  blood,  [n  the  even- 
ing, when  in  bed,  she  has  to  sit  up  a  long  time,  owing  to 
the  coryza ;  she  cannot  lie  down,  nor  fall  asleep,  and  has  to 
open  her  mouth  widely,  in  order  to  get  air.  Hoarseness, 
every  day  in  the  morning,  after  rising.  Hoarseness,  with 
a  sore  feeling  in  the  throat  and  chest.  Sudden,  violent 
hoarseness,  with  dry  cough  and  pressure  upon  the  chest, 
during  rough  weather.  Roughness  and  dryness  of 
the  larynx.  Heat  and  dryness  of  the  larynx,  (4. 
d.)  Cough,  with  some  expectoration,  (a.  15  d.)  Cough, 
from  a  tingling  in  the  larynx,  with  discharge  of  mu- 
cus. Dry  cough,  mostly  only  evening  and  night,  (a. 
10  d.)  Frequent  attacks  of  dry  cough  at  night ;  she  has  to 
raise  herself  when  coughing,  (a.  11  d.)  Short  fits  of  cough, 
followed  by  dull,  aching  pain  in  the  chest,  (a.  17,  18  d.) 
Dry  cough,  with  pains  in  the  region  of  the  pharynx.  Cough, 
from  tingling  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  discharge  of 
tough  mucus,  tasting  like  grease.  Deep,  rough,  fatiguing 
cough,  with  rough  voice,  wheezing  in  the  throat  and  slight 
expectoration  of  a  salt-sweetish  mucus  ;  also  at  night,  even 
unto  retching.  Cough,  with  discharge  of  grey,  salt  mu- 
cus, from  scraping  in  the  throat,  or  itching  in  the  chest. 
Bloody  expectoration,  brought  on  by  sea-bathing. 

Chest. — Ulcerative  pain  in  the  chest,  when  coughing, 
evening  and  night.  Sore  pain  in  the  chest,  when  cough- 
ing; she  dreads  coughing,  although  coughing  relieves  her. 
Violent  burning  in  the  chest,  when  coughing.  Her  chest 
feels  worse  in  the  open  air;  every  inspiration  brings  on  a 
fit  of  cough,  (a.  12  d.)  Want  of  breath,  when  going  up 
hill,  (a.  20  d.)  Oppressed  breathing,  greater  after  a  meal 
than  in  the  forenoon,  (2.  d.)  Contraction  of  the  chest, 
with  oppressed  breathing  and  dull  stitches  into  the  right 
side  of  the  chest  near  the  nipple,  after  supper.  Tensive 
pain  of  the  chest,  most  acute  during  a  deep  inspiration, 
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for  some  days  with  oppressed  breathing.    Congestion  of 
blood  to  the  chest,  from  bathing  in  the  sea.     Sensation  of 
congestion  to  the  chest,  when  walking  in  the  open  air. 
Sudden  heaviness  on  the  chest,  during  dinner,  with  inter- 
ception of  breathing,  nausea,  accumulation  of  water  in  the 
mouth,  heat  in  the  face,  spasmodic  pressure  under  the 
tongue,  pressing  it  upwards,  with  inclination  to  eructations; 
she  had  to  open  her  dress  and  walk  into  the  open  air  ;  the 
fit*  lasted  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  and  ended  in  a  chill,  (6.  d.) 
Violent  aching  pain  in  the  chest.    Constrictive  pain  in  the 
chest  and  scapulae.    Dull  stitches  under  the  right  nnmma, 
independent  of  breathing,  (a.  6  d.)    Stitches  deep  in  the 
right  mamma,  as  from  a  pointed  body,  (a.  3  h.)  Stitches, 
deep  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  independent  of  breathing, 
(1.  and  12.  d.)    Stitches  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  from 
without  inwards  ;  soreness  when  touching  the  parts.  Con- 
siderable burning  and  throbbing  in  the  chest,  at  times  in 
one,  at  times  in  another  place.    Stitches  in  the  heart,  ar- 
resting her  breath,  (a.  12  d.)     Palpitation  of  the  heart, 
when  sitting,  for  three  days,  (a.  12  d.)    Palpitation  of  the 
heart,  when  sitting  and  when  rising  from  a  seat,  going  off 
during  motion.    Palpitation  of  the  heart  (immediately.) 
Oppression  of  the  heart,  (immediately.)    Violent  palpita- 
tion of  the  heart,  with  pulsations  in  all  the  arteries.  Dull, 
aching  pain,  externally,  in  the  xiphoid  cartilage.  Fine 
stitches,  externally,  in  the  upper  part  of  the  left  side  of  the 
chest.    Pressure  upwards,  extending  from  the  left  clavicle 
into  one  of  the  lower  molares,  in  the  crown  of  which  a 
tingling   sensation  was   experienced.

Back.— Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back.  When  turning 
the  body  rapidly,  he  suddenly  feels  a  dull  pain  in  the  small 
of  the  back  ;  during  the  day  this  same  pain  is  more  felt  when 
silting  or  lying,  (I.  d.)  Pain,  as  from  bruises,  over  the 
smalfof  the"  back  and  both  hips,  with  sensitiveness  of  the 
parts,  when  touching  them,  for  several  days.  Pain  in  the 
small  of  the  back,  as  if  the  parts  were  sore  and  bruised,  (a. 
9  d.)  Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  as  if  the  parts  were 
broken,  when  stooping,  or  stretching  the  limbs,  (5.  d.) 
Contractive  cramp  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back.  Incisive 
pressure  in  the  region  of  the  small  of  the  back.    T eann." 
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and  burning  in  the  small  of  the  back,  and  hips,  afternoon 
and  night,  (4.  d.)    Dull  stitches,  with  tearing,  in  the  small 
of  the  back,  going  off  by  pressing  upon  the  parts.  Gnaw- 
ing pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  the  whole  back,  in 
the  evening,  after  lying  down  ;  the  pain  appears  to  be  in 
the  marrow  and  extends  to  the  throat,  so  that  she  is  unable 
to  sleep  from  pain,  and  has  to  toss  from  side  to  side  con- 
stantly, (a.  5  d.)     Paralytic  sensation  in  the  small  of  the 
back,  in  the  evening.    Severe  pain  as  from  bruises,  in  the 
back,  (during  the  menses.)     Severe  pain  as  from  bruises, 
in  the  whole  of  the  vertebral  column,  at  night.    Pain  as 
from  bruises,  and  burning,  between  the  shoulders.  Burn- 
ing, and  still  more  stinging,  in  the  whole  of  the  back,  ap- 
parently in  the  marrow  ;  afterwards  boring  stitches  be- 
tween the  shoulders,  alleviated  by  motion.

Violent  pain  in  the  left  shoulder-joint,  it 
lelt  heavy  ;  she  dared  not  move  her  arm,  although  this 
made  the  pain  go  off;  afterwards  the  place  continued  to  be 
sensitive  to  pain,  even  when  not  touched,  (1.  d.)  Pressure 
on  the  left  shoulder,  (a.  7  d.)  Feeling  as  if  a  wedge  were 
lodged  in  her  left  shoulder,  she  imagines  she  is  not  able  to 
move  the  arm  ;  nevertheless  she  felt  nothing  when  moving 
it.  Dull  drawing  pain  in  the  left  shoulder.  Drawing  and 
tearing  in  the  left  shoulder-joint,  most  painful  during  mo- 
tion.    Drawing,  stitching  pains  in  the  left  shouldei^joint 
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and  alternately  in  the  right,  most  painful  when  raising  the 
arm.    Tearing  in  the  right  shoulder,  (a.  19  d.)  Tearing 
in  the  left  shoulder,  (a.  6  d.)  Tearing  in  the  right  shoulder- 
joint,  extending  as  far  as  the  scapula,  when  pressing  the 
arm  downwards.    Tearing,   extending  from  the  right 
shoulder  down  to  the  tip  of  the  fingers  ;  it  is  so  violerit  that 
she  cannot  raise  her  arm  ;  relieved  by  letting  it  hang  down.

Tearing,  down  the  arm,  from 
the  right  shoulder  to  the  palm  of  the  hand.   Burning,  down 
the  arm,  from  the  shoulders  to  the  fingers,  and  as  far  as 
the  scapulae,  (1.  d.)    The  arms  go  to  sleep,  early  in  the 
morning,  when  in  bed,  when  lying  on  the  left  side,  (13.

Tearing  in  the  upper-arms,  ap- 
parently in  the  marrow.    Tearing  in  the  external  surface 
of  the  right  upper  arm,  in  the  muscles.

Painful  transitory  tearings  in  the 
left  lower  arm,  to  and  fro  between  skin  and  flesh.    1  earing 
around  the  right  lower  arm,  in  a  small  circular  band  near 
the  wrist-joint,  going  off  only  for  a  short  while  by  pressing 
upon  the  parts.    Tearing  in  the  inner  surface  of  the  right 
lower  arm,  extending  as  far  as  the  thumb,  (3.  d  )  Violent 
tearing  behind  the  left  wrist-joint,  and  in  the  direction  ot 
the  index-finger,  (3.  d.)    Both  lower  arms  go  to  sleep, 
early  in  the  morning,  after  rising,  (2.  d.)    Burning  pain 
and  continual  itching  of  the  lower  arms.    Burning,  painful 
red  spot  behind  the  styloid  process  of  the  ulna.  Ex- 
crescence on  the  right  wrist-joint.    Drawing  pain  m  the 
right  hand.    Violent  tearing  in  the  metacarpal  bone  ot  the 
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right  ring-finger.  Tearing  in  the  right  hand,  (7.  d.) 
T-earing  and  stitching  pain  in  the  ball  of  the  right  hand, 
in  the  evening  when  in  bed.  Tearing  in  the  right  thumb. 
Tearing  in  the  right  middle  and  ring-finger.  Tearing  in 
the  dislal  extremity  of  the  first  phalangeal  bone  of  the  left 
index-finger,  going  off  by  pressing  upon  the  part.  Dart- 
ing tearing  on  the  left  index  and  middle-finger,  extending 
from  the  middle  joint  to  the  tip  and  nail.  Prickings  in 
the  tips  of  the  fingers,  going  off  by  friction.  Burning, 
prickling  in  the  tips  of  the  fingers.  Numbness  and  insen- 
sibility of  the  tips  of  the  fingers,  going  off  by  friction. 

Inferior  Extremities. — Sensitiveness  of  the  hips  to 
contact,  for  some  time.  Tearing  pain  in  the  right  hip, 
extending  to  the  knee.  Tearing  in  the  right  hip,  in  the 
evening,  after  lying  down  ;  the  parts  are  so  painful  that 
she  cannot  lie  still ;  she  feels  most  comfortable  by  lying 
on  the  good  side.  Tearing4in  the  right  hip-joint ;  when 
pressing  and  rubbing  the  parts,  the  pain  removes  lower 
down,  in  the  evening,  when  in  bed.  Tearing  in  the  right 
hip,  and  soon  after  in  the  left  thigh,  especially  around  the 
knee,  apparently  in  the  marrow,  in  the  evening,  when  in 
bed.  Violent,  darting  tearing,  obliging  one  to  scream,  in 
the  posterior  parts  of  the  hip-joints,  frequently  intermit- 
ting, in  the  evening  when  in  bed.  Tearing  and  pain  as 
from  bruises,  in  the  right  hip,  aggravated  by  walking,  early 
in  the  morning.  Throbbing  in  the  left  hip.  Burning  on 
the  posterior  parts  of  the  right  hip.  Pain,  as  from  bruises, 
of  the  nates,  when  touching  them  or  no,  day  and  night, 
(a.  33  d.)  Tearing  in  the  nates,  when  walking,  less  when 
sitting.  Violent  twitching  in  the  right  half  of  the  nates. 
Itching  burning  on  the  outer  surface  of  the  left  hip-joint. 
Itching  in  the  bend  of  the  thigh.  The  bones  of  the  lower 
limbs  are  very  painful  when  walking,  (a.  15  d.)  Pain,  as 
from  bruises,  in  the  left  thigh,  as  if  it  would  break,  in  the 
evening,  (6.  d.)  Tension  in  the  lower  limbs,  as  if  the 
muscies  were  too  short  ;  this  sensation  goes  off  by  con- 
tinued walking.  Pain,  as  after  riding  on  horseback,  in  the 
muscles  of  the  thighs.  Violent  pain  in  the  middle  of  the 
thighs,  early  m  the  morning  when  in  bed,  (immediately 
before  the  menses,  (a.  11  d.)  Spasmodic  cramp-pain  of 
the  inner  side  of  the  right  thigh,  early  in  the  morning  (3. 
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d.)    Tensive  tearings  over  the  bend  of  the  left  knee,  (2.  d.) 
Painful  stitching  jerks  in  the  thigh,  which  oblige  him  to 
draw  up  his  leg.     Uneasiness  and  straining  sensation  in 
the  thighs,  which  frequently  obliged  him  to  move  his  legs, 
in  order  to  find  relief.    Violent  pain,  as  from  bruises,  in 
the  middle  of  both  thighs,  in  the  evening,  after  lying  down, 
hindering  sleep  for  a  long  while.    Weakness  in  the  thighs, 
when  standing,  going  off  when  walking.    Itching  of  the 
thighs;  scratching  brings  on  small  pimples.    Tearing  in 
the  knees-    Tearing,  at  times  in  the  right,  at  times  in  the 
left  knee.

Transitory,  very  keen 
pain  in  the  region  of  a  fracture  of  the  tibia  which  happened 
12  years  ago,  as  if  it  would  break  again.    Tension  and 
tearing  in  the  right  calf.    Cramp  of  the  calf  when  walk- 
ing.   Cramp  in  the  calves,  the  whole  night,  which  leaves  a 
pain  in  the  parts  that  prevents   him  from  walking,  on 
the  day  following.     Twitchings  in  both  calves,  without 
pain.    Tearing  in  the  calves  from  below  upwards,  when 
standing.    Tearing  in  the  right  calf,  from  above  down- 
wards, down  to  the  heel,  in  the  evening.    Paralytic  pain, 
as  from  bruises,  in  both  calves  and  in  the  dorsum  of  the 
foot,  in  the  evening,  when  in  bed,  (during  the  menses.) 
Heaviness  of  the  legs  and  feet,  early  in  the  morning,  when 
in  bed.    Uneasiness  in  the  feet,  early  in  the  evening,  he 
has  to  move  them  constantly.    Tension  in  the  dorsum  of 
the  foot,  when  sitting,  going  off  by  motion.  Tearing 
across  the  dorsum  of  the  left  foot,  and  behind  the  toes, 
when  walking.

J)u\\  stitch  in  the  outer  border  of  the 
right  foot.    Tearing  in  the  external  malleolus  of  the  left 
foot.    Cutting  in  the  heels.    Twitchings  and  jerkings  in 
the  right  heel,  (3.  d.)    Pain  in  the  left  heel,  as  if  it  had 
been  bruised.    Burning  of  the  soles  of  the  feet,  in  the 
evening.    Tearing  in  the  sole  of  the  right  foot.  Violent 
tearing  in  the  sole  of  the  right  foot,  in  the  evening,  after 
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lying  down ;  afterwards  tearing  above  the  knee,  and  after- 
wards in  the  right  hip,  almost  the  whole  night.  Tingling 
in  the  soles  of  the  feet,  when  sitting.  Tingling  stinging  in 
the  soles  of  the  feet.  The  right  foot  and  leg  go  to  sleep, 
going  off  by  motion.  Trembling  of  the  feet,  when  sitting, 
going  off  during  motion.  Tearing  in  the  big  toe,  when 
walking  and  afterwards  also  when  sitting.  Painful  tearing 
in  the  big  toe  of  the  right  foot.  Violent  tearing  in  the  big 
toe  of  the  right  foot,  in  the  evening  when  in  bed,  (4.  d.) 
Tearing  in  the  small  toe  of  the  right  foot.  Stitch  in  the 
ball  of  the  big  toe  of  the  left  foot.  Sensation  as  if  the  mid- 
dle toe  of  the  right  foot  and  the  thumb  were  drawn  inwards, 
with  pain  in  those  parts,  early  in  the  morning,  when  rising 
or  walking.  Drawing,  formication  and  hot  feeling  of  the 
toes  of  the  right  foot.    Tearing  stitches  in  the  corns. 

General  Symptoms. — Burning  tension  in  different  parts 
of  the  body,  for  instance,  in  the  region  of  the  right  ribs, 
of  the  left  shoulder,  &c.    Transitory  tearings  in  different 
parts  of  the  body,  at  night.     Spasmodic  nervous  pain  in 
alternate  parts  of  the  body,  at  times  boring,  at  times  con- 
tractive, and  especially  in  the  scapulae  and  the  chest ;  ac- 
companied by  violent  nervous  headache,  commencing  in 
the  forepart  of  the  head,  with  drawing  in  the  ears  ;  some- 
times lancinating  tearings  in  the  head.    The  generality  of 
the  symptoms  occur  when  sitting,  and  are  generally  relieved 
by  motion.    She  thinks  she  feels  better  in  the  open  air, 
except  the  symptoms  of  the  chest.    Three  days  and  three 
nights  she  was  unable  to  bear  the  open  air.     Itching  of 
lifferent  parts  of  the  body,  at  times  of  one,  at  times  of  the 
ither  place.    Violent  itching  of  the  whole  body,  changing 
rorn  place  to  place,  in  the  evening  before  lying  clown  and 
early  in  the  morning  after  rising.    Itching  of  various  parts 
of  the  body,  going  off  by  scratching,  also  in  the  evening, 
previous  to  going  to  bed.    Itching  of  the  chest,  back,  dor- 
sum of  the  left  foot  and  small  of  the  back,  not  going  off  by 
scratching.

MANGANUM— (MAGNESIUM,  MANGANES1UM.) 

Equal  parts,  in  weight,  of  the  black  oxyde  of  manga- 
nese and  crystals  of  pure  sulphate  of  iron  are  triturated 
together  in  the  mortar,  and,  having  been  mixed  with  some 
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syrup  of  sugar,  are  made  into  balls  of  the  size  of  a  hen's 
egg,  which  are  heated  between  charcoal,  and  kept  in  a 
stale  of  incandescence  for  about  ten  minutes.  A  solution 
of  these  balls  in  pure  distilled,  or  rain-water,  contains  the 
pure  sulphate  of  manganese,  the  sediment  containing  a 
mixture  of  the  remaining  oxyde  of  manganese  and  oxyde 
of  iron. 

The  carbonate  of  manganese,  which  is  precipitated  from 
the  clear  solution  by  means  of-  Natrum,  and  ought  to  be 
washed  with  water  a  sufficient  number  of  times,  is  a  white 
powder,  the  drying  of  which  in  the  air,  and  subsequent 
powdering  requires  great  care,  lest  it  should  assume  a 
yellowish  colour,  which  would  show  that  there  is  yet  some 
of  the  oxyde  of  iron  remaining  in  it.  To  remove  this 
oxyde,  the  yellowish  powder  is  dissolved  in  dilute  nitric 
acid  to  saturation,  the  solution  is  then  filtered  through 
paper,  a  precipitate  is  formed  by  means  of  Natrum,  the 
precipitate  being  afterwards  freed  from  its  admixture  of 
salt  by  means  of  distilled  water,  and  then  dried. 

The  carbonate  of  Manganese  is  dynamised  in  the  usual 
fashion  ;  or  else  it  may  be  boiled  with  distilled  vinegar, 
until  a  saturated  solution  shall  have  been  obtained,  which  is 
then  boiled  into  a  syrup.  This  is  the  Manganum  aceticum, 
one  drop  of  which  is  dynamised  by  succussion  up  to  the 
30th  potency. 

The  following  symptoms  have  been  obtained  from  both 
these  preparations :

quent, papescent  stools  in  the  day  ;  diseases  of  the  larynx 
and  trachea  ;  chronic  hoarseness  ;  phthisis  laryngea  ; 
insufferable  pains  of  the  periosteum  and  the  joints  ;  chronic 
inflammatory  swelling  and  ulceration  of  the  little  finger  ; 
shocks  of  the  heart ;  yawning  ;  burning  of  the  soles.

Great 
bodily  and  mental  restlessness,  as  if  something  tormented 
him.    Ill-humor.    Discouragement,  (a.  6  d.)    Out  of  hu- 
mor and  low-spirited,  (a.  36  h.)    Every  thing  she  thinks  of 
gives  her  dissatisfaction,  (a.  2  h.)    Out  of  humor,  de- 
sponding and  sad.

Tearing  in  the 
right  side  of  the  head,  and  especially  deep  in  the  right  ear, 
when  raising  the  head,  after  stooping.    Violent,  lancinat- 
ing tearing,  internally,  from  the  left  parietal  bone  to- 
wards the  vertex,  when  standing,  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  recurring  at  the  same  hour  on  the  day  follow- 
ing.   Tearings,  and  tearing  jerks  in  the  external  parts  of 
the  occiput,  three  afternoons  in  succession ;  between  the 
attacks  the  place  is  painful  when  touched,  a  little  less  when 
not  touched.    Lancinating  headache,  externally,  below  the 
right  parietal  bone,  extending  towards  all  the  sides  of  the 
skull.

accompanied  by  shaking-chills,  without  goose-flesh  over 
the  whole  body,  only  in  the  open  air,  relieved  in  the 
room,  (a.  24  h.)    Contractive  stitching  pain  in  the  whole 
iorepart  of  the  head,  now  here,  now  there,  especially  in 
the  temple,  mostly  in   the  open  air.     The  headache 
which  continues  in  the  room,  goes  off  in  the  open  air! 
Soring  into  the  frontal  bone,  between  the  root  of  the 
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nose  and  the  eyebrow.     A  grinding  aching  in  the  tem- 
ples, extending  as  far  as  the  eyes  and  the  forehead,  bet- 
ter when  stooping,  recurring  when  sitting  straight  up,  or 
bending  backwards,  (a.

Sensalion  as  of  wave-like  moving  from  the  nape  of  the 
neck  across  the  vertex,  towards  the  forehead,  during  mo- 
tion ;  with  stupefaction  and  confusion  of  the  senses,  while 
standing.    Congestion  of  blood  to  the  head,  when  silting, 
standing,  walking  or  lying  down,  with  hot  feeling  in  the 
face,  without  any  redness  or  external  heat.    Hot  feeling  in 
the  head,  in  the  afternoon.    Frequent  flushes  of  heat  in  the 
head,  with  thirst,  (6.  d.)     Burning  sensation  at  one  point 
of  the  right  frontal  bone.    Burning  sensation  over  the 
right  temple.     Her  head  feels  heavy  and  seems  to  her 
enlarged.    Her  head  feels  so  heavy  that  she  is  scarcely 
able  to  keep  it  straight ;  she  is  at  the  same  time  out  of 
humor.     Heaviness  and  painful   obtusion  of  the  head, 
with  heat  in  the  head,  relieved  in  the  open  air,  and  not 
returning  in  a  room.     Her  head  feels  heavy,  and  the 
hairy  scalp  is  so  painful,  that  she  can  scarcely  endure 
combing,  early  in  the  morning  and  evening.    Cold  feel- 
ing, at  a  small  place  of  the  vertex,  even  when  the  head 
is  covered,  the  hair  standing  on  end. 

Eyes.— Itching  and  burning  of  the  right  parietal  bone, 
when  stooping,  going  off  by  scratching.  The  eyelids  are 
painful  when  moved  ever  so  little  ;  when  looking  into  the 
light,  they  are  too  dry,  with  a  sensation  as  one  experiences 
when  waking  from  sleep.  Pressure  in  the  eyes,  while 
reading  by  candle-light,  as  if  one  had  read  too  much,  with 
unconquerable  drowsiness.  Sharp  pressure  m  the  ball  of 
the  eve,  when  moving  the  eye  inwards  and  upwards  Darl- 
ings in  the  right  eye,  to  and  fro,  causing  an  agreeable  tick- 
ling sensation.    Darting  stitches  in  both  upper  eyelids. 
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Pricking  fromr  without  inwards,  in  the  right  eyebrow. 
Smarting  and  corrosive  pain  in  the  external  canthua. 
Throbbing  in  the  right  upper  eyelid.    Bloated  eyelids. 
Hot  feeling  and  dryness  of  the  eyes.    Continued  dryness 
of  the  eyes,  in  the  evening.    Dilatation  of  the  pupils  ;  he 
is  dazzled  by  the  light;  it  causes  a  pain  in  his  eyes;  the 
pupils  gradually  contract  when  a  light  is  presented  to  the 
eyes,  but  ihey  dilate  as  soon  as  the  light  has  been  removed. 
The  right  pupil  is  more  dilated  than  the  left.  Dilatation 
of  the  pupils,  (a.  25  h.)    Contraction  of  the  pupils,  (a.  \h 
h.)    2'hepupils  are  very  much  contracted  during  the  whole 
time  of  proving ;  they  only  dilate  a  little  occasionally,  in 
the  evening.    Contraction  of  the  pupils  is  accompanied  by 
obscuration  of  sight ;  he  is  unable  to  recognise  objects  at  a 
distance.    Great  short-sightedness,  for  many  days.  Her 
sight  vanishes,  after  looking  at  an  object  for  a  long  time. 
When  looking  at  objects,  which  are  not  bright,  and  which 
are  held  near  to  his  eyes,  with  attention,  his  eyes  ache  and 
he  is  obliged  to  close  them  ;  the  eyes  ache  still  more  when 
alight  is  held  near  them.  Fiery  sparks,  resembling  wheels, 
in  the  evening,  when  closing  the  eyes;  these  appearances 
■  looked  black,  as  soon  as  he  looked  at  a  light. 

Ear. — Otalgia  of  the  left  ear.    An  excessive  pain  darts 
suddenly  into  the  right  ear,  from  the  teeth.    The  external 
ear  feels  painful  when  touched.    Sharp  pressure  in  the 
right  ear,  occasionally,  when  walking  in  the  open  air, 
as  if  otalgia  would  come  on.    Cramp-like  ache  behind  the 
left  ear,  when  walking  in  the  open  air,  going  off  by  con- 
tact.   Darting  pinching  in  the  external  left  ear,  going  off 
gradually  by  violent  friction.    Darling  tearing  in  the  right 
ear,  early  in  the  morning.    Darting  tearing  in  the  right 
concha,  iruhe  evening,  when  lying  down;  going  off  when 
in  bed.    Tearing  in  the  mastoid  process  under  the  right 
ear.    Ulcerative  pain  in  the  right  concha,  in  the  evenino-. 
Grinding  pain  in  the  internal  cartilage  of  the  ear,  at  night. 
Dull,  stitching  pain,  in  the  ear,  tuhenever  he  talks.  Violently 
drawing,  stitching  pain,  when  laughing,  from  the  stomach 
to  the  left  ear,  as  far  as  the  region  of  the  tympanum. 
Violently  drawing  stitching  pain,  especially  in  the  fore- 
noon, when  walking  fast,  from  the  forehead  to  the  ear 
terminating  in  the  region  the  tympanum  in  the  shape  of  a 
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stitch  from  within  outwards,  and  continuing  while  walking, 
gradually  subsiding  after  standing  still,  (a.  48  h.)  Scraping 
stinging  in  the  region  of  the  tympanum.    Crawling  tick- 
ling in  the  region  of  the  tympanum,  which  cannot  be 
removed  by  boring  with  the  finger  into  the  ear.  Itching 
in  the  left  ear.    Cold  feeling  in  the  right  ear,  as  if  cold 
air  rushed  in.    Sense  as  of  ringing  in  the  ears,  early  in 
the  morning.    Sense  as  of  croaking  in  the  right  ear,  when 
walking.    Roaring  in  the  ears  after  stooping,  and  momen- 
tary diminution  of  hearing,  as  if  the  ears  were  closed  with 
the  hand.    Deafness  as  if  the  ears  were  closed  with  the 
hand.    Fluttering  before  ths  left  ear,  the  ear  feeling  warm 
as  if  she  were  standing  before  a  hot  stove.  Pressive, 
contractive  feeling  in  the  parotid  glands.    Tearing  in  the 
left  nasal  fossa,  with  creeping  as  if  one  would  sneeze, 
without  any  sneezing.    Painful,  clawing  tearing  between 
the  root  of  the  nose  and  eyebrow.    Pustule  near  the  right 
corner  of  the  nose. 

Face. — Face  wretched,  pale  and  sunken,  as  after  ex- 
cesses, during  the  whole  time  of  proving.    Pain  in  the 
region  of  the  zygoma,  as  if  a  sore    would  break  open. 
Grinding  aching"  at  a  small  spot  of  the  zygoma,  at  night,  • 
when  in  bed,  in  paroxysms. 

Jaws  and  Teeth. — Bruised  pain,  in  the  left  upper  jaw. 
Drawing  cramp  in  ihe  muscle,  in  the  region  of  the  left 
mastoid  process,  so  that  he  had  to  incline  his  head  to  the 
right  side.  Cramp-pain  in  both  upper  and  lower  jaws, 
alter  eating.  Sore  pain,  and  as  from  excoriation,  in  the 
lower  jaw.  Stitches  in  the  angle  of  the  lower  jaw,  towards 
the  parotid  gland.  Violent  dartings,  when  laughing,  from 
the  right  side  of  the  lower  jaw  across  the  temple.  Pain 
about  the  chin,  as  if  the  part  had  been  scraped  with  a 
serrated  razor,  or  as  if  the  parts  were  sore  and  ulcerated. 
Burning,  externally  about  the  chin.  Pustule  on  the  chin, 
with  tensive  pain  and  leaving  a  red  spot  behind.  Ulcera- 
tive pain  in  the  corners  of  the  lips,  as  is  caused  by  sores. 
Itching  below  the  corners  of  the  mouth,  with  itching  after 
scratching  the  parts.  Clear  vesicles  on  the  upper  lip, 
itching  violently,  especially  in  the  evening.  Clear  vesicles 
on  the  right  side  of  both  lips,  with  tensive  pain  of  the 
upper  lip,  when  touching  it  ;  this  lip  is  moreover  swollen. 
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Red  pimple  on  the  lower  lip,  near  the  right  corner  of  the 
mouth,  with  tensive  pain.  A  pimple  in  the  right  corner 
of  the  lips,  with  tensive  and  gnawing-stitching  pain,  when 
touching  the  parts  or  when  moving  the  mouth.  Dry, 
parched  lips,  with  shrivelled  skin,  for  many  days,  without 
thirst.  Corrosive  tumor  on  the  upper  lip,  close  below  the 
nose.  Violent  toothache ;  it  commences  by  suddenly 
affecting  two  hollow  molar  teeth  ;  thence  the  pain  speedily 
moves  into  the  arm,  the  zygoma,  the  throat,  or  ear,  and 
afterwards  returns  again,  with  complete  exhaustion,  so 
that  he  is  scarcely  able  to  walk  and  has  to  lie  down,  with 
great  internal  uneasiness  and  oppression  of  the  chest ;  the 
pain  was  somewhat  relieved  by  biting  upon  elastic  sub- 
stances, or  by  laying  the  forehead  upon  the  table  ;  it  was 
considerably  increased  by  sitting  straight ;  the  pupils  were 
at  the  same  time  very  much  dilated.  The  toothache  lasts 
from  4  to  5  days,  and  appears  especially  in  the  forenoon 
and  evening  between  10  and  midnight ;  by  pulling  upon 
the  teeth  with  the  tongue,  they  experience  an  intensely 
painful  jerk,  after  which  the  pain  ceases  for  some  time. 
The  tooth  is  painfully  sensitive  as  if  it  were  ulcerated, 
when  touched  ever  so  slightly,  less  so  when  left  alone. 
Pain  in  the  roots  of  one  of  thejight  lower  row,  as  if  it  were 
turned  out  of  its  socket ;  frequently  returniug.  Smarting 
toothache  in  a  lower  and  upper  molar  tooth,  made  insup- 
portable by  bringing  the  least  drop  of  cool  drink  to  it. 
Drawing  toothache  in  a  molar  tooth  of  the  right  side  ;  it 
frequently  disappears  of  a  sudden  and  is  replaced  by 
(drawing)  pains  in  other  neighbouring  parts.  Drawing- 
tearing  toothache,  early  in  the  morning,  when  in  bed,  (a. 
4  d.)  Tearing  in  3  or  4  teeth  of  the  left  lower  row. 
Stitch  now  in  one,  now  in  another  upper  tooth  ;  it  is  felt 
every  time  the  teeth  are  struck  against  one  another. 

Mouth.— Smell  from  the  mouth  as  of  clay  or  earth, 
early  in  the  morning  after  rising  ;  he  does  not  perceive 
it  himse  f.  Burning  vesicles  on  the  left  side  of  the  tongue. 
1  wo  little  tubercles  on  the  right  side  of  the  tongue,  pain- 
ful when  touched.  Tubercle  on  the  back  part  of  the  left 
border  of  the  tongue,  sore  when  touched,  from  morning 
till  evening.  Soreness  of  the  posterior  part  of  the  palate, 
and  as  if  a  hard  body  were  pressing  upon  it,  between  the 
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acts  of  deglutition  ;  going  off  after  eating  bread)  early  in 
the  morning.  Dryness  of  the  palate  and  lips,  almost  the 
whole  day.  Dryness  of  the  mouth,  early  in  the  morning, 
after  waking  ;  she  is  scarcely  able  to  swallow,  with  white 
tongue  and  sourish  taste.  Accumulation  of  bitter  water 
in  the  mouth,  with  inclination  to  vomit.  Accumulation  of 
saliva  in  the  mouth.  Ptyalism. 

Throat. — Dry  throat,  early  in  the  morning,  without 
thirst.  Dry,  scraping  sensation  in  the  throat,  frequently 
obliging  him  to  clear  the  throat-  Great  roughness  of  the 
throat,  in  the  evening.  Roughness  of  the  throat,  with 
sensation,  when  clearing  the  throat,  as  if  the  wind-pipe 
were  closed  with  a  leaflet.  Dull  stitch  deep  in  the  throat, 
at  every  empty  deglutition,  not  when  swallowing  saliva. 
Dull  stitch,  during  an  empty  deglutition;  on  both  sides  of 
the  throat.  Dull  stitch  on  each  side  of  the  larynx,  during 
deglutition,  also  when  swallowing  food  or  drink  ;  this  stitch 
extends  as  far  as  the  left  ear. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Oily  taste  in  the  mouth.  The 
taste  in  the  mouth  is  more  flat  than  bitter,  the  whole  day, 
despite  of  eating.  Flat  and  bitter  taste  in  the  mouth, 
immediately  after  eating  or  drinking;  the  substances  taste 
well  as  long  as  he  keeps  them  in  his  mouth.  Bitter  taste, 
early  in  the  morning,  when  waking  up,  with  dry  lips  with- 
out thirst.  Bitter  taste  of  every  thing  he  tastes,  early  in 
the  morning,  the  taste  in  the  mouth  being  natural.  Sour 
taste  early  in  the  morning,  after  waking,  (6.  and  7.  d.)  Sour 
taste  on  the  back  part  of  the  tongue,  as  if  caused  by  salt  (?) 
early  in  the  morning,  after  waking  ;  going  off  after  a  meal. 
Feeling  of  hunger  in  the  throat,  with  a  sensation  of  pres- 
sure. No  appetite  at  dinner ;  food  was  repulsive  to  him; 
nevertheless  it  tasted  well,  (a.  30  h.)  Feeling  of  satiety 
and  repletion  ;  nevertheless  food  had  a  good  taste  and 
diminished  the  feeling  of  repletion.  Neither  hunger  nor 
appetite,  food  was  repulsive  to  him,  although  it  had  a  good 
taste.  Thirst  for  beer  or  sour  milk,  with  dryness  of  the 
throat,  in  the  afternoon.  Complete  absence  of  thirst,  and 
too  little  desire  to  drink,  for  many  days. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Eructations  lasting  of  the  ingesta. 
Frequent  eructations,  early  in  the  morning,  with  yawning 
and  great  ill-humor.  Warmth,  with  qualmishness,  rising 
from  the  stomach  into  the  mouth,  with  sourish-  bitter  dry- 
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ness  of  the  mouth,  early  in  the  morning,  (a.  11  d.)  Sour 
burning,  like  heartburn,  with  inclination  to  vomit,  rising 
from  the  stomach  to  the  mouth,  early  in  the  morning,  when 
rising,  (a.  9  d.)  Sensation  in  the  stomach  from  time  to 
time,  as  if  he  would  vomit.  Repulsive  feeling  in  the  sto- 
mach, with  desire  for  eructations  and  frequent  attacks  of 
nausea,  going  off  after  dinner. 

Stomach.— Hot  feeling  in  the  stomach,  as  is  felt  after 
having  long  suffered  with  hunger,  rising  through  the  oeso- 
phagus into  the  head,  where  the  prover  feels  darting  or 
tensive  stitches  in  the  temples  or  forehead.    Burning  in 
the  stomach,  extending  into  the  chest.    Burning  and  sore 
feeling,  ascending  from  the  pit  of  the  stomach  behind  ,  the 
sternum,  into  the  region  of  the  palate,  with  great  restless- 
ness.   Pressure,  as  from  a  stone,  on  the  right  side  of  the 
stomach.    Pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and  upon  the 
chest,  aggravated  by  contact.    Pressure  in  the  region  of 
the  stomaclr*while  eating,  going  off  by  laying  the  hands 
upon  the  part.    Pressure  below  the  pit  of  the  stomach, 
while  eating  and  especially  when  walking,  not  when 
touching  the  parts.    Oppressive  and  contractive  pain  in 
the  stomach,  early  in  the  morning,  after  rising  in  any  posi- 
tion of  the  body,  (a.  24  h.)    Drawing  and  nausea  in  the 
region  of  the  stomach,  as  if  the  pit  of  the  stomach  became 
distended  from  within.    Stitches  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach, 
in  the  region  of  the  left  lowest  rib,  when  raising  or  stretch- 
ing the  body. 

Abdomen.— Aching,  sore  pain  under  the  last  ribs,  in- 
creased by  contact  or  motion.    Bruised  pain  under  the  last 
ribs.    Stitch  in  the  region  of  the  right  last  rib,  when  stoop- 
ing.   Indescribable  sick  feeling  in  the  abdomen.  Ulcera- 
tive pam  of  the  whole  of  the  abdomen,  in  the  evening,  with 
pressure   in   the  hypochondria.    Uncomfortable  feeling 
from  the  abdomen  to  the  head,  as  is  felt  by  a  person  who 
smokes  without  being  accustomed  to  it.    Rough  feeling 
from  the  epigastrium  to  the  sternum.    Contractive  feeling 
nausea  and  warmth,  rising  from  the  middle  of  the  abdo- 
men as  far  as  the  chest,  (the  fauces.)     Contractive  pain 
now  in  the  right,  now  in  the  left  side  of  the  abdomen;  she 
can  only  sit  stooping,  frequently  recurring.  Distension 
and  bloatedness  of  the  abdomen,  somewhat  relieved  by  the 
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emission  of  flatulence,  but  recurring  frequently.  Distended, 
enlarged  abdomen.   Drawing-aching  pain  in  the  abdomen, 
when  eating,  disappearing  after  the  meal.    Aching,  or  ra- 
ther tensive  pain  around  and  above  the  umbilicus  ;  after- 
wards pain  as  if  from  flatulence,  with  emission  of  flatu- 
lence.   Drawing  ache  in  the  umbilical  region,  early  in  the 
morning.    Pressure  in  the  abdomen,  very  much  increased 
by  taking  cold  nourishment.    Cutting  in  the  umbilical  re- 
gion, when  taking  a  deep  inspiration.    Cutting  in  the  ab- 
domen, in  the  evening.    Stitch  in  the  region  of  the  left  kid- 
ney, followed  immediately  by  a  darting  and  contractive 
pain.    Sensation  in  the  abdomen,  when  walking,  as  if  the 
bowels  were  loose.    Warmth  in  the  abdomen,  especially 
around  the  umbilicus  and  in  the  lower  part  of  the  abdo- 
men, as  if  caused  by  hot  drinks  ;  sensation  as  of  something 
moving  to  and  fro  in  the  abdomen,  and  towards  the  sto- 
mach.   Tensive  pain  in  the  iliac  region,  as  if  caused  by 
the  swelling  of  a  tendon,  with  pain  when  touched.  Stitch 
in  the  right  iliac  region.  Moving  of  flatulence  and  pinching 
in  the  whole  abdomen,  as  if  stool  would  come  on.  Flatu- 
lent colic,  early  in  the  morning,  when  in  bed,  after  wak- 
ing ;  emission  of  flatulence,  which  is  inodorous,  affords  no 
relief,  (a.  12  h.)    A  good  deal  of  grunting  along  the  rec- 
tum, as  far  as  the  anus.    Intermitting  stool,  (1.  d.)  Con- 
stipation, for  48  hours.    Rare,  dry,  difficult  stool.  Yellow, 
granular  stool,  with  tenesmus  and  constriction  of  the  anus, 
after  a  constipation  of  24  horns.    Pale-yellow,  scanty 
stool,  preceded  by  pinching  in  the  abdomen.    Two  soft 
stools,  every  stool  being  preceded  by  stitches  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  abdomen.    Two  soft  stools,  in  the  evening. 
Pinching  in  the  abdomen  previous  to  the  usual  morning 
stool ;  during  stool,  cutting  in  the  rectum.    The  loose  and 
tenacious  stool  is  preceded  and  accompanied  by  pinching 
in  the  abdomen  and  side,  going  off  only  by  holding  the  ab- 
domen with  both  hands,  and  disappearing  after  stool ;  ac- 
companied by  shaking  chills.     Painful  tearings  in  the 
rectum,  after  dinner.     Contractive  pain  in  the  rectum, 
when  sitting. 

Urinary  Organs. — Frequent  desire  to  urinate.  De- 
sire to  urinate  excited  even  by  eating  an  apple.  Frequent 
desire  to  urinate,  emitting  but  a  small  quantity  of  urine. 
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Frequent  desire  to  urinate,  emitting  a  large  quantity  of 
urine,  (a.  27  h.)  Frequent  emission  of  gold-yellow  urine, 
shortly  after  taking  the  medicine.  The  urine  becomes 
turbid,  and  deposits  an  earthy  sediment.  Violent  sediment 
in  the  urine.  Cutting  in  the  region  of  the  bladder,  while 
sitting,  increased  when  rising  and  moving  about,  in  the 
evening  ;  however,  the  emission  of  urine  was  not  painful. 
A  sort  of  dull  darting  into  the  urethra,  with  pain,  when 
emitting  a  concealed  flatulence  while  sitting.  Cutting 
in  the  middle  of  the  urethra,  between  the  acts  of  mic- 
turition. Fine,  painful  stitches  in  the  orifice  of  the 
urethra,  between  the  acts  of  micturition. 

Genital  Organs. — Occasionally  a  burning  darting 
from  the  vesiculce  seminales  into  the  glans  (a.  1 2  d.)  Vo- 
luptuous itching  of  the  corona  glandis,  (a.  3,  5  h.)  Stitches 
in  the  prepuce.  Itching  in  the  interior  of  the  scrotum, 
which  cannot  be  relieved  by  pinching  or  by  rubbing  the  skin 
of  the  scrotum  between  the  fingers.  Aching  and  draw- 
ing pain,  and  weakness  of  the  scrotum  and  spermatic 
cord,  as  if  the  cord  were  being  drawn  out,  accompanied 
by  a  weak  feeling  in  the  genital  organs.  Menstrual  dis- 
charge between  the  periods,  (a.  48  h.)  Menses  appear 
6  days  too  early,  they  are  scanty  and  only  last  two  days. 
Pressure  in  the  genital  organs.  Leucorrhcea.  Ljeucor- 
rhcea,  for  two  days,  but  not  continuing. 

Cold,  Catarrh.— Coryza,  (a.  36  h.)  Coryza  of  the 
left  nostril,  with  want  of  air  and  loss  of  smell.  Coryza  and 
obstruction  of  the  nose,  with  secretion  of  thick  mucus. 
Obstruction  of  the  nose,  and  no  passage  of  air  through 
it.  Violent,  dry  coryza,  (a.  4  d.)  At  times  obstruction 
of  the  nose,  at  times  fluent  coryza.  Dry  coryza,  with 
red,  inflamed,  sore  nose  and  upper  lip,  in  the  evening. 
Discharge  of  a  mild,  clear  mucus  from  the  nose,  and 
frequent  sneezing. 

Larynx  and  Trachea. — Rough  throat,  early  in  the 
morning,  when  rising  from  the  bed,  with  a  hoarse,  dull* 
voice.  Roughness  of  speech,  early  in  the  morning, 
without  feeling  anything  in  the  throat  ;  going  off  when 
smoking  tobacco.    In  the  morning  his  chest  and  breath- 

*  The  German  expression  literally  means,  "  wooden,"  which  is  used 
figuratively,  for  «•  a  voice  which  does  not  resound." 
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mg  feel  oppressed.  Dryness  of  throat  and  rough  speech,  im- 
mediately after  taking  the  medicine,  as  soon  as  he  goes  into 
the  open  air,  with  cutting  pressure  in  the  abdomen  and  nausea 
in  the  chest.  Itching  dryness  in  the  throat,  bringing  on  a 
short  and  hacking  cough,  early  in  the  morning.  Disposition 
to  cough  early  in  the  morning.  Two  fits  of  dry  cough,  (a.  1 
h.)  Irritation  bringing'  on  cough ;  he  attempts  to  loosen  by 
cough  that  which  is  lodged  in  the  larynx  ;  but.  he  has  great 
difficulty  in  throwing  off  even  a  little  mucus,  he  accomplishes 
it  rather  by  sharp  expirations  than  by  coughing.  Dry  cough, 
every  fit  being  accompanied  by  dartings  into  the  parie- 
tal bones.  Dry  cough,  brought  on  by  loud  reading  and 
talking,  with  painful  dryness,  roughness  and  constriction  in 
the  larynx,  causing  an  intensely  painful  cough ;  it  is  only 
by  dint  of  clearing  the  throat  that  he  succeeds  in  hawking 
up  a  little  mucus.  Deep  cough,  without  any  discharge, 
ceasing  in  the  recumbent  posture,  and  returning  the 
next  day,  accompanied  by  discharge  of  lough  mucus 
and  concussive  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and 
chest,  and  speedily  disappearing  at  noon.  Morning- 
cough  with  expectoration,  (a.  21  h.)  Discharge  of  a 
quantity  of  pale-green,  yellowish  mucus  in  clots,  almost 
without  any  cough,  early  in  the  morning. 

Chest. — Bloody  expectoration  from  the  chest,  (a.  48 
h.)  Dull  pain  in  the  chest,  when  coughing.  Bruised 
pain  in  the  chest.  Bruised  pain  in  the  upper  part  of 
the  chest,  when  stooping  with  the  head,  relieved  by  raising 
it,  returning  when  stooping  again.  Sensation  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  chest,  from  above  downwards,  as  of  the  crack- 
ing of  cartilage,  accompanied  by  a  sense  as  of  drawing. 
Painful  and  continued  stitches  in  the  upper  and  left  side  of 
the  chest,  near  the  clavicle,  and  at  the  same  time  in  the  ax- 
illa. Fine  stitch  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  under  the  ax- 
illa, when  moving  the  trunk.  Fine  prickings,  early  in  the 
morning,  now  in  the  left,  now  in  the  right  side  of  tha 
chest.  Transitory  stitches  in  the  upper  part  of  the  ster- 
num. Violent  stitches  in  the  right  half  of  the  chest,  near 
the  sternum,  as  if  directed  from  without  inwards,  nothing 
can  relieve  them.  Stitches  in  the  upper  and  outer  part  of 
the  chest,  during  an  expiration,  (a.  10  d.)  Stitching  pain 
in  the  chest,  moving  from  below  upwards,  is  sometimes 
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felt  during  an  expiration.    Drawing  stitch  in  the  left  half 
of  the  chest,  darting  continually  upwards  and  downwards. 
Contractive,  stitching  pain  in  the  chest,  during  a  deep  in- 
spiration, the  whole  forenoon,  (a.  9  d.)    Dull  pain  in  the 
sternum,  as  after  a  shock,  early  in  the  morning.  Sudden 
shock  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  when  sitting,  from  above 
downwards,  as  far  as  the  last  true  rhb.    Pressive  cutting, 
resembling  a  digging,  in  the  evening,  on  both  sides  of  the 
sternum,  somewhat  above  the  pit  of  the  stomach.  Sense 
as  of  digging  and  gnawing  in  the  right  clavicle,  (a.  36  h.) 
Warmth,  with  nausea,  in  the  chest,  accompanied  by  cory- 
za,  and  by  warmth  in  the  cheeks  which  is  at  first  slight, 
and  afterwards  replaced  by  a  burning  in  the  cheeks,  the 
heat  not  being  perceptible  to  contact  in  the  beginning,  but 
afterwards.    Disagreeable  warmth  in  the  chest,  with  hot 
breath,  burning  while  passing  through  the  windpipe.-  Dis- 
agreeable warmth  in  the  chest,  with  feverish  feeling  of 
weakness  in  the  same,  accompanied  with  coryza  and  ob- 
struction of  the  nose.    Warmth  in  the  chest,  in  the  even- 
ing, with  dry  coryza  and  hot  breath,  the  heat  of  the  breath 
being  felt  in  the  fauces  both  during  an  inspiration  and  ex- 
piration ;  preceded  by  internal  chilliness,  without  any  ex- 
ternal coldness.    Internal  warmth  of  the  chest;  the  other 
parts  of  the  body  felt  warm  to  him,  nor  were  they  cold  to 
the  touch.    Burning  below  the  sternum,  afterwards  also  in 
the  stomach.    Burning  in  the  left  and  outer  part  of  the 
chest,  near  the  shoulder,  worse  when  rubbing  or  pressing 
upon  the  part.    Stitching  and  burning  pain  under  the  left 
second  rib,  increased  by  expiration  and  motion,  abating 
somewhat  when  at  resr,  and  during  an  inspiration.  Throb- 
bing m  the  right  half  of  the  chest,  resembling  the  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart,  in  the  evening  when  in  bed.  Pal- 
pitation of  the  heart.    Itching  stitch  in  the  region  of  the 
right  nipple.     Creeping,  over  the  left  mamma.  Small 
tubercles  on  the  mamma. 

BtCKr~1Pain  in  the  sma11  of  the  back,  when  bend- 
ing the  body  backwards.  Burning  pain  at  a  small  place 
above  the  left  region  of  the  pelvis,  in  the  direction  of  the 
first  lumbar  vertebra.  Tearing  along  the  whole  of  the 
spinal  column,  from  above  downwards,  at  rest  and  in  mo- 
tion.   Tearing  m  the  left  scapula,  when  sitting.  Stitch 
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between  the  scapulae,  (a.  2  h.)  Itching  and  stitching 
pain  in  the  middle  of  the  back,  going  off  by  rubbing. 
Stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck.  Drawing-tensive  stiff- 
ness of  the  nape  of  the  neck,  alternating  with  tooth- 
ache. Drawing-tensive  pain  across  the  nape  of  the 
neck,  commencing  at  both  shoulders,  as  if  a  ribbon 
were  closely  drawn  over  the  parts.  Cramp-pain  in  the 
muscles  of  the  nape  of  the  neck,  in  the  evening,  when 
moving  them.  Sense  as  of  digging  (burrowing,)  in  the 
interior  of  the  cervical  vertebrae.  Voluptuous  itching 
in  the  nape  of  the  neck.  The  neck  feels  swollen  and 
stiff,  with  pain  in  the  muscles,  coming  from  the  teeth. 
Red,  swollen  band  on  the  left  side  of  the  neck,  for  20 
days. 

Superior  Extremities. — Sensation  in  front,  of  the 
axilla,  as  of  the  skin  being  drawn  up.    Pain,  as  from  a 
sprain,  in  the  shoulder-joint.    Pain  as  from  a  sprain,  in 
the  shoulder,  and  elbow-joint,  with  much  yawning.  Gurg- 
ling in  the  shoulder-joint,  with  pain  when  touched,  as  if 
there  were  a  boil  ;  he  dared  not  touch  the  part.  Vio- 
lent tearing,  externally,  in  the  right  shoulder,  succeeded 
by  itching.     Excessive,  paralytic  pain  in  the  arm,  dart- 
ing suddenly  into  the  limb,  and  coming  out  of  the  teeth. 
Weak  arm.     Tensive  pain  in  the  arm,  and  carpal- 
joints,  here  and  there,  which  can  neither  be  excited  nor 
diminished,  either   by  rest   or,  motion.     Pain  in  the 
arm-joints,  in  paroxysms.     Morbid,   distressing  sensa- 
tion in  the  arm.    Drawing  and  tearing,  from  the  shoulder 
through  the  whole  arm.  Sudden  weak  feeling  in  the  upper 
arm,  which  obliges  him  to  let  it  hang  down,  with  drawing  in 
the  biceps  muscle.  Drawing-tearing  pain  on  the  inner  side 
of  the  upper  arm.    Sudden,  painful  darting  on  the  outer 
side  of  the  right  upper  arm.    Stitches  in  the  right  upper 
arm,  towards  the  shoulder.    Stitching  pain  in  the  inner 
side  of  the  right  upper  arm,  boring  from  within  outwards. 
Boring  in  the  bone  of  the  right  upper  arm,  apparently 
in  the  marrow,  more  or  less  severe,  and  extending  as  far 
as  the  shoulder,  relieved  by  moving  the  arm,  going  off 
when  pressing  upon  the  part,  but  recurring  frequently. 
Sense  as  of  digging  (burrowing,  grinding)  in  the  humerus, 
in  paroxysms,  at  night,  when  in  bed,  when  lying  upon  that 
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side.    Gnawing  pain,  at  night,  in  the  lower  end  of  the 
humerus.    Burning  in  the  lower  surface  of  the  right  upper 
arm,  towards  the  shoulder,  with  yawning.    Itching  of  the 
upper  arm,  close  above  the  elbow.    Pain  in  the  elbow- 
joint,  as  if  sprained,  with  much  yawning.    Guggling  in 
the  elbow-joint,  with  pain  when  touched,  as  if  there  were 
a  boil.    Straining  and  stitching  pain  of  the  left  olecranon 
process,  preceded  bv  a  similar  pain  below  the  left  axilla. 
Hard  pressure  in  the  muscles  of  the  fore-arm,  close  to  the 
wrist-joint,  in  any  position  of  the  body.    Stretching  pain 
under  the  elbow,  when  extending  the  arm,  as  if  the  muscles 
were  too  short.    Straining  sensation  in  the  inner  side  of 
the  right  fore-arm,  as  if  the  skin  were  being  drawn  up, 
removed  for  a  time  by  pressing  upon  the  parts.  Tearing 
in  the  lower  end  of  the  fore-arm,  apparently  in  the  distal 
extremity  of  the  ulna ;  nothing  relieves  it.  Drawing- 
stitching  pain  of  the  dorsum  of  the  right  fore-arm.  Tear- 
ing-stitching pain  above  the  right  wrist-joint,  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  fore-arm.     Violently  itching  herpes  on  the 
inner  side  of  the  left  fore-arm.    Tension  of  the  skin  of  the 
hands  as  if  they  were  swollen,  whenever  she  attempts  to 
close  or  to  stretch  them.    Severe,  drawing-tensive  pain  in 
the  bones  and  joints  of  the  right  hand,  the  parts  almost 
feeling  laced  in  ;  the  disappearance  of  ihis  pain  is  followed 
by  heat  in  the  hand.    Tearing  cramp-pain  in  the  muscles 
of  the  right  hand,  especially  in  the  thumb  and  index-finger, 
when  at  rest  or  in  motion.    Tearing-stitching  'pinching  in 
the  bah  of  the  palm  of  the  left  hand  ;  nothing  can  change 
it.    Tearing  and  stitches  in  the  outer  border  of  the  left 
thumb,  so  violent  as  if  the  tendons  would  be  torn  out. 
Stitches  in  the  carpal  bones  of  the  right  hand,  afterwards 
pain  as  if  the  capsule  were  being  enlarged  and  the  bones 
seized  and  drawn  out.    Titillating  itching  in  the  palm  of 
the  hands,  worse  after  scratching,  and  permanently  re- 
lieved by  licking  the  parts  with  the  tongue,  in  the  evening. 
Pension  in  the  skin  of  the  ring-finger,  when  stretching  the 
fingers  apart.    Frequent  attacks  of  violent  cramp-pain  of 
the  posterior  joint  of  the  left  ring  and  middle-finger,  as  if 
the  tendons  would  become  contracted.    Darting  or  draw- 
ing pam  m  the  index-finger,  in  the  evening.  Drawing 
tearing  in  the  left  middle-finger.    Tearing  in  the  dorsum 
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of  the  middle-finger  of  the  left  hand,  as  if  the  tendons 
would  be  torn  out.  Darting  tearing  behind  the  right  ring- 
finger,  apparently  in  the  marrow,  towards  the  arm.  Cut- 
ting in  the  posterior  joint  of  the  right  index-finger,  with  a 
feeling  of  warmth  in  the  finger.  Stitches  in  the  posterior 
joint  of  the  ring  and  middle-finger,  worse  when  pressing 
upon  the  parts.  Paralytic  pain,  as  after  a  shock,  in  the 
posterior  joint  of  the  left  index-finger,  greater  when  at  rest. 
Sudden  feeling  of  coldness  in  the  soft  part  of  the  tip  of  the 
left  thumb.  Burning  itching  of  the  outer  border  of  the 
right  thumb  ;  scratching  brings  on  a  red  spot,  and  after- 
wards, at  that  same  place  a  blister  full  of  fluid  and  smart- 
ing when  touched.  Severe  itching  of  the  fingers  ;  friction 
brings  on  transparent  vesicles.  Deep,  painful  rhagades 
in  both  bends  of  the  thumb  and  in  the  middle  bends  of  the 
middle-finger.  A  little  scratch  in  the  posterior  joint  of  the 
little  finger  brings  on  a  malignant  ulcer  with  a  blue  border 
and  lancinating  pains,  especially  at  nighi. 

Inferior  Extremities. —  Continual  stitching  pain, 
when  sitting,  in  the  os  ischium.  Cramp-like  drawing  in 
the  left  part  of  the  nates,  towards  the  anus,. increased  by 
extending  the  thigh,  by  standing  upon  one  limb,  and  by 
sitting  down,  going  off  almost  entirely  by  drawing  up  the 
foot  and  when  silting  ;  the  pain  is  worst  when  rising  from 
a  seat,  so  that  he  is  unable  to  walk,  unless  he  presses 
upon  the  painful  spot  with  his  hand.  Burning  pain  at  a 
spot  of  the  left  nates,  as  if  a  pustule  would  form,  mostly 
when  sitting.  Tensive,  painful  tubercles  on  the  left  nates, 
feeling  sore  when  pressed,  as  if  ulcerated.  Paralytic 
weakness  in  the  right  hip-joint,  early  in  the  morning, 
with  stitches  when  setting  the  foot  upon  the  floor,  which 
oblige  him  to  limp.  Bruised  pains  of  the  muscles  in  the 
region  of  the  head  of  the  right  femur,  especially  when 
sitting.  Burning  soreness  in  the  bend  of  the  right  thigh. 
Jactitation  of  all  the  muscles  of  the  legs,  during  the  least 
exercise.  Faintness  of  the  thighs  and  legs,  with  drowsi- 
ness. Tensive  feeling  in  the  right  lower  limb,  as  if  it 
were  stiff,  when  walking  in  the  open  air.  Pinching, 
straining  sensation  in  the  anterior  surface  of  the  thigh,  as 
if  the  skin  were  drawn  up,  in  the  open  air  ;  the  place  re- 
mains painful  a  long  while  after.    Pinching,  stitching 
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pain  of  the  outer  side  of  the  thigh,  going  off  when  sitting  ; 
when  walking  it  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  he  had 
to  stand  still.    Darting  pain  above  the  knee,  in  the  even- 
ing, extending  to  the  upper  part  of  the  thigh.  Jactitation 
of  the  muscles  of  the  inner  side  of  the  thighs,  after  walk- 
ing, which  gives  him  a  sort  of  anguish  and  a  faint  feeling, 
as  if  he  would  sink.    Bruised  pain  across  the  thighs. 
Burning  itching  of  the  inner  side  of  the  left  thigh  ;  scratch- 
ing brings  on  sore  feeling,  and  touching  the  pans  causes 
a  pain  as  from  bruises.    Pimples  on  the  thighs,  their  tips 
being  covered  with  scurf ;  early  in  the  morning  and  in  the 
evening,  they  are  affected  with  a  burning  itching  after 
rubbing  they  feel  sore  and  as  if  ulcerated.    The°  knees 
are  unsteady  and  tremble,  in  the  evening  while  walking.

me  leet  are  so  heavy  that  she  is  scarcely  able  to  lift 
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them.  The  right  foot  goes  to  sleep  while  standing,  with 
a  tingling  sensation.  Drawing,  in  the  dorsum  of  the  left 
foot,  near  the  joint,  going  off  during  motion.  Continued 
tickling  in  the  hollow  of  the  sole  of  the  right  foot.  The 
feet  are  constantly  cold  both  to  the  prover  and  to  others, 
especially  when  walking.  Soreness,  with  itching  between 
the  two  last  toes  of  the  right  foot,  for  ten  days. 

General  Symptoms.— Pinching  pricking  in  several 
parts  of  the  body,  especially  in  the  interior  of  the  thighs. 
Most  of  the  stitches,  produced  by  Manganum,  are  dull. 
Gurgling,  and  bubbling  as  of  water,  in  various  muscles. 
Drawing,  darting,  tearing  stitches  in  various  parts.  Draw- 
ing-tensive pains,  as  if  from  tight  bandage,  in  various  parts 
of  the  body.    Tensive  or  cramp-like  drawing  and  tearing 
in  various  parts.     Nightly  pains  in  the  bones,  digging 
(grinding.)    Most  of  the  symptoms  occur  in  the  night. 
Most  of  the  symptoms  become  worse  when  stooping. 
The  symptoms  which  have  come  on  in  the  room,  improve 
in  the  open  air.    Many  of  the  symptoms  come  on  in  the 
open  air,  and  improve  in  the  room.    Itching  of  various 
parts,  going  off  bv  scratching.    Violent  itching,  with  burn- 
ing and  small  vesicles  or  deep-seated,  little  blotches, 
brought  on  by  scratching,  on  the  shoulder,  the  arms  and 
calves,  sometimes  surrounded  with  a  rose-coloured  skin, 
which  became  white  when  touched.    Smarting  itching 
of  the  whole  body,  only  after  having  become  heated  and 
having  perspired.    Violent  burning  over  the  whole  skin, 
in  the  evening,  when  rising  from  the  bed  ;  going  off  after 
lying  down  again.    Sudden  concussion  through  the  whole 
body,  early  in  the  morning,  as  when  a  person  starts 
with  fright.    All  the  parts  are  painful,  when  touched  ever 
so  little,  fas  from  sub-cutaneous  ulceration  ;  chest  and 
cheeks  experience  a  feverish  warmth.    Head,  hands  and 
feet  appear  to  her  swollen  and  enlarged,  after  walking  in 
the  open  air.    The  whole  body,  especially  the  stomach, 
feels  uncomfortable,  accompanied  with  ill  humor. 

Weakness,  Fits.— Faintness  in  all  the  joints  ;  they 
feel  to  him  as  if  they  were  extended,  with  tremor  ol  the 
limbs  and  tremulous  sensation  of  the  knee  and  arm-joints  , 
accompanied  with  a  feeling  of  anxiety,  as.  if  it  were  all 
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over  with  him.  Great  weariness,  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  he  can  scarcely  keep  awake,  two  evenings  in 
succession. 

Sleep. — Much  disposed  to  stretch  himself,  the  whole 
day.    Frequent  yawning,  although  she  had  slept  enough. 
He  dreams  immediately  after  falling  asleep.  Vivid  dreams, 
the  objects  varying  rapidly ;  when  waking,  which  happens 
frequently,  he  is  fully  conscious  of  what  he  dreamed,  but 
he  has  only  an  indistinct  recollection  of  it,  in  the  morning. 
At  midnight  he  was  half  awake  and  did  not  fall  asleep 
again  till  morning,  owing  to  an  anxious,  painful  uneasiness 
without  any  particular  ideas;  accompanied  by  tossing 
about  in  the  bed.    Confused,  anxious,  vivid  dreams  the 
whole  night.    Sound  sleep,  with  anxious*, dreams  about 
danger  of  life.    Restless  sleep,  with  heavy  dreams  and 
faintness  when  waking.    Anxious,  fearful,  vivid  dreams. 
Anxious  dreams,  so  vivid  as  if  every  thing  happened 
while  awake  ;  he  recollects  every  part  of  them  ;  he  felt 
very  strong  when  waking.    At  3  o'clock  in  the  morning 
he  imagined  he  was  awake  and  with  his  physician  •  he 
was  fully  conscious,  and  recollected  every  word  of  the  con- 
versation, as  if  he  had  been  awake.     Vivid,  confused 
dreams  all  night,  the  objects  varying  all  the  time.  Vivid 
dream  about  something  which  really  took  place  next  day 
Vivid  dream  about  a  reconciliation.     Vexing  dreams 
When  dreaming,  at  night,  he  lies  on  his  back,  although 
he  usually  rested  on  his  right  side.  Merry  dream.  Waking 
at  4  o  clock  in  the  morning,  with  pinching  in  the  abdomen 
and  moving  of  flatulence,  followed  by  soft  stool.    At  one' 
o  clock  at  night,  she  Wakes  up  with  a  violent  clawincr  and 
griping  over  the  mons  veneris,  with  icy  coldness  over  the 
whole  of  the  trunk,  head  and  arms,"  and  profuse  cold 
sweat,  great  mternal  heat,  feeling  of  dryness  on  a  moist 
tongue  the  lower  limbs  being  warm,  great  apprehensive- 
ness  and  restlessness,  tossing  constantly  from  side  to  side  • 
cannot  bear  being  uncovered  ;  in  a  quarter  of  an  hour  she 
feels  an  inclination  to  belch  without  being  able  to  do  so 
afterwards  empty  eructations  and  emission  of  small  flatus' 
without  obtaining  any  relief,  thirst,  rising  of  water  in  the  oeso- 
phagus, with  nausea  and  paleness  of  countenance,  warm 
sweat  on  the  lower  limbs  and  great  weakness  of  the  feet 
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inclination  lo  stool,  hardness  and  sensitiveness  of  the  ab- 
domen, when  rubbing  it ;  the  fit,  and  the  pain  which  she 
had  felt  even  in  her  sleep,  having  been  appeased  by  Ipec, 
were  succeeded  by  sound  sleep  ;  in  the  morning,  when 
waking  up,  her  head  felt  heavy  and  the  menses  made  their 
appearance,  the  blood  being  thick  and  black,  (4.  d.) 

Fever. — Chilliness  the  whole  day,  as  soon  as  she  gets 
into  the  open  air.    Chilliness  with  goose-flesh,  early  in  the 
morning  after  rising,  for  half  an  hour,  and  in  the  evening 
at  7  o'clock,  for  2-hours,  with  thirst  at  9  o'clock,  (3.  d.) 
Chilliness  every  evening.    Shaking  chills,  early  in  the 
morning,  with  cold  hands  and  feet.    Shaking  chills  and 
coldness,  when  walking  in  the  open,  not  cold  air;  the 
chilliness  decreased  by  walking  fast ;  the  hands  and  feet, 
however,  remained  .cold  and  became  warm  only  in  the 
room.    Cold  hands  and  feet,  even  in  the  room,  but  with- 
out chilliness,  (a.  30  h.)    Shaking  chills,  late  in  the  even- 
ing, with  cold  feet,  the  coldness  extending  as  far  as  the 
knee  in  the  right  limb,  without  thirst  and  without  subse- 
quent heat.    Shaking  chills,  in  the  evening,  in  the  open 
air  and  in  the  room,  the  feet  being  colder  than  the  hands, 
with  stitching,  aching  pains  in  the  forepart  of  the  head, 
which  continued  even  in  the  room,  although  the  chilliness 
abated,  (a.  60  h.)    Shuddering  over  the  back,  with  stitches 
in  the  head.    Shuddering  over  the  whole  body.  Violent 
heat  in  the  head,  with  some  chilliness  over  the  rest  of  the 
body.    Sudden  flushes  of  heat  and  redness  of  countenance, 
especially  when  standing,  without  any  thirst.  Sudden 
heat  over  the  whole  back,  when  sitting,  soon  after  perspi- 
ration, with  contraction  of  the  pupils.    Irregular  pulse, 
scarcely  perceptible,  now  quick,  now  slow.  Anxiousness 
with  shortness  of  breath,  and  profuse  sweat  over  and  over. 
Sweat  when  waking  from  sleep,  only  on  the  neck.  Sweat 
at  night,  when  waking,  over  the  whole  body,  (a.  24  h.) 
Night-sweat  over  the  whole  body,  when  waking,  obliging 
him  to  scratch,  (a.

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Early  in  Spring  we  collect  the  bark  of  this  bush'when 
beginning  to  blossom.

Inas- 
much as  the  medicinal  power  of  this  drug  is  not  of  avola- 
i  e  nature  ,t  is  belter  to  dry  the  plant  and  to  triturate  it 
like  all  other  dry  substances.

No  good  appetite  or  hunger, 
but  nevertheless  a  continual  desire  to  eat  and  to  get  some- 
thing into  the  stomach,  that  this  organ  might  not  hurt  him 
so  much.  Sensation  as  if  he  had  suffered  too  long  with 
hunger  ;  the  stomach  hangs  down.  Violent  feeling  of 
hunger,  in  paroxysms,  with  accumulation  of  water  in  the 
mouth,  (immediately.)  Absence  of  thirst,  immediately  ; 
next  day  great  desire  to  drink,  without  dryness  of  mouth  or 
any  real  violent  thirst. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Frequent  eructations,  empty  and 
tasteless.  Rising  of  air  and  sharp  humor.  Rising  of  air, 
with  burning  and  sweat  as  from  anguish.  Eructations, 
from  drinking  cold  water.  Eructation  in  two  parts,  first 
an  abrupt  movement,  then  belching.  Regurgitation  of  the 
ingesta,  solid  and  fluid,  with  pure  taste.  Nausea.  Fre- 
quent nausea,  in  the  afternoon.  Nausea,  with  pain  in  the 
stomach,  as  if  it  were  too  full.  Nausea,  with  inclination  to 
vomit,  with  shaking  and  shuddering  of  the  whole  body  and 
accumulation  of  water  in  the  mouth,  so  that  he  can  scarce- 
ly spit  it  up.  Violent  inclination  to  vomit,  when  walking, 
with  burning  heat  of  the  forehead.  Inclination  to  vomit, 
in  the  afternoon,  going  off  by  eating.  Great  inclination  to 
vomit,  with  heaving  and  rising  of  water  from  the  stomach 
into  the  mouth  ;  diminished  by  motion.  Violent  vomiting. 
Excessive  vomiting,  every  day,  for  6  weeks.  Easy  vomit- 
ing of  a  green,  bitter  mucus,  with  confused  feeling  of  the 
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head,  and  hammering  pain  in  the  right  frontal  eminence, 
lasting  many  hours.    Fatal  vomiting  of  blood. 

Stomach. — Pressure  at  the  stomach,  after  a  meal,  as  if 
the  stomach  were  too  full.    Pain  in  the  stomach,  with 
sensation  as  of  the  arteries  beating  against  the  abdominal 
muscles,  reaching  into  the  region  of  the  heart.  Pressure 
in  the  region  of  the  stomach.    Pressure  at  the  stomach, 
after  a  meal,  and  a  long  time  afterwards  sensation  as  of 
non-digested  food  remaining  in  the  stomach.    Pressure  in 
the  region  of  the  stomach,  in  the  evening,  increased  in 
paroxysms.    Tensive  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with 
a  sensation  as  of  pulling,  during  an  inspiration,  as  if  a  por- 
tion of  the  diaphragm  had  grown  fast.     Jactitation  of 
the  muscles  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  transitory 
jerkings  in  the  neighborhood.    Burning  and  pressure  in 
the  pit  of  the  stomach,  when  pressing  upon  the  part.  Burn- 
ing and  pressure  across  the  stomach,  in  paroxysms,  worse 
when  pressing  upon  the  part.    Burning  in  the  stomach. 
Inflammation  of  the  stomach.     Occasional  contraction  of 
the  diaphragm  under  the  ribs. 

Abdomen. — Pain  in  the  abdomen,  he  has  to  relieve  it  by 
raising  and  stretching  himself.  Simple  pain  in  the  abdomen. 
Chronic  pain  in  the  abdomen.  Aching  pain  in  the  ab- 
domen, with  anxiousness,  so  that  he  knows  not  what  to 
make  of  himself.  General  pressure  in  the  whole  of  the 
epigastrium,  day  and  night,  the  epigastrium  being  distend- 
ed. Pressure,  at  night,  in  the  hard  and  distended  ab- 
domen, increased  by  every  position,  except  the  recum- 
bent, with  oppressed  respiration  and  a  more  rapid 
pulse.  He  is  roused  from  his  nightly  sleep  by  a 
painful  pressure  in  the  abdomen,  after  vivid  dreams, 
with  an  anxious  feeling  as  if  the  abdomen  were  rigid, 
hard  and  grown  together,  with  the  chest  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  be  a  part  of  it ;  however,  there  is  a  movement 
in  the  abdomen  as  of  flatulence  which  is  getting  loose. 
Aching  pain  in  the  abdomen,  after  a  walk  in  the  open 
air  after  a  meal,  followed  by  sweat  and  anguish,  as  if  he 
were  struggling  with  death ;  relieved  after  an  eructation. 
Distension  of  the  abdomen,  with  pinching  and  emission  of 
much  flatulence.  Painful  distension  of  the  abdomen, 
with  short,  anxious  breathing,  so  that  he  is  obliged  to  un-

button  his  coat,  accompanied  by  eructations,  rumbling 
in  the  abdomen,  difficult  emission  of  loud  flatulence, 
chilliness  and  shuddering  with  violent  yawning,  in  the 
evening,  (1.  d.)    Heaviness  in  the  abdomen,  with  anxious- 
ness.    Hard  abdomen,  (a.  24  h.)    Compressive  sensa- 
tion in  the  abdomen,  and  as  if  there  were  a  load  in  it. 
Stitching-aching,  clawing  colic,  increasing  and  decreasing 
like  a  spasm,  returning  at  short  intervals,  deep  in  the 
abdomen,  commencing  in  the  centre  of  the  abdomen, 
sometimes  extending  into  the  left  side,  with  hard  disten- 
sion of  the  abdomen,  relieved  for  a  short  while  by  emis- 
sion of  flatulence,  with  weakness  of  the  body,  especially 
of  the  lower  limbs  ;  the  colic  frequently  returns  with  in- 
creased force,  and  is  then  intolerable.    Colic,  as  if  the 
bowels  were  seized  one  by  one  and  afterwards  drawn 
together.    Colic,  at  a  small  place  of  the  right  side  of  the 
abdomen,  as  if  a  piece  of  intestine  had  become  incarce- 
rated, after  a  meal.    Violent  colic,  for  two  days.  Tear- 
ing colic.    Pinching  in  the  epigastric  region.  Pinching 
and  drawing  in  the  abdomen,  especially  around  the  um- 
bilicus.   Writhing  pinching  in  the  umbilical  region,  disap- 
pearing after  emission  of  flatulence.    Cutting  colic,  below 
the  umbilical  region,  for  several  days.    Cutting  in  the 
abdomen,  with  pressure,  always  towards  evening.  Dull 
stitches,  frequently  deep  in  the  hypogastrium,  especially 
close  above  the  penis.     Continual,  dull  stitches  in  the 
left  iliac  region,  increased  by  pressing  upon  the  part  and 
by  walking.    Tearing  stitches  in  the  right  hypochondriac 
region,  followed  by  pressure.    Burning  and  hot  feeling 
in  the  abdomen,  (shortly.)    Inflammation  of  the  intestines. 
Colic,  early  in  the  morning  when  in  bed,  as  if  from  damp 
and  cold  weather.    Sensation  as  if  the  intestines  and  the 
stomach  were  empty  and  were  dangling  in  the  abdomen, 
early  in  the  morning,  after  having  eaten  a  sufficient 
breakfast.    Painful  movements  in  the  abdomen,  as  if 
diarrhoea  would  set  in.    Dull  pain  beneath  the  left  ribs, 
as  if  from'incarcerated  flatulence,  increased  by  pressing 
upon  the  part,  followed  by  eructations  which  afford  relief! 
Sensation  as  if  air-bubbles  were  forming  in  the  epigas- 
tric region  between  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and  the  um- 
bilicus.   Rumbling  in  the  abdomen,  with  more  or  less 
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flatulence.  Sensation  as  if  the  whole  abdomen  were  full 
of  flatulence.  Painful,  pinching  flatulence  becomes  incar- 
cerated in  both  sides  of  the  abdomen.  Flatulence  is 
emitted  in  short  and  interrupted  flatus.  Violent  colic  in 
the  .lesser  intestines,  followed  by  the  emission  of  a  single 
flatus.  Stiichy  pain  in  the  iliac  region,  near  the  os  ilium. 
Dull  stitchesrin  the  right  iliac  region,  frequently.  Violent 
stitches  in  the  left  lumbar  region  above  the  crest  of  the 
ilium,  arresting  his  breath.  Dull  stiichy  pain  in  the  right 
lumbar  region,  afterwards  tearing  in  the  same.  .Sudden 
pain  in  the  left  iliac  region,  as  is  experienced  when  press- 
ing upon  a  sore  spot,  worse  during  an-  expiration  and 
when  bending  the  body.  Sense  as  of  pressing  asunder 
in  the  right  abdominal  ring,  during  micturition  ;  going  off 
by  bending  the  knees,  returning  when  raising  the  body 
again.    Drawing  pain  in  the  inguinal  glands. 

Stool. — Tenacious  stool,  every  day.  Tough,  but 
scanty  stool,  every  day.  Small,  soft,  frequent  stools. 
Diarrhoea,  preceded  by  anxiousness  in  the  pit  of  the  sto- 
mach. Brown  fasces,  containing,  small,  white,  glistening 
bodies.  Desire  for  stool,  upon  which  he  passes  copious, 
papescent  stools  without  any  difficulty,  in  short,  rapid 
intervals  ;  they  are  followed  shortly  after  by  tenesmus  of 
the  anus,  as  is  the  case  in  diarrhoea,  (a.  h  h.)  Hard, 
slow  stool,  in  the  evening,  with  hard  pressing.  Pretty 
hard  stool,  early  in  the  morning,  at  short  intervals,  and 
not  coming  off  till  he  has  been  sitting  a  long  while  ;  shortly 
after  a  meal  papescent  stools,  coming  again  off  at  short 
intervals  ;  in  the  evening,  desire  as  for  diarrhoea,  this 
de  sire  disappears  after  repeated  emission  of  flatulence  and 
terminates  in  a  small,  first  natural,  then  papescent  evacua- 
tion ;  during  the  expulsion  of  these  stools  the  desire  in- 
creases a  good  deal,  but  abates  immediately.  Thick, 
papescent,  difficult  stools  after  a  violent  pressing,  leaving 
a  smarting  in  the  anus.  Several  stools  a  day,  but  scanty. 
Continual  diarrhoea,  with  intolerable  colic.  Excessive 
diarrhoea.  The  usual  stool  is  preceded  by  a  painful 
"writhing  in  the  abdomen  ;  it  is  a  copious  and  papescent 
stool,  afterwards  diarrhoea  and  pressure  in  the  anus,  as  if 
more  stool  would  come,  (1.  d.)  Chills  before  and  after 
the  stool,  weakness  unto  falling  and  great  sensitiveness  to

open,  cold  air.  Shuddering  over  the  whole  body  after 
stool.  After  stool  the  anus  becomes  constricted  around 
the  protruding  rectum  ;  this  is  then  painful  to  the  touch. 
Smarting  soreness  in  the  anus,  when  walking,  and  a 
burning  in  the  rectum.  Intensely  painful  tenesmus,  tear- 
ing and  drawing  in  the  anus  and  perinaeum,  from  which  it 
extends  through  the  whole  urethra. 

Urinary  Organs. — The  urine  is  much  less  than  usual, 
even  after  drinking  a  good  deal.  Frequent  micturition. 
Dark  urine,  yellow  as  wine,  becoming  turbid  after  an  hour. 
After  having  taken  the  drug  for  a  while  the  urine  exhibits 
loose  flocculi  and  deposits  a  reddish  sediment.  Hot  urine, 
with  a  reddish  sediment.  Burning  urine.  Burning  during 
micturition,  in  the  forepart  of  the  glans.  After  micturition 
came  a  few  drops  of  blood.  Hceniaturia.  Clawing  sen- 
sation in  the  bladder.  Continued,  stinging  itching  in  the 
urethra,  with  pain,  in  the  evening.  Prickling  pain  in  the 
urethra,  and  discharge  of  some  fluid.  Soreness  in  the 
urethra  when  touching  it,  partly  during,  partly  between 
the  acts  of  micturition.  Itching  soreness  in  the  urethra, 
increased  by  pressure.  Discharge  of  mucus  from  the 
urethra.  Discharge  of  watery  mucus  from  the  urethra, 
during  motion. 

Genital  Organs. — Tearing  in  the  penis,  in  jerks, 
with  a  pain  above  the  penis,  in  the  right  side  of  the  abdo- 
men, moving  like  a  wave.  Stitching  jerks  in  the  dorsum 
of  the  penis.  Tearing  and  darting  tearing  in  the  glans. 
Itching  in  the  glans.  Fine,  prickling  stitches  in  the  glans, 
and  in  the  tip  of  the  glans.  Balanorrhcea,  with  dark-red 
inflammation  of  the  internal  surface  of  the  prepuce,  with- 
out any  swelling,  with  violent  itching  and  soreness  in  the 
evening,  tearing  and  drawing  in  the  glans,  (a.  3  weeks.)- 
Stitch,  with  pressure,  on  the  right  side  of  the  scrotum. 
Painless  swelling  of  the  left  scrotum.  Frequent  erections 
during  the  day.  An  involuntary  emission  of  semen  is 
followed  by  a  violent  excitation  of  the  sexual  desire  with 
tingling  in  the  whole  body,  as  if  caused  by  excessive  lewd- 
ness, (a.  3  weeks.)  Leucorrhcea  resembling  albumen. 
Discharge  of  mucus  from  the  vagina. 

Cold,  Catarrh.  —  Unsuccessful  desire  to  sneeze. 
Biting  dry  feeling  and  tingling  in  the  left  half  of  the  nose 
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while  the  right  is  obstructed,  and  vice  versa.  Almost  con- 
stant drijness  of  the  nose,  with  diminution  of  smell.  Fre- 
quent sneezing  and  fluent  coryza.  Sneezing  with  sore- 
ness of  the  chest.  Dry  coryza.  Excessive  fluent  coryza, 
(a.  48  h.)  Coryza,  with,  bloody,  tenacious  mucus  from 
the  nose.  Coryza,  with  soreness  of  the  right  internal 
wing.  Discharge  of  yellow,  thin,  sometimes  bloody  fluid 
from  the  nose,  which  is  made  sore  and  feels  a  burning 
pain.  Hoarseness,  (5.  d.)  Hoarseness  extending  down 
to  the  pit  of  the  throat.  Burning  in  the  throat,  with  irrita- 
tion in  the  larynx  exciting  a  short  and  hacking  cough,  as 
if  the  larynx  were  too  dry,  with  anxious  oppressed  breath- 
ing and  discharge  of  a  small  quantity  of  mucus  when 
coughing.  Violent  irritation,  inducing  cough,  in  the 
evening  when  in  bed,  and  early  in  the  morning,  the  irrita- 
tion is  too  deep  in  the  larynx  to  be  reached  by  the  cough, 
hence  its  violence  and  the  inability  to  loosen  the  phlegm. 
Cough,  which  is  first  excited  deep  in  the  chest  and  which 
does  not  abate  until  vomiting  and  a  discharge  of  watery 
mucus  ensues.  Violent,  uninterrupted  cough  for  a  couple 
of  hours ;  it  excites  vomiting,  (a.  1  h.)  Dry  cough, 
with  retching,  afternoon  and  evening.  Dry  cough  with 
scraping  sensation  in  the  lower  part  of  the  sternum, 
and  stitches  in  the  right  frontal  eminence.  Nightly  cough, 
especially  after  midnight.  Bloody  discharge,  afternoon 
and  night,  with  moderate  cough  and  restless  sleep,  with 
heavy  frightful  dreams. 

Chest. — Oppressed  breathing,  on  account  of  the  chest 
feeling  contracted  from  both  sides.  Slow,  difficult  breath- 
ing, with  anxiousness ;  he  is  unable  to  take  sufficient  breath, 
and  imagines  he  will  choke.  Anxious  feeling  in  the  chest. 
While  talking,  he  loses  his  breath  in  the  middle  of  his 
speech,  and  he  has  to  begin  it  again.  Asthma,  for  several 
hours.  Asthma,  suddenly  coming  and  going,  as  if  the 
chest  were  oppressed  with  something  heavy.  The  chest 
feels  oppressed  when  stooping  or  sitting;  she  has  to  open 
her  dress  ;  the  breath  is  slower  and  shorter.  Sensation 
during  an  inspiration,  as  if  chest  and  wind-pipe  were  tco 
narrow  ;  it  is  not  increased  by  running  or  going  up-stairs. 
Sensation,  during  a  deep  inspiration,  as  if  there  were  not 
sufficient  space  between  the  third  and  fourth  rib.    Pain  in 
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the  side  of  the  chest,  during  a  deep  inspiration,  as  if  the 
lungs  had  grown  fast  and  were  unable  to  expand  freely. 
The  breath  from  the  lungs  smells  like   rotten  cheese. 
Pressure  upon  the  chest  with  palpitation  of  the  heart. 
Aching  pain  in  the  interior  of  the  chest,  at  a  small  place, 
first  towards  the  right,  afterwards  towards  the  left  side,  a 
dull  pressure.    Oppressive  aching  pain  in  the  posterior 
part  of  the  chest,  when  the  body  is  erect,  increased  by 
deep  breathing  and  afterwards  extending  through  the 
whole  lower  chest ;  the  pain  is  scarcely  perceptible  when 
stooping  ;  but  it  becomes  a  sort  of  rheumatic  pain  when 
moving  the  arms  and  bending  considerably  backwards. 
Tensive  pressure  in  different  parts  of  the  chest.  Cramp- 
like pressure  at  a  small  place  on  both  sides  of  the  sternum, 
when  sitting ;  disappearing  when  walking.  Cramp-like 
contractive  pain  above  the  lower  muscles  of  the  chest, 
the  lower  portion  of  the  back  and  the  upper  arms,  when 
walking  in  the  open  air.    Tension  of  the  pectoral  muscles 
when  stretching  the  arms.    Dartings  in  the  -left  side  of 
the  chest,  transitory  and   painful,   resembling  electric 
shocks.    Stitches  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  beneath  the 
clavicle,  going  and  coming  with  the  regularity  of  musical 
beats,  extending  deep  into  the  chest ;  shortly  after  only  a 
simple  aching,  aggravated  by  an  inspiration,  and  returning 
for  some  days  in  succession,  (3.  d.)    Violent  stitches  in 
the  chest.    Stitchy  bore-pain  in  the  clavicle.    Stitch  deep 
in  the  chest,  when  laughing.    Dull  stitch  under  the  heart, 
during  a  deep  inspiration.    Violent  intermittent  stitches  in 
the  right  side  of  the  chest,  rather  towards  the  right  side ;  they 
scarcely  allow  of  breathing.     Fine,  painful  stitches  in  the 
chest.    Fine,  painful  stitches  in  the  right  side  of  the  chest, 
mosty  when  taking  an  inspiration,  (a.  9  d.)    Burning,  with 
pressure,  behind  the  xiphoid  cartilage,  recurring  in  parox- 
ysms.  Soreness,  with  burning,  on  the  sternum.,  at  a  small 
spot  on  the  right  side  near  the  pit  of  the  stomach.  A  sudden, 
intensely  painful  stitch  darts  out  at  the  right  mamma.  Sud- 
den, burning  pain  between  the  mamma?.    Pressure  in  the 
region  of  the  left  nipple.    Red  spots  upon  the  chest,  re- 
sembling flea-bites,  with  violent  burning  and  desire  to 
scratch ;  the  burning  remained  for  many  days,  even  after 
the  spots  had  disappeared. 
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Back. — Pain  in  right  side  of  the  small  of  the  back. 
Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  spreading  over  all  the  parts 
of  the  body,  (a.  44  h.)  'Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back, 
more  when  walking  than  when  at  rest.  Violent,  drawing 
aching  pain,  on  the  left  side  near  the  small  of  the  back. 
Cutting  tearing,  in  both  sides  of  the  small  of  the  back. 
Dull,  pulsative  pain  in  the  back,  near  the  middle  of  the 
spine.  Tensive,  contractive  pain  in  the  back,  down  to 
the  small  of  the  back.  Stitchy  pain  from  the  /eft  side  of 
the  back  through  the  chest,  during  an  inspiration.  Dull 
stitch  in  the  back,  near  the  right  scapula,  hindering 
breathing,  mostly  perceptible  during  motion.  Sudden, 
sharp  stitches,  in  the  evening,  near  the  spinal  marrow, 
through  the  chest,  extending  into  the  cartilages  of  the  left 
ribs.  Stitchy,  aching  pain  on  the  right  side,  of  the  lumbar 
vertebras,  externally,  increased  by  motion.  Dull,  drawing 
stitches,  downwards,  between  the  shoulders,  less  when 
moving  the  parts.  Burning  stitch  and  considerable  jacti- 
tation under  the  left  scapula.  Tearing  in  the  right  side 
of  the  scapula.  Burning  prickling  in  the  region  of 
the  left  scapula,  and  in  the  shoulder,  continually.  Small 
elevations  upon  the  skin,  after  previous  itching,  around  the 
scapula?  and  on  the  right  nates,  smarting  when  touched, 
being  readily  opened  by  friction  and  emitting  some  blood, 
(3.  d.) 

Neck. — Violently  itching  rash  on  the  nape  of  the  neck. 
Rheumatic  pain  in  the  nape  of  the  neck,  neck  and  occiput. 
Painful  stiffness  in  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  the  external 
cervical  muscles.  Painful  stiffness  of  i  the  right  side 
of  the  nape  'of  the  neck  and  neck,  mostly  during 
motion.  Tearing  jerks  in  the  left  side  of  the  neck. 
Tearing  in  the  left  side  of  the  neck,  into  the  left  ear  and 
near  the  clavicle.  Red,  smooth  pimple  on  the  right  side 
of  the  neck,  sore  when  touched,  receding  flat  behind  the 
skin  after  the  lapse  of  a  few  days,  and  remaining  so  for  a 
few  weeks. 

Superior  Extremities.— Prickling  and  gnawing  in 
the  axilla,  becoming  worse  after  scratching.  Sore  feeling 
in  the  right  axilla.  Pain  of  the  shoulder-joint,  as  if  the 
head  of  the  humerus  were  too  large  for  the  glenoid  cavity. 
Pain  in  the  shoulder-joint,  as  if  it  would  tear,  with  throb- 
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hing,  digging  (burrowing)  and  tearing  in  the  evening,  in- 
creased by  motion.    Dull  pain  and  darling  in  the  shoulder, 
as  if  he  had  carried  a  heavy  burden.    Tension  in  the  right 
shoulder,  drawing  in  the  left.    Aching  pain  in  the  border 
of  the  shoulder-joints.    Clawing  and  boring  sensation  in 
the  lower  border  of  the  right  shoulder-joint.  Continuous, 
burning  stitch  in  the  upper  part  of  the  right  shoulder. 
Painless  cracking  in  the  left  shoulder-joint,  with  paralytic 
feeling  in  the  upper  arm  when  raising  the  arm,  and  tearing 
in  the  elbow-joint  when  bending  it,  in  the  evening,  when 
in  bed.    Paralytic  pain  in  the  right  shoulder-joint,  with 
aching  pain  in  the  upper  region  of  the  acromion  process, 
(immediately.)    Painful  weariness  in  the  arms,  especially 
in  the  shoulder-joint.    Bruised  feeling  of  the  arms.  Weak- 
ness, lassitude  of  the  arms  when  writing.    Boil  on  the 
left  arm.    Tearing  jerks  in  the  right  arm  and  fingers. 
Pain  of  the  upper  arm  as  if  it  had  been  beaten,  with 
heaviness  and  drawing  from  above  downwards  in  the  long 
bones.    Drawing  in  the  upper  arm.     Dull  pain  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  upper  arm.    Frequent  dartings  in  the 
left  upper  arm,  worse  by  contact.    Stitchy  aching  pain  in 
the  left  humerus.    Paralytic  aching  pain  in  the  left  upper 
arm  extending  into  the  elbow-joint,  increased  by  bending 
the  arm  outwards.    Bruised  pain  of  both  upper  arms  and 
shoulders.    Bruised  pain  of  the  upper  arms  when  touching 
them.    Tensive  paralysis  of  the  elbow-joint  when  raising 
the  arm;  when  stretching  it,  he   feels  a   stitchy  pain. 
Kheumaiic  drawing  and  tension  in  the  region  of  the  elbow 
of  the  right  arm.    Drawing  in  the  elbow,  with  pressure, 
extending  into  the  fingers.     Violent  tearing  in  the  left  ' 
ulna.    Tearing  in  the  fore-arm  and  elbow.    Drawing  tear- 
ing in  the  right  fore-arm,  close  to  the  wrist-joint.  Tearing 
and  stitches  m  the  right  fore-arm  and  the  fingers,  early  in 
the  morning.

Inferior  Extremities.— Pressure  m  the  glutei  mus- 
cles, early  in  the  morning,  when  in  bed.  Tearing  in 
the  right  half  of  the  nates.  Burning  in  the  skin  oi 
the  nates.  Darting  pain  in  the  hip-joint,  down  to  the 
knee  Tearing  and  tensive  pressure  over  and  in  the 
outer  parts  of  the  right  hip.  When  she  attempts  to 
walk,  she  suddenly  feels  a  dull  pain,  as  it  she 
had  made  a  wrong  step,  under  the  right  nates,  and 
afterwards  at  every  step,  recurring  for  several  days. 
Bone-vain  of  the  thighs  and  legs.  Long-continued,  bruised 
pain  of  the  inner  side  of  the  thighs,  when  walking  fast. 
Paralytic  tearing  in  the  thigh,  in  the  upper  and  outer  por- 
tion, when  standing.

Sleep. — Lazy,  no  desire  to  work,  constant  yawning. 
He  looks  the  whole  day  as  if  he  had  not  slept  enough  ; 
pale.    Violent  yawning  and  stretching,  (immediately.) 
Drowsiness  in  day-time.     Irresistible  drowsiness  in  the 
afternoon.    Restless,  unrefreshing  sleep.    Restless  sleep, 
disturbed  by  confused  dreams.    Falls  asleep  late,  wakes 
up  after  a  short  slumber  with  a  sensation  as  if  the  sentient 
powers  of  all  the  external  parts  were  diminished,  even  those 
of  the  penis  and  abdomen.

Chilli- 
ness  out  of  bed  ;  heat  in  the  bed.    Internal  chilliness. 
Cold  feeling  and  sweat  on  the  legs,  afterwards  heat  over 
and  over,  mostly  in  the  head.    Coldness  of  the  uoper  and 
lower  limbs,  without  these  parts  feeling  chilly.

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ever,  as  if  he  looked  through  concave  glasses  ;  the  eyes 
swim.  Full,  hard,  tense,  intermitting  pulse.  The  pulse 
has  increased  by  20  beats  towards  evening,  with  increase 
of  animal  heat  and  oxciialion.  Increase  of  warmth  over 
the  whole  body.  Violent,  acute  fever.  A  good  deal  of 
thirst  in  the  evening,  with  great  dryness  of  the  mouth,  dis- 
appearing for  a  lew  moments  after  drinking. 


MURIATIC  ACID — A.CIDUM  HYDRO- 
CHLORICUM. 

The  colourless  muriatic  acid  of  the  shops,  which  is  ob- 
tained from  common  salt  by  distilling  it  with  sulphuric 
acid,  contains  a  good  portion  of  this  latter  substance.  To 
purify  this  muriatic  acid,  the  sulphuric  acid  ought  to  be 
precipitated  by  means  of  the  muriate  of  b:iryla  forming  the 
sulphate  of  baryta  ;  the  supernatant  liquid  is  poured  off  and 
distilled. over  again. 

The  yellow  muriatic  acid,  distilled  over  by  means  of 
the  sulphate  of  iron,  contains  too  much  iron  to  be  used  for 
homoeopathic  purposes. 

Muriatic  acid  has  been  found  useful  in  affections  in 
which  the  following  symptoms  occur:  Half-sightedness  in 
looking  from  above  downwards  ;  insensibility  in  the  inter- 
nal meatus  andilorius  ;  throbbing  in  the  ear  ;  deafness  ; 
pimples  in  the  face  ;  freckles  ;  sore  throat ;  eructations  ; 
aversion  to  meal. ;  distension  and  repletion  of  the  abdo- 
men ;  abdominal  spasms  ;  stool  too  thin ;  obstruction  of 
the  nose  ;  drawing  with  pressure,  in  the  upper  arms  and 
knees  ;  coldness  of  the  feet ;  sensitiveness  to  damp  weather. 

This  drug  has  been  proved  by  myself  and  Drs.  Gutmann, 
Hartmann,  Haynel,  Langhammcr,  Rummel,  Stapf,  Wisli- 
cenus,  Ng.

Itching  stitch  in  the  outer 
canthus  of  the  right  eye,  when  at  rest.  Stitches  in  the  eyes, 
from  within  outwards  ;  the  eyes  are  red.  Cutting  in  the 
right  eye-ball,  when  at  rest.  Burning  and  pressure  in  the 
eyes,  early  in  the  morning,  when  washing  them  with 
water.  Burning  of  the  eyes,  which  are  agglutinated  early 
in  the  morning.  Slight  inflammation  of  the  eyes.  Swell- 
ing and  redness  of  the  upper  and  lower  eye-lid,  without 
any  pain.  Agglutination  of  the  eyes,  early  in  the  morning.

of  smell  and  hearing;  afterwards  redness  and  burning  of 
the  face,  for  4  hours.    Pimples  on  the  concha,  forming  a 
scurf  within  24  hours.

— Cramp  pain  in  the  face,  near  the  articulation  of 
the  jaw;  when  pressing  upon  the  part,  stitches  dart  into 
the  ear.  Tearing  in  the  left  upper  jaw,*  apparently  in  the 
bone,  close  below  the  orbit.  Glowing  cheeks,  when 
walking  in  the  open  air,  without  thirst. 

Jaws  and  Teeth. — Pimples  around  the  lips,  forming  a 
scurf  within  24  hours.

Slight  inflammation  of  the  gums.    Swelling  of  the  gums. 
Swelling  of  the  gums,  from  morning  till  noon. 

Mouth.— Dryness  of  the  mouth,  she  is  scarcely  able  to 
talk,  early  in  the  morning.  Sensation  as  if  the  mouth  were 
pasted  over  with  unsavory  mucus.  Mucus  in  the  posterior 
part  of  the  mouth.

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chest.  Roughness  and  burning  of  the  throat,,  as  of  heart- 
burn, with  coughing.  Sensation  as  if  a  hard  body  were 
rising  from  the  chest  into  the  throat,  with  titillation  excit- 
ing a  dry  cough,  when  sitting.  Accumulation  of  mucus 
in  the  throat  ;  he  has  to  swallow  it. 

Taste  and  Appetite. — Bad  taste  in  the  throat,  as  of 
rancid  grease.  Bitter  taste,  early  in  the  morning,  after 
waking,  with  while-coated  tongue,  (S.  d.)  Acrid  and  pu- 
trid taste  in  the  mouth,  like  rotten  eggs,  with  plyalism. 
Beer  tastes  to  him  sweet  as  honey,  and  excites  nausea. 
Bulimy.  Excessive  craving  for  drink.  Complete  want 
of  appetite,  the  taste  being  natural,  and  no  nausea.  Aver- 
sion to  all  food  ;  much  yawning.  Every  thing  tastes  sweet. 
No  appetite,  eructations  after  a  meal.  Aversion  to  meat. 
The  focd  does  not  go  down  easily.  Rumbling  and  dull 
pain  in  the  abdomen,  during  and  after  a  meal.  Continual 
eructations.  Bitter  eructations,  frequently,  (4.  d.)  Putrid 
eructations,  frequently,  (6.  7.  d.)  Rising  of  a  sour  fluid, 
from  the  stomach.  Considerable  hiccough  before  and 
after  dinner,  (3.  d.)  Nausea  and  qualmishness  of  the  re- 
gion of  the  stomach.  Inclination  to  vomit.  Vomiting  of 
the  ingesta. 

Stomach.— Contractive  pain  in  the  stomach.  Painful 
feeling,  at  a  small  part  of  the  stomach,  as  if  it  were  drawn 
in,  after  dinner.  Violent  pressure  at  the  stomach,  several 
times.  Pressure  at  the  stomach,  as  if  it  were  too  full,  with 
unsuccessful  desire  for  eructations.  Feeling  of  repletion 
in  the  stomach,  although  he  has  not  eaten  any  thing.  Empty 
feeling  in  the  region  of  the  stomach,  especialhj  the  oesopha- 
gus, not  going  off  by  eating,  with  rumbling  in  the  intes- 
tines. Heat  and  burnincr  in  the  stomach,  for  a  long  time, 
(shortly.)  Burning  and  throbbing  at  a  small  place,  on  the 
left  side  near  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 

Abdomen.— Burning  tension  in  the  right  hypochondrium, 
at  a  small  place.  Sore  and  tensive  pain  in  the  right  hypo- 
chondrium, moving  upwards  and  downwards,  when  silting 
burning  and  bruised  pain  in  the  right  hypochondrium,  (4. 
d.)  butch  in  the  right  hypochondrium,  followed  by  burn- 
ing, going  off  by  pressing  upon  the  part,  but  reappearing 
shortly  after  at  a  place  not  far  distant  from  the  former,  in 
the  evemng,  (3.  d.)    Violent  stitch  in  the  left  hypochon- 
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drium,  when,  stooping.    Stitches  under  ihc  left  ribs,  in  tho 
side.    Clawing,  with  pressure,  under  the  led  short  ribs, 
not  changed  by  breathing.

Soft  stool,  with  emission  of  fla- 
tulence, contraction,  burning  and  stinging  of  the  reclum, 
will)  sensa'ion  as  of  stool  and  flatulence  receding.  Liquid 
slool,  after  a  meal.  Diarrhoea,  with  violent  burning  along 
the  anus,  in  the  evening  and  next  morning,  (a.  6  d.)  Diar- 
rhoea, with  smarting  as  from  excoriation  in  the  rectum. 
Four  diarrhoeic  stools,  (after  one  hard  slool.)  with  tenes- 
mus, rumbling  and  grunting  in  ihe  abdomen,  (4.  d.)  Diar- 
rhoea, (a.  10  h.)  Thin,  watery  slool  passes  off  during  mic- 
turition without  his  being  aware  of  it,  without  any  previous 
desire.  Smarting  as  from  excoriation  in  the  rectum  and 
anus,  although  the  stools  were  not  hard.  Cutting  in  the 
anus,  during  expulsion  of  the  stools,  which  are  not  hard. 
Burning  at  the  anus,  after  good  stool.  A  good  deal  of 
ilching  and  tickling  in  the  anus,  (2.  d.)  Itching  of  the 
anus,  with  sore  pain  and  tingling  slinging.  Violent  ilch- 
ing of  the  reclum,  as  of  ascarides.  Burning  stitches  in 
the  anus.  Stilchv  pain  in  the  rectum.  Pressure  at  the 
anus.  During  micturition  the  reclum  prolapses  as  if  it 
were  turned  over.  Swelling  of  the  varices  of  the  rectum, 
with  burning  sore  pain.  Swollen,  blue  varices  of  the  rec- 
tum, with  pain  when  pressing  upon  them.

Tenesmus  of  the  bladder,  almost  no 
urine  being  past ;  the  little  he  does  pass,  comes  off  with- 
out any  pain.  Diminished  urine,  with  burning,  (the  first 
days-)  Frequent  desire  to  urinate,  and  a  quantity  of 
urine  being  passed.  He  passes  much  more  urine  man 
corresponds  to  the  quantity  of  drink  he  has  taken.  Pro- 
fuse emission  of  watery  urine.  Profuse  and  pale-yellow 
urine,  (I.  and  2  d.)  Frequent  micturition  at  night,  emit- 
ting but  little  at  a  lime,  no  pain.  Slow  emission  of  urine, 
as  if  the  bladder  had  no  strength  to  expel  it.  Weakness 
of  the  bladder.  Frequent,  involuntary  discharge  of  urine. 
The  urine  looks  white  and  turbid,  like  milk,  when  passing 
it.  Culling  in  the  posterior  portion  of  the  urclhra,  when 
emitting  the  urine  during  stool.  Stinging  smarting  in  the 
orifice  of  the  urethra,  immediately  after  urinating. 

Genital  Organs. — Violently  burning  stitch  in  the  pos- 
terior part  of  the  penis.  Pain  in  the  margin  of  the  pre- 
puce, as  if  it  were  lorn.  Slight  inflammation  of  the  pre- 
puce. Boring  tension  from  the  right  testicle  to  the  middle 
of  the  penis.  Itching  of  the  scrotum,  exciiing  one  to 
scratch  ;  scratching,  however,  does  not  remove  it.  A 
good  deal  of  itching  about  the  scrotum.  Feeling  of  weak- 
ness in  the  genital  organs,  no  erection,  the  penis  being 
quite  relaxed,  (a.  24  h.)  The  sexual  instinct  becomes  ex- 
cited, (primary  effect  ?)  Frequent,  weak  erections,  (4.  d.) 
Erections,  early  in  the  morning,  when  in  bed,  (2.  d.)  He 
is  roused  from  sleep  by  a  sensation  as  if  a  pollution  would 
lake  place  ;  afterwards  slight  erection  with  emission  of  a 
watery,  foamy  fluid,  without  smeli,  followed  by  a  long, 
painful  erection.  Pressing  in  the  pudendum,  as  if  the 
menses  would  make  their  appearance.  Pricking  pain  in 
the  vagina.  The  menses  appear  10  days  before  their  lime, 
with  colic.  The  menses  appear  6  days  too  soon,  without 
pain.    Leucorrhcea,  (10.  1 1.  d.) 

Cold,  Catarrh. — Continual  inclination  to  sneeze,  with 
itching  and  tickling  in  the  nose.  Frequent  sneezing. 
Coryza.  Coryza-feeling  with  troublesome  dryness  of  ihe 
nose.  Coryza,  with  acrid,  corrosive  discharge.  Coryza, 
With  secretion  of  thick  mucus.    Discharge  of  a  quantity  of 
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mucus  from  the  nose  Feeling  of  obstruction  and  dryness 
in  the  upper  part  of  the  nose,  with  secretion  of  a  quantity 
of  mucus-,  continuing  a  long  while,  (a.  2  d.)  Obstruction 
of  the  nose,  like  dry  coryza.  Hoarseness,  for  8  days.  Ex- 
cessive catarrhal  hoarseness.  Roughness  and  hoarseness 
of  the  throat,  with  sore  feeling  in  the  chest,  (1.  d  )  Scrap- 
ing and  rough  in  the  throat,  some  soreness  and  cough  in 
the  chest,  no  hoarseness,  evening  and  morning.  Tickling 
in  the  throat,  or  chest.  Short,  dry,  hacking  cough  with 
burning  in  the  ihroat.  Dry  cough,  day  and  night,  fatiguing. 
Violent  cough,  as  if  the  sternum  would  break  ;  it  feels  sore- 
and  bruised',  especially  when  talking,  laughing  or  yawn- 
ing. Violent,  panting  cough,  followed  by  an  audible  rumb- 
ling in  the  chest,  from  above  downwards.  Loose  cough, 
(6.  and  7.  d.)  Haemoptysis. 

Chest. — Deep  breathing,  wiih  moaning.  Moaning. 
Oppression  across  the  chest,  in  the  evening,  when  walking 
or  silling.  Asthmatic  pressure  on  the  chest,  in  paroxysms. 
Painful  oppression  of  the  chest,  especially  on  the  right  side. 
Tensive  pain  on  the  sternum,  hindering  breathing,  as  if  the 
pain  came  out  of  the  stomach  ;  the  place  is  painful,  also 
when  touching  it.  Aching  in  the  right  side  of  the  chest, 
becoming  more  and  more  violent,  not  influenced  by  breath- 
ing. Violent  pressure  in  the  sternum,  above  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  from  below  upwards,  in  the  evening.  Aching, 
and  bruised  pain  in  the  left  half  of  the  chest.  Clawing, 
with  pressure,  in  the  chest,  without  any  oppressed  breath- 
ing. Clawing,  with  pressure,  in  the  right  half  of  the  chest, 
increasing  in  violence  during  an  inspiration.  Aching  in 
the  left  half  of  the  chest,  close  to  and  by  the  side  of  the 
spine,  during  an  inspiration.  Stitch  with  pressure,  in  the 
right  half  of  the  chest,  below  the  nipple,  gradually  increas- 
ing and  decreasing.  Drawing  sensation  in  the  right  half 
of  the  chest,  below  the  nipple,  extending  tow  u'ds  the  neck. 
Cutting  pushes  in  the  middle  and  inner  side  of  the  ster- 
num, with  dull  pressure  in  the  posterior  part  of  the  thoracic 
cavity,  general  oppression  of  the  chest  and  tightness  of 
breathing,  the  whole  day,  in  paroxysms.  Tensive  darting,  . 
from  the  left  false  ribs  to  the  right  ribs.  Stilchy  pain  in 
the  chest,  during  violent  motion,  and  during  an  inspiration. 
Stitches  deep  in  the  precordial  region,  extending  as  far  as 
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the  axilla  and  back,  with  stitches  in  the  thigh  extending  to 
the  knee,  when  sitting,  going  off  when  rising,  in  the  even- 
ing,   butches  m  the  region  of  ihc  heart, '  she  had  meat 
trouble  in  raising  herself,  with  arrest  of  breathing,  goin*  off 
by  friction,  (7.  d.)    Fine  stitches  below  the  region  of  the 
heart,  and  afterwards  in  the  region  of  the  left  ribs,  with 
tearing  behind  the  left  car.    Dull  stitch  into  the  Jell  side 
ol  the  chest,  with  cough,  in  the  evening.    Sharp  siitci.es 
in  the  eft  half  of  the  chest,  in  the  region  of  the  lowermost 
true  ribs,  independent  of  breathing.1    Stitches  under  the 
sternum,  close  above  the  pit  of  the  stomach.  Stitches 
between  two  true  ribs  of  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  during 
an  expiration.    Tensive  boring  in  the  chest,  continuimr 
during  an  inspiration  and  expiration.    Soreness  and  cut° 
ling  in  the  chest,  with  desire  to  cough.    The  beats  of 
the  heart,  during  the  nightly  fever,  are  so  violent,  that 
he  feels  them  even  in  his  face.    Boring  stitch  in  the  in- 
tercostal  muscles   of  the  right   side,   independent  of 
breathing,  when  silting.    Prickings  in  the  region  of  the 
true  ribs  of  the  right  side  of  the  chest,  during  an  expira- 
tion, when  sitting.    Slowly  ascending,  broad  stitches,  ex- 
ternally, in  the  sides  of  the  chest.    Fine,  burning  stitches, 
externally  below  the  left  mamma.    Burning  of  the  ouicr 
side  of  the  right  mamma,  also  of  a  small  place  of  the  mid- 
dle of  the  sternum,  wilh  sensation  as  if  something  were 
lodged  there  internally  ;  afterwards  the  burning  gave  place 
to  mere  pricking.    Violent  stitches  in  the  right  nipple. 

Back. — Drawing  burning  along  the  back,  beginning  at 
the  os  coccygis,  as  if  under  the  skin,  (4.  d.)  Aching  pain 
in  the  small  of  the  back,  when  standing  or  sitting7  as  if 
caused  by  long  stooping.  Fine,  drawing  tearing  from  the 
middle  of  the  sacrum  to  the  lumbar  vertebrae.  Frequent 
stitches  in  the  small  of  the  back,  when  stooping  and  rising 
again,  (4.  d.)  Burning  stitch  in  the  os  sacrum,  causing  one 
to  start.  Pain  as  if  sprained,  in  the  back  and  scapula?,  af- 
ter writing  for  a  time  with  the  back  curbed.  Drawing, 
tensive  pain,  alternately  between  the  scapulae  and  the 
lowermost  short  ribs,  without  any  difficulty  of  breathing. 
Pressure  along  the  spine,  when  walking  in  the  open  air  ; 
going  off  when  standing  or  sitting.  Pressure  in  the  mid- 
dle and  left  side  of  the  back,  as  if  from  long  stooping. 
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Stitches  in  ihe  scapulae.  Sharp  stitches  with  fine  drawing 
and  feeling  of  heal  in  the  scapulae.  Painful  stitches  on  the 
left  side  of  the  back,  when  silling.  Violent  stitches  in  the 
left  side  of  the  back,  so  that  she  dared  not  move  ;  the  pain 
was  however  relieved  by  motion.  Violent  stitches  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  right  scapula,  below  the  axilla.  Stitches 
in  the  upper  part  of  the  right  shoulder,  soon  changed  to  a 
sort  of  straining  pain.  Fine  stitches,  with  pressure,  in  the 
lower  border  of  the  right  scapula.  Small  boils  on  the 
back,  with  stitchy  pain  during  motion.  Swelling  of  the 
cervical  glands,  with  tensive  pain  when  turning  the 
head.  Red,  tensive  blotches  on  the  right  side  of  the 
neck. 

Superior  Extremities. — Pressure  on  the  shoulder. 
Tearing  in  the  right  shoulder,  with  pain  when  touching 
the  part.  Burning  stitches  in  the  left  shoulder,  in  the 
evening.  Pain,  as  if  sprained,  in  the  right  shoulder-joint, 
more  during  motion  than  when  at  rest.  Throbbing  in  the 
right  shoulder,  with  paralytic  pain  in  the  part.  The  arms 
are  very  heavy  and  feel  as  if  they  were  full  of  lead, 
when  raising  them.  Cramp  in  the  upper  arm,  when  ex- 
erting the  arm.  Pulsalive,  imermitlent,  violent,  spasms 
of  single  musc.es  of  the  right  upper  arm.  Drawing  in 
the  left,  upper  arm.  Drawing,  tearing  in  the  right  upper 
arm,  when  writing  while  sitting  ;  going  off  during  motion 
and  when  stretching  the  upper  arm.  Tearings,  simulta- 
neously from  the  middle  parts  of  the  upper  and  fore-arm, 
towards  one  another,  (4.  d.)  Tearing  in  both  upper  arms 
and  calves,  (2.  d.)  Paralytic  pain  in  the  middle  of  the 
right  upper  arm,  down  to  the  elbow.  Burning  sensation 
of  the  posterior  muscles  of  the  left  upper  arm,  close  to  the 
elbow-joint.  Drawing  tension  in  the  elbow-joint,  fre- 
quently. Dull  tearing  close  above  the  elbow  and  wrist- 
joints,  more  violent  when  at  rest.  Lancinating,  tearing  in 
the  right  olecranon  process.  Cutting  in  the  elbow-joint, 
more  violent  when  bending  the  arm  ;  diminished  by  ex- 
tending the  arm.  Cramp-like,  heavy  feeling  in  the  fore- 
arm, close  to  the  wrist-joint.  Cramp-pain  in  the  fore-arm, 
when  bending  the  arm.  Drawing,  tearing  in  the  posterior 
muscles  of  the  left  fore-arm,  as  far  as  the  fingers.  Cutting 
tearing  in  the  posterior  muscles  of  the  right  fore-arm,  re- 
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cu  ring  w.th  a  jerk.  Cutting  in  the  right  fore-arm,  in  front 
of  he  elbow-joint,  (immediately.)    Contusivc  pains,  or  as 
f  bruised,  on  the  inner  side  of  the  right  forearm,  worst 
when  at  res  .    Blotches  of  the  slzc  of  Jfl  lhe 

foie-arms  and  elbows   with  violent  itching  and  burning. 
Burning  pain,  externally,  on  the  right  fore-arm.  Cramp 
in  the  palm  of  the  left  hand,  going  off  when  movins 
the  hand.     Drawing  pain  in  the  left   hand.  Arthritic 
tearing  in  the  outer  side  of  the  hand,  behind  the  knuckle 
of  the  little  finger.    Voluptuous  itching,  and  stinging  tick- 
ling in  the  palms  of  the  hand,  obliging  one  to  scratch. 
.Lrup  ion  on  the  hands,  itching  in  the  bed.    Pimples  on 
the  dorsa  of  the  hands  and  fingers,  forming  a  scurf, 
within  24  hours.    Tingling  of  the  fingers  of  the  right 
hand,  as  if  they  had  gone  to  sleep.    Numbness,  coldness, 
and  deadness  of  both  middle-fingers,  at  night.    The  two 
last  fingers  of  the  left  hand  become  rigid,  at  night.  Cramp- 
pain  of  the  ball  of  the  right  thumb,  when  writing,  going  off 
when  moving  the  thumb.    Drawing  tearing,  from  The  mid- 
dle-joint of  the  left  fourth  finger  to  the  metacarpal  bone, 
going  off  by  bending  the  finger,  but  returning  more  vio- 
lently, when  the  finger  is  stretched  and  at  rest.  Culling 
tearing  in  the  ball  of  the  left  little  finger.     Pricking  pain 
in  the  tip  of  the  left  index-finger,  only  when  touching  it 
dwelling  and  redness  of  the  lips  of  the  fingers,  with 
burning  pain. 

Inferior  Extremities.— Continuous  itching  stitch  in 
the  glutei  muscles  of  the  right  side,  itching  still  more  vio- 
lently after  rubbing.  Culling  pinching  in  the  right  hip, 
only  when  silling.  Pain  of  the  muscles  of  the  thighs! 
Spasms  of  single  muscles,  alternately  in  both  thighs.  Pain- 
ful spasm  of  the  muscles  of  the  left  thigh,  when  lying  in 
bed.  Cramp-like  drawing  pain  in  the  left  thigh,  from 
above  downwards,  only  when  silting.  Cramp-like,  con- 
tractive tearing  in  the  anterior  muscles  of  the  left  thigh. 
Stitch-like  pressure  in  the  muscles  of  the  left  thigh,  onlv 
when  silting.  Tearing  in  lhe  left  thigh,  and  the  tibia?, 
when  silling.  Lancinating  tearing,  in  the  right  femur, 
when  walking.  Drawing,  stitching  ache,  in  the  muscles 
of  the  left  thigh,  close  to  the  groin,  when  sitting.  Violent 
burning  stitches  in  the  outer  side  of  the  right  thigh,  when 
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walking  or  silting.     Weakness  of  the  thighs  and  waver- 
ing gait.    A  good  deal  of  itching  of  the  thighs.  Round, 
rough,  itching  herpetic  spots  on  the  inner  side  of  the  thighs. 
The  left  knee  feels  stiff,  when  rising  from  a  seat.  Ten- 
sive pain  In  the  left  knee.     Twitchings  near  the  right  pa- 
tella.   Tearing  in  the  bend  of  the  knee  and  calf,  more  at 
night  and  when  sitting  than  when  walking.     Tearing  in 
the  knee-joints,  when  sitting ;  the  right  knee  feels  as  if  it 
were  being  torn  out.    Tearing  in  the  bend  of  the  knee, 
extending  as  far  as  the  hip,  when  rising  from  a  seat  ;  with 
occasional  stitches  in  the  bend  of  the  knee  ;  worse  when 
bending  the  knee  and  walking,  relieved  when  extending  it 
or  sitting  down.    Lancinating  tearing  in  the  right  knee, 
when  laying  the  left  limb  across  the  right.  Burning,  stitchy 
pain,  externally,  in  the  right  knee.    Pain,  as  if  bruised,  of 
the  right  knee,  only  when  walking  and  going  up  stairs. 
Burning,  itching  of  the  knees,  knuckles  of  the  toes,  and 
toes,  when  dropping  to  sleep.    Swelling  of  the  knees. 
Painful  tension  of  the  left  calf,  near  the  bend  of  the  knee, 
when  sitting.    Drawing  and  tension  in  the  tendo  Achillis, 
when  walking,  the  foot  becoming  so  to  say,  paralysed  by 
it,  and  hindering  walking.    Aching  in  the  left  calf,  at  rest 
and  in  motion.    Cutting  stitches  in  the  right  calf,  when 
silting.    Frequent  tearing  in  both  libiae,  as  high  up  as  the 
knees,  relieved  when  silting.    Tearing  in  the  lower  part 
of  the  right  tibia,  from  above  downwards,  when  sitting. 
Slow,  long  stitches  in  the  tendo  Achillis,  partly  from  with- 
out inwards,  partly  transversely  across,  disturbing  sleep  at 
night,  coming  at  intervals,  and  hindering  walking.  A  good 
deal  of  itching  of  the  calves.    Pain  of  the  left  foot,  as  if  a 
handkerchief  had  been  tied  firmly  around  it.  Cutting 
cramp-pain  in  the  hollow  of  the  right  sole.    Tearing  in  the 
right  sole,  near  ihe  heel,  when  spinning.  Drawing  siitches 
in  the  dorsum  of  the  right  foot,  when  standing,  disappear- 
ing when  walking,  returning  when  silting.  Continuous 
stitch,  with  pressure,  in  the  dorsum  of  the  left  foot,  worst 
when  at  rest.    Stitches,  with  pressure,  in  the  inner  border 
of  the  right  sole,  when  silling;  going  off  when  walking  or 
standing.    Continuous,  itching  stitch  in  the  dorsum  of  the 
left  foot,  worst  when  at  rest.    Pain  in  the  left  sole,  when 
ascending  a  height,  as  if  he  had  wearied  the  foot  by  walk- 
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ing,  extending  from  the  sole  to  the  thigh.  Sore  pain  below 
the  outer  malleolus  of  the  left  foot,  when  at  rest,  the  whole 
night,  aggravated  by  contact  and  by  resting  upon  the  part. 
..Burning  of  the  soles,  when  sitting,  aggravated  by  setting 
the  foot  upon  the  floor.  Tickling  in  the  ball  of  the  left 
heel,  going  off  by  friction.  Digging  (burrowing,)  twitcli- 
ings,  in  the  ball  of  the  right  foot,  when  at  rest.  Itching  of 
the  left  sole,  when  walking  and  when  at  rest.  Violent 
tearings  in  the  right  big  toe,  when  spinning.  Itching  stitch 
in  the  ball  of  the  right  big  toe,  when  at  rest.  Swelling  and 
redness  of  the  tips  of  the  toes,  with  burning  pain.  Sore- 
ness of  the  left  small  toe,  and  feeling  as  if  it  were  swollen. 
Violently  throbbing  pain  in  the  three  middle  toes  of  the  left 
foot,  when  at  rest. 

General  Symptoms. — Stinging  itching  in  various  parts 
of  the  body,  going  off  by  scratching,  in  the  evening.  Titil- 
lating, prickling  itching  of  the  body,  going  off  only  for  a 
short  while  by  friction.  Itching  and  smarting  of  the  back, 
shoulders,  the  whole  body,  mostly  in  the  evening,  afier  ly- 
ing down,  cannot,  be  removed  by  rubbing,  Stitches  in  va- 
rious places  of  the  skin,  sometimes  accompanied  by  burn- 
ing (on  the  right  scapula.)  A  number  of  painful  ulcers  on 
the  skin,  hindering  sitting,  and  lying  down.  The  work- 
men in  the  salt-manufactories,  are  affected  with  putrid 
ulcers  on  the  legs  ;  they  become  dropsical  and  cachectic, 
(from  inhaling  the  vapour  of  the  muriate  of  Magnesia ) 
Burning,  more  around  than  in  the  ulcer ;  after  a  walk,  there 
is  a  sort  of  pulsative  gurgling  in  the  ulcer.  Fetid  odor  of 
the  ulcers,  although  they  are  covered  with  scurf.  The  ir- 
ritability of  the  muscular  fibre  which  had  been  lost  by  al- 
cohol and  opium,  may  be  restored  by  oxygenated  muriatic 
acid.    Dartings  in  all  the  limbs. 

Weakness,  Fits. — Fit  of  anguish,  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  with  replete  abdomen,  as  if  it  woul  1  burst:  ihc 
sweat  dripped  down  from  her  head,  her  arms  sank,  and  she 
became  weak,  like  one  paralytic.  Restlessness.  Pain,  as 
if  bruised,  of  all  the  joints.  Pain  of  the  periosteum  of  all 
the  bones,  as  in  intermittent  fevers.  Laziness,  with  stretch- 
ing, in  the  forenoon.  He  is  not.  willing  or  able  to  move; 
he  wants  to  sit  all  the  time.  He  feels  languid  and  lazy, 
although  he  has  not  walked  any.    Vacillating  gait,  owing 
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to  weakness  of  ihe  thighs.  Great  weakness  of  the  legs, 
she  can  flharcely  sustain  herself,  and  frequently  falls  over. 
Lassitude,  early  in  the  morning,  especially  of  the  lower 
limbs.  Great  lassitude,  immediately  after  a  meal,  going 
off  again  towards  evening.  Feeling  of  lassitude  in  the 
whcle  body.  Great  weariness  in  the  evening,  after  a  walk. 
Great,  weariness  and  drowsiness,  with  dim-sightedness  ; 
she  fell  asleep  while  sitting  at  the  table.  Weary  when 
walking  or  standing  ;  he  fell  asleep  while  sitting  down. 
When  sitting  down,  her  eyes  closed  immediately,  as  from 
weariness  ;  she  became  wide  awake  immediately  after  ris- 
ing. Drowsy,  in  the  afternoon,  (4.  d.)  While  at  his  work, 
his  eyes  close,  from  sleep.  Sleeplessness  before  mid- 
night. Sleeplessness  after  midnight.  He  has  difficulty 
in  falling  asleep  ;  his  sleep  is  light,  and  nevertheless,  he 
has  some  trouble  in  rousing  himself  entirely,  (a.  3  h.) 
Sleeplessness  at  night,  owing  to  great  agitation  of  the 
blood  and  heat,  with  sweat.  Restless  nights.  She  is  pre- 
vented from  sleeping  by  headache  in  the  vertex  and  left 
temple.  Violent  cough  at  3  o'clock  at  night,  with  nausea 
and  vomiting  of  bile.  Empty  eructations  and  colic  at 
night.  Nausea  and  eructations,  in  two  nights,  when  wak- 
ing up.  He  snores  violently  before  midnight,  and  tosses 
about,  but  is  afterwards  rous3d  easily.  At  night,  when 
waking,  he  always  lies  on  his  back.  She  tosses  about  be- 
fore midnight,  and  frequently  talks  aloud  while  asleep,  but 
with  a  bright  tone  of  voice,  still  she  frequently  moans  at 
the  same  time.  He  glides  down  in  his  bed,  and  moans 
and  groans  while  asleep.  Feeling  of  weakness,  at  night, 
when  in  bed,  and  difficulty  of  uniting  one  idea  with  an- 
other. She  wakes  up  every  15  minutes,  owing  to  pain 
which  she  feels  now  in  one,  now  in  another  part,  (4.  d.) 
Frequent  waking,  at  night.  Frequent  waking,  with  toss- 
ing about.  He  wakes  up  every  morning  at  4  o'clock,  and 
is  then  unable  to  fall  asleep  again.  He  is  wide  awake  be- 
fore midnight,  and  is  unable  to  fall  asleep  again,  (4.  d.) 
Qualmishness  and  distension  of  the  abdomen,  early  in  the 
morning  when  in  bed,  relieved  by  emission  of  flatulence, 
after  rising.  Restless,  frequently  disturbed  sleep,  with 
vivid,  anxious  dreams,  and  profuse  sweat  over  and  over 
while  asleep,  except  the  head.  Starting  after  falling  asleep, 
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owing  to  restlessness  in  the  body,  and  especially  the  lower 
limbs.  Dreams,  exciting  anxiety,  grief,  or  joy..  Anxious 
dreams.  Frightful,  vivid  dreams.  Uneasy  dreams,  full  of 
care  and  fear,  with  erection  without,  emission.  She  is  as- 
sailed with  fancies  when  asleep,  as  soon  as  she  has  slept  a 
little.  Voluptuous  dreams,  (the  first  3  d.)  Dream  of  her 
mother's  death,  (4.  n.)  Dreams  about  vermin,  exciting 
shame.    Agreeable  dreams  about  her  home. 

Fever.— He  cannot  get  warm  at  night,  when  in  bed  ;  he 
tosses  about.

face,  no  sweat  or  thirst,  no  dry  mouth,  with  some  inclina- 
tion to  uncover  himself.

Dissolve  the  natrnm  of  the  shops  in  two  parts  of  its 
own  weight  of  distilled,  boiling-hot  water,  fdter  the  solu- 
tion through  blotting  paper  and  cause  it  to  crystallise  in  a 
cellar.  One  grain  of  the  crystals  is  taken  previous  to 
their  spontaneous  reduction  to  powder,  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  the  potencies  by  the  process  of  trituration.

upper  lip  ;  freckles  in  the  face  ;  swelling  of  the  upper

Bitter,  flat  taste,  early  in  the  morning.    Bitter  taste,  sud- 
denly, followed  by  gulping  up  of  bitter  water.  Bitter,  slimy 
taste,  early  in  the  morning,  going  off  after 'eating.  The 
dinner  tastes  bitter,  the  appetite  being  pretty  good.

Stitches  and  drawing  in  the  right 
side  of  the  abdomen,  over  the  hip,  (a-  20  d.)    Stitches  and 
drawing  in  the  left  side  of  the  abdomen,  as  if  from  incar- 
cerated flatulence,  (a.  18  d.)    Tensive  burning  of  a  small 
spot,  on  the  left  side  of  the  umbilicus.    Biting  sensation  in 
the  hypogastrium,  as  of  worms,  (12.  d.)    The  abdomen  is 
painlul  to  the  touch,  and  when  walking.

STOOL.—Has  to  press  hard,  the  first  days,  to  expel  the 
faeces,  although  they  are  not  hard.  Hard  stool.  Frequent, 
unsuccessful  desire.  Desire  for  stool,  frequently  during 
the  day,  partly  ineffectual,  partly  with  s  ight  discharge, 
with  constant  feeling  of  repletion,  (a.  14  d.)  Constant  de- 
sire for  stool,  with  writhing  cutting  m  the  abdomen.  Vio- 
lent desire,  with  discharge  of  a  few  pieces  of  stool  resem- 
bling sheep's  dung,  with  burning.  Stool  first  hard,  then 
soft,  with  burning  in  the  anus,  and  sometimes  with 
bloody  mucus.

Chills  over  the 
whole  body,  from  morning  till  evening,  with  hot  hands, 
cold  cheeks  and  moderately  warm  forehead,  without  any 
thirst.    Shuddering,  in  the  evening,  previous  to  going  to 
bed  ;  when  in  bed,  heat  is  felt  shortly  ;  still  one  cannot 
bear  being  uncovered,  (3.  d.)    Thrills  of  heat,  with  draw- 
ing pain,  from  the  nape  of  the  neck,  over  the  back,  22.  d.) 
frequent  thrills  of  heat,  with  ill  humor,  sadness,  anxiety; 
afterwards  weak  and  weary  for  h  hour.    Short  heat,  with 
weakness,  in  frequent  paroxysms.    Heat  and  sweat  over 
the  whole  body,  without  thirst,  with  general  exhaustion,  in 
any  position  of  the  body.    He  sweats  excessively  durina 
motion,  even  when  ther  weather  is  cool.    Profuse  sweat! 
when  making  but  light  exertions,  especially  on  the  back, 
(25  d.)  Slight  sweat  over  the  body,  especially  the  hands, 
a  37  d.)    Burning  sweat,  especially  on  the  forehead,  in 
the  places  touched  by  the  hat.    Night-sweat,  for  several 
nights.    Profuse  sweat,  the  first  night.    Morning  siveat, 
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Dissolve  four  grains  of  common  salt  in  twelve  grains  of 
distilled  water,  filter  the  solution  through  blotting  paper, 
and  cause  it  to  crystallize  by  a  heat  of  40°  R.  Dynamize 
one  grain  of  the  crystals  in  the  usual  fashion. 

We  have  almost  no  knowledge  of  the  curative  powers 
of  salt.  When  it  has  been  used  for  the  purpose  of  arrest- 
ing hemorrhage,  the  excessive  dose,  a  table-spoonful  at 
once,  did  effect  that  result,  but  it  evidently  acted  as  a 
violent  counter-irritant  upon  the  stomach  and  bowels,  in 
the  same  way  as  a  catapfasm  of  mustard-seed,  when  ap- 
plied upon  the  calves  or  arms,  will  sometimes  produce  a 
sudden,  temporary  cessation  of  toothache. 

If  it  be  true  that  substances  which  are  capable  of  curing 
diseases,  are  on  the  other  hand,  in  all  cases,  capable  of  pro- 
ducing similar  diseases  in  the  healthy  organism,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  comprehend  how  all  nations,  even  savages  and  bar- 
barians, should  have  used  salt  in  large  quantities  without 
experiencing  any  deleterious  effects  from  that  mineral. 
It  is  true  that  Lind  traces  the  scurvy  on  board  ships 
to  the  use  of  salt  meat ;  but  this  explanation  is  incomplete, 
inasmuch  as  a  number  of  other  causes  are  instrumental 
in  developing  that  disease. 

Considering  that  salt,*  when  ordinarily  used,  has  no  per- 
nicious effect  upon  the  organism,  we  ought  not  to  expect 
any  curative  influence  from  that  substance.  Nevertheless, 
salt  contains  the  most  marvellous  curative  powers  in  a 

latent  state.  ,  f 

The  transmutation,  by  means  of  the  peculiar  mode  ot 
preparation  adopted  in  homoeopathy,  of  a  substance  like 
salt  which  is  apparently  inert  in  its  crude  state,  into  a 
heroic  medicine,  the  use  of  which  requires  the  greatest

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discrimination,  is  one  of  the  most  convincing  proofs,  even 
to  the  most  prejudiced,  of  the  fact  that  the  peculiar  pro- 
cesses of  trituration  and  succussion  resorted  to  in  homoeo- 
pathy, bring  to  light  a  new  world  of  powers  which  Nature 
keeps  latent  in  crude  substances.  Those  processes 
operate,  so  to  say,  a  new  creation  !

Camphor  is  a  very  weak  antidote  against  the  excessive 
action  of  Natrum  ;  frequent  smelling  of  spir.  nit.  didc. 
relieves  the  effects  of  Nat.  much  better. 

This  drug  is  recommended  by  Rummel  against  pro- 
tracted cases  of  Chlorosis,  with  deficient  nutrition,  and 
dirty,  flaccid,  torpid  skin  ;  by  Hartmann  against  urticaria; 
by  Schmidt  against  scorbutic  dyscrasia  of  the  blood  ;  by 
Thorer  against  quotidian,  tertian  and  quartan  fever ;  by 
Neumann  against  inveterate  quotidian  fevers  ;  by  Hartlaub 
against  intermittent  fevers ;  by  Gross  against  nervous 
fevers  with  great  weakness,  dryness  of  the  tongue  and 
great  thirst ;  in  the  Homoeop.  Gazette  against  vertigo 
caduca  ;  by  Gross  against  headache  with  nausea  ;  and  like- 
wise "against  lancinating,  boring,  throbbing  toothache  in 
hollow  teeth  ;  not  bearing  the  open  air  or  contact,  worst  at 
night,  arresting  the  breathing  and  relieved  by  sitting  up ;

Not 
disposed  to  work,  although  he  is  disposed  to  intense  reflec- 
tion. Scratching  his  head  with  impatience.  Hurriedness. 
Anxious  hurriedness.   Great  excitation,  followed  by  going

to  sleep  and  deadncss  of  the  limbs.  Great  irritation,  (im- 
mediately.) Want  of  discretion.  Want  of  independence 
of  character.  His  mind  is  very  much  affected  by  a  mere 
conversation.  Great  tendency  to  start.  In  the  evening 
he  started  with  fright  and  became  almost  paralyzed  in 
consequence  ;  after  this  lie  felt  horrified  and  apprehended 
misfortune.  Very  much  out  of  humour,  peevish  and  taci- 
turn.

Keel- 
ing as  if  caused  by  vertigo,  going  and  coming,  especially 
when  moving  the  head,  resembling  a  push  from  the  vertex 
to  the  forehead,  depriving  him  of  his  senses  for  moments. 
Feeling  of  vertigo,  as  if  she  were  thrown  over,  (3.  d.) 
Vertigo,  early  in  the  rftorning,  when  rising  in  the  bed, 
like  a  swoon  ;  she  lost  her  senses,  and  she  had  to  lie  down 
attain.    Vertigo  when  rising  from  the  bed  and  when  walk- 
ing.   Vertigo\vhen  turning  about,  (4.  d.)    Vertigo  when 
walking,  (1.  d.)    Every  thing  before  her  turned  in  a  cir- 
cle when  walking.   Vertigo,  pressing  the  head  downwards 
when  silting.    Headache  when  turning  the  body.  Head- 
ache in  the  forehead,  when  sneezing  and  afterwards. 
Headache  from  sneezing  and  coughing,  disappearing  im- 
mediately by  pressing  the  head  together.  Headache  when 
making  a  violent  bodily  exertion.    Pain  in  the  forehead 
during  rapid  motions.    Headache  from  cold  air.  Head- 
ache disappearing  when  walking.    Headache,  early  in  the 
morning  when  in  bed,  going  off  after  walking,  for  several 
mornings.    Heaviness  of  the  head,  in  the  morning  after 
waking,  with  giddiness  and  obtusion.    Great  heaviness  of 
the  head,  especially  when  talking  or  reflcciing.  Heavi- 
ness and  aching  in  the  forehead,  above  both  eyes,  (13.  d.) 
Dull,  stupefying  headache,  early  in  the  morning  after 
ivaking  until  noon.    The  head  feels  soft,  like  a  mealy 
apple,  without  any  particular  pain.    Dull  headache,  al- 
most constantly.    Dull  pressing  in  the  forehead,  with 
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gloominess.  Troublesome  sensalion  as  if  something  had 
got  out  of  place  in  the  brain,  in  the  forenoon,  especially 
when  turning  the  head,  (22.  d.)  Headache  with  nausea 
from  morning  till  evening.  Headache  with  nausea,  and 
pressure  in  the  forehead,  increasing  from  afternoon  till 
bed-lime.  Violent  head-ache  with  nausea  ;  she  had  to  lie 
down,  and  when  raising  herself,  she  came  near  vomiting 
and  fainting  ;  the  slightest  step  resounded  through  her 
head  ;  at  8  o'clock  in  the  evening  her  pain  had  gone,  but 
a  weakness  in  the  head  remained.  Oppressive  headache. 
Pressure  above  the  eye  and  in  the  temple,  with  obtusion 
of  the  head,  (2.  d.)  Aching  over  the  left  eye.  Pressure 
in  the  occiput,  (6.  d.)  Aching  in  the  forehead,  (in  a  few 
hours.)  Aching,  uninterruptedly,  in  the  forehead  and  'on 
the  vertex.  Sore  pressure  in  and  above  the  forehead. 
Hard  pressure  in  the  forehead  and  the  temporal  bones, 
when  walking  in  the  open  air.  Dull  pressure  in  the  fore- 
head and  eyes,  as  if  the  head  had  gone  to  sleep,  when 
leaning  it  upon  the  arm.  Pressure  in  the  brain,  through  the 
eyes,  relieved  by  pressing  upon  the  head.  Pressure,  and 
pushing  headache,  in  the  forehead.  Pressing  and  pushing 
of  the  brain  through  the  skull,  in  the  temple,  forehead, 
and  ears,  (3.  d.)  Pushing  pain,  as  if  the  head  would 
burst.  Compression  from  both  temples,  as  if  the  head 
were  pressed  between  two  hard  planes,  (3.  d.)  Com- 
pression of  the  brain  from  all  sides,  with  heaviness  of  the 
head.  Compression  in  the  temples,  especially  when  read- 
ing or  writing,  with  pressure  on  the  vertex.  Compression 
of  the  skull,  and  pressure  in  the  middle  of  the  head. 
Contractive  pain  in  the  whole  brain,  early  in  the  morning. 
Contractive  sensation,  twice,  in  the  occiput,  behind  the 
ears,  with  stitches  in  the  head.  Feeling  of  tension  in  the 
brain,  increasing  more  and  more,  after  an  affecting  fare- 
well. Tension  in  the  left  temple,  as  if  it  were  full,  more 
in  the  evening  than  morning.  Fulness  in  the  head,  press- 
ing the  eyes  out,  as  it  were.  Drawing  pain,  in  the  outer 
parts  of  the  head,  from  one  side  above  the  cheek,  towards 
the  cuspid atus.  Fine  drawing  pain  from  the  root  of  the 
nose  upwards,  with  heaviness  of  the  head.  Fine  drawing 
and  jerking  in  the  forehead,  to  and  fro,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, when  rising.    Stitches  in  the  head.    Stitches  in  the 
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occiput,  as  with  knives.    Stitching  pain  over  the  forehead 
Stitches  from  the  forehead  to  the  occiput,  depriving  her  of 
all  appetite.    Stitches  on  the  vertex,  going  oft  when  lean- 
ing the  head  on  something.    Stitch  through  the  head  as 
with  a  knife,  from  behind  forwards,  when  entering  the 
room  from  the  open  air.    Fine  stitches  in  the  vertex,  with 
burning.    Fine  painful  stitches  in  the  parietal  bone  and 
forehead.  Fine  prickings  above  the  forehead.    Dull  stitch 
from  the  vertex  through  the  brain,  as  far  as  the  palate. 
Dull,  stitching  pain  in  the  parietal  bone,  evening,  when 
ealino-.    Dull,  stitching  pain  in  the  left  side  oi  the  head, 
as  if  from  a  nail,  at  night.    Dull,  stitching  pain    and  it 
gnawin<r  the  bone,  in  different  parts  of  the  head.  Stitches 
about,  the  head,  between  the  right  occipital  protuberance 
and  the  mastoid  process.    Boring  pain  in  the  side  ot  the 
head  and  occiput.  Throbbing  pain  in  the  forehead,  (15.  d.) 
Violently  throbbing  headache,  with  heat  in  the  head  and 
countenance,  and  nausea  and  vomiting,  (17.  d.)  Feeling 
of  looseness  in  the  left  side  of  the  forehead,  with  dull, 
stitching  pain.    The  brain  feels  loose  ;  stitches  in  the 
temples  when  shaking  the  head.    Concussion  in  the  brain, 
when  running  fast,  resembling  a  momentary  jerk  or  pres- 
sure.   The  headache  in  the  fore  part  of  the  head  is  mo- 
mentarily exacerbated  by  knitting  the  brow  ;  the  frontal 
bone  is  then  sore  to  the  touch.    Congestion  of  blood  to 
the  head,  with  sweat  of  the  forehead,  at  noon.    Much  heat 
in  the  head  and  face,  after  noon.    Heat  in  the  head,  with 
inclination  to  cool  it  by  dipping  it  into  cold  water.

Sensation  as  of  the  head 
being  surrounded  with  a  cord,  (16.  d.)    Involuntary  nod- 
ding of  the  head  forwards.    Short  burning  in  top  of  the 
head.    Cold  feeling  on  the  vertex,  with  painful  sensitive- 
ness of  the  scalp  and  closing  of  the  eyelids.    The  head 
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is  liable  to  cold,  he  has  to  wrap  it  up  constantly.  When  he 
leaves  the  head  uncovered  in  day-time,  he  has  a  nightly  ob- 
struction of  the  nose.  Sweat  in  daytime,  only  in  the  morn- 
ing, when  rising  from  the  bed.  Sweat  about  the  head,  at 
night,  when  waking  Itching  of  the  hairy  scalp  and  nape  of 
the  neck.  Itching  of  the  hairy  scalp  and  the  region  of  the 
Whiskers.  Itching  eruption  on  the  hairy  border  of  the  nape 
of  the  neck,  and  the  temples,  likewise  in  the  eyebrows. 
Scurf  on  the  head.  Small,  hard  blotch  in  the  middle  of  the 
forehead  and  nape  of  the  neck,  burning  and  painful  to  the 
touch.  Rash  on  the  forehead,  perceived  only  by  touching  it. 
Rough  skin  of  the  temples.  The  hairy  scalp  smells  badly, 
musty  ;  the  hairs  stick  together.  Falling  off  of  the  hair. 
1  he  hairs  come  off  when  merely  touching  them,  even  those 
of  the  whiskers;,  (2.  d.) 

Eyes.— The  margin  of  the  left  orbit  is  painful  as  if  con- 
tused, when  touching  it.    Sensation  as  if  sand  were  in  the 
eyes  early  in  the  morning.    Pain  of  the  eyes  as  if  some 
foreign  body  had  got  into  it.    Tension  in  the  eyes.  Pres- 
sure above  the  right  eye,  as  if  there  were  a  swelling,  in- 
creased by  raising  the  eyebrows,  for  a  day  and  a  half. 
Pressure  in  the  eye,  during  twilight.    Aching  in  the  eye- 
lids.   Pressure  in  the  eye,  when  looking  at  a  thing  intent- 
ly.   Ilching  of  the  eyes  in  the  inner  canthus,  and°lachry- 
malion.    Ilching  of  \he  eyes,  he  has  to  rub  them.  Itchina 
of  the  outer  canthus  of  the  left  eye,  (a.  -h  h.)    Violent  itch- 
ing of  the  left  inner  canthus.     Itching  stitching  pain  un- 
der the  left,  eye,  (a.  10  h.)    Stitches  in  the  right  eye,  (7. 
14.  d.)    Stitches  in  the  canthi,  (a.  4  h.)    Boring  pain  in 
the  eye.    Pain  as  from  excoriation  in  the  eyes.  Burning 
pain  in  the  eye,  at  a  small  point.    Violent  burning  of  the 
eyes  in  the  evening,  (17.  d.)    Dry  burning  of  the  eyes,  in 
the  evening,  when  writing.    Burning  in  'the  inner  can- 
thus.    Redness  of  ihe  eyes,  with  lachrymation,  (3.4.  d.) 
Redness  and  inflammation  of  the  white* of  the  eye,  with 
sensation  as  if  the  eyeballs  were  too  large  and  pressed. 
Inflammation  of  the  eyes  and  lachrymation  from  every  lit- 
tle breeze.    Soreness  of  the  right  lower  eyelid.  Conti- 
nued ulceration  and  great  redness  of  the  lower  eyelids. 
Large  stye  in  the  inner  canthus  of  the  right  eye.  Pimple 
on  the  margin  of  the  lower  eyelid,  not  in  the  Meibomian 
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glands.  Lachrymation  in  the  open  air.  Acrid  tears  in  the 
eyes,  early  in  the  morning.     Acrid  tears,  making  the 
canlhus  red  and  sore.  Agglutination  of  the  eye  in  the  morn- 
ing.   Dry  feeling  in  the  eyes,  as  after  long  weeping,  (when 
riding  in  a  carriage.)    Feeling  of  dryness,  in  the  evening, 
in  the  inner  canlhi,  wilh  pressure.    Drawing  in  the  eyes, 
frequently  during  the  day,  afterwards  violent  itching  of  the 
samc.'obliging  one  to  rub  them.    Darting  in  the  outer  can- 
thus  of  the  left  eye,  especially  in  the  evening,  (4.  d.)  Tre- 
mor of  the  upper  and  lower  eyelid,  for  some  weeks.  Vio- 
lent sense  as  of  twitching  of  the  eyes.    When  she  is  on 
the  point  of  dropping  to  sleep,  the  right  eyelid  is  spasmodi- 
cally drawn  up  again,  with  an  aching  pain ;  this  done,  the 
lid  trembles.    Spasmodic  closing  of  the  eyelids,  early  in 
the  morning,  when  rising,  at  twilight  and  night;  she  feels 
the  contraction  even  when  leaving  the  eyes  closed.  Dim 
eyes.    Dimsightedness,  in  the  morning.    Dimness,  as  if 
the  eyes  were  covered  with  mucus.    Dimness  and  obscu- 
ration of  sight.  Dimness  of  sight,  as  if  he  looked  through 
a  dim  glass.    Gauze  before  the  eyes.    All  objects  seem  lo 
him  covered  wilh  a  thin  veil.     Unsteady  look,  things  be- 
come confused  when  looking  at  them.    The  letters  and 
sewing  stitches  become  blurred  when  looking  at  them.  In

the  morning  the  eyes  remain  dim  for  a  time.  When  look- 
ing at  while  objects,  they,  are  seen  as  through  moths. 
Vanishing  of  sight.  His  sight  vanishes  when  reading  or 
writing;  in  the  right  eye  he  feels  a  pressure,  extending  in- 
to the  head  ;  this  disappears  after  walking  for  a  long  time. 
Only  one-half  of  the  objects  is  visible,  the  other  dark.  Short- 
sightedness, (4.  9.  d.)  Sensation  as  of  a  rain  being  before 
her  eyes.  She  becomes  long-sighted.  A  small  fiery  point 
before  her  eye,  ivhich  remains  wherever  she  may  look. 
Fiery  points  before  the,  eyes*  when  walking  in  the  open 
air.  She  sees  a  fiery  zigzag  appearance  around  all  things. 
A  number  of  light  and  dark  points  before  her  eyes. 

Ears  — Otalgia,  going  and  coming.  Otalgia  behind  and 
in  the  right  ear.  Pressure  behind  the  ear,  when  drinking 
fast,  (3.  d.)  Stitches  in  the  ears,  in  the  forenoon,  when 
sitting  quietly,  (2.  d.)  Drawing  stitches  in  the  right  ear. 
Dull  drawing  and  stitching  pain  in  the  ear,  and  thence  down 
the  throat,  as  far  as  the  shoulder-joint.    Digging  (grinding) 
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stitching  pain  in  the  right  ear,  during  and  between  the  acts 
of  deglutition.  An  aching  pain  in  the  teeth  moves  into  the 
ear,  with  many  stitches.  Continuous  itching  stitch  in  the 
right  lobule.  Itching  of  the  interior  of  the  right  ear.  Itch- 
ing of  the  lobule.  Itching  behind  the  ear,  and  afterwards 
burning  for  a  long  time.  Hot  ear  or  lobule  for  several 
days.  Heat  of  the  left,  weak  ear,  for  several  evenings. 
Redness,  heat  and  swelling  of  the  left  concha,  with  burn- 
ing pain.  Swelling  of  the  meatus  auditorius  and  discharge 
from  the  ear.  Running  of  the  ear,  for  many  days.  Itch- 
ing, rash-like  eruption  behind  the  ear,  for  some  days,  (21. 
d.)  Small  pimples  behind  the  left  ear,  (16.  d.)  Deaf- 
ness, (7.  d.)  Hard  hearing,  (6.7.  17.  d.)  A  shock  in  the 
left  ear,  followed  by  tingling  for  a  long  time.  Singing  in 
the  left  ear,  (immediately.)  Buzzing  in  the  ears,  early 
when  waking.  Humming  in  the  ears,  early,  when  in 
bed,  and  when  sitting.  Sudden  rushing  through  the 
ears.  Painless  cracking  in  the  ear,  when  chewing. 
Fluttering  in  the  left  ear  as  of  a  butterfly,  at  dinner. 

Nose. — When  blowing  the  nose,  a  place  near  the  root 
of  the  nose  in  the  canthus,  (the  lachrymal  sac  ?)  becomes 
inflated  with  air  and  painful,  sore  to  the  touch,  (2.  d.) 
Twitchings  of  the  muscles  on  the  left  side  of  the  root  of 
the  nose.  Boring  pain  in  the  nasal  bones,  especially  in  the 
root  of  the  nose  and  towards  the  malar  bone.  Burning  in 
the  nose  (and  eyes.)  Redness,  heat  and  swelling  of  the 
left  wing  of  the  nose  ;  with  sore  pain,  especially  when 
blowing  the  nose,  (2.  d.)  Inflammation  and  swelling  of  the 
left  half  of  the  nose,  with  itching,  soreness  to  the  touch, 
and  sensation  as  if  the  left  nostril  were  narrower,  (24.  d.) 
Internal  soreness  of  the  nose.  Soreness  and  swelling  of 
the  interior  of  the  wings  of  the  nose,  and  many  pimples  on 
them.  Insensibility  and  deadness  of  the  interior  of  one- 
half  of  the  nose.  Itching  in  the  right  nostril,  as  if  a  worm 
would  bore  through  it.  Itching  of  the  left  wing  of  the 
nose.  White  pimples  around  the  nose.  A  number  of 
erosive  vesicles  on  the  root  of  the  nose,  forming  scurfs; 
Small,  burning  pimples  under  the  septum,  with  sensation 
as  if  an  acrid  fluid  were  dropping  out  of  the  nose,  (4.  d.) 
She  blows  out  a  quantity  of  coagulated  blood.  Bleeding 
of  the  nose,  frequently.  Violent  bleeding  of  the  nose,  when 
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coughing  at  night,  with  bruised  pain  of  all  the  limbs.  Bleed- 
ing of  the  nose,  when  stooping. 

Face. — Aching  in  the  malar  bones  and  near  the  ear. 
Drawing  pain  in  the  right  malar  bone.  Bruised  pain  in 
the  zygoma,  especially  when  touching  it.  Visible  twitch- 
ing of  the  muscles  of  the  face.  Face  shining  as  from 
grease.  Livid  face.  Yellowish  complexion  with  much 
pain  in  the  abdomen.  Redness  of  the  left  cheek,  every 
day,  especially  afternoon.  Much  heat  in  the  face.  Swell- 
ing of  the  left  side  of  the  face  and  lips.  Itching  of  the 
region  of  the  whiskers.  Pimples  in  the  face.  Pimples 
on  forehead  and  nose,  (a.  7  d.)  Ulcer  on  the  left  cheek. 
Boil  over  the  eye,  discharging  much  pus.  Falling  off 
of  the  hairs  in  the  region  of  the  ivhiskers. 

Mouth. — Numbness  and  tingling  of  the  lips,  especially 
evening.  Lancinating  pain  from  the  upper  lip  across  the 
cheek,  into  the  ear.  Burning  of  the  vermilion-border  of 
the  upper  lip.  Sore  feeling  of  the  corners  of  the  mouth 
when  opening  it.  Swelling  of  the  lower  lip  and  tip  of 
the  tongue,  with  violent  burning,  waking  him  from  sleep 
at  night.  Swelling  round  about  the  lips,  with  large 
vesicles,  the  vermilion  border '  being  sore  and  ulcerated, 
and  the  tongue  being  covered  with  smarting  vesicles. 
Eruption  on  the  vermilion  border  of  the  lips,  smarting  as  if 
excoriated.  A  number  of  vesicles  on  the  vermilion  border 
of  the  lower  lip.  burning  and  smarting  when  the  lips  become 
moist.  Vesicles,  forming  scurfs,  on  the  vermilion  border 
of  the  lower  lip.  Small,  painful  pimple  on  the  upper 
lip,  below  the  septum,  (2.  d.)  Small  pimples  around  the 
mouth  form  a  kind  of  herpes,  which  becomes  covered 
with  scurf,  detaching  itself  in  a  few  days,  but  leavino-  a 
red  spot  for  two  weeks  after,  (a.  6.  d.)  Eruption  in  both 
corners  of  the  mouth,  (25.  d.)  Small,  ulcerated  pimple 
in  the  right  corner  of  the  mouth,  especially  painful  when 
touched,  (3.  d.)  Ulcerated  corner  of  the  mouth.  Peeling 
off  of  the  vermilion  border  of  the  upper  lip.  Dry,  chapp- 
ed hps.  The  lower  lip  becomes  chapped  and  peels  off, 
in  the  evening  ;  it  becomes  very  painful  and  sensitive, 
and  becomes  chapped  in  the  middle  when  sneezing 
Deep,  painful  fissure  in  the  middle  of  the  upper  lip 
Ked,  itching  spot  on  the  chin,  becoming  ulcerated  after 
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friction.  Itching,  miliary  eruption  on  the  chin,  for  some 
days. 

Jaws  and  Teeth. — The  lower  jaw  is  painful  to  the 
touch.  Compressive  pain  in  the  articulation  of  the  jaw, 
in  front  of  the  ear,  most  violent  when  opening  the  mouth 
very  widely.  Drawing  pain  in  the  lower  jaw,  (10.  d.) 
Tearing  in  the  lower  jaw,  extending  as  far  as  the  temple, 
likewise  in  the  parotid  and  sub-maxillary  glands,  with 
occasional  boring  and  pinching  in  indurated  glands,  worse 
at  night ;  she  had  to  bandage  her  cheek,  to  alleviate  her 
sufferings.  Dull  stitches  in  the  articulation  of  the  jaw. 
The  sub-maxillary  glands  are  painful  when  stooping.  Pain 
of  the  sub-maxillary  glands,  as  if  squeezed,  contused  or 
swollen,  (a.  30  h.)  Toothache,  with  swelling  of  the 
cheeks,  for  many  days.  The  teeth  are  very  sensitive  to 
cold.  Intense  toothache  when  drawing  in  air.  Pain  of 
the  teeth  when  touching  them  with  the  tongue  while  chew- 
ing. Pain  of  the  teeth  as  if  something  were  lodged  in 
them  which  desires  to  get  out.  Toothache  in  an  empty 
socket  and  the  adjoining  teeth,  the  pain  being  relieved  by 
touching  or  pressing  upon  the  parts.  Pressure  and  push- 
ing in  the  upper  teeth,  for  some  hours.  Dull  pressure  in 
a  hollow  tooth.  Pressure  and  breathing  sensation  in  the 
teeth  coming  from  the  left  malar  bone,  with  sensation  as 
if  he  were  unable  to  establish  contact  between  more  than 
a  portion  of  the  teeth  of  the  upper  and  lower  row.  Break- 
ing, stretching  and  drawing  in  a  hollow  molar  tooth,  and 
thence  extending  to  the  throat  and  fauces,  so  that  she  is 
neither  able  to  open  her  mouth,  nor  to  swallow,  nor  to  utter 
a  loud  word  ;  the  pain  extends  also  to  the  ear,  where  one 
experiences  an  itching  and  stinging  sensation  ;  worst  in 
the  evening  and  before  midnight.  Dull  drawing  in  the 
teeth.  Drawing  toothache  after  a  meal  and  at  night,  fol- 
lowed by  swelling  of  the  cheeks.  Violent  drawing  in  the 
right  row.  Drawing  toothache,  with  stitches,  extending 
even  into  the  eye,  every  other  day.  Stitches,  only  in  the 
hollow  or  corroded  teeth.  Stitching  pain,  now  in  one, 
now  in  another  tooth,  one  hour  every  forenoon.  Stitches 
in  the  teeth  and  side  of  the  head,  with  stitches  through  the 
ears,  from  morning  till  evening,  (10.  d.)  Stitching  and 
throbbing  pain  in  an  anterior  tooth.    Throbbing  toothache, 
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afterwards  drawing  extending  into  the  car,  as  if  something 
would  get  out  there,  with  much  heat  in  the  face  and  swell- 
ing of  the  gums  ;  the  teeth  being  higher  and  elongated, 
after  midnight.     Throbbing  pain  and  burning  boring  in 
an  anterior  tooth.    Throbbing  and  boring  in  the  teeth. 
Boring  in  a  tooth.    Sore  pain  in  the  teeth.    Numbness  of 
the  teeth  when  pressing  upon  them  ;  they  feel  elongated, 
and  as  if  they  did  not  correspond  with  one  another. 
Loose  teeth.    Looseness  and  pain  of  the  anterior  teeth. 
Dulness  of  the  teeth.    Increase  of  the  decay  of  the  teeth 
Ulcer  of  a  tooth  on  the  inner  side  of  the  right  jaw,  more 
painful  between  than  during  the  acts  of  eating,  (7.  d.) 
Extreme  sensitiveness  of  the  gums  to  cold  and  warm 
things.    The  gums  are  exceedingly  sensitive  ;  touching 
them  with  the  tongue,  excites  a  slinging  pain.  Drawing 
pain  in  the  gums,  now  in  the  upper,  now  in  the  lower  jaw, 
the  gums  swell  and  are  very  painful  to  the  touch.  Inflam- 
mation and  swelling  of  the  gums,  with  swelling  of  the 
cheeks.

Pharynx  and  (EsoPiiAGUs.-Sore  throat  as  if  the  sub- 
maxillary  glands  were  swollen,  without,  however,  any 
actual  swelling.    Sore  throat,  worse  morning  and  evel 
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ing.    Sore  throat,  as  if  a  plug  were  lodged  in  the  throat, 
during  deglutition.    Sensation  as  of  a  plug  being  lodged 
in  the  throat,  also  between  the  acts  of  deglutition,  and  as 
if  the  parts  were  raw,  with  burning  pain  and  an  anxious 
sensation,  as  if  the  throat  would  close  by  swelling.  Spasm 
in  the  pharynx  ;  when  swallowing,  she  found  it  very  diffi- 
cult to  get  the  food  either  lower  down,  or  to  bring  it  up 
again,  so  that  she  came  near  suffocating.

Putrid  taste  and  smell  in  the  mouth.    Sour  taste  in  the 
mouth,  early  in  the  morning.    Thirst,  but  almost  no  de- 
sire for  drink.    Much  thirst,  in  the  evening,  (3.  d.)  Beer 
tastes  flat  and  watery  in  the  evening.    Putrid  taste  of 
water.

Eructation  after  eating  bread  for  24 
hours.  Long  after-taste  of  the  food  after  a  meal,  espe- 
cially when  the  food  was  acidulated.  Long  after-taste  of 
the  food  after  taking  it,  or  he  has  the  smell  of  the  food  in 
nis  nose.   Hiccough  after  a  meal.  Pressure  and  repletion

Hard  stool 
every  other  day  ;  she  has  to  press  hard,  (a.  15  d.)  Hard 
stool,  every  two  or  three  days,  with  exertion,  and  frequently 
after  unsuccessful  desire.  Hard,  dry  stool.  Frequent, 
small  stools  a  day.  Irregular,  unsufficient  stool.  Violent 
desire  for  stool,  without  evacuation,  (a  36  h.)  Frequent 
desire  for  stool,  with  only  a  small  quantity  of  faeces,  (b\  d.)

Itching  and  tingling  of  the  glans;  he  is  obliged  to 
scratch.  Itching  of  the  tip  of  the  glans,  with  desire  to  scratch. 
Redness  of  the  tip  of  the  glans.  Great  itching,  and  hu- 
midity of  the  corona  glandis.  Some  red  spots  upon  the 
glans.  Retraction  of  the  prepuce  behind  the  glans  ;  feel- 
ing of  rubbing  dryness  upon  the  glans,  touching  the  clothes. 
Pinching  in  the  testicles.  Drawing-aching  in  the  testicles, 
commencing  at  the  abdominal  ring.  Relaxed  scrotum,  for 
several  days,  (a.  20  d.)  Violent  itching  of,  and  under  the 
scrotum,  and  of  the  left  thigh,  at  a  red,  inflamed  place. 
Soreness  near  the  scrotum,  on  the  thigh.  Itching,  circum- 
scribed, humid  herpes  on  the  scrotum,  and  on  the  thigh  op- 
posite. Feeling  of  weakness  in  the  genital  parts.  Dor- 
mant state  of  the  sexual  instinct.  Feeble  sexual  desire,  and 
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retarded  emission  during  an  embrace,  (a.  13  d.)  Exces- 
sive sexual  desire,  erections  and  voluptuous  feeling  during 
an  embrace  for  the  first  12  days;  all  these  symptoms  di- 
minish so  much  more  afterwards.    Lewdness,  in  the  even- 
ing when  in  bed.    Sudden  sexual  desire  when  sitting  ; 
going  off  when  walking  about.    The  sexual  desire  is  ra- 
ther physically  excited,  (a.  8  d.)    No  erection  or  pollution 
for  five  weeks.

He  feels  very  much 
fatigued  by  an  embrace,  which  he  had  not  enjoyed  for  a 
ong  time  previous  ;  in  the  subsequent  night,  he  had  a  pol- 
lution which  exhausted  him  considerably,  (a.  56  d^  A 
pollution  5  hours  after  an  embrace,  (a.  18  d.)    A  pollution 
shortly  after  an  embrace  ;  another  three  nights  after  After 
an  embrace  he  feels  a  sharp  stitching  in  the  urethra  after 
micturition,  (9.  d.)    Pollutions  bring  on  coldness  in  the 
joints,  and  weakness.    Cutting  in  the  urethra  after  a  pol- 
lution.   When  thinking  of  bad  things,  he  loses  a  quantity 
of  prostatic  juice,  without  his  fancy  or  his  genital  organs 
being  excited,  and  without  erection.    Pressing  and  push- 
ing from  the  side  of  the  abdomen  towards  the  genital  or- 
gans, early  in  the  morning  ;  she  had  to  sit  down  quietly  to 
prevent  a  prolapsus  uteri.    Dryness  of  the  vagina  and 
painful  embrace  (secondary  effect?)     Shortly  after  an 
embrace  she  feels  easy  and  light-hearted,  but  in  a  little 
while  she  becomes  irritable  and  is  out  of  humor.

The  menses  last  only  3  days,  fol- 
lowed by  obtusion  of  the  head,  and  a  considerable  conges- 
tion of  blood  to  the  head.  The  menses  are  only  one-third 
as  profuse  as  usual,  but  they  appear  at  the  proper  lime,  (5. 
d.)  The  menses  are  scanty  on  the  first  and  second  day  ; 
on  the  third  day,  they  are  very  profuse,  with  pain  in  the  ab- 
domen as  if  sore.  Retention  of  the  otherwise  regular  men- 
ses for. 8  weeks,  (a.  14  d.)  Primary  effect :  shortening  of 
the  menses  ;  secondary  :  extension.  The  menses  appear 
in  IS  days,  then  in  7  weeks;  after  this  period  they  cease 
to  flow.

She  feels  anxious  and  fainting 
during  the  menses,  the  pelvis  feeling  cold,  with  much  in- 
ternal heat  generally.  Heat  in  the  face,  during  ihe  men- 
ses, in  the  evening.  Tearing  toothache  during  the  menses, 
with  stitches,  upon  cold  air  entering  ihe  mouth.  Heavi- 
ness in  the  abdomen  during  ihe  menses.  Frequent  burn- 
ing and  culling  in  the  hypogaslrium,  during  micturition, 
and  when  sitting  at  the  table  during  dinner.    Violent  fever 
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during  the  menses,  after  its  appearance,  at  night,  with  vio- 
lent thirst  and  total  want  of  sleep.  Hard  stool  during  the 
menses.  Obtusion  and  heaviness  of  the  head  after  the 
menses,  as  if  from  congestion  of  blood  to  the  head.  Im- 
potence after  the  menses,  aversion  to  an  embrace,  and  dry 
vagina,  with  pain  during  an  embrace,  (12.  d.)  Leucor- 
rhcea, at  night.  Leucorrhcea  after  colic,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, as  if  the  menses  would  come,  contractive  and  pressing 
downwards.  Profuse  leucorrhcea,  (a.  4  h.  and  2  d.)  Leu- 
corrhcea, causing  an  itching  in  the  pudendum.  Greenish 
leucorrhcea,  especially  when  walking.  Erosive  pain  dur- 
ing leucorrhcea. 

Cold,  Catarrh. — Frequent  sneezing,   several  days.

.Larynx,  Frachea.— Dryness  of  the  larynx,  early  in 
the  morning,  when  rising.  Scraping  sensation  in  the 
larynx,  rough  vo.ee,  (a.  20  h.)  Continual  scraping  in  the 
middle  of  the  chest.  Rough  voice,  with  obstruction  of 
he  nose  as  in  dry  coryza  and  some  sneezing  Violent 
hoarseness  (the  first  days.)  Hoarseness,  early  in  the 
morning  after  a  sound  sleep,  with  a  quantity  of  mucus  in 
the  throat,  and  cough.  Catarrh  and  cough  with  ti.illation, 
as  if  he  had  caught  cold.  Cough  from  liullalion  in  the  pi 
of  he  stomach,  with  asthma.  Rough,  hoarse,  dry  and 
hacking  cough  Desire  to  cough  brought  on  by  empty 
deglutition.  Talking  causes  a  desire  to  cough,  and  ol

StS^aT|n,gbt-  KM°rni"S-C0USh-  CougPafter 
going  to  bed.  I  he  cough  is  worse  in  the  night,  than  by 
day.    Dry  cough  with  utillation  and  pricking  at  night,  not 
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in  day-time.  Violent  cough,  almost  unto  vomiting,  but 
not  continual,  for  4  weeks.  Cough,  with  vomiting  of  the 
ingesta.  Cough  with  retching  and  vomiting,  and  expec- 
toration of  bloody  saliva,  which  appeared  to  come  from  a 
dry  spot  in  the  larynx.  Short  and  hacking  cough,  with 
some  rattling  in  the  chest,  and  some  expectoration  of 
mucus.  Cough  with  expectoration,  day  and  night.  Mu- 
cus in  the  chest,  oppressing  it  and  becoming  loose  when 
walking  in  the  open  air.  Badly  tasting  expectoration, 
early  in  the  morning,  after  coughing  some,  with  pain  in 
the  chest,  as  if  it  were  being  torn  open.  Purulent  expec- 
toration, with  cough,  consisting  of  only  one  fit.  Bloody 
cough.  Pain  in  the  throat  and  chest  when  coughing. 
Pain  in  the  cervical  glands,  and  deep  in  the  chest,  when 
coughing.  Cutting  pain  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest, 
when  coughing.  Soreness  of  the  larynx  and  trachea, 
when  coughing,  frequently.  Pain  in  the  abdominal  ring 
and  extending  even  into  the  scrotum,  as  if  the  spermatic 
cord  would  tear.  The  forehead  feels  as  if  it  would  burst 
when  coughing. 

Chest. — Frequent.  Hoarse,  deep  breathing,  with  pain 
in  the  abdomen.  Wheezing  sound  in  the  trachea  during 
an  expiration.  The  breath  appears  hot.  The  breath 
smells.  Asthma.  Oppression  of  the  chest,  in  the  even- 
ing. Oppression  when  breathing,  with  pain  in  the  chest. 
Oppression  of  the  chest  in  a  room  ;  in  spite  of  his  feeling 
weak,  he  had  to  go  into  the  open  air,  which  gave  him 
relief.  Painful  oppression  of  the  chest,  resembling  a 
pressure  upon  it,  every  day,  when  raising  one's  self,  atter 
stooping.  Oppression  of  the  chest,  with  pressure  in  the 
middle  of  the  sternum,  during  motion.  Oppression  of  the 
chest,  as  if  it  were  constricted,  with  burning  in  the  hands, 
(8.  d.)  Oppression  of  the  chest  when  going  to  bed,  and 
also  in  the  afternoon.  Asthma  and  shortness  of  breath 
when  walking  fast.  Feeling  of  apprehensive  anguish  in 
the  chest.  Apprehensive  anguish  in  the  chest,  with  pres- 
sure in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  worst  after  a  deep  inspira- 
tion. Her  chest  is  painful  under  the  left  arm,  when  mov- 
ing the  arm  or  when  breathing.  Pain  in  the  centre  of 
the  .sternum,  increased  by  a  deep  inspiration.  Simple 
pain  in  the  sternum,  in  short  paroxysms.    Pressure  in  the 
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front  part  of  the  chest.    Aching  pain  in  the  chest  after 
standing  or  talking  considerably.    Pressure  in  the  left  part 
of  the  chest,  (a.  15  d.)    Aching  pain  in  the  region  of  the 
heart,  early  in  the  morning.

Dis- 
agreeable warmth  in  the  chest,  early  in  the  mornino-  when 
waking.    Faint  feeling  in  the  chest,  from  walking,,  the 
open  air  (in  the  sun  ;)  it  obliges  him  to  talk  lowly.  Con- 
tinuous pains  in  the  heart,  especially  at  night.  Violent 
stitches  in  the  heart.    Darting  pain  in  the  region  of  the 
heart.    Contusive  pain  in  the  region  of  the  heart,  early  in 
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the  morning  when  in  bed.  Violent  pressure  below  the 
heart,  as  if  from  the  abdomen  towards  the  chest,  in  the 
evening  when  in  bed,  with  palpitation  of  the  heart,  more 
quick  than  violent,  increased  by  lying  on  the  left,  dimin- 
ished by  lying  on  the  right  side,  continuing  until  he  falls 
asleep.  Frequent  palpitation  of  the  heart,  6j  8,  10  beats. 
Palpitation  of  the  heart  from  the  slightest  motion.  Palpi- 
tation of  the  heart  when  standing.  Palpitation  of  the 
heart  with  anguish.  Palpitation  of  the  heart,  without  any 
anxious  thoughts,  5  minutes  or  even  hours,  (a.  7  d.)  Pal- 
pitation of  the  heart,  with  pressure  in  the  region  of  the 
hea;t,  as  if  the  heart  were  being  pressed  down,  abating 
somewhat  when  pressing  with  the  hand  upon  the  parts, 
(immediately.)  Fluttering  motion  of  the  heart.  Cold 
feeling  about  tli3  heart,  when  exerting  the  mind.  Violent 
itching  in  ihc  outer  parts  of  the  chest.  Itching  of  the 
chest,  especially  in  the  open  air.  The  bones  in  the  right 
half  of  the  chest  seem  to  stand  out.  Cracking  of  the 
sternum,  during  motion.  Dartings  under  the  right  arm, 
down  the  side. 

Back. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  when  raising 
one's-self  after  long  stooping.  Occasional  stitch  in  the 
small  of  the  back,  (a.  26  d.)  Sharp  stitches  transversely 
through  the  small  of  the  back,  close  above  the  hips. 
Violent  pulsations  in  the  smull  of  the  back,  (1.  d.)  Pain- 
ful throbbing  in  the  small  of  the  back,  also  in  the  evening 
after  having  gone  1o  bed.  Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back, 
as  if  broken.  Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  as  if  bruised, 
when  stooping  ami  raising  one's-self  again.  Paralytic 
pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  most  violent  when  raising 
one's-self  again.  Paralytic  sensation  in  the  small  of  the 
back,  early  in  the  morning,  ivhen  rising.  Weakness  in 
the  small  of  the  back,  like  lumbago;  he  was  neither  able 
properly  to  walk  or  stand  ;  he  feels  most  comfortable 
when  Jyi;'.g  down,  the  whole  day.  worst  after  dinner. 
Paralytic  sensation  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  back, 
early  in  the  morning  when  rising.  Violent  itching  of  the 
small  of  the  back,  in  the  evening  when  in  bed.  Pain  in 
the  left  side  of  the  back,  as  when  one  presses  upon  an 
inflamed  part.  Continual  aching  below  the  right  scapula. 
Pressure  over  the  loins,  with  sensation  in  the  legs  as  if

tney  were  stiff  and  bandaged  around.  Tensive  sensation 
in  the  left  side  of  the  back.  Tension  in  the  back  obliging 
one  to  stretch.  Tension  and  heat  in  the  region  of  the 
kidneys,  even  when  sitting ;  walking  soon  tires  one  out. 
Drawing  pain  in  the  back  from  below  upwards,  (14.  d.) 
Drawing  pain  in  the  upper  part  of  the  back.  Drawing 
and  tearing  in  the  right  scapula ;  it  obliges  him  to  take 
deep  breath.  Tearing  and  pain  as  of  fracture  in  the 
scapula?,  with  stiffness  of  the  back  and  nape  of  the  neck. 
Stitch  below  the  left  scapula,  when  drawing  in  the  scapu- 
lae, not  when  taking  an  inspiration.  Burning  in  the  left 
scapula,  as  if  hot  water  had  been  poured  over  it.  Burn- 
ing, erosive  pain  of  the  upper  vertebra?.  Pain  of  the 
back,  as  if  broken.  Pain,  as  if  bruised,  in  the  scapula? 
and  hips.  Violent  pain,  as  if  bruised,  in  the  back  and 
between  the  scapula?,  when  sitting,  and  worst  when  lying 
down  ;  not  when  walking  or  when  doing  manual  labor. 
Pimples  on  the  back,  with  itching  in  the  evening,  when  in 
bed. 

Neck. — The  nape  of  the  neck  is  painful  when  turning 
the  head  ever  so  little.  Violent  pain  in  the  nape  of  the 
neck,  so  that  she  is  not  able  to  turn.  Tension  in  the  nape 
of  the  neck,  with  swelling  of  the  cervical  glands.  Stiff- 
ness of  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  the  occiput.  Stiffness 
of  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  neck.  Stiffness  and  wryness 
in  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  across  the  upper  part  of  the 
back.  Violent  drawing  pain  in  the  nape  of  the  neck,  so 
that  he  is  unable  to  turn,  for  several  days.

J  he  cervical  muscles  are  painful  when  touching  them,  or 
when  turning  the  head.  Painful  stiffness  of  the  right  side 
of  the  neck,  she  was  unable  to  turn  her  head,^.  d.) 
Drawing  pain  in  the  neck,  in  the  region  of  the  larynx. 
Stitches  in  the  outer  parts  of  the  neck,  from  above  down- 
wards,  even  in  the  night.  The  cervical  glands  arc  pain- 
luJ  when  touched,  or  when  coughing.    Boils  on  the  neck. 

Superior  Extremities.— Dull  stitching  and  tearing  in 
the  pit  of  the  axilla.  Biting  burning  in  the  axilla?,  with 
swellmg  after  scratching.  Swelling  of  the  right  axillary 
glands  Pain  of  the  shoulder-joint;  she  is  unable  to 
move  her  arm,  (6.  d.)     Tension  and  drawing  in  the 
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shoulder-joint,  early  in  the  morning  when  in  bed,  when 
uncovering  the  parts,  a  sort  of  rheumatic  pain.  Drawing 
and  tearing  in  the  right  shoulder,  afterwards  in  the  upper 
arm.  Tearing  in  the  posterior  side  of  the  shoulder-joint, 
and  axilla,  day  and  night.  Digging  pain  above  the  right 
shoulder-joint,  early  in  the  morning  when  waking,  this 
makes  the  arm  feel  paralytic.  Paralytic  pain  and  tearing 
in  the  shoulder,  (3.  4,  d.)  Pain,  as  if  bruised,  in  the 
shoulder-joint,  which  hinders  raising  the  shoulder.  Pain 
as  if  sprained,  or  painful  weariness  in  the  shoulder-joint. 
Drawing  pain  in  the  left  arm,  she  has  to  stretch  it  con- 
tinually. Deadness,  (going  to  sleep)  insensibility  and 
creeping  in  the  left  arm,  with  tingling  in  the  tips  of  the 
fingers,  (a.  8  h.)  Fainlness,  heaviness  and  sinking  of 
the  arms.  Pain  in  the  bones  of  the  arms,  as  if  broken. 
Small,  red,  itching  vesicles  on  the  arms,  here  and  there. 
Itching,  whitish  blotches  on  the  arms  and  hands,  becom- 
ing red  after  friction,  with  more  violent  itching.  A  num- 
ber of  round,  itching  herpetic  spots  on  the  arms.  Pain 
of  the  upper-arms,  at  night,  when  resting  upon  them. 
Pain  in  the  deltoid  muscle  of  the  upper-arm,  when  lifting 
something.  Pain,  as  from  bruises,  in  the  upper-arm, 
most  intense  in  the  shoulder-joint,  when  lifting  something, 
and  previous  to,  and  after  motion  ;  not  when  at  rest. 
Burning  in  the  right  upper-arm  ;  the  heat  may  be  felt 
externally.  The  upper-arms  are  very  sensitive  to  cold. 
Painful  cracking  of  the  elbow-joint  during  motion.  Stitches 
in  the  tip  of  the  elbow.  A  jerk  in  the  left  elbow,  his  hand 
becoming  paralysed  with  pain  ;  the  pain  ceased  by  stretch- 
ing the  arm.  Frequent  jerks  in  the  left  elbow,  every 
thing  which  he  held  in  his  hand,  falling  out  of  it.  Dull 
pain  in  the  bones  of  the  forearm,  increased  by  letting  the 
hands  hang  down,  diminished  by  moving  the  arms,  (8.  d.) 
Drawing  in  the  fore-arms,  apparently  in  the  ulna.  Paraly- 
tic tearing  on  the  inner  side  of  the  lower  arm.  Going  to 
sleep  of  the  fore-arm  from  the  hand  to  the  elbow,  as  if 
paralysed ;  sudden  bending  of  the  wrist-joint  when  she 
attempts  to  use  her  hand.  Painful  weariness  of  the  lower 
arms,  (2.  d.)  Pain,  as  if  bruised  in  the  left  radius,  be- 
coming intolerable  when  pressing  upon  the  parts.  Jacti- 
tation of  the  muscles  of  the  lower  arm,  which  may  be 
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perceived  when  touching  ihe  parts.    Red  elevations  of  the 
size  of  small  peas  in  the  onner  side  of  the  right  fore-arm, 
with  violent  itching,  for  24  hours.    Cramp  in  the  hand 
.  when  seizing  a  cold  s^onc.    Tearing,  excessive  and  sudden 
pain  on  the  external  border  of  the  left  hand,  and  the  meta- 
carpal bone  of  the  little  finger.     Prickling  sensation  in 
the  hand,  as  if  it  went  to  sleep.    Itching  and  stitching 
pain  in  the  dorsum  of  the  hand  and  finger.    Pain,  as  if 
bruised,  in  the  wrist-joint.    The  hand  goes  to  sleep,  when 
resting  upon  the  arm.    Weakness  in  the  hands,  especially 
when  clenching  them.    Trembling  of  the  hands  when 
writing,  (2.  d.)    Swelling  of  the  right  hand,  from  morn- 
ing till  evening,  (8.  d.)    Itching  and  biting  sensation  in  the 
palm  of  the  left  hand  ;  he  is  obliged  to  scratch  the  parts 
for  a  long  time.    Itching  burning  of  the  left  hand,  as  of 
nettles.    Itching  of  the  inner  border  of  the  wrist-joint; 
scratching  causes  blisters.    Itching  vesicles  on  the  left 
wrist  and  on  both  hands,  as  if  iierpes  were  forming.  A 
number  of  small  vesicles  on  the  hands,  drying  up  gradually, 
the  skin  then  peels  off.    Brown,  painless  spots  on  the 
dorsa  of  the  hands,  as  if  she  had  injured  the  parts,  (18.  d.) 
The  skin  of  the  hands  becomes  dry  and  cracked.  An 
excoriated  spot  upon  the  hand  becomes  inflamed  and  is 
changed  to  a  pustule.    Siveaty  hands,  for  many  days,  (a. 
8,  10  d.)    The  joints  of  the  fingers  bend  with  difficulty. 
Tension  in  the  right  index-finger.    Tearing  in  the  ex- 
tensor tendon  of  the  right  index-finger,  extending  along 
the  fore-arm.    Violent  tearing  in  the  posterior  joint  of  the 
left  thumb,  as  if  it  wquld  tear.     Ripping-up  pain,  in 
paroxysms,  from  before  backwards  in  the  thumb,  and  from 
behind  forwards  in  the  index-finger,  paralysing  the  whole 
hand.    Stitches  in  the  fingers.    Stitches  in  the  left  thumb. 
Stitch  in  the  phalangeal  joint  of  the  right  index-finger,  as 
with  a  pin  or  with  a  fiery  spark.    Stitches  in  both  little 
fingers,  (8.  d.)    Itching-tearing  stitching  in  the  middle- 
joint  of  the  index -finger.    Pain,  as  from  a  sprain,  in  the 
posterior  joints  of  the  thumb,  (immediately.)    Pain,  as 
from  a  sprain,  in  the  posterior  phalangeal  joints,  when 
writing.    Pam,  as  from  bruises,  in  the  bones  forming  the 
anterior  joints  of  the  fingers,  intolerable  when  pressing 
upon  them.    Prickling  in  the  fingers,  especially  the  tips 
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Violent  itching  of  the  fingers,  in  the  evening  when  in  bed, 
hindering  sleep.  Itching  vesicle  on  the  little  finger.  Dark- 
red  spot  near  the  nail  of  the  third  left  finger.  Inflamma- 
tion and  pain  on  the  side  of  the  nail  of  the  third  and  fourth 
finger.  The  finger-nails  frequently  grow  into  the  flesh. 
After  cutting  the  sides  of  the  nails,  which  had  grown  into 
the  flesh,  the  place  becomes  red,  swollen  and  sore  when 
pressing  upon  it. 

Inferior  Extremities. — Drawing  pain  in  the  nates. 
Lancinations  above  the  nates,  towards  the  hypogastrium 
and  the  hips.  He  becomes  sore  between  the  nates,  by 
walking.  Tensive  pain  of  the  hip-joint,  and  pain  to  the 
touch.  Tension  in  both  hip-joints,  almost  like  a  sprain  ; 
this  tension  is  also  felt  when  sitting.  Painful  cramp  in 
the  hip.  Rheumatism  of  the  left. hip;  he  was  unable  to 
walk  for  8  or  ft  days.  Stitches  in  the  right  hip-joint,  more 
when  walking  than  when  silling.  Contusive  pain  in  the 
outer  parts  of  the  left  hip.  Pain,  as  if  sprained,  in  the 
left  hip.  Pain,  as  if  sprained,  in  the  groin,  near  the  thigh. 
Pain,  as  if  sprained,  in  the  right  hip,  shortly  extending 
into  the,  small  of  the  back,  so  that  he  was  unable  to  rise 
from  a  seat  without  pain,  or  to  extend  himself  or  to  walk  ; 
especially  bad  during  a  deep  inspiralion.  Paralytic  feeling 
in  the  hips.  Unsteadiness  of  the  hips  and  thighs.  Itching 
of  ihe  interior  of  the  hips.  Drawing  cramp-pain  in  the 
left  lower  limb  and  foot.  Drawing  pain  along  the  whole 
lower  limb.  Inquietude  in  the  lower  limbs,  late  in  the 
evening,  as  if  the  joints,  for  instance  the  knee-joints,  were 
tied  too  fast ;  he  is  frequently  obliged  to  stretch  ihem. 
Violent  twitchings  in  the  lower  limbs,  both  when  waking 
or  when  taking  the  siesta.  Heaviness  of  the  lower  limbs, 
even  when  resting.  Pain  in  the  left  limb,  as  if  a  lendon 
had  been  stretched  beyond  the  power  of  contracting  again. 
The  left  leg  goes  to  sleep  during  the  siesta.  Weakness 
in  the  right  lower- limb.  Paralytic  condition  of  the  lower 
limbs,  early  in  the  morning.  Paralytic  feeling  in  both 
lower  limbs,  suddenly,  (after  writing  ;)  going  off  by  dint  of 
walking.  A  good  deal  of  itching  of  the  lower  limbs. 
Tensive  pain  of  the  thighs  when  walking.  Drawing  pain 
in  the  thigh,  especially  when  walking,  extending  as  lar  as 
the  knee,  (6.  d.)    Drawing  pain  in  ihe  rigid  thigh,  ex- 
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tending  as  far  as  the  knee,  at  intervals,  both  when  at  rest 
and  in  motion,  even  at  night,  (14  d.)    Tearing  in  the  right 
thigh,  (after  riding  in  a  carriage)  (4.  d.)    Jactitation  of 
the  muscles  of  the  thighs.    Large,  itching  pimple,  with  a 
red  areola,  on  the  thigh,  with  sore  pain  when  scratching. 
Cracking  of  the  knees  in  the  evening  when  walking. 
Feeling  of  stiffness  at  times  in  one,  at  times  in  the  other 
knee,  after  rising  from  a  seat.    Tension  in  the  bends  of 
both  knees,  when  rising  from  a  seat  or  when  walking,  in- 
creasing during  the  day,  (a.  3.  d.)    Crushing  pain,  as  from 
weariness,  in  the  knees  and  tarsal  joints,  and  afterwards  a 
dull  drawing  in  the  whole  of  the  lower  limbs.  Drawing 
pain  in  the  knees,  when  sitting.    Paralytic  drawing  in  the 
left  knee,  in  the  evening.    Tearing  drawing  in  the  bends  of 
the  knees,  mostly  when  walking.    Stitching  drawing  pain 
above  and  below  the  knee,  when  silling.    StrtcKes  in  the 
left.  knee.    Pain  as  from  a  sprain  in  the  left  knee,  when 
walking.    Pain,  as  from  a  sprain,  in  the  knee-joint,  when 
walking.    Weakness  of  the  knees,  as  if  they  would  bend, 
(2.  d  )    Bubbling  sensation  under  the  skin  of  the  left  knee. 
Red  herpes  in  the  bend  of  the  knee.    Boil  on  the  knee. 
Stretching  sensation  of  the  calves  up  to  the  knee,  when 
walking,  not  when  silling.    Stretching  of  the  calves  when 
walking,  as  if  the  muscles  were  loo  short.   Cramp-like  con- 
tractive pain  of  the  calves,  when  walking.    Cramp  of  the 
calves,  when  turning  the  foot  while  sitting.   Cramp-like  pa- 
ralytic drawing  in  the  right  leg,  finally  extending  into  the 
thigh,  with  weakness  of  the  limb  when  standing.  Slight 
beating  in  the  left  calf.   Conlusive  pam  at  one  spot  of  lhe°ii- 
bia,  but  not  when  touching  it.   Great  heaviness  of  the  legs  ; 
when  going  up-slairs  the  lower  limbs  feel  bruised.  Tremu- 
lous unsteadiness  in  the  calves,  when  walking  or  standing, 
even  when  sitting.    Miliary  rash-eruption  on  the  outer 
side  of  the  calves,  extending  over  part  of  the  thhdis. 
Kash-eruption  on  the  legs,  in  single  clusters,  with  corro- 
sive itching  when  touching  it.    The  feet  are  painful  when 
walking,  from  the  toes  to  the  joint.    Cramp-pain  in  the 
Jell,  loot  (5.  d.)    Cramp-like,  pricking  pain   in  the  left 
loot,  as  if  the  parts  had  been  sprained  ;  it  is  felt  when 
walking  and  treading  upon  the  whole  sole.    Cramp  in  the 
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sole  of  the  foot,  in  the  evening.  Tearing  in  the  knuckle 
of  the  right  foot,  increasing  from  morning  till  evening 
to  such  an  extent,  that  he  was  unable  to  close  his  eyes 
from  pain  ;  accompanied  by  pain  in  the  back.  Transitory 
tearing  in  the  left  foot.  Fine  beating  in  the  whole  foot.. 
Ulcerative  pain  in  the  region  of  the  malleolus,  when  set- 
ting the  foot  down  or  when  touching  it,  and  extending  inly 
the  calves ;  when  sitting,  the  pain  is  merely  tensive. 
Disagreeable  burning  of  the  feet,  when  walking.  Prick- 
ling tingling  in  the  right  sole.  Very  cold  feet,  (a.  1  h.) 
Pain  as  from  a  sprain  in  the  tarsal  joint  ;  for  several  days. 
Sudden  bending  of  the  metatarsal  and  phalangeal  joints. 
Paralytic  condition  of  the  tarsal  joint,  or  as  if  the  in- 
terior of  it  had  gone  to  sleep,  when  sitting  or  walking ; 
she  was  scarcely  able  to  move  her  foot.  The  foot  goes 
to  sleep  for  a  long  time.  Great  heaviness  of  the  feet. 
On  the  second  day  the  feet  feel  very  heavy  ;  they  feel  very 
light  on  the  third.  Increased  sweat  of  the  sole  of  the  foot. 
Restoration  of  the  sweat  of  the  feet,  which  had  been  sup- 
pressed. Itching  in  the  dorsum  of  the  foot.  Erosive 
stinging  pain  of  the  toes.  Drawing  pain  in  the  big  toe. 
Itching  of  the  dorsa  of  the  toes.  Redness  and  coldness 
of  the  posterior  joint  of  the  big  toe,  with  pain  as  of  a  boil 
when  touching  it ;  tearing  and  stinging  in  the  joint  when 
standing  or  walking,  not  when  silting.  Stinging  pain  of 
the  corns.    Boring  pain  in  the  corn. 

General  Symptoms. — Itching  over  the  whole  body, 
(the  first  three  weeks.)  Fine,  itching  pricking  of  the  skin, 
in  the  evening  when  in  bed.  Itching  stinging  of  various 
places  of  the  skin,  with  thrills  of  internal  heat,  without 
redness  of  the  face.  Red  spots,  of  the  size  of  a  pin's 
head,  over  the  whole  body,  preceded  by  a  feeling  of  heat 
in  the  face,  on  the  abdomen,  arms  and  lower  limbs ;  the 
spots  itch,  and,  when  rubbing  them,  the  whole  body  be- 
came red,  for  half  an  hour.  Small  pimples  on  the  abdomen 
and  lower  limbs.  Rash  over  the  whole  body,  with  sting- 
ing sensation  in  the  skin.  Miliary  erupiion  over  the  whole 
body,  on  the  neck  and  throat ;  on  the  abdomen,  the  nates 
and  thighs,  the  eruption  was,  at  the  commencement,  felt  as 
small  granules,  afterwards  it  became  visible  in  the  shape 
of  small  millet-seed  ;   scratching  made  it  redder  and 
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harder ;  the  itching  hinders  sleep,  (4.  d.)    Large  and 
red  blotches,  itching  violently,   over   the  whole  body 
and  on  the  neck.     Nettle-rash,  after  violent  exercise, 
itching  for  an  hour,  (2.  d.)    Small  blotches  and  boils 
on  different  parts  of  the  body.    A  number  of  boils  on 
the  body,  (a.  14  d.)     Warts  form  in  the  palm  of  the 
hand  ;  they  are  painful  when  pressing  upon  them.  Erosive 
pain  in  the  old  warts.    The  skin  of  the  body  is  very 
sensitive  to  pain  ;  even  a  slight  shock  causes  pain.  Pain 
and  redness  of  an  old  cicatrix.    A  wound  becomes  much 
more  painful,  becomes  inflamed,  swells,  suppurates  :  at 
the  same  time  she  is  very- irritable,  sad,  she  weeps  when 
one  touches  the  wound.     A  little  prick  in  the  finger 
bleeds  again  several  days  in  succession.     Liability  to 
cold,   (a.  24  h.)    Excessive  liability  to  cold,  producing 
cough  and  hoarseness.    Dread  of  the  open  air,  (a.  12  h.) 
The  symptoms  come  on  or  become  renewed  or  increased 
mostly  when  in  the  recumbent  position,  even  in  day-time  ; 
at  night,  she  is  obliged  to  sit  up  in  her  bed,  to  find  relief. 
All  the  muscles,  especially  those  of  the  thighs  and  upper 
arms  are  painful  during  motion,  as  if  the  flesh  were  loose. 
Cramp-like  sensation  in  the  limbs,  especially  in  the  hands, 
as  if  the  parts  had  gone  to  sleep.    The  violent  nightly 
pains  (for  instance,  a  boil  in  the  back,)  cause  a  suffocative 
arrest  of  breathing  and  a  kind  of  paralysis  of  one  side, 
which  deprives  him  of  the  use  of  his  limbs  on  that  side. 
Gnawing  pressure,  at  times  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  at 
times  around  the  umbilicus,  at  times  in  the  chest,  in  pa- 
roxysms, in  the  evening.     Violent  constriction  of  the 
stomach  and  chest.    Stitches  in  various  places.    Pain  of 
all  the  limbs,  as  if  bruised,  (2.  d.)    Stiffness  of  the  sca- 
pula?, the  hip-joint  and  small  of  the  back.    Violent  stiff- 
ness of  all  the  joints  of  the  body.    Darting  sensation  in 
the  back  and  nape  of  the  neck,  towards  the  head.  Jerk- 
ing of  the  limbs  ;  both  arms  are  jerked  forwards.  Raisim 
as  with  a  jerk,  of  the  upper  part  of  the  body,  in  the  after 
noon,  when  lying  down,  while  awake.    Jactitation  of  the 
muscles,  here  and  there.    The  limbs  and  the  head  move 
farther  than  he  intended.    Cracking  in  the  shoulder  and 
hip- joints,  when  moving  them.     Emaciation.  Violent 
heat  in  the  blood,  lasting  for  a  long  while,  after  drinking 
some  wine.    He  spits  blood  and  expels  it  from  his  nose 
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when  blowing  it.  Congestion  of  blood  to  the  chest,  sto- 
mach and  head,  with  coldness  of  the  limbs.  When  laying 
the  arm  on  the  table  the  blood  ceases  to  circulate  ;  this 
arrest  of  circulation  takes  place  in  other  pans  of  the  body- 
under  similar  circumstances.  The  circulation  is  excited 
by  every  motion  of  the  body.  Full  and  undulating  pulse 
in  the  whole  body,  even  when  at  rest.  Pulsations  in  the 
whole  body,  which  cause  all  the  parts  to  move.  Full, 
quick  pulse,  when  silting  straight.  The  pulse  and  breath- 
ing are  quicker,  especially  after  drinking.  The  pulse 
intermits,  a  few  pulsations.  The  beats  of  the  heart  inter- 
mit during  the  siesta.  Depressed  condition  of  the  intel- 
lectual and  physical  energies.  Depressed  condition  of  the 
mind,  and  body,  with  great  appetite.  After  making  a 
bodily  effort,  he  is  unable  to  think  and  feels  indifferent. 
Chagrin  causes  stitches  in  the  upper  and  left  part  of  the 
chest,  want  of  appetite  and  headache  ;  the  head  is  affected 
by  every  step  she  makes  ;  she  becomes  very  weak  and 
her  feet  are  heavy.  After  a  slight  vexation  she  cries  the 
whole  night,  and  coughs  a  good  deal,  with  unsuccessful 
retching. 

Fits,  Weakness. — Fits  of  heaviness  in  the  head,  he  is 
obliged  to  lie  down,  twice  or  three  times  a  day,  for  ten 
days  ;  after  lying  down  the  whole  body  becomes  covered 
with  sweat,  after  which  the  heaviness  disappears  in  half 
an  hour.  Fit  of  nausea,  early  in  the  morning,  with  weak- 
ness and  deadly  pallor  of  the  face  ;  he  was  obliged  to  lie 
down,  (4.  d.)  Fit:  the  nape  of  the  neck  became  stiff, 
her  eyes  felt  sore,  she  felt  ill,  chilly,  and  lost  her  senses, 
(8.  d.)  Fit :  painful  sensation  in  the  left  shoulder,  whence 
it  moved  to  the  head  ;  afterwards  pressing  in  the  temples, 
as  if  the  head  would  burst ;  the  brain  felt  sore  and 
bruised  ;  constant  drawing  pain  from  the.  shoulder  to  the 
head,  and  constant  nausea  with  inclination  to  vomit,  appa- 
rently coming  from  the  stomach  ;  she  had  to  lie  down, 
and  felt  chilly  with  heat  in  the  face,  (8.  d.)  Attack  of 
nausea  at  supper-time,  (without  having  eaten  any  thing) 
every  attack  being  accompanied  with  violent  chilliness  ; 
after  lying  down  in  the  bed,  she  soon  feels  warm,  without 
any  subsequent  heat;  she  wakes  twice  during  the  night, 
and  feels  then  an  intensely  painful  drawing  to  and  fro  in 
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the  forehead,  mingled  with  a  slight  beating  (throbbing.) 
Attack  of  pressure  and  digging  under  the  right  ribs,  with 
drawing  in  the  back,  extending  towards  the  head,  hinder- 
ing the  night's  rest  and  accompanied  with  stitches  in  the 
head  ;  all  these  symptoms  become  less  after  continued 
talking  and  while  making  a  bodily  effort,  by  rumbling  in 
the  abdomen  or  emission  of  flatulence,  or  after  a  meal. 
Fit  of  great  excitement  with  anguish,  tingling  in  the  tips 
of  the  lingers,  in  the  hand  and  arms ;  the  arm  goes  to 
sleep,  as  if  dead,  the  tingling  rises  up  into  the  throat,  lips 
and  tongue,  which  feels  stiff,  accompanied  with  boring  in 
a  tooth  ;  afterwards  weakness  of  the  head  with  deficiency 
of  sight;  the  limb  too  goes  to  sleep  and  the  joint  feels 
dead  ;  all  these  symptoms  occur  mostly  towards  evening. 
Fit  of  nausea,  early  in  the  morning,  (after  drinking  milk) 
with  tremor  of  the  limbs,  one  hour  ;  she  felt  giddy,  with 
obscuration  of  sight ;  she  had  to  hold  on  to  something  in 
order  not  to  fall.    Fit  of  inclination  to  vomit,  in  the  fore- 
noon, with  vertigo  and  a  digging  sensation  in  the  pit  of 
the  stomach,  accompanied  with  chilliness,  as  if  cold  water 
were  poured  over  her;  every  thing  she  looked  at,  turned 
with  her,  as  if  she  would  fall  over  ;  her  head  felt  so  heavy 
that  she  was  scarcely  able  to  walk,  and  seemed  to  her 
heavier  than  the  rest  of  the  body.    She  felt  for  some  time 
as  if  she  had  an  epileptic  fit.    Dread  of  walking  He 
merely  staggers  onward  when  walking.    He  feared"  when 
walking,  lest  he  should  fall.    Great  bodily  weakness  •  for 
several  weeks  he  is  too  weak  to  do  his  business.  Weak- 
ness:  in  the  morning,  when  rising,  as  if  the  back  and 
small  ot  the  back  were  paralysed,  sometimes  transversely 
across  the  abdomen.    Restless  night,  followed  by  a  feel- 
ing of  exhaustion  during  the  day.  with  wretched  appear- 
ance and  sadness    (a    12  h)    Fainting  fit,  for  half  an 
hour.

To  form  the  T7F(hjo  potency,  use  dilute  alcohol  ;  for  all 
the  subsequent  potencies  use  pure  alcohol.  The  poten- 
cies VI.,  XIII.,  X.,  are  used  for  homoeopathic  purposes,  one 
or  two  pellets  at  a  dose. 

This  medicine  is  more  beneficial  to  individuals  with  a 
rigid  fibre,  (brunette,)  than  to  those  with  a  lax  fibre  (blon- 
dine.)  It  is  moreover  more  suitable  to  those  chronic  pa- 
tients who  are  disposed  to  looseness  ;  it  is  very  seldom 
useful  to  those  who  suffer  with  constipation. 

Nitri  ac.  is  most  serviceable  in  diseases  characterised 
by  the  following  affections  : — Sadness  ;  want  of  cheerful- 
ness ;  anxiety  on  account  of  his  illness,  fear  of  dying  ; 
excessive  irritability  ;  out  of  humor,  and  obstinacy  |  want 
of  disposition  to  work  ;  vertigo  when  walking  or  sitting  ; 
vertigo,  obliging  one  to  lie  down  ;  headache,  with  nausea  ; 
tearing  in  the  forehead,  vertex,  and  occiput ;  throbbing

— Ulcers  in  the  mouth,  on 
the  tongue  and  gums,  with  ptyalism  from  abuse  of  Mer- 
cury.— Syphilitic  herpes  of  the  tonsils,  uvula,  root  of  the 
tongue,  inner  side  of  the  lips.— Aphthae  of  the  mouth  and 
fauces. — Chronic  inflammation  of  the  palate,  uvula,  tonsils 
and  fauces,  with  burning,  or  pressing-stinging  soreness. — 
Angina  pharyngea  et  tonsillaris.— Chronic  inflammation 
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of  the  raucous  membrane  of  the  fauces,  owing  to  syphilis 
or  hydrargyrosis.  with  a  feeling  of  soreness  and  redness  of 
the  throat  at  every  change  of  weather. — Jaundice. — Ac- 
cording to  Buchner,  nitric  acid  prevents  the  formation  of 
pus  in  the  syphilitic  bubo. — Chronic  diarrhoea. — Chronic, 
colliquative  diarrhoea,  threatening  phthisis  intestinalis. — 
Hemorrhage  from  the  swollen  and  painful  varices  of  the 
anus,  at  every  stool. — Ascarides  ? — Pressure  upon  the 
bladder. — Diabetes  mellitus  et  insipidus. — Enuresis — 
Chronic  inflammation  of  the  urethra. — Phimosis  ? — 
Balanorrhcea. — Suppressed  menses. —  Dangerous  metror- 
rhagia after  confinement,  and  especially  in  miscarriage. — 
Leucorrhoea- — Carcinoma  of  the  womb. — Scirrhus  and 
carcinoma  of  the  mammae. — After  operations  for  scirrhus 
of  the  mamma. — Pneumonia  :  in  thin,  emaciated,  rather 
old  individuals  with  choleric  temperament,  the  first 
stage  to  which  Aconite  is  specific,  passing  quickly  over 
into  the  second  which  threatens  to  be  fatal,  the  cough 
being  either  dry  or  else  accompanied  with  copious,  green, 
blood-streaked  expectoration,  violent  stitches  mostly  on 
the  left  side,  excessive  difficulty  to  breathe,  soft,  intermit- 
ting pulse,  profuse  sweat,  speedy  failing  of  strength. 
These  are  cases  which  have  been  pointed  out  as  danger- 
ous, even  by  older  physicians,  where  the  pain  vanishes, 
but  the  fever  increases,  whereas  the  reverse  takes  place  in 
favorable  cases. — Rhagades  of  the  hands. — Ischias  ? — 
Chiragra. — Podagra. 

Antidotes. — Of  large  doses  ;  alkalis,  a  saturated  solu- 
tion of  soap  ;  pure  magnesia  stirred  in  water  ; — of  small 
doses :  Calc.  carb.,  Camph.,  Con.,  Hep.  s.,  Merc, 
Mezer.,  Petrol.,  Phosph.,  Phosph.  ac,  Sulp. 

Moral  Symptoms. — Sad  mood,  without  any  real  grief. 
Desponding,  seems  to  feel  discouraged  and  to  be  absorbed 
in  deep  thought.  Sadness,  and  as  if  oppressed  with  grief. 
He  is  unable  to  banish  his  sad  thoughts.  Home-sickness. 
Weeping  mood,  without  any  cause.  Easily  moved  and 
inclined  to  weep.  The  child  weeps  when  admonished 
ever  so  little.  Excessive  melancholy  and  anguish.  Sad 
and  full  of  anxiety,  in  the  evening,  (the  day  previous  to 
the  menses.)  She  is  absorbed  in  thoughts  about  an  event 
inducing  anxiety,  and  having  taken  place  long  since  ;  she 
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cannot  detach  her  mind  from  it,  she  seems  as  if  engaged 
in  a  waking  dream  ;  she  starts  from  it  from  time  to  time, 
as  with  fright,  but  is  then  again  absorbed  in  those  thoughts, 
without  being  able  to  think  of  sorriething  else,  even  if  she 
gave  herself  ever  so  much  trouble.  Anxieties,  the  whole 
day.  Fits  of  anguish,  with  palpitation  of  the  heart,  arrest- 
ing the  breathing.  Anguish,  with  stitches  above  the 
heart,  and  a  sort  of  raving  as  if  he  were  delirious,  with 
coldness  of  the  body  and  inclination  to  fall.  Anxiety,  as 
if  he  were  engaged  in  a  law-suit  or  quarrel  exciting 
uneasiness.  He  is  assailed  by  anxious  thoughts,  without 
any  positive  cause  for  it.  He  feels  quite  anxious  in  the 
evening  ;  he  is  unable  to  sit,  he  has  to  walk  about. 
During  a  thunder-storm  he  is  more  anxious  than  usual,  (a. 
15  d.)  Tendency  to  start.  Timid,  with  tendency  to 
start.  Timid,  he  is  easily  affected  unpleasantly  by  some- 
thing. Hopelessness,  despair.  Boundless  despair.  She 
imagines  she  will  soon  die,  but  she  is  not  sick.  Tired  of 
life.  She  wishes  to  die,  but  she  fears  death.  Dissatis- 
fied, despising  to  live.  Indifferent,  joyless.  Taciturn. 
Dissatisfied  with  hersetf,  inducing  her  to  weep  violently, 
after  which  she  feels  more  easy.  Out  of  humor  and 
desponding.  Out  of  humor  and  uneasy,  early  in  the 
morning,  after  rising.  Discouraged,  early  in  the  morning 
when  waking.  Impatient  in  the  afternoon.  Angry  at 
himself.  Irritable  disposition.  Out  of  humor,  sad,  head- 
strong, full  of  uneasiness,  she  knows  not  where  to  turn 
herself.  He  is  vexed  at  the  least  trifle,  and  at  himself, 
when  not  doing  a  thing  to  his  satisfaction.  Trembling  of 
all  the  limbs  during  a  quarrel.  Disposed  to  be  vehement 
and  quarrelsome,  (a.  5  h.)  Tendency  to  be  angry  and  to 
use  insulting  expressions.  He  gets  into  a  passion  on  ac- 
count of  trifles,  and  has  to  laugh  at  himself  the  whole  day. 
Fits  of  rage  and  despair,  with  curses  and  maledictions. 
Long  rancour  ;  insensible  to  excuses  and  requests  for 
pardon,  (a.  4  d.)  No  disposition  to  work,  (2.  d.)  No 
disposition  to  perform  any  serious  business.  Changeable 
mood,  at  times  cheerful,  at  times  sad,  (a.  16  h.)  Great 
weakness  of  memory.  Striking  decrease  of  memory, 
while  the  bodily  strength  increases.  Diminished  power 
of  thinking,  not  disposed  to  scientific  work.    Her  thoughts 
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vanish,  when  attempting  to  think  on  her  important  busi- 
ness. She  has  no  ideas,  comprehends  nothing,  does  not 
understand  what  people  tell  her,  as  if  she  did  not  hear 
well ;  this,  however,  is  not  the  case,  (a.  5  d.)  Thought- 
less, without  consciousness. 

Head. — Obtusion  of  the  head,  she  is  unable  to  think  or 
to  take  notice  of  things  for  a  long  while.  Obtusion  of  the 
head,  which  is  sometimes  like  loss  of  consciousness,  espe- 
cially in  the  open  air.  Cloudiness  and  dizziness  of  the 
head,  (a.  4  d.)  Vertigo,  when  raising  the  head  after  stoop- 
ing. Vertigo  in  the  evening,  immediately  after  lying 
down.  Violent  vertigo,  in  the  evening  ;  she  was  scarcely 
able  to  support  herself  when  rising  from  a  seat.  Vertigo, 
early  in  the  morning,  when  rising,  with  obscuration  of 
sight,  he  had  to  sit  down.  Vertigo,  as  if  he  would  lose 
his  senses.  Vertigo  and  faintness,  early  in  the  morning, 
immediately  after  rising  ;  she  had  to  hold  on  to  something. 
Vertigo,  at  night,  when  rising,  she  knew  not  where  she 
was.  Vertigo  with  nausea,  early  in  the  morning  :  nausea 
after  a  few  minutes.  Vertigo  wilh  pulsations  in  the  head 
and  pressure  in  the  middle  of  the  brain,  in  the  evening. 
Headache  in  the  occiput,  passing  off  after  a  slight  effort, 
especially  when  thinking.  Headache,  early  in  the  morning 
when  waking,  going  off  after  rising.  The  head  is  sensi- 
tive to  the  rolling  of  carriages  and  hard  foot-steps,  (a.  13 
d.)  Headache,  as  from  an  intoxication  of  the  day  pre- 
vious, aggravated  by  stooping,  with  pain  in  the  eyes,  as  if 
smoke  had  got  in.  Dull  headache  and  heaviness  of  the 
head.  Heaviness  and  obtusion  of  the  head,  with  nausea. 
Heaviness  of  the  temples,  with  frequent  chilliness.  He 
is  roused  from  sleep  by  painful  heaviness  in  the  head,  as  if 
from  the  vapor  of  coal.  Sensation  as  if  some  one  were 
pressing  her  head  violently  forwards.  Feeling  of  fulness 
in  the  head.  Painful  feeling  of  fulness  in  the  head,  as  if 
it  would  burst,  several  times  a  day,  half  an  hour  each 
time.  Pain,  as  of  fulness  of  blood,  in  the  head,  eyes,  and 
upper  part  of  the  nose,  when  shaking  the  head  or  blowing 
the  nose.  Sensation  in  the  head,  as  of  a  violent  cold, 
but  without  any  marked  secretion  of  mucus.  Headache, 
with  tension  in  the  eyes,  when  moving  them.  Painful 
tension  in  the  interior  of  the  head  and  in  the  eye-lids. 
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Headache,  as  if  the  head  were  surrounded  with  a  tight 
bandage.  Fit  of  headache  :  early  in  the  morning,  when 
in  bed,  dull  pain  ;  after  rising  violent  pressure  in  the  right 
lemple,  with  chilliness,  qualmishness  in  the  umbilical 
region,  lastly  a  troublesome  colic,  as  if  caused  by  incar- 
cerated flatulence  and  frequent,  eructations,  (8.  d.)  Pain, 
as  from  bruises,  in  the  occiput.  Pressure  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  head,  in  the  temples  and  eyes,  as  when  press- 
ing upon  the  part  with  the  thumb,  (a.  9  d.)  Pressure  in 
the  forehead,  for  half  an  hour,  every  day  in  the  morning. 
Pressure  in  the  forepart  of  the  head  and  upon  the  eyes, 
which  are  then  more  immovable.  Excessive  pressure  in 
the  head  from  above  downwards,  with  very  violent  coryza. 
Pressure  in  the  head  and,  heaviness  of  the  limbs,  (the  first 
days.)  Very  intense,  painful,  drawing  pressure  from  the 
forehead  upwards.  Sharp,  aching  pain  in  both  frontal 
eminences,  mingled  with  stitches.  Compressive  headache 
in  the  forehead,  the  whole  afternoon,  (a.  2  h.)  Drawing 
headache,  (a.  2  h.)  Drawing  -pain  in  the  right  temple, 
(in  a  few  hours.)  Drawing  in  the  temporal  muscles. 
Drawing,  at  times  in  the  right  side  of  the  head  above  the 
orbit,  ai  times  in  the  left,  in  the  region  of  the  ear.  Cramp- 
like, clawing  drawing  in  the  head,  which  is  gloomy  and 
obtuse.  Drawing  and  stitches  in  the  scalp.  Dartings  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  left  hemisphere  of  the  brain,  from 
before  backwards.  Darting  in  the  left  hemisphere,  to- 
wards the  temple.  Cutting  headache.  Stitches  in  the 
left  temple  in  the  evening,  not  in  the  night.  Stitches  in 
almost  every  part  of  the  head.  Stitches  in  both  occipital 
protuberances,  extending  into  the  lower  jaw.  Stitching 
pain  in  the  upper  part  of  the  head,  every  day,  worse  in 
the  afternoon,  as  if  her  head  would  be  torn  to  pieces  ;  she 
had  to  lie  down  and,  by  the  pain,  was  prevented  from 
sleeping.  Violent  stitching  pain  in  the  right  side  of  the 
head  and  occiput  ;  the  pain  is  also  felt  when  touching  the 
parts,  (a.  3  d.)  Stitches  in  the  temples,  (a.  3  d.)  Violent 
stitches  in  the  right  temple  (a.  16  d.)  Violent  stitches  in 
the  left  side  of  the  occiput,  while  at  breakfast,  drawing 
the  head  backwards  and  arresting  the  breathing.  Violent, 
sudden  stitches,  in  the  evening,  in  the  right  side  of 
the  occiput,  followed  by  another  kind  of  violent  headache

headache  in  the  left  temple,  the  whole  afternoon,  (a.  16  d.) 
Stitching,  sometimes    throbbing    headache   in  the  left 
frontal  eminence,  with  sensation  as  if  the  eyelids  were 
drawn  upon  and  closed,  from  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
worse  in  the  evening,  until  night ;  during  night  the  pain 
rouses  him  from  sleep.

Pain  in  the  head,  as  from 
congestion  of  blood  ;  she  was  unable  to  collect  her  senses  ; 
sensation  as  of  a  gauze  before  her  eyes.    Heat  in  the 
head,  the  whole  day.    Humming  in  the  hea'd.  Constant 
groaning  sensation   in  the  head.     Pain  as  of  sub-cu- 
taneous ulceration,  of   the  outer  parts   of  the  head, 
when  touching  them,  (a.  24  h.)    Bone-pain  of  the  whole 
of  the  left  side  of  the  head,  also  in  the  teeth  and  the 
meatus  auditorius  extern u_s,  aching  and  drawing.    Pain,  as 
from  bruises,  of  the  whole  right  side  of  the  head.  Ten- 
sion of  the  scalp.    Painful  spots  of  the  hairy  scalp,  when 
touching  them.    Intense  painfulness  of  the  hairs  of  the 
head.    Pain  of  the  roots  of  the  hairs,  when  touching  them, 
at  a  spot  of  the  vertex,  of  the  size  of  the  hand.  Ting- 
ling on  the  right  side  of  the  head,  about  the  ear.  Numb- 
ness of  the  head,  and  sensation  as  if  it  had  gone  to  sleep. 
Sensation  about  the  head  as  of  burning  points  or  sparks. 
He  frequently  feels  a  heat  about  the  head.    His  head  per- 
spires easily/  Frequent  sweat  on  the  forehead.  Scurfy, 
humid,  itching  eruption  on  the  hairy  scalp.    The  scald  of 
the  hairy  scalp  smells  very  badly.  Falli?ig  off  of  the  hair. 
A  number  of  boils  around  the  head,  on  the  chin,  in  the  nape 
of  the  neck,  etc. 
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Eyes. — The  eyes  are  weak  and  sore,  as  if  they  were 
tired.    Pressure  in  the.  eyes,  as  if  one  presses  upon  an 
ulcer.    Pressure  in  the  outer  canthi,  like  sand.  Pressure 
in  the  eyes  as  when  one  looks  at  the  sun  ;  eye-gum  forms, 
and  the  eye  becomes  red  and  itches.    Pressure  in  the 
eye-lids,  in  the  evening.    Pressure  and  erosive  sensalion 
in  the  left  eye,  (6.  d.)    Periodical  pressure  on  the  inner 
surface  of  the  eye-lids,  especially  the  lower,  with  greater 
sensitiveness  of  the  eyes  to  the  light,  causing  a  winking. 
Pinching  pain  in  the  eyes.    Contractive  pain  in  the  left 
eye.    Sensation  as  if  the  right  eye  were  being  com- 
pressed, (1.  d.)    Contractive  pain  over  the  left  eye,  exter- 
nally.   Drawing  pain  above  the  left  eye.    Violent  drawing 
pain  in  the  eyes.    Stitches  in  the  eyes,  (6.  d.)    Stitch  in 
the  right  eye  and  left  ear,  from  within  outwards  ;  subse- 
quently inflammation  of  the  eyes  ;  the  white  of  the  eyes 
becomes  very  red  ;  he  was  unable  to  see  in  the  open  air. 
Stitch  near  the  left  eyeball,  towards  the  inner  canthus,  ex- 
ternally, (a.  11  h.)    Itching  of  the  inner  canthi.  Itching 
and  pressure  of  the  eyes.    Smarting  sensation  in  the 
eyes.    Burning  in  the  eyes  and  the  left  temple.  Burning 
in  the  eye-lids,  early  in  the  morning.    Inflammation  of 
the  right  conjunctiva.    Swelling  of  the  eye-lids.  Swell- 
ing of  the  upper  eye-lids,  with  an  itching  pimple  upon 
it.    Dark  spots  on   the  cornea.    A   small  wart  near 
the  pimple  on  the  upper  eye-lid.    Dryness  under  the 
upper  eye-lids.      Sensation  as  if  the  eyes  were  full 
of  tears.     Frequent  lachrymation.     Lachrymation  and 
itching  of  the  eyes.    Lachrymation  of  the  right  eye,  in 
open,  mild  air.    Lachrymation  of  the  eyes,  increased  by 
reading,  and  pain  in  the  eyes.    Acrid  humor  in  the  eyes. 
Viscid  condition  in  the  eyes,  as  if  there  were  gum  in  them. 
Dry  gum  in  the  canthi.    Agglutination  of  the  right  eve 
during  the  night.    Trembling  of  the  right  eye-lid.  Con- 
tinual jerkings  below  the  right  eye,  after  dinner.    Early  in 
the  morning  the  eyes  are  opened  with  a  good  deal"  of 
aimculty.    In  the  morning  it  is  difficult  to  open  the  eyes 
and  to  raise  the  upper  eye-lids.    Dilatation  of  the  pupils. 
Obscuration  of  the  eyes,  when  reading.    When  looking 
at  a  thing  carefully,  the  object  seems  to  him  too  dark! 
ine  sight  becomes  dim,  objects  appear  dark;  he  sees 
nothing ;  he  imagines  there  is  an  eclipse  of  the  sun  or  he 
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is  blind.    In  the  open  air  he  suddenly  became  as  if  blind 
and  deranged  ;  bis  ideas  wandered  to  and  fro,  and  he  felt 
like  one  fainting,  for  a  couple  of  minutes,  (a.  39  d.)  At 
twilight,  he  is  obliged  to  cease  reading  sooner  than  usual. 
The  halo  around  the  candle-light  becomes  stronger.  Mist 
before  the  eyes,  when  looking  at  a  thing.    When  reading 
he  sees  a  green  spot  by  the  side  of  every  letter.  Short- 
sighted, the  objects  at  a  moderate  distance  appeared  indis- 
tinct.   The  horizontal  objects  appear  double  when  seen 
at  some  distance.    Transitory  gauze  before  the  right  eye. 
Gray  spots  before  the  eyes,  at  some  distance  ;  they  hinder 
sight.    Single,  black  spots  before  the  eyes.    At  candle- 
light, a  cobweb  seems  to  hover  before  his  eyes  ;  this  dis- 
appears again  when  closing   the  eyes  firmly  or  when 
moving  them.    Sparks  before  the  eyes  ;  obscuration  of 
sight ;  four  times  during  the  day  he  was  unable  to  re- 
cognise any  thing  for  an  hour.     Sensitiveness  of  the 
eyes  to  the  light.    The  eyes  are  dazzled  by  the  light  of 
day,  similarly  to  what  they  were  by  the  light  of  the  lamp. 

"Ears. — Pain  in  the  ears,  as  if  something  would  burst 
in  the  ear.    Pain  in  the  left  ear,  as  if  it  were  being  dis- 
tended.   Pain,  as  if  the  tympanum  were  being  pressed  in, 
(a.  12  h.)    Otalgia.    Cramp-pain  in  the  ears,  (a.  24  h.) 
Dartings  in  the  internal  meatus  auditorius,  (a.  6  d.)  Draw- 
ing in  the  external  meatus  auditorius,  (a.  4  h.)  Drawing 
in  the  right  ear  and  right  cheek.    Tearing,  at  times  in 
the  right,  at  times  in  the  left  helix.    Stitches  in  the  right 
ear,  with  pressure  in  the  forehead.    Stitches  and  hum- 
ming in  the  right  ear,  for  three  days,  (a.  12  d.)  Stitching 
otalgia.    Beating  in  the  region  of  the  tympanum.  Itching 
heat  of  the  ears,  (a.  5  d.)    Itching  in  the  ears.  Feeling 
of  dryness  in  the  ears,  they  are  swollen,  (a.  6  d.)  Red- 
ness, suppuration  and  violent  itching  behind  the  left  ear. 
Soreness  behind  the  left  ear,  (11.  d.)    Pimples  of  the 
size  of  small  peas  on  the  posterior  surface  of  the  lobules, 
with  pain  when  touching  them.    Glandular  swelling  be- 
hind and  below  the  right  ear,  with  stitching  and  tearing 
in  the  swelling,  through  the  ear,  in  the  evening,  and  con- 
tinuing until  she  gets  warm  in  her  bed.    Itching  in  the 
swollen  parotid  gland,  (a.  3  d.)    Feeling  of  obstruction 
in  the  ear,  after  previous  soreness  in  that  organ.  The 
right  ear  becomes  suddenly  closed,  as  if  he  were  entirely 
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deaf,  for  a  short  time.  Difficulty  of  hearing,  (a.  5  d.) 
Dull  hearing.  Echo  in  the  ears  of  her  own  speech. 
Sound  in  the  ear  as  if  water  were  in  it.  Humming  in  the 
ears  and  hardness  of  hearing,  for  a  fortnight,  (a.  14  d.) 
Humming  in  the  left  ear,  (a.  16  d.)  Roaring  before  the 
ears.  Sudden  sensation  as  of  fanning  the  lelt  ear,  in  the 
afternoon,  for  some  minutes.  A  few  loud  reports  in  the 
ear,  (a.  a  few  days.)    Cracking  in  the  ear  when  chewing. 

Nose. —  Violent  itching  in  the  nose.  Erosive  pain  in  the 
nose.  Stitches  in  the  nose,  when  touching  it,  as  if  a  splinter 
got  into  it.  Stitches  in  the  root  of  the  nose,  which  is  dis- 
tended, especially  when  sneezing  or  coughing.  Burning  in 
the  nose.  Soreness  in  the  nose.  Soreness  of  the  wings  of 
the  nose,  (a.  4  h.)  Soreness  and  bleeding  of  the  inside  of 
the  nose,  with  violent  coryza.  Soreness  and  scurf  in  the  nose. 
Ulcerated  nostril ;  sore  nose.  Itching  herpes  of  the  wings 
of  the  nose.  Redness  of  the  tip  of  the  nose,  and  scurfy 
blisters  upon  it.  Expulsion  of  blood  from  the  nose  when 
blowing  it,  in  the  morning.  The  nose  bleeds,  from  weep- 
ing. Violent  bleeding  of  the  nose,  (a.  24  h.)  Discharge 
of  black  blood  from  the  nose.  Disagreeable  smell  in  the 
nose,  in  the  evening  after  lying  down,  for  three  evenings 
in  succession.  When  eating,  small  pieces  of  food  get 
into  the  posterior  nares,  with  a  disagreeable  sensation'; 
they  are  not  got  down  till  they  are  swallowed  with  the 
saliva. 

Face. — The  bones  of  the  face  are  painful,  whether 
touched  or  no.  Tension  of  the  skin  of  the  face,  early  in 
the  morning.  Tension  of  the  skin  on  the  forehead.  Violent 
cramp-pain  in  the  bones  of  the  face,  especially  the  malar 
bones.  Sensation  of  contraction  about  the  nose,  zygomata 
and  around  the  eyes.  Drawing  in  the  right  cheek,  towards 
the  nose.  Tearing  in  the  malar  bones,  commencing  at  the 
angle  of  the  lower  jaw.  Violent  tearing  deep  in  the  facial 
muscles  or  in  the  periosteum  of  the  zygoma  ;  it  wakes 
him  after  midnight.  Violent  pain  in  the  zygomata,  as  if 
they  were  being  torn  to  pieces,  (a.

Bloated 
around  the  eyes,  early  when  waking,  (3.  d.)  Deep  eyes. 
Yellow,  sickly  appearance  below  the  eyes,  early  after 
rising,  and  feeling  of  relaxation  (a.  9  d.)  Yellowness 
around  the  eyes,  the  cheeks  being  red.  Yellow  counte- 
nance. Scaly  skin  of  the  whole  face.  Black  pores  of 
the  face.  Small  pimples  in  the  face,  especially  upon 
the  forehead.  Pimples  on  the  hairy  border  of  the 
temple,  (5.  d.)  Itching-burning,  red  pimples,  with  pus  in 
their  tips,  in  different  parts  of  the  face,  on  the  forehead, 
temples,  lips,  chin,  etc.  Fine,  itching  eruption  in  the  region 
of  the  beard.    Itching  herpes  in  the  whiskers. 

Jaws  and  Teeth. — Herpetic  spot  close  to  the  mouth, 
extending  towards  the  chin.  Swelling  and  itching  of  the 
lips.  Swelling  of  the  upper  lip  and  upper  gums,  (a.  10 
d.)  Sioelling  of  the  lower  lip,  (2.  9.  d.)  Cutting  pains  in 
the  upper  lip.  Stitches  in  the  upper  lip,  as  if  of  splinters, 
when  touching  it.  Itching  of  the  upper  lip.  Ulcerated 
pimples  on  the  lower  lip,  (a.  9  d.)  Ulcerated  scurfy 
corners  of  the  mouth.  Pustules  on  the  chin,  (a.  48  h.) 
Several  pimples  on  the  chin,  with  a  red,  hard  circum- 
ference, at  the  commencement,  painful  when  touched  ; 
this  painfulness  passes  off  as  soon  as  pus  appears  in  their 
tips  ;  afterwards  theyleave  an  induration  with  red  circum- 
ference-behind,  (a.  33  d,,)  A  large  boil  on  the  side  of  the 
chin.  Pain  in  the  jaws  as  if  from  mercury.  Cramp-like 
pain  in  the  right  jaw.  Dartings  in  the  right  lower  jaw, 
from  the  region  of  the  ear  to  the  fore,  part  of  the  face. 
Continuous  stitch  in  the  region  of  the  articulation  of  the 
jaw.  Great  weakness,  pain,  and  absence  of  strength  in 
the  lower  jaw,  in  the  evening.  Cracking  in  the  joint  of 
the  jaw,  ivhen  masticating  or  eating.

Toothache  in  the  upper  row,  jiot  hindering  masti- 
cation ;  accompanied  with  swelling  of  the  cheeks,  and 
tenseness  of  that  swelling.

Pressure  in  the  back  part  of  the  throat,  during  deglutition, 
with  sensation  as  if  the  pressure  moved  downwards  on  the 
inner  side  of  the  back.  Pressure  in  the  throat,  as  if  there 
were  a  tumor,  with  sore  pain.  Sensation  as  of  a  lump  in 
the  throat,  during  empty  deglutition.  Sensation  as  of 
a  node  ascending  in  the  oesophagus.  Sensation  as  of  the 
food  being  squeezed  in  the  oesophagus,  as  if  it  were 
narrower.  Sore  throat  when  swallowing,  as  if  the  throat 
were  swollen,  raw  and  ulcerated.  Stinging  in  the  throat, 
after  long  talking.  Stinging-burning  sore  throat.  Stitches 
in  the  throat  in  the  evening  when  in  bed,  apparently  in  the 
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root  of  the  tongue,  between  the  acts  of  deglutition. 
Stitches  in  the  tonsils,  and  burning  in  the  fauces,  behind 
the  uvula.  Burning  in  the  throat  after  supper,  for  half  an 
hour.  Pain  in  the  tonsils,  with  soreness  of  the  uvula. 
Soreness  of  the  pharynx,  (a.  10  d.)  Swelling  of  the  ton- 
sils. Heat  and  dryness  of  the  throat.  Scraping  sensation 
in  the  throat,  as  if  speech  were  impeded.  Tickling  in  the 
throat. 

Taste  and  Appetite. — Sourness  in  the  throat,  burning, 
after  a  meal.  Sour  taste  in  mouth.  Bitterness  of  throat. 
Bitter  taste  in  mouth,  (a.  24  h.)  Sweetish  taste,  (a.  13  d.) 
Pure  water  tastes  saltish.  Great  thirst,  continually.  Want 
of  appetite,  especially  in  the  morning.  Want  of  appetite  ; 
she  feels  qualmish  and  somewhat  nauseated.  Eructations, 
tasting  of  the  ingesta.  Aversion  to  food,  boiled  meat, 
sweetish  things,  bread.  Brown  bread  gives  her  a  sour 
taste  and  makes  her  vomit.  Appetite  for  herring  and 
fat  things.  Feeling  of  repletion  and  obtusion  of  the  head. 
Violent  hunger  with  weariness  of  life.    Canine  hunger. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Long   after-taste  of  the  food.

Frequent 
pinching  in  the  abdomen,  when  drinking  water  while  tak- 
ing a  meal.    Tearing  soreness  in  the  oesophagus,  chest 
and  stomach,  at  the  commencement  of  a  meal,  after  drink- 
ing.

Regurgitation  of  half  digested 
food,  with  flat  taste  in  mouth.    Eructations,  accompanied 
by  heartburn,  very  readily.    Burning  in  the  oesophagus, 
as  low  down  as  the  pit  of  the  stomach.    Hiccough,  (3.  d.) 
Nausea,  as  from  excessive  heat,  not  as  if  one  would 
vomit,  for  many  hours.    Nausea  with  anxiety  and  trem- 
bling, (a.  41  h.)    Nausea,  with  anxiety,  without  inclination 
to  vomit,  below  the  short  ribs,  frequently  during  the  day. 
Nausea,  sick  feeling  and  movement  in  the  whole  body,  as 
if  one  had  taken  an  emetic.    Nausea  about  the  stomach, 
the  whole  day.    Qualmish,  unwell,  chilly,  after  taking  the 
usual  coffee  ;  she  had  to  lie  down.

Superior  Extremities. — Violent  itching  under  the 
arms.    Painful  sensitiveness  of  the  right  axillary  glands, 
the  whole  forenoon,  (a.  3  d.)    Glandular  nodosity  in  the 
axilla.    Painful  swelling  and  inflammation  of  the  axillary 
glands,  (a.  14  d.)    Fetid,  strong-smelling  sweat  of  the 
axilla,  (a.  4  d.)    The  left  shoulder  is  painful  as  from  a 
blow.    Pressure  upon  the  right  shoulder,  (2.  d.)  Aching 
pain  in  the  upper  part  of  the  shoulder,  as  if  she  had 
carried  a  heavy  burden  upon  it.    Stitches  in  the  left 
shoulder,  when  touching  it,  when  taking  breath  or  when 
she  feels  chilly  ;  there  are  no  stitches  when  moving  the 
arm.    Pain  of  the  left  arm-joints.    Pressure  in  the  right 
arm,  (a.  37  d.)    Violent  tension  and  contraction  in  the 
shoulders  and  arms  ;  the  arms  were  drawn  to  the  body. 
Drawing  in  arm  and  hand,  as  if  they  had  been  sprained. 
Drawing  pain  in  both  arms.    Drawing  in  the  humerus. 
Tearing  in  the  arm,  especially  during  motion,  disturbing 
sleep.    Hammering  pain  in  the  humeri,  as  if  they  were 
being  pounded  to" dust.-    Pain  of  the  right  arm,  as  if 
bruised,  (a.  4  d.)    Pain  of  the  right  arm,  as  if  sprained  ; 
she  is  unable  to  move  it  either  forwards  or  backwards,  (a. 
18  d.)    Dull  pain  as  from  weariness,  and  groaning  sensa- 
tion in  the  muscles  of  the  whole  arm.    The  right  arm 
goes  to  sleep,  at  night.    Paralytic  feeling  in  the  right  arm. 
When  shaking  the  arm  it  feels  paralytic.    Faintness  of  the 
arms,  as  after  fever.    Jerking  and  drawing  in  the  arms 
and  fingers,  (a.  3  d.)    The  upper  arm  is  painful  as  if 
bruised  ;  he  cannot  lift  it,  from  pain,  and  the  hand  be- 
comes cold  in  lifting  it.    Painless  darlings  in  the  muscles 
of  the  upper  arm,  especially  the  deltoid  muscle,  the  whole 
day.    Trembling  in  the  muscles  of  the  right  upper  arm. 
The  elbow-joint  is  painful  when  stretching-  the  arm.  Tear- 
ing in  the  elbow-joint,  and  dartings  irradiating  from  that 
joint  towards  the  hand,  (a.  4  h.)    Dull  pain  and  stitches 
in  the  fore-arm,  extending  as  far  as  the  dorsum  of  the  hand 
and  fingers,  (1.  d.)    Pain,  as  from  bruises,  in  the  outer 
parts  of  the  fore-arm,  when  moving  or  touching  it.  Para- 
lytic, drawing  pain  in  the  fore-arm,  almost  the  whole  day. 
Drawing  sleep  in  the  muscles  of  the  fore-arm,  along  the 
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bones,  (a.  28  d.)  Teari  ig  in  the  left  fore-arm  and  band, 
with  pain  when  touching  it.  Feeling  of  heat  in  both 
fore-arms.  Heat  in  the  left  wrist  and  palm  of  the  hand. 
Continuous  trembling  of  the  fore-arm  and  hand.  Aching 
pain  in  the  right  wrist-joint.  Pinching  aching  in  the  right 
wrist-joint,  during  the  siesla.  Cramp-pain  of  the  hand, 
when  seizing  something.  Painful  stiffness  of  the  palm  of 
the  left  hand,  when  seizing  something.  Single,  visible 
twitchings  in  the  hand.  Drawing  pain  in  the  hand,  to- 
wards evening.  Drawing  in  the  right  wrist,  for  seconds, 
(a.  a  few  h.)  Drawing  in  the  hands,  (2.  d.)  Tearing  in 
the  left  wrist  joint.  Tearing  around  the  wrist-joint. 
Stitches  in  the  right  hand,  (12  d.)  Violent  stitches  in  the 
palm  of  the  left  h-md.  Pain  in  the  wrist-joint,  as  if  bruised. 
Very  cold  hands.  Cold  hand  and  excessive  ill  humor. 
The  hand gots  to  sleep,  in  the  morning  when  in  bed.  The 
hand  becomes  numb  and  goes  to  bed,  when  laying  it  upon 
something.  Trembling  of  the  hand.  Sweaty  hands. 
Hot  sweat  in  the  palms  of  ths  hands,  with  heat  and  red- 
ness of  the  face.  Violent  itching  of  the  left  hand.  Itch- 
ing of  the  hands,  with  chilblains  and  swelling  of  the  hands  ; 
(at  the  end  of  April.)  Large  blue  protuberances  and 
spots  on  both  hands,  itching,  mostly  at  night.  Eruption  on 
the  hands  and  between  the  fingers,  with  an  itching  burn- 
ing, going  off  by  rubbing.  The  fingers  are  painful  when 
moved,  with  tension  in  the  metacarpal  joints.  Frequent 
drawing  pain  in  the  extensor  tendon  of  the  index  finger  to- 
wards_  the  forepart.  Paralytic  drawing  pain  in  the  pos- 
terior joint  of  the  thumb  and  hand,  when  falling  asleep 
and  waking  in  the  morning,  (a.

All  °the 
fingers  goto  sleep,  and  feel  a  Tingling.  Swelling  of  the 
fingers,  early  in  the  morning  when  waking.  Painful  swell- 
ing of  one  of  the  finger-joints.  Small,  itching  vesicles  on 
the  fourth  finger,  looking  like  an  incipient  herpes.  Pua- 
tule  at  the  tip  of  the  thumb. 

Inferior  Extremities.— Soreness  of  the  nates  when 
touched.    When  riding  in  a  carriage,  at  night,  the  nates 
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feel  sore.    Pain  in  the  region  of  the  right  glutei  muscles. 
Aching  and  tension  of  the  right-hip  joint,  when  rising  from 
a  seal  and  when  beginning  to  walk,  as  if  the  head  of  the 
femur  would  become  sprained.    Drawing  pain  around  the 
hips.    The  child  limps  and  can  only  walk  upon  his  toes. 
Soreness  between  the  upper  part  of  the  lower  limbs,  when 
walking.    Ulcer  below  the  right  hip-joint,  with  tensive 
pain.    Soreness  of  the  upper  part  of  the  thigh,  near  the 
scrotum.    J  idling  of  the  upper  and  inner  parts  of  the 
lower  limbs.    The  lower  limbs  feel  heavy,  and  painful 
when   silting.    Drawing  with   pressure,  in  both  lower 
limbs,  from  hip  to  foot,  evening.    Drawing  pain  in  the 
right  limb.    Tearing  in  the  bones  of  the  lower  limbs, 
causing  her  to  moan.    Pain,  as  from  bruises  of  the  limbs, 
as  if  too  weary.    Heaviness  of  the  lower  limbs.  Para- 
lytic pain  in  the  limb,  at  intervals  of  a  couple  of  hours. 
Fainlness  of  the  limbs  when  lying  down,  not  when  walk- 
ing.   Tingling  in  the  lower  limbs,  from  the  hips  to  the 
toes,  frequently  day  and  night.    Feeling  of  heat,  wilh  las- 
situde, in  the  joints  of  the  limbs.    Violently  burning  itch- 
ing of  the  right  limb,  without  eruption.    Coldness  and 
feeling  of  coldness  in  the  whole  of  the  right  limb,  (a.  2 
h.)    Weakness  of  the  left  thigh,  after  a  walk,  with  sen- 
sation as  if  the  circulation  were  arrested.    Stilching  pain 
in  the  region  of  the  head  of  the  femur.    Aching  pain 
above  the  knee,  inferiorly  and  internally,  making  the  limb 
weaker  and  sliffer,  (a.  3  d.)    Cramp-like  contraction  in 
the  middle  of  the  thigh  and  below  both  calves,  frequently 
during  the  day,  as  sort  of  tightness,  as  if  the  parts  were 
compressed  by  a  bandage.    Drawing  in  the  muscles  of 
the  thigh,  as  if  they  supported  a  heavy  weight.  Draw- 
ing in   the  thighs,"  in  the  evening,  and  itching  of  the 
skin.     Drawing  and  tearing  in  the  thigh,  beginning  at 
the    knee,  when  sitting   down,  abating  when  seated. 
Tearing  in  the  thigh,  beginning  at  the  knee,  when  walk- 
ing.   Throbbing  and  small  beatings  in  the  thighs,  as  if 
they  were  ulcerated  within  ;  they  do  not  bear  the  least 
touch,  and  are  alternately  hot  and  cold.    Pain,  as  from 
bruises  in  the  left  thigh.  Pain,  as  from  bruises,  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  thigh,  when  stepping  forwards.    Pain  in  both 
thighs,  as  if  they  were  broken,  (a.  6  h.)    Prickling  in  the 
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thighs.    Itching  of  the  thighs,  she  had  to  scratch  them, 
until  they  bled.    Violent  itching  of  the  outer  side  of  the 
thigh,  at  night  when  in  bed,  soon  returning  alter  scratch- 
ing.   Dry  herpes  on  the  outer  side  of  thigh,  painful  when 
touched.    Boil  on  the  thigh.    Tension  and  constriction  of 
the  bend  of  the  knee,  ihe  whole  afternoon,  (a  72  h.) 
Pain  in  the  left  patella,  he  can  scarcely  walk,  (a.  11  d.) 
Painful  stiffness  of  the  bend  of  the  knee,  he  is  almost 
obliged  to  limp.    Sensation  as  if  the  ham-strings  were  too 
short.    Painful  contractive  sensation  in  the  knee.  Violent 
drawing  in  the  knees,  ending  in  a  jerk.    Tearing  in  the 
knee,  extending  into  the  hip,  at  knight,  when  in  bed,  after 
walking  a  good  deal.    Stitches  in  the  knee,  when  stand- 
ing.   Stitches  in  the  bend  of  the  knee,  at  night.  Stitching 
pain  in  the  outer  part  of  the  kn  -e,  when  walking.  Pain 
in  the  knees,  as  if  sprained,  especially  when  going  down 
stairs.    Pain,  as  if  sprained  or  bruised,  in  the  patella, 
when  walking,  especially  when  going  down  stairs  ;  the 
pain  gradually  diminishes  when  walking  upon  level  ground, 
ceases  even  for  a  time  ;  the  pain  is  felt  when  bending  the 
knee  considerably,  it  then  cracks.    Sudden  bending  of  the 
knees,  when  walking,  he  was  sometimes  unable  to  stir. 
Feeling  as  if  the  bends  of  the  knees  were  swollen,  when 
walking  in  the  open  air.    Cold  knees,  (a.  14  d.)  Momen- 
tary sharp  pain  in  the  leg,  from  the  knee  down  to  the  tips 
of  the  toes,  day  and  night.    Cramp-pain  of  the  whole  of 
the  lower  part  of  the  leg,  in  the  muscles  and  tendons,  con- 
tinuous ;  pain  is  likewise  felt  when  touching  the  parts. 
Cramp  in  the  calf,  towards  morning.    Violent  cramp  in 
the  calf  when  stretching  the  foot.    Drawing  in  the  middle 
of  the  calf,  both  when  at  rest  and  in  motion,  sometimes 
changed  to  a  spasmodic,  sudden  jerking,  in  frequent  at- 
tacks for  two  hours,  (immediately.)    Drawing  in  the  legs, 
as  far  as  the  knee.    Paralytic  drawing  along  the  bones  of 
the  leg.    Paralytic  pain  in  the  leg,  with  excessive  heavi- 
ness and  lassitude  ;  when  at  rest,  not  in  motion.  Great 
weariness  of  the  lower  part  of  the  legs,  after  a  short  walk, 
feeling  of  heat  in  the  legs,  nevertheless  they  are  cold  to 
the  touch.    The  feet  are  painful  ;  he  cannot  bear  the  pres- 
sure of  the  shoes.    Pain  in  the  periosteum  of  the  os  cal- 
cis,  (6.  d.)    Drawing  in  the  feet,  as  far  as  the  knee.  Draw-

ing  pain  in  the  feet,  when  walking.    Drawing  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  right  metatarsus,  (a.  9  h.)    Drawing  pain  from 
the  ball  of  the  foot  to  the  heel,  with  feeling  of  weakness. 
Tearing  in  the  right  foot,  early  in  the  morning.  Tearing 
in  the  left  foot.    Tearing  in  the  right  metatarsus,  (a.  1 1  h.) 
Tearing  and  stitches  in  the  right  foot.    Stitches  in  the  mal- 
leoli.   A  few  stitches  in  the  right  foot,  (10  d.)    Pain,  as 
from  a  sprain,  of  the  tarsal  joint,  in  the  morning,  when 
rising.    Heaviness  in  the  malleoli,  extending  through  the 
foot,  when  walking  and  setting  the  feet  down,  as  if  the 
malleoli  had  been  very  much  compressed.    Sudden  bend- 
ing of  the  tarsal  joint,  when  walking.  Considerable 
swelling  of  the  feet,  after  walking  in  the  open  air.  Burn- 
ing above  the  malleoli.    Burning  and  itching  of  the  feet. 
Icy-cold  feet  and  legs,  towards  noon.    Continual  coldness 
of  the  feet,  as  far  as  the  calves,  in  day-time.    Sweat  of 
the  left  foot,  (6.  d.)    Copious  sweat  of  the  soles,  with  con- 
sequent soreness  of  the  toes  and  balls,  with  prickling  pain, 
as  if  he  were  walking  upon  pins.    Sweat  of  the  feet,  also 
cold  sweat.    Restores  the  suppressed  sweat  of  the  feet, 
(secondary  effect.)    Painful    sensitiveness  of  the  toes, 
soles,  and  corns  as  if  inflamed.    Pain  in  the  ball  of  the 
little  toe,  when  walking.    Violent  stitches  in  the  right  big 
toe  and  sole  of  the  foot,  hindering  sleep.    Pain  under  the 
nail  of  the  big  toe.    Violent  burning  under  the  nail  oi  the 
left  bier  toe,  in  the  evening  when  in  bed.    Violent  tingling 
and  itching  of  the  big  toe,  evening.    Redness,  inflamma- 
tion and  swelling  of  one  toe,  with  burning  pain  ;  after  the 
foot  had  become  wet.    Redness  and  heat,  with  stitches 
of  the  big  toe  and  ball,  as  if  it  had  been  frozen.  Chil- 
blains on  the  big  toes.    Spreading  vesicles  on  the  toes. 
A  corn,  with  burning  pain,  forms  on  ihe  middle  leit  toe. 
The  corns  become  painful.    Erosive  pain  in  the  corns. 

General  Symptoms.— Pain  in  all  the  limbs,  apparently 
in  the  bones.  Pain  in  the  arthritic  nodosities,  which  had 
been  painless  heretofore.  Cramp-like  stiffness  of  the  back 
and  whole  body.  Stiffness  of  the  lower  limbs.  Tension 
of  the  arms  and  lower  limbs.  Tension  in  the  head  and 
whole  body-  Pain,  as  from  rigor,  in  the  left  arm  and  bwer 
limb.  General  tension  of  the  nerves,  with  much  thirst. 
Drawing  in  all  the  limbs,  stretching  being  very  agree- 
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able.  Drawing  pain  in  the  periosteum  of  all  the  bones, 
as  is  felt  previous  to  fever  and  ague  setting  in.  Draw- 
ing and  tearing  in  the  whole  body.  Drawing  from 
the  foot  up  to  the  back,  during  motion.  Drawing  and 
burning  in  the  limbs.  Frequent  drawing  pains  in 
almost  ail  the  parts  of  the  body,  coming  and  going 
speedily.  Aching  and  drawing  pain  around  the  knee- 
joints,  malleoli,  etc.  Twilchings  of  all  the  parts  of  the 
body.  Twilchings  and  stretching  of  the  limbs  rouse 
her  twice  from  her  siesla.  Twilchings  and  tearing  of  the 
joints.  Twitchings  of  the  muscles  ;  also  winking  of  the 
eyelids.  Burning  of  the  joints.  After  walking  the  joints 
are  painful,  as  if  they  were  luxated.  Great  sensitiveness 
in  the  joints,  early  in  the  morning,  without  any  distinct 
pain.  Cracking  in  all  the  joints  during  motion.  Weari- 
ness in  all  the  joints,  as  if  by  running.  Stitches  in  all  the 
parts  of  the  body,  now  here,  now  there.  Stitches  through 
the  whole  body.  Orgasm  of  the  blood  and  faintness  in  all 
the  limbs.  The  throbbing  of  the  arteries  in  the  upper  part 
of  the  body  is  distinctly  felt.  In  warm  weather  and  after 
short  exercise  lie  feels  heated  easily.  A  slight  motion 
causes  palpitation  of  the  heart  and  sweat.  Soon  after 
dinner  every  liitle  motion  causes  an  ec!  auffement  and 
palpitation  of  the  heart.  He  catches  cold  easily.  In- 
clines to  sweat  and  to  catch  cold.  In  the  evening,  when 
exposed  to  a  cold  wind,  he  easily  catches  cold  in  his  weak 
part,  which  then  feels  a  drawing  pain.  The  whole  body  is 
sensitive  to  the  open  air.  He  is  sensitive  to  cold  wind, 
and  very  chilly,  for  a  long  lime.  Catches  cold  easily, 
with  pain  in  the  back.  Sweat,  when  walking  in  the  open 
air,  followed  by  headache  and  nausea.  Short,  but  violent 
headache,  when  walking  in  the  open  air.  Lancinations  in 
the  scapula,  when  walking  in  the  open  air;  he  was  unable 
to  rest  upon  that  part  in  the  night.  Violent  pressure  above 
the  stomach  and  pit  of  the  stomach,  when  walking  in  the 
open  air.  Pain  in  the  left  scapula  and  the  region  of  the 
kidneys,  when  walking  in  the  open  air.  After  a  walk,  the 
feet  remain  cold,  with  heat  in  the  head.  The  majority  of 
the  symptoms  disappears  by  riding  in  a  carriage.  The 
symptoms  increase  towards  evening,  especially  the  draw- 
ing pain  which  is  felt  here  and  there.    Pains,  even  slight 
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ones,  affect  him  violently,  he  is  almost  beside  himself. 
Itching  over  the  whole  body,  (a.  7  d.)    Itching  over  the 
whole  back.    Violent  itching  in  the  bends  of  the  knees 
and  elbows.    Violent  itching  of  the  region  of  the  olecra- 
non process,  patella,  and  dorsum  of  the  foot.    The  itching 
places  bleed  when  scratched.    Itching  pricks  over  the 
whole  body  ;  scratching  brings  on  large  blotches.  Pim- 
ples.   Frequent,  mostly  large  boils,  on  the  scapula,  nape 
of  the  neck,  nates,  thighs  and  legs.    A  spot  which  had 
become  sore  by  rubbing,  cannot  be  made  to  heal,  it  ulcer- 
ates.   Stinging  pain  in  the  ulcer,  especially  the  first  day. 
Shooting  stitches  in  and  around  the  ulcer,  but  especially 
burning,  as  of  nettles.    The  ulcer  bleeds  violently  when 
dressing  it,  (a.  6  .d.)    The  bloody  ichor  of  the  ulcer 
corrodes  the  skin-,  causing  a  smarting  pain.    Dark  freckles. 
Small  warts  form  on  the  neck.    A  large  wen  on  the  upper 
lip,  8  years  old,  begins  to  cause  an  erosi.-e  pain  ;  it  bleeds 
when  washing  it,  and  is  painful  to  the  touch.  _  Itching  of 
the  warts.    Stitches  and'  sense  as  of  pecking  in  the  wart. 
Swelling  of  the  hands  and  feet.     Excessive  thinness. 
Emaciation  of  the  whole  body,  especially  the  upper  arms 
and  thighs. 

Fits,  Weakness. — Sick  feeling  in  the  whole  body. 
Weary  and  worn-out  condition  of  the  whole  body,  as  after 
a  severe  illness,  not  in  the  head.    Sick  feeling  in  the 
whole  body,  with  weakness  of  the  joints  and  heat  in  the 
head.    Feeling  of  great  faintness,  the  whole  day.  Fre- 
quently a  concealed  trembling  through  the  whole  body. 
Tremor  in  the  evening,  and  great  "weariness,  as  after 
violent  bodily  fatigue,  (a.  36  h.)    Trembling  all  over. 
Great  weariness  and  laziness,  as  if  exhausted  and  bruised, 
both  when  sitting  or  walking.    Sensation  in  all  the  mus- 
cles, as  when  one  rests  one's  self  after  a  violent  fatigue. 
Heaviness,  (a.  24  h.)    Heaviness  of  the  head,  and  lower 
limbs.    Feeling  of  heaviness  of  the  limbs,  especially 
in  the  joints,  early  in  the  morning  when  in  bed,  when 
keeping  ever  so  quiet.    When  walking  in  the  open  air,  the 
body  feels  so  heavy  that  he  is  scarcely  able  to  drag  it. 
Want,  of  disposition  to  walk.   The  joints  feel  weak  and 
bruised,  as  after  a  long  fatigue.    Exhausted  after  rising, 
until  10  o'clock.    The  limbs  feel  paralysed.  Weakness 
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and  trembling-  of  all  the  joints.    The  hands  and  limbs 
become  faint  and  paralysed,  when  pressing  upon  them  or 
when  placing  them  in  a  constrained  position,  as  if  the  cir- 
culation were  arrested  by  a  bandage,  (12.  d.)  Weakness 
of  the  feet,  and  despondency.    Great  weakness,  in  the 
afternoon.    Weakness  and  trembling  all  over.    Want  of 
energy  of  both  mind  and  body.    He  felt  so  weak  that  he 
had  to  lie  down  all  the  time.    He  feels  weakest  in  the 
evening,  especially  in  the  limbs.    He  feels  weak  even 
after  a  slight  motion.    Faintish  sort  of  weakness,  every 
other  morning,  with  oppressive  anxiety.    Fit  of  headache, 
in -the  afternoon,  several  days  in  succession,  followed 
by  nausea  and  anxiousness  ;  in  the  night,  he  is  attacked 
with  vomiting  and  diarrhoea.    Two  fits  a  day,  first,  draw- 
ing in  the  back,  followed  by  a  griping  in  the  sides  moving 
along  the  lower  border  of  the  costal  region  into  the  pit  of 
the  stomach,  where  a  turning  sensation  is  experienced,  the 
whole  ot  these  symptoms  terminating  with  eructations. 
Epileptic  fit,  beginning  with  a  drawing  in  the  left  side  of 
the  chest,  afterwards  convulsive  drawing  through  the  arms 
to  and  fro,  for  one  minute,  when  sitting,  preserving  almost 
entire  consciousness,  (a.  12  d.)    Epileptic  fit,  after  mid- 
night ;  sensation  in  the  left  side  as  of  a  mouse  moving  up 
and  down  ;  after  this  he  lost  his  senses,  his  arms  jerked, 
head  and  mouth  were  drawn  to  and  fro,  he  bit  his  tongue, 
and  finally  became  quite  stiff  and  snored.    Fit  of  headache, 
in  the  morning  when  waking,  with  nausea  and  sensation 
as  if  all  the  parts  in  the  mouth  were  numb  and  had  gone  to 
sleep     Great  weariness,  in  the  evening,  and  nausea  ;  fol- 
lowed by  excessive  yawning,  (10  d.)    Inclines  to  fall 
asleep  again,  after  rising,  for  some  hours. 

Sleep.— Frequent  yawning.  Drowsiness  in  day-time, 
(a.  4,  22  h.)  Drowsy  and  weak  the  whole  dav,  (a.  32  d.) 
Very  drowsy  in  the  afternoon,  (a.  8  d.)  Somnolence 
in  day-time.  Giddiness  and  drowsiness,  he  came  near 
tailing  asleep  when  walking  or  standing,  with  drawing 
pain  in  the  skin  of  the  tbighs,  on  the  inner  side.  Drowsy 
and  chilly  in  the  evening.  He  was  unable  to  fall  asleep 
tor  several  nights,  his  sleep  was  a  mere  slumber.  In  the 
morning  he  felt  as  if  he  had  not  slept  at  all.  She  was  un- 
able  to  sleep  for  8  nights.    She  remained  wide  awake  for 
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3  nights.    He  wakes  at  4  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and 

remains  wide  awake.    He  wakes  at  2  o'clock  every  night, 
ami  is  afterwards  unable  to  fall  asleep  again,  without 
complaining  of  any  thing.    Frequent  waking,  in  the  night. 
Sleeplessness  and  restlessness,  until  4  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing ;  afterwards  sleep  with  anxious  dreams.  Unrefresh- 
ing,  restless  sleep.    Restless  sleep,  he  falls  asleep  late, 
wakes  frequently  and  has  many  frightful  dreams.    In  the 
night  she  frequently  jumps  out  of  her  bed,  roused  from  the 
deepest  sleep  by  an  imaginary  frightful  event,  walks  about, 
and  finally  discovers  that  it  was  a  mere  illusion.

Violent  eructations  and 
spasm  of  the  stomach,  the  first  half  of  the  night.  Violent 
pressure  at  the  stomach,  in  the  night.    He  wakes  up  in 
the  night  with  pain  in  the  stomach,  (a.  50  h.)  Pressure 
in  the  stomach  and  back,  in  the  morning  when  waking. 
Uneasiness  in  the  abdomen  and  frequent  waking  in  the 
night.    Pain  in  the  stomach,  at  night  when  asleep,  going 
off  when  waking.    Restlessness  and  anguish  in  the  abdo- 
men, in  the  night,  with  heat  in  the  head  and  hands.  Pinch- 
ing in  the  abdomen,  in  the  night,  and  restless  sleep. 
Spasms  in  the  abdomen,  in  the  night.     A  good  deal 
of  burning  in  the  rectum,  in  the  night  when  waking,  and  in 
the  morning.  Sleeplessness  in  the  night,  owing  to  cold  feet. 
Icy-coldness  of  the  soles,  in  the  night,  hindering  sleep. 
Violent  stitch  in  the  right  half  of  the  chest,  in  ihe  evening 
after  lying  down.    Pains,  when  half  asleep,  which  he  does 
not  distinctly  recollect  when  waking.    Sleep  interrupted 
by  oppressed  breathing.    He  wakes  after  three  o'clock  m 
the  night  with  a  very  strong  palpitation  of  the  heart,  and 
pulsations  below  the  clavicle,  without  anguish.    He  wakes 
in  the  night  with  anguish,  is  obliged  to  cough,  and,  if  he 
does  not  drink,  he  is  obliged  to  vomit.    Dry  cough,  before 
midnight,  while  asleep.    Nightly  stitchings  and  pinchmgi, 
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at  times  below  the  chest,  at  times  in  the  back.  Stitches 
in  the  region  of  the  heart,  heat  and  thirst,  at  night.  After 
midnight,  spasmodic  pains  in  the  chest  and  in  the  corres- 
ponding side  of  the  spine,   increased   by  inspiration. 
Twitchings  in  the  left  lower  limb,  in  the  night  when  in  bed. 
In  the  evening,  when  in  bed,  the  legs  feel  numb  and  dead ; 
afterwards  ihey  experience   cramps,  especially  in  the 
calves,  lastly  stitches  and  prickling  in  the  heels.  Tearing 
in  the  lower  limbs,  especially  in  the  night.  Violent 
stitches  in  the  right  thigh,  in  the  night.    Weariness  in 
the  feet,  only  at  night ;  no  weariness  in  day-time,  not 
even  from  the  longest  walk.     Congestion  of  blood  to 
chest  and  heart,  in  the  night.    Nightmare,  in  the  night, 
shortly  after  falling  asleep.    Oppressive  anxiety,  a  sort  of 
nightmare,  shortly  after  falling  asleep,  as  if  some  one  were 
lying  under  him,  seizing  him  around  the  abdomen,  so  that 
he  could  not  get  loose.    Sort  of  nightmare  with  sweat, 
while  tormented  by  strange,  lascivious  dreams.  Op- 
pressed breathing  and  anxiety,  in  the  night  when  waking, 
and  in  the  morning.    He  wakes  in  the  night  with  a  sort 
of  oppressive  anxiety,  (a.

In 
the  night,  when  in  bed,  anguish  resembling  palpitation  of 
the  heart,  with  nausea,  without  inclination  to  vomit,  as  if 
she  had  done  something  wrong  ;  she  could  not  remain  in 
her  bed  ;  she  felt  no  palpitation  when  laying  the  hand 
upon  the  heart ;  this  lasted  two  hours.    A  number  of  fan- 
cies, in  the  night.    Ravings  in  the  place  of  sleep,  every 
night.    Fanciful  dreams  of  eating  and  drinking,  in  the 
night.    In  the  evening,  when  in  bed,  he  saw  all  sorts  of 
figures,  walking,  running,  disappearing,  appearing,  increas- 
ing, decreasing  ;  accompanied  with  chilliness  !  Vivid, 
wandering  dreams  about  business,  in  the  morning,  after- 
wards very  tired.    Starting,  when  falling-  asleep.  Start- 
ing when  asleep,  and  twitchings  of  the  limbs,  (a.  20  d  ) 
Starting,  during  the  siesta,  while  sitting  on  a  chair,  as  if 
touched  by  an  electric  shock.    At  night,  when  lying  upon 
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the  back,  he  starts  up,  with  a  stitch  into  the  right  side  of 
the  chest.  Frequent  anxious  waking  from  an  uneasy 
sleep.  Dreams  giving  anxiety,  and  violent  starting  up. 
Anxious  dreams,  in  the  night,  for  many  nights.  Anxious 
dream,  in  the  night,  as  if  he  had  to  die.  Anxious  dream, 
in  the  night  ;  when  waking,  all  her  pulses  beat.  Anxious 
sleep,  nith  moaning.  Anxious,  vivid,  sad  dreams.  Anxious 
dreams,  and  screams  when  asleep.  Wild  dreams,  and  a 
sort  of  coma  vigil.  He  dreams  he  is  committing  a  crime.

Chilliness,  in  the  evening  before  going  to  bed,  and 
when  lying  down,  over  the  whole  body,  a  quarter  of 
an  hour.     Chilliness  of  the  whole  body,  with  warm 
feet,  (a.  2  d.)    Cold  hands  and  feet,  (a.  2  d.)  Chilli- 
ness, especially  in  the  evening.     Feeling  of  coolness 
over  the  body  and  head,  without  any  special  cause,  for  two 
hours.    Chilliness  in  the  afternoon,  without  any  subsequent 
heat;  he  felt  an  obtusion  of  the  head  the  whole  day. 
Chilliness,  in  the  evening,  when  moving  about  in  the  bed. 
Chilliness.    Chills  even  in  a  warm  room.    Chills,  as  if 
goose-skin  came  on,  the  hair  standing  upon  end.  Fre- 
quent shuddering,  especially  in  the  afternoon.  Continual 
internal  chilliness,  in  the  evening,  the  external  body  feel- 
ing warm  although  he  does  not  feel  the  warmth,  (he  goes 
near  the  stove,)  with  headache,  as  if  the  head  were  ban- 
daged firmly.

Alternate  coldness  of  the  hands  and  heat  of  the  head,  with 
feverishness.     Feverish  chilliness,  in  the  afternoon,  tor 
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one  hour  ;  afterwards  heat  all  over,  a  quarter  of  an  hour  ; 
followed  by  general  sweat  for  two  hours  ;  thirst  neither 
in  the  cold  nor  hot  stage,  (a.  4  d.)    Quotidian  fever,  after 
having  caught  cold  while  taking  a  long  ride  in  a  violent 
wind,  chilliness  for  three  hours,  afterwards  heat  for  six 
hours,  with  excessive  sweat,  (a.  36  d.)    Feverish  chilli- 
ness, in  the  afternoon,  in  the  open  air,  for  an  hour  and  a 
half;  afterwards  dry  heat,  while  in  bed,  with  delirium  in 
sort  of  half-waking  state,  no  sleep  ;  sweat  and  sleep  to- 
wards morning.    Dry  heat,  afterwards  violent  chilliness, 
in  the  morning  when  in  bed.    Feverish  heat  with  quick 
pulse.    Great  heat  in  the  face,  in  the  evening,  with  icy- 
cold  hands  without  thirst,  (a.  3  d.)    Flushes  of  heat  in  the 
cheeks,  with  thirst,  and  next  evening  very  drowsy.  Heat 
in  the  face  and  coldness  of  the  rest  of  the  body.    Heat  in 
the  face,  in  the  morning,  when  waking,  and  inclination  to. 
sweat.    Flushes  of  heat  all  over,  towards  evening,  and 
transitory  sweat.    Heat  and  thirst,  with  little  turbid  urine. 
Internal,  dry  heat,  with  thirst  and  feverish  weakness. 
Heat  in  the  eyes,  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  great 
anxiousness.    Flushes  of  heat  from  time  to  time.  Fre- 
quent, flushes  of  heat  in  the  day,  with  moistness  of  the 
hands.    Flushes  of  heat  and  nausea,  in  the  evening  previ- 
ous to  going  to  bed.    Frequent  attacks  of  flushes  of  heat 
in  day-time.     Flushes  of  heat  in  the  cheeks,  without 
thirst,  (a.  30  h.)    Dry  heat  over  the  whole  body,  (a.  5  d.) 
Increased  continual  warmth  in  the  body,  day  and  niaht, 
as  after  spirituous  drinks,  with  increased  inclination0  to 
perspire.    Constant  feeling  of  heat  in  the  whole  body, 
without  thirst ;  she  wants  to  be  without  covering  day  and 
night,  and  in  a  cool  room.    Heat,  in  the  evening,  espe- 
cially of  the  feet.    Heat  in  the  face,  in  the  evening.  Heat 
m  the  skin.    Frequent  attacks  of  heat  in  the  face  and 
hands,  with  a  good  deal  of  weakness  in  the  limbs.  Great 
heat  and  no  sleep  in  the  night.    Dry  heat,  in  the  night, 
a.8  d.)    A  good  deal  of  heat  in  the  night,  especially  in 
the  th.ghs.    The  blood,  especially  in  the  hands,  feels  hot 
in  the  night.    Heat  with  thirst  and  dryness  of  the  throat 
in  the  night,  frequently  waking  her  from  sleep,  the  thirst 
asted  20  hours.    Unequal  pulse  ;  after  a  regular  beat  come 
two  small  beats,  the  fourth  beat  intermitting  entirely 
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Sweat,  with  cold  hands  and  blue  nails.  Morning-sweat. 
Nightly  moistness  of  the  skin.    Night  sweat,  every  other 
night,  profuse.    Nighl-siveat,  every  night.  Night-sweat, 
20  nights  in  succession,  (a.  10  d.)    Night-sweat,  waking 
up  in  the  midst  of  it  with  agreeable  ideas.  Night-sweat, 
especially  on  the  feet.    In  the  night,  sweat  on  the  chest. 
Nightly  sweat,  only  on  the  parts,  on  which  she  is  resting. 
He  sweats  as  soon  as  he  covers  himself,  (with  the  feather 
bed.)     Night-sweat,  while  sleeping.     Fetid  sweat,  for 
several  nights.    Profuse,  fetid  sweat,  when  performing 
manual  labor.    Sour,  very  fetid  sweat,  like  the  urine  of 
horses.    Sourish  night-sweat,  for  several  nights:
